Resolution  Authorizing  this  Publication. 


RESOLUTION  NO.  5109  (New  Series). 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Clerk  of  this  Board  is  hereby  directed  to 
cause  to  be  published  under  authority  of  this  Board,  a  book  contain- 
ing copies  of  all  franchises  granted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
resolutions  affecting  the  same,  and.  orders,  ordinances  and  resolutions 
granting  spur  track,  pipe  line  and  similar  permits. 


Adopted  January  3.  1910;  approved  January  5,  1910. 
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The  fire  of  April  1806,  destroyed  all  the  official  records  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.  The  loss  of  these  records,  especially  those  conferring 
rights  and  privileges  to  use  the  streets  of  the  city  and  county,  has  been 
keenly  felt  and  the  attempt  is  here  made  to  replace  in  convenient  form 
the  ordinances  relating  to  this  subject.  The  ordinances  and  resolutions 
contained  herein  have  been  obtained  from  the  official  publications  made 
thereof  at  the  time  of  their  adoption.  Appreciation  is  expressed  to  the 
State  Library  and  to  the  Sutro  Library  for  the  use  of  the  newspaper  files 
of  these  institutions  in  the  compilation  of  these  documents. 

The  publication  of  these  records  shall  not  be  considered  as  an  admis- 
sion of  the  validity  of  any  franchise  or  contract  or  that  any  right  con- 
ferred thereby  is  in  effect  or  is  in  use  or  otherwise;  also  that  this  publi- 
cation shall  not  in  any  manner  or  form  be  considered  as  a  waiver  on 
the  part  of  the  city  and  county  of  any  right,  claim  or  interest  which  it 
might   otherwise   exercise.

LAWS  GOVERNING  GRANTING  OF  FRANCHISES. 


Prior  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  present  charter  on  January  8,  1900, 
all  franchises  granted  within  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  were 
granted  according  to  the  general  powers  contained  in  the  so-called  "Con- 
solidation Act"  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the 
State  of  California.    The  most  important  of  these  laws  are: 

Titles  III  and  IV,  Part  IV  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  following  sections 
were  in  effect  during  the  period  in  which  most  of  the  franchises  herein 
were  granted : 

PROVISIONS  OF  CIVIL  CODE   RELATIVE  TO   STREET  RAILROADS. 

Sec.  470.  No  railroad  corporation  must  use  any  street,  alley  or  high- 
way, or  any  of  the  land  or  water  within  any  incorporated  city  or  town, 
unless  the  right  to  so  use  the  same  is  granted  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
town  or  city  authority  from  which  the  right  must  emanate. 

Sec.  471.     Repealed  April  1,  1S78.     Amendments  1877-7S,  S4. 

Sec.  492.  The  legislative  or  other  body  to  whom  is  intrusted  the  govern- 
ment of  the  county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  town,  under  such  regulations, 
restrictions,  and  limitations,  and  upon  such  terms  and  payment  of  license 
tax  as  the  county,  city  and  county,  city  or  town  authority  may  provide,  may 
grant  franchises  for  the  construction  of  elevated  or  underground  railroad 
tracks  over,  across,  or  under  the  streets  and  public  highways  of  any  such 
county,  city  and  county,  city,  or  town,  for  the  term  not  exceeding  fifty  years ; 
provided,  that  before  granting  such  franchise  there  shall  be  presented  to 
such  legislative  or  other  body  a  petition  signed  by  the  owners  of  a  majority 
of  the  landed  property,  other  than  public  property,  on  the  line  of  said  ele- 
vated portion  applied  for.     (Additional  Section,  Statutes  1895,  242.) 

Sec  493.  This  Act  shall  apply  to  all  railroad  companies  heretofore  and 
hereafter  incorporated.      (Additional   Section.     Statutes  1895,  242.) 

Sec.  4'.i7.  Authority  to  lay  railroad  tracks  through  the  streets  and  pub- 
lic highways  of  any  incorporated  city  or  town  may  be  obtained  for  a 
term  of  years,  not  exceeding  fifty,  from  the  Trustees,  Council  or  other 
body  to  whom  is  intrusted  the  government  of  the  city  or  town,  under 
such  restrictions  and  limitations,  and  upon  such  terms,  and  payment  of 
license  tax.  as  the  city  or  town  authority  may  provide.  In  no  case  must 
permission  be  granted  t<>  propel  cars  upon  such  tracks  otherwise  than  by 
electricity,  horses,  mules,  or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  the  streets  and 
moved  by  stationary  engines,  unless  tor  special  reasons  in  this  title  here- 
inafter mentioned;  provided,  however,  that  such  Board  or  body  in  grant- 
ing tiie  right,  or  at  any  lime  after  the  same  is  granted,  to  use  electricity 
oV  any  oilier  of  said  modes,  shall  have  power  to  impose  Midi  terms,  re- 
strictions and  limitations  as  to  the  use  of  Streets  and  ihe  construction  and 
mode  of  operating  such  electric  and  other  roads  as  may  by  such  Board  or 
body,  Ik-  deemed  tor  the  public  safety  or  welfare  (as  amended  February 
26,  1891,  Statutes  1891,  Page  12). 
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Sec.  498.  The  city  or  town  authorities  in  granting  the  right  of  way  to 
street  railroad  corporations,  in  addition  to  the  restrictions  which  they  are 
authorized  to  impose,  must' require  a  strict  compliance  with  the  following 
conditions,  except  in  the  cases  of  prismoidal  or  other  elevated  railways.* 
In  such  cases  said  railway  shall  be  required  to  be  constructed  in  such  a 
manner  as  will  present  the  least  obstruction  to  the  freedom  of  the  streets 
on  which  it  may  be  erected,  when  allowed  by  the  granting  power: 

First — To  construct  their  tracks  on  those  portions  of  streets  designated 
in  the  ordinance  granting  the  right,  which  must  be  as  nearly  as  possible 
in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second — To  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  street 
used  by  their  track,  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof, 
and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  and  to  keep  the  same 
constantly  in  repair,  flush  with  the  street  and  with  good  crossings. 

Third — That  the  tracks  must  not  be  more  than  five  feet  wide  within 
the  rails,  and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely.  [As  Amended  April  3,  1876.  Amendments  1875-6, 
77.] 

Sec.  499.  Two  lines  of  street  railway,  operated  under  different  manage- 
ments, may  be  permitted  to  use  the  same  street,  each  paying  an  equal 
portion  for  the  construction  of  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  used  by  said 
railways  jointly;  but  in  no  case  must  two  lines  of  street  railway,  operated 
under  different  managements,  occupy  and  use  the  same  street  or  tracks 
for  a  distance  of  more  than  five  blocks  consecutively.  [As  amended  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1891.    Statutes  1891,  Page  13.] 

Sec.  500.  Any  proposed  railroad  track  may  be  permitted  to  cross  any 
track  already  constructed,  the  crossing  being  made  as  provided  in  Chapter 
II,  Title  III,  of  this  part.  In  laying  down  the  track  and  preparing  there- 
for, not  more  than  one  block  must  be  obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for 
a  longer  period  than  ten  working  days. 

Sec.  501.  The  rates  of  fare  on  the  cars  must  not  exceed  ten  cents  for 
one  fare,  for  any  distance  under  three  miles.  The  cars  must  be  of  the 
most  improved  construction  for  comfort  and  convenience  of  passengers  and 
provided  with  brakes  to  stop  the  same,  when  required.  The  rate  of  speed 
must  not  be  greater  than  eight  miles  per  hour.  A  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  subjects  the  corporation  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense.  [See  Act  of  January  1,  1S78,  for  Rates  of  Fare.] 
[Section  501  was  amended  in  1903  by  striking  out  the  provision  relating 
to  the  speed  of  cars.  | 

Sec.  502.  Work  to  construct  the  railroad  must  be  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  the  ordinance  granting  the  right  of  way  and 
the  filing  of  articles  of  incorporation,  and  the  same  must  be  completed 
within  three  years  thereafter.  A  failure  to  comply  with  these  provisions 
works  the  forfeiture  of  the  right  of  way  as  well  as  of  the  franchise,  un- 
less the  uncompleted  portion,  is  abandoned  by  the  corporation,  with  the 
consent  of  the  authorities  granting  the  right  of  way — such  abandonment 
and  consent  to  be  in  writing.  [Section  502  was  amended  in  1895  by  pro- 
viding that  extensions  of  time  of  construction  could  be  granted.] 

Sec.   50Ss.     Cities  and  towns  in  or  through  which  street  railroads  run, 
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may  make  such  further  regulations  for  the  government  of  such  street  rail- 
roads as  may  be  necessary  to  a  full  enjoyment  of  the  franchise  and  the 
enforcement  of  the  conditions  provided  herein. 

Sec.  504.  Any  corporation  or  agent  or  employee  thereof,  demanding 
or  charging  a  greater  sum  of  money  for  fare  on  the  cars  of  such  street 
railroad  than  that  fixed,  as  provided  in  this  Title,  forfeits  to  the  person 
from  whom  such  sum  is  received,  or  who  is  thus  overcharged,  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action,  in  any  Justice's 
Court,  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  against  the  corporation.  [See  Act  of 
January  1,  1878,  for  Rates  of  Fare.] 

Sec.  505.  Every  street  railroad  corporation  must  provide,  and  on  re- 
quest, furnish  to  all  persons  desiring  a  passage  on  its  cars,  any  required 
quantity  of  passenger  tickets  or  checks,  each  to  be  good  for  one  ride.  Any 
corporation  failing  to  provide  and  furnish  tickets  or  checks  to  any  person 
desiring  to  purchase  the  same  at  not  exceeding  the  rate  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, shall  forfeit  to  such  person  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars ;  to  be 
recovered  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  provided  that  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  such  street  railroad  corporations  as  charge 
'but  five  cents  fare.     [As  Amended  March  13,  1S83 ;  Amendments  1883-84.] 

Sec.  506.  Upon  the  trial  of  an  action  for  any  of  the  sums  forfeited,  as 
provided  in  the  two  preceding  sections,  proof  that  the  person  demanding 
or  receiving  the  money  as  fare,  or  for  the  sale  of  the  ticket  or  check,  was 
at  the  time  of  making  the  demand  or  receiving  the  money,  engaged  in 
an  office  of  the  corporation,  or  vehicle  belonging  to  the  corporation,  shall 
be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  person  was  the  agent,  servant  or  em- 
ployee of  the  corporation,  to  receive  the  money,  and  give  the  ticket  or 
check  mentioned.     [As  Amended  March  30,  1874.    Amendments  1873-4,  213.] 

Sec.  507.  In  every  grant  to  construct  street  railroads,  the  right  to  grade, 
sewer,  pave,  macadamize  or  otherwise  improve,  alter  or  repair  the  streets 
or  highways,  is  reserved  to  the  corporation,  and  cannot  be  alienated  or 
impaired;  such  work  to  be  done  so  as  to  obstruct  the  railroad  as  little  as 
possible,  and,  if  required,  the  corporation  must  shift  its  rails  so  as  to 
avoid  the  obstructions  made  thereby.  [As  Amended  March  30.  1874. 
Amendments  1873-4,  214.] 

Sec.  508.  Each  street  railroad  corporation  must  pay  to  the  authorities 
of  the  city.  town,  county,  or  city  and  county,  as  a  license  upon  each  car. 
such  sum  as  the  authorities  may  lix,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  per  annum 
in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  nor  more  than  twenty-live  dollars  per  annum 
in  other  cities  or  towns.  Where  any  street  railroad  connects  or  runs 
through  two  or  more  cities  or  towns,  a  proportionate  or  equal  share  of 
such  license  tax  must  he  paid  to  each  of  the  cities  or  towns;  and  DO  such 
license  tax  is  duo  the  county  authorities  where  the  same  is  paid  to  any 
city  or  town  authority. 

Sec.  r.(i'.>.  The  righl  to  lay  down  a  trade  Cot  grading  purposes,  ami  main- 
tain t lie  same  lor  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years,  may  lie  .mauled  by 
the  corporate  authorities  of  any  city  or  town,  or  city  and  county,  or 
Supervisors  of  any  city  or  county,  hut  no  SUCh  track  must  remain  more 
than  three  years  upon  any  one  street;  and  ii  nm-l  he  laid  level  witli  the 
Street,   and   must    be   operated    under   such    restrictions   as   not    to    Interfere 
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with  the  use  of  the  street  by  the  public.  The  corporate  authorities  of 
any  city  or  town,  or  city  and  county,  may  grant  the  right  to  use  steam 
or  any  other  motive  power  in  propelling  the  cars  used  on  such  grading 
track,  when  public  convenience  or  utility  demands  it,  but  the  reasons  there- 
for must  be  set  forth  in  the  ordinance,  and  the  right  to  rescind  the  or- 
dinance at  any  time  reserved. 

Sec.  510.  Street  railroads  are  governed  by  the  provisions  of  Title 
Three  of  this  Part,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  unless  such  railroads  are 
therein  specially  excepted.  [As  Amended  March  30,  1874.  Amendments 
1873-4,  214.] 

Sec  511.  When  a  street  railroad  is  constructed,  owned  or  operated  by 
any  natural  person,  this  Title  is  applicable  to  such  person  in  like  manner 
as  it  is  applicable  to  corporations. 

OTHER   STATUTORY   PROVISIONS. 

The  important  statutes  in  relation  to  street  railroads  are  the  following : 

"An  act  to  limit  and  fix  the  rates  of  fare  on  street  railroads  in  cities 
and  towns  of  more  than  100,000  inhabitants,"  approved  January  1.  1878, 
section  one  of  which  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  street  railroad  in  any  city  or  town  of  this  state  with 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  inhabitants  shall  lie  allowed  to  charge 
or  collect  a  higher  rate  of  fare  than  five  cents  for  each  passenger  per  trip 
of  any  distance  in  one  direction,  either  going  or  coming,  along  any  part 
of  the  whole  length  of  the  road  or  its  connections. 

An  act  authorizing  the  use  of  electricity  as  motive  power  for  street  carS/-""~ 
and  validating  franchises  permitting  the  use  of  the  same.     Approved  Feb- 
ruary 2.-..  1891.     (Statutes  1891.) 

An  act  limiting  the  time  in  which  franchises  may  be  granted.  "Ap- 
proved February  24,  1803.      (Statutes  1893.) 

An  act  requiring  persons  or  corporations  to  allow  letter  carriers  to  ride 
free.     Approved  February  27.   1893.      (Statutes  1893.) 

An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  railroad  and  other  franchises  in  munici- 
palities and  relative  to  the  granting  of  franchises.  Approved  March  23, 
1893.      (Statutes  1893,) 

An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  street  railroad  and  other  franchises  in 
municipalities,  and  providing  conditions  for  the  granting  of  such  fran- 
chises by  the  legislative  or  governing  bodies,  and  repealing  conflicting 
acts.     Approved  March  13,  1X97.      (Statutes  1S07.  p.  170.) 

CHARTER    PROVISIONS. 

The  present  charter  winch  took  effect  January  8.  1900,  superseded  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  and  since  that  time  all  rights  to  use  the  streets 
have  been  granted. in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  charter, 
which  are  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  II.  CHAPTER  I— LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT. 

Sec.  12.  When  a  hill  is  put  upon  its  final  passage  in  the  Board  and 
fails  to  pass,  and  a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider,  the  vote  upon  such  motion 
shall  not  he  acted  upon  before  the  expiration  of  twenty-four  hours  after 
adjournment.  No  hill  for  the  grant  of  any  franchise  shall  be  put  upon  its 
final   passage  within   ninety   days  after  its   introduction,   and  no   franchise 
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shall  be  renewed  before  one  year  prior  to  its  expiration.     Every  ordinance 
shall,  after  amendment,  be  laid  over  for  one  week  before  its  final  passage. 

ARTICLE    II,   CHAPTER    II— POWERS  OF   THE    BOARD   OF    SUPER- 
VISORS. 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  provisions,  limitations  and  restrictions  in 
this  Charter  contained,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power : 

1.  To  ordain,  make  and  enforce  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and 
County  all  necessary  local,  police,  sanitary  and  other  laws  and  regulations. 

2.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Charter,  or  in  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  California,  to  regulate  and  control  for  any  and  every  pur- 
pose, the  use  of  the  streets,  highways,  public  thoroughfares,  public  places, 
alleys  and  sidewalks  of  the  City  and  County. 

3.  To  permit  the  laying  down  of  spur  or  side  tracks  and  running 
cars  thereon  for  industrial  purposes  only,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting 
warehouses,  manufactories,  or  other  business  industries  and  enterprises 
with  the  Belt  Line  of  railroads  along  the  water  front  or  other  lines  of 
railroad  which  now  or  may  hereafter  enter  the  City  and  County,  subject 
to  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  from  time  to  time 
by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  j^Sucfi  tracks  to  be  used  for  transportation  of 
freight  only,  and  not  to  be  used  as  a  main  line  or  a  part  thereof;  and  also 
for  the  purpose  of  excavating  and  filling  in  a  street  or  portion  of  a  street 
or  the  adjoining  land,  and  for  such  limited  time  as  may  be  necessary  for 
such  purpose  and  no  longer. 

Such  tracks  must  be  laid  level  with  the  street  and  must  be  operated 
Under  such  restrictions  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  of  such  streets 
by  the  public.  All  permits  granted  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be 
revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  All  spur  or  side 
tracks  laid  down  and  in  use  on  the  first  day  of  July,  1907,  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  been  laid  down  and  to  be  in  use  by  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. — As  amended  Novem- 
ber r>.  1907.  approved  by  the  Legislature  November  23,  1907.  (Statutes 
Special,  Session  1907,  page  53.) 

4.  To  empower  street  railway  companies  under  such  conditions  as  the 
Board  may  see  fit  to  impose,  to  convey  street  sweepings  and  offal  to  the 
public  parks. 

13.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Charter,  to  regulate  and  con- 
trol the  location  and  quality  of  all  appliances  necessaiy  to  the  furnishing 
of  water,  heat,  light,  power,  telephonic  and  telegraphic  service  to  the  City 
and  County,  and  to  acquire,  regulate  and  control  any  and  all  appliances 
lor  the  sprinkling  and  cleaning  of  the  streets  of  the  City  and  County,  and 
for  flushing  the  sewers  therein. 

14.  To  fix  and  determine  by  ordinance  in  the  month  of  February  of 
each  year,  to  take  effect  on  the  first  (lay  of  July  thereafter,  the  rates  or 
compensation  to  he  collected  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  in  the 
City  anil  County,  for  the  use  of  water,  heat,  light,  power  or  telephonic 
Service,  supplied  to  the  City  and  County  or  to  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and 
to  prescribe  the  quality  of  the  service — As  amended  November  '<.  L907,  <tp- 
proved  by  tin  Legislature  November  23,  1907.  (Statutes  Special  Session, 
p.  k>7,  page  55.) 
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27.  To  regulate  street  railroads,  tracks  and  cars;  to  permit  two  or 
more  lines  of  street  railways,  operated  under  different  managements,  to 
use  the  same  street,  each  paying  an  equal  portion  for  the  construction 
and  repair  of  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  used  by  said  railways  jointly 
for  such  number  of  blocks  consecutively,  not  exceeding  ten  blocks,  to  fix, 
establish  and  reduce  the  fares  and  charges  for  transporting  passengers 
and  goods  thereon ;  to  regulate  rates  of  speed,  and  to  pass  ordinances  to 
protect  the  public  from  danger  or  inconvenience  in  the  operation  of  such 
roads. — As  amended  December  4,  1902,  approved  by  the  Legislature  Feb- 
ruary 5,  1903  (Statutes  1903,  page  586). 

28.  To  allow  any  transcontinental  or  other  railroad  company  having 
not  less  than  fifty  miles  of  road  actually  constructed  and  in  operation  to 
enter  the  City  and  County  with  its  road  and  run  its  cars  to  the  water 
front  at  the  most  suitable  point  for  public  convenience.  No  exclusive 
right  shall  be  granted  to  any  railroad  company ;  and  the  use  of  all  such 

S   rights  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  regulation  by  the  Supervisors. 

Every  ordinance  granting  such  right  shall  be  upon  the  conditions  that 
said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  street  from  curb  to  curb 
in  such  a  manner  and  with  such  material  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
prescribed  by  the  Supervisors,  and  that  such  company  shall  allow  any 
other  railroad  company  to  use  in  common  with  it  the  same  track  or  tracks, 
each  paying  an  equal  portion  for  the  construction  and  repair  of  the 
tracks  and  appurtenances  used  by  such  railways  jointly. 

Sec.  4.  The  Finapce  Committee  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  its 
duty,  to  examine  "The  records  and  examine  and  export  the  books  of  ac- 
count of  all  persons,  companies  or  corporations  that  are  required  to  pay 
a  portion  of  their  gross  receipts  into  the  treasury;  and  shall  likewise,  as 
an  aid  to  the  fixing  of  rates  for  furnishing  water  and  light  to  the  City 
and  County  and  to  the  inhabitants  therecf,  have  like  power,  and  it  shall 
be  its  duty,  to  examine  the  records  and  examine  and  expert  the  books 
of  account  of  any  and  all  persons,  companies  or  corporations  so  furnish- 
ing water  or  light. 

Sec.  5.  No  exclusive  franchise  or  privilege  shy  11  be  granted  for  lay- 
ing pipes,  wires  or  conduits. 

Sec.  6.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  power  to  grant  author- 
ity for  a  term  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years  to  construct  and  operate 
street  railways  upon,  or  over,  or  under,  the  streets  or  parts  of  streets  of 
the  City  and  County  not  reserved  for  boulevards  or  carriage  driveways. 
upon  the  following  conditions  and  in  the  following  manner  and  none 
other : 

Upon  application  being  made  to  the  Board  for  any  such  franchise,  it 
shall  by  resolution  determine  whether  such  franchise  or  any  part  thereof 
should  be  granted,  and  at  said  time  shall  determine  on  what  conditions 
the  same  shall  be  granted  additional  to  those  conditions  provided  in  tliis 
Chapter.  After  such  determination,  it  shall  cause  notice  of  such  appli- 
cation and  resolution  to  be  advertised  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City 
and  County  for  ten  consecutive  days.  Such  advertisement  must  be  com- 
pleted not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  before  any  further 
action  is  taken  by  the  Board  on  such  application.  The  advertisement  must 
state  the  character  of  the  franchise  sought,  the  term  of  its  proposed  con- 
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tinuance,  and  the  route  to  be  traversed ;  that  sealed  bids  will  be  received 
up  to  a  certain  hour  on  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  advertisement ;  and  a 
further  statement  that  no  bids  will  be  received  of  a  stated  amount,  but 
that  all  bids  must  be  for  the  payment  to  the  City  and  County  in  lawful 
money  of  the  United  States  of  a  stated  percentage  of  the  gross  annual 
receipts  of  the  person,  company  or  corporation  to  whom  the  franchise  may 
be  awarded,  arising  from  its  use.  operation,  enjoyment  or  possession. 

Every  bidder  shall  file  with  his  bid  a  bond  executed  to  the  City  and 
County,  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties  to  be  approved 
by  the  Mayor  in  a  penal  sum  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors,  and  set 
forth  in  such  advertisement,  conditioned  that  such  bidder  will  well  and 
truly  observe,  fulfill  and  perform  each  and  all  of  the  conditions,  terms 
and  obligations  of  the  franchise  for  which  said  application  was  made  in 
case  the  same  shall  be  awarded  to  him,  and  that  in  case  of  the  breach 
of  any  of  the  conditions  of  such  bond,  the  whole  amount  of  the  penal 
sum  therein  named  shall  be  taken  to  be  liquidated  damages,  and  that  as 
such  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  principal  and  sureties  on  such  bond. 

At  the  next  regular  session  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  stated  in 
such  advertisement  up  to  which  such  bids  will  be  received,  the  Board  must 
open  such  bids  and  award  the  franchise  to  the  person,  company  or  cor- 
poration offering  to  pay  the  highest  stated  percentage  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts arising  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  or  enjoyment  of  the 
franchise  for  which  such  application  was  made.  But  no  award  shall  be 
made,  nor  any  such  application  granted,  unless  the  stated  percentage 
offered  to  be  paid  for  the  franchise  shall  be  at  least  three  per  centum  of 
such  gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  period  for  which 
the  franchise  is  to  be  granted,  four  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  dur- 
ing the  next  succeeding  ten  years,  and  five  per  centum  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years. 

Except  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided,  bidding  for  such  fran- 
chises must  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter  in  re- 
lation to  bids  made  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  so  far  as  such  pro- 
visions may  be  applicable.  The  Supervisors  may  reject  any  and  all  bids, 
and  may  refuse  to  grant  a  franchise  for  any  part  of  the  route  for  which 
application  was  made.  Every  ordinance  making  such  grant  shall  require 
the  concurrence  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  as  shown  by  the  ayes  and  noes,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Mayor,  and  at  least  ninety  days  shall  intervene  between  the  introduction 
and  final  passage  of  any  such  ordinance.  It  shall  require  a  vote  of  five- 
sixths  of  all  the  Supervisors  to  pass  the  ordinance  notwithstanding  the 
objections  of  the  Mayor. 

If  any  bid  be  accepted,  the  franchise  must  be  granted  upon  the  ex- 
press condition,  in  addition  to  the  conditions  required  by  this  Charter, 
and  such  other  conditions  ,-is  may  he  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors,  that 
the  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  railway  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  the  next  ensuing  month  after 
such  gross  receipts  shall  have  been  earned:  and  upon  the  further  condi- 
tion that  the  whole  of  the  railway  shall  he  continuously  operated,  and  that 
at  the  end  of  the  term  the  road-track  ami  bed  of  sn  h  railway  and  all 
its  stationary  fixtures  upon  the  public  street  shall  become  the  property 
of  the  City  and  County;  and  that  the  grantees  will,   within   one  hundred 
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days  after  the  date  of  such  grant,  commence  the  construction  of  such 
railway,  and  continuously  thereafter,  in  each  and  every  month  until  the 
completion  thereof,  expend  in  such  construction  at  least  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars.  -^ 

(  The  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  said  conditions  shall  work  an  imme- 
diate forfeiture  of  such  franchise  and  the  road  or  track  constructed  there- 
under. There  shall  be  no  power  in  the  Supervisors  to  relieve  from  such 
forfeiture  or  from  any  of  said  conditions.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  each  month  after  said  receipts  shall  have  been  earned,  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  said  railway  company  shall  make  and  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  sworn  statement  of  the  gross  re- 
ceipts of  such  railway  for  the  preceding  month. 

In  granting  any  such  franchise  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  impose 
such  other  lawful  conditions  as  it  may  deem  advisable,  and  must  ex- 
pressly provide  that  the  franchise  shall  not  be  renewed  or  regranted,  and 
that  the  Board  shall  at  all  times  have  the  power  to  regulate  the  rates  of 
fare  to  be  charged  by  those  using,  operating,  possessing  or  enjoying  the 
franchise,  and  that  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  shall  at  all 
times  be  permitted  to  examine  and  expert  their  books  as  to  such  gross 
receipts.  All  moneys  received  for  such  franchises  and  in  payment  of  the 
said  per  centum  shall  b9  credited  to  the  General  Fund. 

Sec.  7.  The  Supervisors  shall  have  no  power  to  giant  franchises  ov 
privileges  to  erect  poles  or  wires  for  transmitting  electric  power  or  for 
lighting  purposes  along  or  upon  any  public  street  or  highway  of  the  City 
and  County  except  upon  all  the  conditions  and  in  the  manner,  including 
competitive  bidding  and  payment  of  a  percentage  of  gross  receipts,  here- 
inbefore set  out,  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  the  Board  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  right  to  regulate  the  charges  of  any  person,  company 
or  corporation  using,  enjoying  or  possessing  such  franchise  or  privilege. 

When,  on  the  expiration  of  any  street  railroad  franchise,  it  shall  be 
deemed  inexpedient  by  the  Board  to  use  any  of  the  property  reverting 
to  it  by  reason  of  such  expiration  in  the  operation  of  a  street  railroad, 
then  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  lease  such  property  to  any  person, 
company  or  corporation  after  the  notice,  on  the  terms,  and  in  the  manner 
above  provided  as  to  the  granting  of  street  railroad  franchises,  as  far  as 
the  same  may  be  applicable.  But  no  ordinance  authorizing  such  lease  shall 
be  passed  prior  to  ninety  days  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  such 
franchise. 

Any  ordinance  granting  a  franchise  or  authorizing  a  lease  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  tiie  expira- 
tion of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  its  signature  by  the  Mayor,  or  from 
and  after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  its  passage  by 
the  Supervisors  over  his  objections,  unless  within  said  thirty  days  a  peti- 
tion signed  by  a  number  of  the  electors  of  the  City  and  County  equal  to 
fifteen  per  centum  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  last  preceding  election  shall 
have  been  filed  with  the  Supervisors,  asking  that  said  ordinance  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  vote  of  the  people.  In  such  case  said  ordinance  shall  be 
submitted  at  the  next  election  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  City  ana 
County,  and  unless  said  ordinance  shall  at  said  election  receive  in  its 
favor  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  thereon  it  shall  have  no  force  or  effect 
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for  any  purpose.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  be  in  favor  of  such  ordinance, 
the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  shall,  on  the  conclusion  of  the 
canvass  of  the  vote  thereon,  proclaim  such  fact,  and  upon  such  proclama- 
tion said  ordinance  shall  have  full  force  and  effect  as  of  the  date  afore- 
said. Said  petition  and  submission  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  twenty  of  Chapter  I  of  this  Article. 

ARTICLE   IV,    CHAPTER   II— POWERS   OF   THE   MAYOR. 

Sec.  3.     *     *     * 

The  Mayor  must  institute  such  actions  or  proceedings  as  may  be 
necessary  to  revoke,  cancel  or  annul  all  franchises  that  may  have  been 
granted  by  the  City  and  County  to  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
which  have  been  forfeited  in  whole  or  in  part  or  which  for  any  reason 
are  illegal  and  void  and  not  binding  upon  the  city.  The  City  Attorney, 
on  demand  of  the  Mayor,  must  institute  and  prosecute  the  necessary 
actions  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

The  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  postpone  final  action  on  any  franchise 
that  may  be  passed  by  the  Supervisors  until  such  proposed  franchise 
shall  be  ratified  or  rejected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the  ques- 
tion at  the  next  election. 

ARTICLE   XVI— MISCELLANEOUS. 

Sec.  26.  All  franchises  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  by  the  City 
and  County  which  are  not  in  actual  use  or  enjoyment,  or  which  the 
grantees  thereof  have  not  in  good  faith  commenced  to  exercise,  are  hereby 
declared  forfeited  and  of  no  validity,  unless  said  grantees  or  their  as- 
signs shall,  within  six  months  after  this  Charter  takes  effect,  in  good 
faith  commence  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  such  privilege  or  franchise.

GRANTING  TO  LELAND  STANFORD,  MARK  HOPKINS,  DAVID 
PORTER,  ISAAC  WORMSER,  P.  H.  C  ANA  VAN,  JOHN  E.  SHAW- 
HAN,  R.  N.  GRAVES,  EDWARD  B.  POND,  JOHN  TAYLOR,  B. 
ADOLPH  BECKER,  JOHN  H.  REDINGTON,  MICHAEL  REESE, 
LOUIS  SLOSS,  DAVID  D.  COLTON,  AND  CHARLES  ^CROCKER, 
AND  TO  THEIR  SUCCESSORS  OR  ASSIGNS,  OR  SUCH  CORPORA- 
TION AS  MAY  BE  INCORPORATED  AND  ORGANIZED  BY 
THEM,  THE  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  RAILROAD  TRACKS  WITHIN 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  AND  TO  RUN 
CARS  THEREON  ATTACHED  TO  ENDLESS  ROPES,  MOVED  BY 
STATIONARY  STEAM  ENGINES. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  Leland  Stanford,  Mark  Hopkins,  David  Porter,  Isaac 
Wormser,  P.  H.  Canavan,  John  E.  Shawhan,  R.  N.  Graves,  Edward  B. 
Pond,  John  Taylor,  B.  Adolph  Becker,  'Louis  Sloss,  John  H.  Redington, 
Michael  Reese,  David  D.  Colton,  and  Charles  Crocker,  and  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  or  such  corporation  as  may  be  incorporated  and  organ- 
ized by  them,  are  hereby  granted  the  right  of  way  whereon  to  construct, 
lay  down  and  maintain  railway  tracks  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as  follows : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Kearny  and  California  streets,  and 
runniag  thence  westerly  along  California  street  to  First  avenue,  with  a 
double  or  single  track  over  the  entire  route,  with  the  necessary  switches 
and  turnouts,  and  to  run  cars  thereon  not  to  exceed  twenty  feet  in 
length,  at  convenient  hours  of  every  day  and  night,  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers ;  and  also  to  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  along  and 
upon  said  California  street,  over  the  entire  route,  an  endless  rope,  to  be 
used  in  propelling  said  cars ;  also,  to  use  for  the  erection  of  necessary 
machinery  therein  at  or  near  each  crossing  along  the  whole  route,  but 
below  the  surface  of  said  street,  and  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere 
with  or  endanger  the  passage  of  vehicles  over  said  crossings,  or  any 
sewers,  cisterns,  gas  or  water  pipes  now  constructed  or  hereafter  to  be 
constructed  on  the  same,  a  space  having  a  superficial  area  of  not  exceed- 
ing five  hundred  (500)  square  feet;  and  also  to  erect  and  maintain,  and 
operate  at  each  of  four  several  points  adjacent  to  said  route,  steam  en- 
gines of  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  horse  power,  and  to 
connect  said  engines  with  said  endless  ropes,  in  such  a  manner  as  not 
to  obstruct  the  passage  of  vehicles  on  said  route. 

Sec  2.  The  owners  of  such  railroad  shall  plank  or  pave  as  the  proper 
authorities  of  said  city  and  county  shall  direct,  the  street  through  which 
said  railroad  shall  run  along  the  whole  length  thereof,  between  the  rails 
and  between  the  tracks  of  said  road  wherever  double  tracks  are  laid,  and 
shall  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

Sec.  3.  The  track  of  said  road  shall  not  be  over  three  and  one-balf 
feet  wide  within  the  rails,  with  a  space  between  the  double  tracks  suffi- 
cient for  the  passage  of  the  cars;  the  rails  and  said  endless  rope  shall 
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be  laid  flush  with  the  street,  so  as  to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  pos- 
sible to  the  crossing  of  vehicles ;  and  where  the  road  herein  provided  for 
shall  intersect  any  other  road,  the  rails  of  each  shall  be  so  altered  or 
cut  so  as  to  permit  the  cars  to  cross  without  obstruction,  and  nothing  in 
this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any  other  railroad  com- 
pany hereafter  formed,  from  crossing  the  road  herein  mentioned,  at  any 
point,  in  like  manner  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco;  the  track 
or  tracks  occupying,  as  near  as  possible,  the  center  of  the  street. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  laying  down  or  repairing  said  railroad 
not  more  than  one  block  in  any  one  street  within  the  present  fire  limits 
of  said  city  shall  be  obstructed  at  one  time  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
working  days.  All  cobble  stones  and  crosswalks  taken  up  and  not  re- 
used shall  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  5.  The  rates  of  fare  of  each  passenger  upon  said  railroad,  for 
any  distance  along  this  line,  as  well  as  over  the  whole  line  of  railroad 
constructed  by  said  grantees,  or  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  one  passenger  for  one  ride. 

Sec.  6.  The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  for  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  sufficient 
brakes  and  other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required.  They  shall 
be  moved  by  means  of  endless  ropes,  attached  to  stationary  steam  en- 
gines at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  (S)  miles  per  hour.  Any 
person  wilfully  obstructing  said  railroad,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  punished  accordingly.  The  franchises  and  privileges  hereby 
granted  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years,  from  the 
date  of  the  privilege  hereby  granted  on  the  passage  of  this  order ;  provided, 
the  work  on  said  railroad  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months,  and 
the  entire  line  to  be  completed  within  two  (2)  years;  and  if  not  so 
commenced  within  six  months  and  completed  within  two  years,  all  rights 
of  said  railroad  company  or  its  assigns,  under  this  order,  shall  be  for- 
feited, and  shall  thenceforth  cease  and  determine.  Said  road  shall  be 
finished  and  running  to  Fillmore  street  within  one  year,  and  shall  be  fin- 
ished and  running  to  First  avenue  within  two  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  order. 

Sec  7.  Nothing  in  tins  order  sball  be  construed  as  in  any  wise  to 
prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  comity  of  San  Francisco 
from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the 
streets  hereinbefore  specified,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  so  done,  if 
possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  the  cars,  upon  the 
said  railroad,  and  when  the  same  shall  not  be  possible,  said  authorities, 
before  the  commencement  of  such  work,  shall  allow  to  the  owners  of 
said  railroad  time  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  shift  the  rails  or  take 
means  so  as  to  avoid  said  obstructions  daring  the  continuance  thereof, 
which  they,  the  said  owners,  are  hereby  authorized  to  do. 

Sec.  8.  The  owners  of  said  railroad  shall  pay  to  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  annum  as  a  license 
upon  each  car  used  by  then;  upon  said  railroad,  which  payment  shall 
be  made  quarterly  to  the  said  city  and  county,  but  no  more  than  one 
license  shall  be  paid  on  any  one  car.

ORDER  NO.  1489. 

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  CALIFORNIA  STREET  RAILROAD  COMPANY 
TO  ABANDON  A  CERTAIN  PORTION  OF  ITS  LINE  OF  RAIL- 
ROAD AND  TO  ENABLE  IT  TO  CONSTRUCT  AN  EXTENSION 
TO   ITS   PRESENT  RAILROAD,   AND   FOR   OTHER   PURPOSES. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  California  Street  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  said  city  and  county  hereby  consents,  that  said  California  Street 
Railroad  Company  abandon  all  that  portion  of  its  present  line  of  rail- 
road lying  west  of  Cemetery  avenue,  or  Central  avenue,  and  the  Mayor 
and  Clerk  of  this  Board  are  directed,  under  their  respective  hands  and 
the  corporate  seal  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  execute 
an  instrument  in  writing  to  and  with  the  said  California  Street  Rail- 
road Company  attesting  the  aforesaid  consent  by  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  and  said  California  Street  Railroad  Company  to  said 
abandonment.

streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit: 

First — Commencing  at  the  City  Front,  on  Market  street;  thence  along 
Market  street  to  Seventeenth  street. 

Second — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Post  streets; 
thence  along  Posl  street  to  Duponl  street;  thence  along  Dupont  street  to 
Market  street,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Potrero  and  Bay  View 
Railroad  Company,  and  not  otherwise. 

Third — Commencing  at 'the  intersection  of  Market  and  Fifth  streets; 
thence  along  Fifth  streel  tc  Bluxome  street  ;  thence  along  Bluxome  street 
to  the  easl  line  of  Fourth  street,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Potrero 
ami  Bay  View   Railroad  Company,  and  not  otherwise. 

Fourth— Commencing  at  tin-  intersection  of  Market  ami  McAllister 
streets;  thence  along  .McAllister  street  to  a  p  lini  within  tour  hundred 
feel  wesl  of  the  west  lino  of  Devisadero  street,  with  switches  and  tracks 
running  on  Fillmore  streel  to  the  car  bouse  of  said  Company,  situated  on 
the  southwesi    corner  of   Fill re  and   Turk    streets. 

Filth     Commencing  at   Lhe  Intersection  of  .Market   and   Haves  streets; 
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thence  along  Hayes  street  to  Laguna  street;  thence  along  Laguna  street 
to  McAllister  street. 

Sixth — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Haight  streets; 
thence  along  Haight  street  to  Golden  Gate  Park ;  and 

Seventh — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  Valencia 
streets ;  thence  along  Valencia  street  to  Mission  street. 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  rights  and  privileges 
mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section  are  granted  to  said  Market-street  Rail- 
way Company,  of  San  Francisco,  and  shall  be  possessed  and  enjoyed  by 
said  company,  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  now 
.imposed,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia and  especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  498th  and  500th  and.  502d  Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of  the  State  of 
California,  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
street  railroads  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said  State,  and  a  strict  com- 
pliance on  the  part  of  said  company  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  said 
laws  is  hereby  required. 

Sec  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Railway  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  at  its  or  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railways  by 
the  use  of  horses  or  mules,  or  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets,  and 
moved  by  stationary  steam-engines ;  provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railway 
on  Market  street,  from  the  intersection  of  Valencia  street  to  Seventeenth 
street,  by  the  use  of  steam  dummies,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  4.  All  railway  tracks  which  haAre  been  laid  down,  and  are  now 
being  laid  down,  and  are  now  being  operated  by  said  Railway  Company 
upon  any  of  said  streets  under  grants  heretofore  made  by  the  State  of 
California,  or  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco ;  and 
all  tracks  which  have  been  laid  down  on  any  of  said  streets  by  the  Potrero 
and  Bay  View  Railroad  Company  (said  Company  assenting  hereto)  shall 
be  taken,  considered  and  accepted  as  having  been  so  laid  down  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  rights  hereinbefore  granted,  and  as  having  been  so  laid 
down  and  constructed  in  strict  compliance  with  tbe  provisions  of  this 
order  and  the  laws  aforesaid  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  to  grant  to  one  other  corporation,  and  no  inore, 
the  right  to  use  either  of  the  aforesaid  streets  for  a  distance  of  five  blocks,, 
and  no  more,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  specified  in  the  499th  section 
of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State.  This  section  shall  apply  to  persuns  and 
companies,  as  well  as  corporations. 

Sec  0.  Whenever  said  Railway  Company  shall  elect,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  operate  said  railways,  or  either  of  them,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  Company  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient 
trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under  which  it  proposes 
to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations 
all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  railways  in  the 
manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said 
Railway  Company  to  erect  and  maintain,  at  convenient  and  suitable  points 
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along  the  line  of  the  streets  under  which  such  wire  cables  are  placed, 
steam  engines  and  boilers,  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect 
the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall 
be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  sup- 
ported, so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streecs  by  the 
public.  And  the  framework  of  all  trenches  in  which  wire  cables  are  placed 
shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike  maimer,  and  the 
slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths 
of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  fir  said  Railway  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways,  or  either  thereof, 
at  a  speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of  this 
provision  said  Railway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  re- 
covered, in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  suit  of  the  people 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund 
of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  S.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Railway  Company  to 
plank,  or  pave,  or  macadamize  its  railway  tracks  as  provided  in  the  49Sth 
Section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use  the  same  material 
which  is.  or  may  be  used,  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the  re 
mainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  0.  The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  addition  to  and  in  lieu  of  all  other  railway  franchises,  rights  and 
privileges  heretofore  granted  to  said  Railway  Company  by  the  State  of 
California,  or  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec  10.  Said  Railway  Company  shall  pay,  in  quarterly  payments,  to 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per 
annum  as  a  license  tax  upon  each  car  used  by  it,  and  no  greater  sum  shall 
be  exacted. 

Sec.  11.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad. 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  each  way,  for  any  distance  over 
either  of  the  lines  of  the  said  railroad,  between  the  eastern  terminus  at 
the  City  Front  and  the  western  and  southern  terminus  as  named   herein. 

Sec.  12.  Said  Railway  Company  is  hereby  required  to  rile  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  <>f  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  an  acceptance,  in  writing,  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  under 
its  corporate  seal,  signed  by  its  President,  and  countersigned  by  its  Sec- 
retary, and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  he  taken  and 
deemed  to  he  a  contract  between  said  Company  and  said  city  and  county. 
Unless  such  acceptance  bo  tiled  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  Of  this 
order,  this  order  shall  become  and  remain  null  and  void. 

SEC.  13.  This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  Its 
passage.

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  North  Beach  and  Mis- 
sion Railroad  Company  of  San  Francisco,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track  street 
railroad,  with  all  the  necessary  switches  and  turnouts,  along  and  upon 
the  following  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit : 

Commencing  at  the  foot  of  Market  street,  at  the  Ferry  landing,  and 
running  through  Market  street  to  California  street,  thence  along  Cali- 
fornia street  to  its  intersection  with  Kearny  street. 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Market  and  California  streets,  and 
running  through  Market  to  Pine  street,  thence  along  Pine  street  to  its 
intersection  with  Battery  street. 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  California  and  Battery  streets,  and 
running  through  Battery  street  to  Bush  street,  thence  in  a  direct  line  to 
the  intersection  of  First  and  Market  street,  thence  along  First  to  Fol- 
soni  street,  thence  along  Folsom  street  to  Army  street. 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  First  and  Mission  streets,  thence 
along  Mission  street  to  its  intersection  with  Fourth  street.

All  railway  tracks  which  have  been  laid  down,  and  are  now 
being  laid  down,  and  are  now  being  operated  by  said  Railroad  Company 
upon  any  of  said  streets  under  grants  heretofore  made  by  the  State  of 
California,  or  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and 
all  tracks  which  have  been  laid  down  on  any  of  said  streets  by  the  Ferry 
Railroad  Company  (said  Company  assenting  hereto)  shall  be  taken,  con-

ered in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  1o  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of 
said  City  and  County. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Railroad  Company  to 
plank,  or  pave,  or  macadamize  its  railway  tracks  as  provided  in  the  498th 
section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use  the  same  material  which 
is,  or  may  be  used,  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the  remainder 
of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  9.  The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  addition  to  all  other  rights  and  privileges  heretofore  granted  to  said 
Company  by  the  State  of  California,  or  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  the  term  of  said  franchise 
beyond  the  time  fixed  in  Section  1  of  this  order.

A1J 
such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street, 
which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  ami 
enjoyment'of  said  streets  by  the  public.  And  the  framework  of  all  trenches 
in  which  wire  cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches 
shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  Railroad  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof, 
at  a  speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of  this 
provision  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case 
may  be,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recov- 
ered in  any  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  general  fund  of 
said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Railroad  Company  to 
plank  or  pave  or  macadamize  its  railroad  tracks,  as  provided  in  the  498th

which  it  proposes  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches 
and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operating  said 
railways  in  the  manner  and  by  tbe  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  Railroad  Company  to  erect  and  maintain,  at  convenient  and 
suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under  which  such  wire  cables 
are  placed,  steam-engines  and  boilers,  of  ample  and  sufficient  power, 
and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.

Sec.  (J.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways,  or  either  thereof, 
at  a  speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of  this 
provision  said  Railroad  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case

taken  and  deemed  to  be  a  contract  between  said  Company  and  said  city 
and  county.  Unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  order,  this  order  shall  become  and  remain  null  and  void.

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  tbe  Omnibus  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  San  Francisco,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down, 
maintain  and  operate,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double-track  street  railroad,  with  all 
the  necessary  side-tracks,  switches,  turn-outs,  and  turn-tables  along  and 
upon  the  following  streets  in  tbe  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to 
wit: 

Commencing  at  or  near  the  southern  end  of  Third  street,  in  the  said 
city;  thence  along  and  upon  said  Third  street  to  Howard  street;  thence 
along  and  upon  Howard  street  t->  Second  street:  thence  along  and 
upon  Second  street  to  Market  street;  thence  along  and  across  Market 
street  to  Sansome  street;  thence  along  and  upon  Sansome  street 
to  Washington  streel  :  thence  along  and  upon  Washington  street  to  Stock- 
ton street;  thence  along  and  upon  Stockton  street  to  Union  streel  :  thence 
along  and  upon  Union  street  to  Powell  street;  thence  along  and  upon 
Powell  street  to  or  near  its  northern  end.

in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said  State :  and  strict  compliance  on  the  part 
of  said  company  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  said  laws  is  hereby  re- 
quired.

under  grants  heretofore  made  by  the  State  of  California,  or  by  the  people 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  taken,  considered  and

GRANTING  TO  THE  NORTH  BEACH  AND  MISSION  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY, THE  GEARY  STREET,  PARK  AND  OCEAN  RAILROAD 
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COMPANY.  THE  CENTRAL  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  ALL  OF  THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  CERTAIN  RIGHTS 
AND  PRIVILEGES  THEREIN  SPECIFIED. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  North  Beach  and  Mis- 
sion Railroad  Company,  the  Geary  Street,  Park  and  Ocean  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  the  Central  Railroad  Company  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down  and 
operate  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all  the  necessary 
switches,  side  tracks,  turnouts  and  turntables  along  and  upon  the  follow- 
ing streets  in  the 'city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit:  Commencing 
at  the  junction  of  Turk  street  with  Market  street,  thence  easterly  along 
and  upon  Market  street  to  the  city  front,  with  connections  in  said  Market 
street  of  all  and  any  of  the  railroads  now  owned,  occupied  or  being  built 
by  said  grantees,  or  any  of  them,  on  any  and  all  of  the  streets  in  said 
city  and  county  running  into  or  across  said  Market  street,  so  as  to  con- 
nect any  or  all  of  said  roads  with  the  railroad  and  track  hereby  granted. 

Sec.  2.  Except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  provided,  the  rigbts  and  privi- 
leges mentioned  in  tbe  foregoing  section  are  granted  and  shall  be  pos- 
sessed and  enjoyed  by  said  companies  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and 
restrictions  as  are  now  imposed,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  re- 
strictions imposed  by  the  498th,  500th  and  502d  sections  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  the  State  of  California  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  street  railroads  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said  State,  and  a 
strict  compliance  on  the  part  of  said  grantees  with  all  of  the  provisions 
of  said  laws  is  hereby  required. 

Sec.  3.  All  railroad  tracks  which  have  been  laid  down,  and  are  now 
being  laid  down,  and  are  now  being  operated  by  said  companies,  or  either 
of  them,  said  grantees,  upon  said  Market  street,  between  said  Turk  street 
and  said  city  front  any  portion  thereof,  under  grant  heretofore  made  by 
the  State  of  California,  or  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  shall  be  taken,  considered  and  accepted,  as  having  been  so 
laid  down  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  rights  hereinbefore  granted,  and  as 
having  been  so  laid  down  and  constructed  in  strict  compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  tins  order  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and 
taken  as  a  part  of  tbe  railroad  hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed,  with 
the  right  to  connect  said  portion  of  said  railroad  already  constructed  on 
said  street  owned  by  said  grantees  or  either  of  said  grantees  with  each 
other,  making  one  continuous  road. 

The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  for  the  comfort 
and  convenience  of  passengers,  ami  shall  be  provided  with  sufflcienl  brakes 
and  other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required;  they  shall  be 
moved  by  horses  or  by  means  of  endless  wire  ropes  attached  to  stationary 
■team  engines  and  at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  (8)  niiies  per 
horn',  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  companies,  their  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  he.  shall  he  BUDJect  to  a  penalty  of  twenty-

Fund  of  said  city  and  county.  Any  persons  wilfully  obstructing  said 
railroad  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor  and  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  said  Railroad  Company  shall  desire  and  elect,  as 
hereinbefore  provided  to  operate  said  railroad  as  a  wire  cable  railroad, 
they  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  companies  to 
change  said  road  to  a  wire  cable  railroad  and  stationary  engines,  to  make 
all  needful  and  convenient  and  necessary  trenches  and  excavations  in 
said  street  under  which  they  propose  to  place  said  wire  rope  or  cable,  aud 
to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful,  convenient  and 
necessary  machinery  for  the  operating  of  said  railroad  in  the  manner  and 
by  the  means  aforesaid;  also  to  erect,  maintain  and  operate  at  convenient 
and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  said  street  where  said  cable  is  to  be 
placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to 
connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables ;  also  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  such  turntables  and  other  machinery  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  successful  operation  of  said  railroad,  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  passengers  and  the  traveling  public.  All  such  trenches  and 
excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street  and  shall  be 
securely  supported  and  restored  as  nearly  as  may  be  to  its  former  state, 
so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  street  by  the  public. 
And  the  framework  of  all  trenches  in  which  wire  cables  are  placed  shall 
be  constructed  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening 
into  such  trenches  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  width,  and 
said  works  shall  be  constructed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  and  the  Street  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec  (i.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  in  any  wise 
to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking,  repairing,  any  portion  of  said 
street  hereinbefore  specified;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done  if  possible, 
so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  the  cars  on  said  road. 

Sec.  7.  For  the  purpose  of  laying  down,  repairing  or  changing  said 
road  to  a  wire  railroad,  not  more  than  one  block  in  said  street  within  the 
fire  limits  of  said  city  shall  be  obstructed  at  one  time  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  days.  All  cobble-stones  and  cross  walks  taken  up  and  not  re- 
used shall   be  delivered  to  the   Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  Railroad  Companies 
to  plank  or  pave  said  railroad  tracks,  as  provided  in  the  49Stb  section  of 
the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  they  shall  use  the  same  material  which  is  or 
may  be  used  by  said  city  aud  county  in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the 
street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec  9.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  said  road  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  each  way  over  said  road  and  the  road 
of  said  railroad  companies. 

Sec  10.  The  said  Railroad  companies  shall  pay  in  quarterly  payments 
to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per 
annum  as  a  license  tax  upon  each  car  used  by  it,  and  no  greater  sum  shall 
be  exacted. 
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Sec.  11.  The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  in  addition  to  all  other  railroad  franchises,  rights  and  privileges 
now  held  or  heretofore  granted  said  grantees  herein  or  to  either  of  them 
by  the  State  of  California  or  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  to  improve  and  to  complete  and  correct  the  respective  route  of  said 
grantees  between  their  respective  termini  of  their  several  routes  now  used 
by  them,  and  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  and  the  traveling  public. 

Sec  12.  The  said  railroad  hereby  granted  shall  be  held  and  owned 
and  used  by  the  respective  grantees  in  common,  each  paying  and  con- 
tributing its  just  aud  proper  portion,  according  to  its  use  of  said  road, 
of  the  cost  of  constructing,  repairing  and  furnishing  the  propelling  power 
operating  the  same,  if  the  same  shall  be  operated  as  a  wire  railroad, 
with  stationary  engines,  and  said  North  Beach  and  Mission  Railroad 
Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  connect  its  present  road 
with  said  road  at  the  junction  of  California  street,  and  the  junction  of 
Fourth  street  with  said  Market  street ;  and  the  said  Geary  Street,  Park 
and  Ocean  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege  to  connect 
its  road  on  Geary  street,  along  said  Geary  street,  to  and  connect  the  same 
with  said  road  at  the  junction  of  Geary  street  and  said  Market  street;  and 
the  said  Centra!

Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  the  rights  and  privileges 
mentioned  in  tbe  foregoing  section  are  granted  to  said  Clay  Street  Hill 
Railroad  Company  of  San  Francisco,  and  shall  be  possessed  and  enjoyed 
by  said  company,  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  now 
imposed,  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed,  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  498th  and  500th  and  502d  Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of  the  State  of 
California,  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  constructing  and  maintaining 
street  railroads  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said  State,  and  a  strict  com- 
pliance on  the  part  of  said  company  with  all  of  the  provisions  of  said 
laws  is  hereby  required. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  at  its  or  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railways  by 
the  use  of  horses  or  mules  or  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and 
moved  by  stationary  steam  engines. 

Sec.  4.  All  railway  tracks  which  have  been  laid  down  and  are  now 
being  laid  down,  and  are  now  being  operated  by  said  railroad  company 
upon  any  of  said  streets  under  grants  heretofore  made  by  the  State  of 
California,  or  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall

This  section  shall  apply  to 
persons  and  companies,  as  well  as  corporations. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  said  railroad  company  shall  elect,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  operate  said  railways,  or  either  or  any  of  them,  m  whole  or 
in  part  by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam 
engines,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  make  all  needful  and  con- 
venient trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under  which  it 
proposes  to  place  such  rope  or  c|ible,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and 
excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  rail- 
ways in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  also  be  lawful 
for  said  railroad  company  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  and  suit- 
able points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under  which  such  wire  cables  are 
placed  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to 
connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.

Sec.  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways,  or  either  thereof,  at  a 
speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision said  railroad  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  PeopZe  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city 
and  county. 

Sec  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  railroad  company  to 
plank  or  pave  or  macadamize  its  railway  tracks,  as  provided  in  the  49Sth 
section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use  the  same  material  which 
is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the  remainder  of 
the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  9.  The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  addition  to  any  and  all  other  railroad  franchises,  rights  aud 
privileges  heretofore  granted  to  said  railroad  company  by  the  Suite  of 
California  or  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec  10.  Said  railroad  company  shall  pay,  in  quarterly  payments,  to 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  annum, 
:is  ;i  license  tax  upon  each  car  used  by  it.  and  no  greater  sum  shall  ba 
exacted. 

Sec  11.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  (ft)  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over 
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either  of  the  lines  of  the  said  railroad  between  the  eastern  terminus  and 
the  western  and  southern  and  northern  termini,  as  named  herein. 

Sec.  12.  Said  railroad  company  is  hereby  required  to  fiie  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  under 
its  corporate  seal,  signed  by  its  president  and  countersigned  by  its  secre- 
tary, and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  taken  and  deemed 
to  be  a  contract  between  said  company  and  said  city  and  county.  Unless 
such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  this  order, 
this  order  shall  become  and  remain  null  and  void.

under  which  they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in 
such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for 
operating  said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It 
shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  to  erect 
and  maintain,  at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the 
streets  under  which  such  wire  cables  are  placed,  steanf  engines  and 
boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said 
wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  sur- 
face of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not 
to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streets  by  die  public.

Sec.  5.  it  shall  not  "no  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  their  cars  ovei  said  railroad,  or  any  pari  thereof,  at  o 
rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  houi  ;  and  for  each  violation  of 
this  provision  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may 
he,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  any  Court   of  competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the   People  of  the 
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city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said 
city  and  county. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees,  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  plank  or  pave  or  macadamize  their  railroad  tracks, 
as  provided  in  the  498th  section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  they  shall 
use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  City  and  County 
in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  streets,  unless  otherwise  directed  or 
permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  in  addition  to  certain  rights  and  privileges  granted  to  said  grantees 
herein,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, known  as  Order  No.  14G5,  approved  October  9,  187S,  and  all  amend- 
ments thereto. 

Sec.  8.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  lie  construed  as  in  any  wise  to

also  to  use  for  the  erection  of  necessary  machinery  therein,  at  or  near 
each  crossing  along  the  line  below  the  surface  of  the  street  in  such  a 
manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  passage  of  vehicles,  or  any  sewers, 
cisterns,  gas  or  water  pipes  now  constructed  on  the  same,  a  space  having

material  as  may  be  in  use  on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  street,  ail  that 
portion  of  the  street  or  streets  over  which  this  franchise  extends,  em- 
braced within  the  space  occupied  by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their 
rails,  between  their  tracks,  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks, 
and  shall  whenever  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  put 
in  good  condition  those  portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  The  tracks  of  said  railway  shall  not  he  over  five  feet  wide 
within  the  rails  with  a  space  between  the  double  tracks  sufficient  for  the 
free  passage  of  cars.  The  rails  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  street  so  as 
to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  possihle  to  the  crossing  of  vehicles:  aud 
where  the  railway  herein  provided  for  shall  intersect  any  other  railway, 
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the  rails  of  each  shall  be  so  altered  or  cut  as  to  permit  cars  to  pass  with- 
out interruption.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent any  other  railway  company  hereafter  formed  from  crossing  the  rail- 
way herein  mentioned  at  any  point  in  like  manner.  The  track  of  tracks  of 
said  railway  shall  occupy  as  nearly  as  possible  the  center  of  the  street. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  laying  down  or  repairing  said  railway  not 
more  than  one  block  in  any  one  street  shall  be  obstructed  at  one  time 
for  a  longer  period  than  ten  working  days.  All  paving  stones  and  cross- 
walks taken  up  and  not  replaced  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets. 

Sec.  5.  The  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  along  said  line  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  each  passenger  for  one  ride. 

Sec  6.  The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  for  the  comfort 
and  convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes  and 
other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required.  They  shall  be  moved  by 
means  of  an  endless  wire  rope  attached  to  a  stationary  steam  engine,  at  a 
rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour.  Any  person  willfully 
obstructing  said  railway  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be 
punished  accordingly.  The  franchise  and  privilege  herein  granted  shall 
continue  for  a  period  of  forty-five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  order. 

The  work  to  construct  said  railroad  shall  be  commenced  within  one 
year,  and  the  same  must  be  completed  within  three  years,  as  provided 
in  Section  502  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  expended  within  one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  order 
in  the  construction  of  said  work  and  the  acquirement  of  property  for  said 
road. 

Sec  7.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  from  sewering, 
paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  through  which 
said  railway  may  run;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  so  done  as  not  to  ob- 
struct the  free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railway  if  possible;  and  when 
the  same  shall  not  be  possible  said  authorities,  before  the  commencement 
of  such  work,  shall  allow  to  the  said  railway  company  time  sufficient  to 
enable  them  to  shift  tbe  rails  or  take  other  adequate  means  to  avoid  said 
obstruction  during  the  continuance  thereof,  which  the  said  company  is 
authorized  to  do. 

The  said  Railway  Company  shall  pay  annually  $15  license 
to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  upon  each  dummy,  including  the 
cars  attached,  wbich  shall  be  run  upon  said  railway,  and  said  payments 
shall  be  made  quarterly. 

Sec.  0.  The  said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  rile  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order;  unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  t<"n  days  after  the  pas- 
sage <>f  this  order,  the  order  shall  become  and  remain  null  and  void.

All  paving  stones  and  cross- 
walks taken  up  and  not  replaced  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets. 

Sec.  5.  The  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  along  said  line  .shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  live  cents  for  each  passenger  for  one  ride. 

Sec  6.  The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  for  the  comfort 
and  convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes  and 
other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required.  They  shall  lie  moved 
by  means  of  an  endless  wire  rope  attached  to  a  stationary  steam  engine, 
at  a  rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour.  Any  person  wil- 
fully obstructing  said  railway  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall 
be  punished  accordingly.  The  franchise  and  privilege  herein  granted  shall 
continue  for  a  period  of  forty-five  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  order. 

The  work  to  construct  said  railroad  shall  be  commenced  within  one  year, 
and  tlic  same  must  be  completed  within  three  years,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 502  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California,  and  the  sum  of  twenty-live  thou- 
sand dollars  expended  within  one  ja»ar  after  the  passage  of  this  order   in 
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the  construction  of  said  work  and  the  acquirement  of  property  for  said 
road. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  from  sewer- 
ing, paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  through 
which  said  railway  may  run ;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  so  done  as  not

It  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  erect  and  main- 
tain at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under 
which  such  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed  steam  engines  and  boilers  of 
ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  ropes 
or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface 
of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Omnibus  Railroad  and 
Cable  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down  and 
maintain,  and  operate  for  the  term  of  forty-three  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all 
the  necessary  side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts  and  turn-tables,  along  and 
upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-fourth  street  with  Howard 
street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Potrero  avenue ; 
thence  along  and  upon  Potrero  avenue  to  Yolo  street;  thence  along  and 
upon  Yolo  street  to  Nebraska  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Nebraska 
street  to  and  upon  San  Bruno  avenue  or  road.  Also  commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  Potrero  avenue  With  Twenty-fourth  street;  thence  along 
and  upon  Potrero  avenue  to  Twenty-third  street ;  thence  along  and  upon 
Twenty-third  street  to  Howard  street.

especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  imposed  by  the  408th, 
500th,  502d  and  503d  Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of  the  State  of  California, 
in  relation  to  the  manner  of  constructing  and  maintaining  street  railroads 
in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said  State,  and  a  strict  compliance  on  the  part 
of  said  company  with  all  the  provisions  of  said  laws  is  hereby  required. 
The  said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  expend  the  sum  of  at  least 
$20,000  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad  within  the  period  of  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  order,  and  to  file  with  this  Board  satisfactory 
evidence  of  such  expenditure,  otherwise  this  franchise  shall  absolutely 
cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

Sec  .''.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  at  its  or  their,  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railway  by  the  use 
of  horses  or  mules,  electric  or  any  other  motor,  or  wire  ropes  running 
under  said  streets,  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines. 
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Sec.  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  the  499th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code.  The  powers  thereby  con- 
ferred, as  well  as  restrictions  therein  contained,  shall  apply  to  persons 
and  companies  as  well  as  to  corporatious. 

Sec  5.  Whenever  said  railroad  company  shall  elect,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  to  operate  said  railways,  or  either  or  any  part  of  them,  by  the 
use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines  or 
electric  motors,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company  to  make  all 
needful  and  convenient  trenches  aud  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets 
under  which  it  proposes  to  place  such  rope  or  cable  and  to  place  in  such 
trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operat- 
ing said  railways  in  the  manner  and  means  aforesaid. 

It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company  to  erect  and  maintain 
at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under 
which  said  wire  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and 
sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  Ali  such 
trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which 
surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoy- 
ment of  said  streets  by  the  public;  and  the  framework  of  all  trenches  in 
which  wire  cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches 
shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  railway  company,  its  succesr- 
sors  or  assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways  at  a  speed  exceeding

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad 
and  upon  all  lines  of  railroad  to  be  operated  in  conjunction  therewith, 
franchises  for  which  have  been  heretofore  granted  to  the  Omnibus  Rail- 
road Company  of  which  this  company  is  the  successor,  shall  not  exceed 
the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  for  any  distance  over  any  or  all  of  the  linos  of 
the  same.

Sec.  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  the  490th  section  of  the  Civil  Code,  the  powers  thereby  conferred  as 
well  as  restrictions  therein  contained  shall  apply  to  persons  and  com- 
panies as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec  5.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
elect  ;is  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railways  or  either  or  any 
part  of  them  by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary 
steam  engines  or  electric  or  any  other  motor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
grantees  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in 
any  of  said  streets  under  which  it  proposes  to  place  such  rope  or  cable 
and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient 
machinery  for  operating  said  railways  in  the  manner  and  means  afore- 
Bald. 

It  shall  also  he  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  erect  and  maintain  at  con- 
venient and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  street  under  which  said 
wire  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient 
power  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches 
and  excavations  shall  he  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface 
Shall  he  securely  supported,  so  as  nol  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyinenl  of 
said  streets  by  the  public,  and  framework  of  all  trenches  in  which  wire 
cables  are  placed  shall   be  constructed   in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike 
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manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches  shall  not 
exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding 
eight  miles  per  hour ;  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision,  said  grantees, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  said  grantees,  their  associates 
and  assigns,  to  plank  or  pave  or  macadamize  its  railway  tracks  as  pro- 
vided in  the  498th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use 
the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county,  in 
respect  to  the  remainder  of  said  street  unless  otherwise  directed  or  per- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each,  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over 
the  line  of  said  railroad. 

Sec  9.  The  said  grantees  shall  pay  in  quarterly  payments  to  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  annum  as  a 
license  tax  upon  each  car  used  by  it,  and  no  greater  sum  shall  be  exacted. 

Sec.  10.  Said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  qf  San  Francisco 
an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  order,  this  order  shall  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  11.    This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

ORDER  NO.  1907. 


GRANTING  TO  THE  SUTTER-STREET  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  A 
CORPORATION,  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND 
OPERATE  A  STREET  RAILROAD  WITHIN  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Sutter- Street  Railroad 
Company,  a  corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down, 
maintain  and  operate  for  a  period  of  forty-three  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with 
all  the  necessary  and  convenient  stations,  turnouts,  switches,  devices  and 
appliances,  along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Polk  street  and  Pacific  avenue,  with 
the  right  to  curve  into  and  connect  with  the  tracks  now  laid  on  Polk 
street;  thence  westerly  along  and  upon  Pacific  avenue  to  First  avenue; 
also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of  Mission  street 
with  Ninth  street ;  thence  running  southerly  along  and  upon  Ninth  street 
to  the  southerly  line  of  Brannan  street. 

All  tracks  and  rails  now  laid  down  and  constructed  by  said  railroad 
company,  and  all  the  devices,  appliances,  tubes,  forms  and  mechanisms 
laid  and  constructed  by  said  railroad  company  upon  any  and  all  of  said 
streets,  under  grants  or  rights  heretofore  made  by  the  State  of  California 
or  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  taken, 
deemed  and  considered  as  having  been  so  laid  down  under  the  rights  here- 
tofore and  hereinbefore  granted,  and  as  having  been  laid  down  and  con- 
structed in  strict  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  order  and  the 
laws  aforesaid  of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  as- 
signs, at  their  option,  to  move  and  propel  cars  for  the  carrying  of  pas- 
sengers over  said  railroad,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  by  the  use  of 
horses,  mules,  or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by 
stationary  steam  engines,  or  by  engines  or  motors  operated  by  means  of 
compressed  air  or  by  electricity. 

Sec.  3.  The  rights  and  privileges  enumerated  and  granted  in  this  order 
are  granted  to  and  shall  be  enjoyed  and  possessed  by  said  grantees,  their 
successors  or  assigns,  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  as  are 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  orders  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
or  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  especially  the  terms,  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  imposed  by  the  498th  and  500th  and  502d  and  503d 
Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California,  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  con- 
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structing  and  maintaining  street  railroads  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  said 
State,  and  a  full  compliance  on  the  part  of  said  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  is  hereby  required.  Further,  that  the  said  grantees,  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  are  granted  said  rights  and  privileges  on  condition 
that  whenever  any  of  the  streets  or  portions  of  streets  over  which  this 
railroad  is  operated  hereunder  have  been  or  shall  be  accepted  by  the  city 
and  county,  that  the  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  from  the 
period  of  expiration  of  any  present  existing  franchise  over  said  streets 
or  portions  of  said  streets,  shall  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this 
franchise  keep  the  entire  roadway  of  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets 
in  good  order  and  repair,  otherwise  the  franchise  shall  become  and  be 
null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns',  shall  pay  in 
quarterly  payments  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  such  license 
tax  upon  each  car  and  dummy  as  may  be  fixed  and  established  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  5.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  carried  any  distance  upon 
said  road  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  way,  including  any 
distance  upon  any  portion  of  the  road  or  roads  now  or  to  be  operated  by 
said  corporation. 

Seg.  6.  The  work  to  be  constructed  by  said  railroad  shall  be  com- 
menced within  six  months,  and  shall  be  completed  within  two  years  there- 
after, and  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  ($40,000)  dollars  expended  within 
six  months  after  the  passage  of  this  order  in  the  construction  of  this 
road,  the  said  grantees  to  file  with  this  Board  satisfactory  evidence  of 
such  expenditure,  otherwise  this  franchise  shall  absolutely  cease  and 
become  null  and  void;  provided,  that  any  railroad  now  constructed  upon 
any  portion  of  the  streets  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  and  con- 
sidered as  constructed  under  and  pertaining  to  the  rights  and  franchises 
heretofore  and  herein  granted;  and  provided  further,  that  if  any  part  or 
portion  of  the  streets  within  the  limits  as  herein  set  forth  are  ungraded 
and  without  sewers,  time  for  construction  of  the  road  upon  the  streets 
herein  referred  to  shall  not  begin  to  run  on  said  portions  of  said  streets 
until  the  said  streets  are  graded  to  the  official  standard  and  sewers  con- 
structed therein. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  in  any  wise  to  pre- 
vent the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  grading,  sewering, 
paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  heretofore  speci- 
fied ;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railroad;  provided  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  to  prevent  the  grade  of  any  street  being  changed 
as  provided  by  law,  and  said  corporation  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
damage  that  may  be  caused  to  said  railroad  by  said  change  of  grade. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees,  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  those  portions  of  the 
street  or  streets  on  which  their  railroad  tracks  are  laid,  as  provided  in 
Section  498  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California,  that  is  to  say,  between  the 
rails,  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof,  and  between  the  tracks,  if 
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there  be  more  than  one,  for  the  entire  length  of  the  street  used  by  their 
tracks,  they  shall  use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said 
city  and  county,  in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the7  streets,  unless  other- 
wise directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and 
county. 

Sec  9.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  elect, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroad,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee's,  their  successors  or  assigns,  to  make  all 
needful,  necessary  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  said  streets 
or  any  part  thereof  under  which  they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  . 
and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  necessary  and  con- 
venient machinery  for  operating  said  railroad,  in  the  manner  and  by  the  I 
means  aforesaid. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to 
erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of 
the  streets  under  which  such  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed,  steam  en- 
gines and  boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same 
with  said  wire  ropes  or  cables. 

All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the 
street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the 
use  and  enjoyment  thereof  by  the  public ;  and  the  frame-work  of  said 
trenches  and  excavations,  in  which  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed,  shall 
be  constructed  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  open- 
ing into  said  trenches  or  excavations  shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of 
an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  their  cars  over  said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof  at  a 
rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of 
this  provision  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec  11.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  lie  in  full  force  on  and  after 
its  passage.

ORDER  NO.  1926. 

GRANTING  TO  W.  H.  MARTIN,  JOHN  BALLARD,  W.  J.  ADAMS, 
THOMAS  MAGEE  AND  H.  H.  LYNCH,  THEIR  SUCCESSORS  OR 
ASSIGNS,  CERTAIN  FRANCHISES  THEREIN  SPECIFIED. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  W.  H.  Martin,  John  Bal- 
lard, W.  J.  Adams,  Thomas  Magee  and  H.  H.  Lynch,  and  their  assigns 
to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track 
street  railroad,  the  with  all  the  necessary  and  convenient  stations,  switches, 
turnouts,  turntables  and  appliances  along  and  upon  the  following  streets 
in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit : 

Commencing  with  a  double  track  at  the  intersection  of  California  street 
and  Seventh  avenue,  with  curves  from  California  street  into  Seventh 
avenue;  thence  along  and  upon  Seventh  avenue  to  the  north  line  of 
Golden  Gate  Park. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  assigns,  at  their  option,  to 
propel  cars  over  said  railroad,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  by  the  use 
of  horses,  mules,  or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by 
stationary  steam  engine,  or  engines  operated  by  means  of  compressed  air 
or  electricity. 

And,  for  the  term  of  eleven  years  from  the  passage  of  this  order,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns  to  operate 
and  to  propel  their  cars  with  steam  dummies  or  engines  at  a  speed  of  not 
over  twenty  miles  per  hour. 

And  also  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain,  and  operate  street  railroads, 
with  single  or  double  track,  and  with  all  the  necessary  and  convenient 
stations,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables,  and  appliances  along  and  upon  the 
following  streets,  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Jackson  street  and  Central  avenue, 
with  curves  from  Jackson  street  into  Central  avenue;  thence  along  and 
upon  Central  avenue  to  California  street,  also  commencing  on  the  east  line 
of  Battery  street  at  the  intersection  with  Sacramento  street ;  thence  with  a 
single  track  along  and  upon  Sacramento  street  to  Powell  street,  with  a 
curve  into  Powell  street ;  also  commencing  on  the  east  line  of  Battery 
street  at  the  intersection  with  Clay  street ;  thence  with  a  single  track  along 
and  upon  Clay  street  to  Stockton  street,  with  a  curve  into  Stockton  street; 
thence  along  and  upon  Stockton  street  to  Washington  street,  with  a  curve 
into  Washington  street,  and  with  the  privileges  and  rights  and  conditions 
contained  in  Order  No.  1871  and  Order  No.  1882. 

Sec.  2.  The  rights  and  privileges  mentioned  in  this  order  are  granted 
to  and  shall  be  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  said  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  especially-  the  terms 
imposed  by  the  498th  and  500th  and  502d  and  503d  Sections  of  the  Civil 
Code  of  the  State  of  California. 

The  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  order  shall  be  liable  for  the  cost  and  expense  of  repairing 
and  keeping  in  good  order  and  repair  with  the  same  material  as  may  be 
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in  use  on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  street,  all  that  portion  of  the  street 
or  streets  over  which  this  franchise  extends  embraced  within  the  space 
occupied  by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their  rails,  between  their  tracks 
and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks,  and  shall,  whenever  di- 
rected by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  put  in  good  condition  those 
portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  this  section.  Upon  all  portions  of 
said  streets  which  have  been  heretofore  "accepted"  by  the  city  and  county 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Street  Act,  the  said  grantees,  their  successors 
and  assigns  shall  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order  keep  in  good 
order  and  repair  the  surface  of  said  accepted  streets  throughout  the  entire 
roadway  thereof ;  and  whenever  any  portion  of  said  streets  shall  hereafter 
be  accepted  under  the  provisions  of  said  act,  said  grantees,  their  succes- 
sors and  assigns  shall,  after  the  date  of  such  acceptance,  keep  the  surface 
of  said  streets  in  good  order  and  repair  throughout  the  entire  roadway 
thereof. 

Provided,  that  when  any  "accepted"  street  is  not  constructed  upon  or 
to  the  official  grade  thereof,  or  is  not  now  in  good  order  and  repair,  the 
liability  of  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns  to  keep  the  same 
in  good  order  and  repair  shall  not  commence  until  the  city  and  county 
shall  have  first  placed  the  same  in  good  order  and  repair  and  constructed 
the  same  to  the  official  grade. 

Sec.  3.  The  tracks  of  said  railways  shall  not  be  over  five  feet  wide 
within  the  rails,  with  the  space  between  the  double  tracks  sufficient  for 
the  free  passage  of  cars.  The  rails  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  street, 
so  as  to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  possible  to  the  crossing  of  vehicles; 
and  where  the  railways  herein  provided  for  shall  intersect  any  other 
railway  the  rails  of  each  shall  be  so  altered  or  cut  as  to  permit  cars  to 
pass  without  interruption.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  prevent  any  other  railway  company  hereafter  formed  from  crossing 
the  railways  herein  mentioned  at  any  point  in  like  manner.  The  track 
or  tracks  of  said  railways  shall  occupy  as  nearly  as  possible  the  center 
of  the  street. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall  elect, 
as  hereinbefore  provided  to  operate  said  railroads,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  to  make 
all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets 
under  which  they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  piace  in 
such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for 
operating  said  railroads  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns  to  erect 
and  maintain  at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the 
streets  under  which  such  ropes  and  cables  are  placed  steam  engines  and 
boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said 
wire  ropes  or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so 
as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streets  by  the  public; 
and  the  framework  of  all  trenches  and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes 
or  cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workman- 
like manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches  or  exca- 
vations shall  not  exceed  seven-eightbs  of  an  inch  in  width. 
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For  the  purpose  of  laying  down  or  repairing  said  railways  not  more 
than  one  block  in  any  one  street  shall  he  obstructed  at  one  time  for  a 
longer  period  than  ten  working  days.  All  paving  stones  and  crosswalks 
taken  up  and  not  replaced  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets. 

Sec.  5.  The  rate  of  fare  for  any  distance  along  said  line  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  for  each  passenger  for  one  ride. 

Sec.  G.  The  cars  shall  be  of  the  most  approved  pattern  for  the  com- 
fort and  convenience  of  passengers,  and  shall  be  provided  with  brakes  and 
other  means  of  stopping  the  same  when  required.  They  shall  not  be 
propelled  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  eight  miles  iter  hour.  i  Any 
person  willfully  obstructing  said  railway  shall  be  guilty  of  misdemeanor, 
and  shall  be  punished  accordingly.) 

The  work  to  construct  said  railway  on  Seventh  avenue,  from  Cali- 
fornia street  to  the  north  line  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  to  be  completed 
within  one  year.  The  work  to  construct  said  railways  on  the  other 
streets  herein  designated  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months,  and  the 
same  must  be  completed  within  three  years,  as  provided  in  Section  502d 
of  the  Civil  Code  of  California. 

Sec  7.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  from  sewer- 
ing, paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  through 
which  said  railways  may  run:  but  all  such  work  shall  be  so  done  as  not 
to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railways  if  possible; 
and  when  the  same  shall  not  be  possible,  said  authorities,  before  the  com- 
mencement of  such  work,  shall  allow  for  the  said  grantees  time  sufficient 
to  enable  them  to  shift  the  rails  or  take  other  adequate  means  to  avoid 
said  obstruction  during  the  continuance  thereof,  which  the  said  company 
is  authorized  to  do. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  grantees  shall  pay  annually  $15  license  to  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco  upon  each  car,  including  the  dummy  at- 
tached thereto,  which  shall  run  upon  said  railways,  and  said  payments 
shall  be  made  quarterly. 

Sec.  9.  Said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this 
order.  Unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  order,  the  order  shall  become  and  remain  null  and  void. 

Sec  10.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  afrer 
its  passage.

The  right  of  way  granted  by  Section  1  of  Order  No.  1549, 
is  hereby  extended  as  follows :  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Steiner 
street  with  Union  street  and  running  thence  westerly  along  Union  street 
to  Lyon  street,  and  to  the  Presidio  Reservation,  subject  to  all  the  privi- 
leges, conditions  and  restrictions  contained  in  said  Order  No.  1549,  pro- 
vided that  the  franchise  is  granted  on  the  express  condition  that  when 
said  Union  street,  between  Steiner  and  Lyon  streets,  or  any  portion  of

their  tracks,  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks,  and  shall, 
whenever  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  put  in  good 
condition  those  portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs at  its  or  their  option  to  propel  cars  over  said  railways  by  the  use  of 
horses  or  mules,  electric  or  any  other  motors,  or  wire  ropes  running  under 
said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  the  499th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code;  the  powers  thereby  con- 
ferred as  well  as  restrictions  therein  contained  shall  apply  to  persons  and 
companies  as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns  shall 
elect  as  hereinbefore  provided  to  operate  said  railways  or  either  or  any 
part  of  them  by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary 
steam  engines  or  electric  or  any  other  motor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
grantees  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in 
any  of  said  streets,  under  which  it  proposes  to  place  such  rope  or  cable, 
and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient 
machinery  for  operating  said  railways  in  the  manner  and  means  afore- 
said. 

It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  erect  and  maintain  at 
convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  street  under  which 
said  wire  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  suffi- 
cient power  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such 
trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which 
surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  en- 
joyment of  said  streets  by  the  public,  and  the  framework  of  all  trenches 
in  which  wire  cables  are  placed,  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches 
shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railway  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding 
eight  miles  per  hour;  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision,  said 
grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  he,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  it  shall  he  necessary,  said  grantees,  their  asso- 
ciates and  assigns,  to  plank  or  pave  or  macadamize  its  railway  trades 
as  provided  in  the  498th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use 
the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county,  in 
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respect  to  the  remainder  of  said  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  per- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad 
shall  not  exceed)  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over 
the  line  of  said  railroad. 

Sec.  9.  "This  privilege  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  machinery, 
iron  and  cars  required  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railroad 
shall  be  of  California  manufacture,  otherwise  the  grantees,  their  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  shall  acquire  no  rights  hereunder,  as  in  case  of  violation 
of  this  condition  the  privilege  and  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  become 
and  be  null  and  void."

The  People  of  the  City  and  Couuty  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Omnibus  Cable  Com- 
pany, their  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down,  and  maintain 
and  operate,  for  the  term  of  forty-seven  years  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all  the  neces- 
sary side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables,  curves  and  connections 
with  engine-houses  and  car-houses,  along  and  upon  the  following  streets 
in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Broderick  and  Ellis  streets,  and 
connecting  with  the  tracks  of  the  said  The  Omnibus  Cable  Company  now 
laid  on  said  Broderick  street  aud  on  said  Ellis  street,  thence  along  and 
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upon   Broderick   street   to    Sacramento   street ;    thence   along   upon    Sacra- 
mento street  to  ami  upon  Walnut  street. 

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Brannan  and  Channel  streets,

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-fourth  street  and 
Potrero  avenue,  and  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  the  said  The  Omnibus 
Cable  Company  now  laid  on  said  Twenty-fourth  street,  and  now  laid  or 
to  be  laid  on  said  Potrero  avenue;  thence  along  and  upon  Sonoma  street 
(or  extension  of  Twenty-fourth  street)  to  Nebraska  street;  thence  along 
and  upon  Nebraska  street  to  San  Bruno  avenue  or  road;  thence  along  and 
upon  San  Bruno  avenue  or  road  to  Fifteenth  avenue  or  Teneriffe  street; 
thence  along  and  upon  Fifteenth  avenue  or  Teneriffe  street  to  Platte 
street.

and  void;  and  the  said  Company  in  laying  down  its  tracks  under  any  of 
its  franchises  shall  make  the  curves  as  short  and  as  far  from  the  line  of 
the  sidewalks  as  may  be  practicable  for  the  convenient  and  easy  operating 
of  the  road,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and 
operate  all  the  necessary  side-tracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turn-tables, 
curves  and  connections  with  engine-houses  and  car-houses. 

Further  provided,  that  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  and  after 
the  completion  of  the  franchise  herein  granted,  and  every  year  thereafter 
during  the  continuance  of  these  franchises,  the  grantees  herein  named, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  make  and  file  a  sworn  statement  with 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  showing  the  gross  receipts  of  said  grantees, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  under  the  privileges  herein  granted,  during 
the  preceding  year;  and  on  the  approval  of  said  report  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  the  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  into 
the  Treasury  of  this  City  and  County,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Depart- 
ment Fund,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  per  cent  of  the  said  gross  receipts  each 
and  every  year  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  these  franchises, 
otherwise  these  franchises,  on  the  failure  of  said  grantees,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  to  comply  with  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  shall  cease  and 
become  null  and  void. 

The  said  grantees  shall,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
Order,  be  liable  for  the  cost  and  expense  of  repairing  and  keeping  in 
good  order  and  repair  with  the  same  material  as  may  be  in  use  on  the 
contiguous  portion  of  the  street  all  the  portion  of  the  street  or  streets  over 
which  this  franchise  extends,  embraced  within  the  space  occupied  by  their 
track  or  tracks,  between  their  rails,  between  their  tracks,  and  for  two  (2) 
feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks;  and  shall,  whenever  directed  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  put  in  good  condition  those  portions  of 
the  streets  designated  in  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  as- 
signs, at  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railways  by  the  use  of  horses 
or  mules,  electric  or  any  other  motors  (steam  dummies  excepted),  or  by 
the  use  of  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary 
steam  engines. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
by  the  499th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code;  the  powers  thereby  conferred,  as 
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■well  as  restrictions  therein  contained,  shall  apply  to  persons  and  com- 
panies as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  said  grantees  shall  elect,  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
to  operate  said  railways,  or  either  or  any  part  of  them,  by  the  use  of  an 
endless  wire  rope  or  cable,  and  stationary  steam  engines  or  electric  motors, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient 
trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under  which  they  propose 
to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations 
all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  railways,  in  the 
manner  and  means  aforesaid. 

It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  erect  and  maintain  at  con- 
venient and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under  which  said 
wire  cables  are  placed  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient 
power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches 
and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface 
shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of 
said  streets  by  the  public;  and  the  framework  of  all  trenches  in  which 
wire  cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  work- 
manlike manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches  shall 
not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  their  cars  over  said  railways  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceed- 
ing eight  miles  per  hour,  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said 
grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to 
the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees  to  plank  or 
pave  or  macadamize  their  railway  tracks  as  provided  in  the  498th  Section 
of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  they  shall  use  the  same  material  which  is 
or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the  remainder  of 
said  streets,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  the  said  railroad 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  (5)  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over 
any  or  all  of  the  lines  of  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantees  shall  pay  in  quarterly  payments  to  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars  per  annum  as  a 
license  tax  upon  each  car  used  regularly  by  them,  and  no  greater  sum 
shall  be  exacted. 

Sec.  10.  All  material,  machinery  and  cars  necessary  for  the  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  this  railroad,  for  which  the  right  of  way  is  granted 
by  the  present  order,  are  to  be  manufactured  in  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  fullfil 
each  and  all  of  the  separate  conditions,  expressed  in  this  order  or  by 
statute,  and  unless  said  conditions  are  strictly  and  fully  performed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  this  Board,  this  franchise  shall  become  null  and  void,  and 
the  said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  an 
acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this  order. 

Unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of 
this  order,  this  order  shall  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  12.     This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

GRANTING  TO  THE  NORTH  BEACH  AND  MISSION  RAILROAD  COM- 
PANY   CERTAIN    RIGHTS    AND    PRIVILEGES. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  North  Beach  &  Mission 
Railroad  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down, 
maintain  and  operate  for  the  term  of  forty-one  years  (being  the  remaining 
term  of  existence  of  franchise  granted  to,  now  held  and  operated  by  said 
company)  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Order,  a  double  track  street 
railroad,  with  all  the  necessary  side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts  and  turn- 
tables (provided  that  no  turn-table  shall  be  constructed  in  a  street  cross- 
ing)  along  and  upon  the  following  named  streets,  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-sixth  and  Folsom  streets, 
thence  along  Folsom  street  to  California  avenue,  thence  along  California 
avenue  to  Columbia  place;  thence  along  Columbia  place  to  Precita  ave- 
nue; thence  along  Precita  avenue  to  Army  street  to  Colusa;  thence  .along 
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Colusa  street  to  San  Bruno  avenue;  thence  along  San  Bruno  avenue  to 
Cortland  avenue.  Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty- 
sixth  and  Folsom  streets,  along  Twenty-sixth  street  to  Bryant  avenue; 
thence  along  Bryant  avenue  to  Twenty-fifth  street. 

Also  commencing  at"  the  intersection  of  Army  street  and  Potrero  ave- 
nue; thence  along  Potrero  avenue  to  Twenty-fifth  street;  thence  along 
Twenty-fifth  street  to  Bryant  avenue;  thence  along  Bryant  avenue  to 
Twenty-second  street;  thence  along  Twenty-second  street  to  Folsom  street. 

Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Bryant  avenue  and  Twenty- 
second  street;  thence  along  Bryant  avenue  to  Channel  street;  thence 
across  Channel  street  to  Bryant  street;  thence  along  Bryant  street  to  Sec- 
ond street.  Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Eighth  and  Bryant 
streets;  thence  along  Eighth  street  to  Folsom  street,  connecting  with  the 
company's  tracks. 

Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Bryant  and  Second  streets; 
thence  along  Second  street  to  Folsom  street;  thence  along  Folsom  street 
to  East  street;  thence  along  East  street  to  Market  street  and  ferry  land- 
ings. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  at  its  or  their  option,  on  all  franchises  operated  by  said  com- 
pany, to  propel  cars  over  said  railway  by  the  use  of  horses  or  mules,  elec- 
tric motors  or  by  electricity  with  modern  appliances  and  requirements,  or 
wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam 
engines. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  elect,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroads  or  their  tracks,  or  either 
or  any  of  them,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  use  of  endless  wire  ropes  or 
cables  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  make 
all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets 
and  lands  in  which  they  propose  to  place  such  ropes  or  cables,  and  to 
place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machin- 
ery for  operating  said  railroads  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  points  along  the  line  of  said 
streets  and  lands  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  sufficient  power  (the  same 
to  be  subject  to  municipal  regulations),  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said 
wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  securely  sup- 
ported, and  the  frame  work  of  the  trenches  shall  be  substantial  and  work- 
manlike, and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  therein  shall  not  exceed  three- 
fourths  of  an  inch. 

Sec.  4.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  held  and  en- 
joyed by  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  upon  such  terms,  condi- 
tions and  restrictions  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  imposed  by  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  especially  as  prescribed  in  Sections  498,  500,  502 
and  503  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  relative  to  street  railroads  in  the 
cities  and  towns  therein,  or  are  or  shall  be  hereafter  imposed  by  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and  a  strict  compliance  with  said  laws  and 
orders  is  hereby  required. 

Further  provided  that  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
operation  upon  any  portion  of  the  railroad  herein  provided  for,  and  on 
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the  same  date  every  date  thereafter,  during  the  continuance  of  this  fran- 
chise, the  grantee  herein  named,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  make 
and  file  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  verified  by  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  the  gross  receipts  during 
the  preceding  year  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  under  any 
and  all  privileges,  whether  heretofore  or  herein  granted  to  it,  and  on  the 
approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns  shall  pay  .into  the  treasury  of  this  city  and 
county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
per  cent  upon  the  excess  of  the  gross  receipts,  as  shown  by  the  sworn 
statement,  over  and  above  the  gross  receipts  for  the  year  1888,  which  last 
shall  be  established  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  order,  by  the  sworn  state- 
ment of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company  filed  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  by  the  certificates  of  the  expert  employed 
by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board,  and  a  like  payment  shall  be  made 
each  and  every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  otherwise 
this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns  to 
comply  with  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  shall  cease  and  become  null 
and  void. 

The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  are  required  to  expend 
the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad 
within  the  period  of  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  order,  and  to  file 
with  the  Board  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  expenditure,  and  to  dili- 
gently prosecute  and  complete  the  construction  of  said  road  within  three 
years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  otherwise  the  franchise 
shall  absolutely  cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

The  cars  to  be  run  daily  on  and  over  said  route  at  least  every  fifteen 
minutes,  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.  (except 
prevented  during  a  period  of  riot,  or  by  other  unavoidable  cause). 

And  it  is  further  provided  that  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns 
shall,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order  be  liable  for  the 
cost  and  expense  of  repairing  and  keeping  in  good  order  with  the  same 
material  as  may  be  in  use  on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  street,  all  that 
portion  of  the  street  or  streets,  over  which  this  franchise  extends,  em- 
braced within  the  space  occupied  by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their 
rails,  between  their  tracks,  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks, 
and  put  in  good  order  and  condition  those  portion  of  the  streets  desig- 
nated in  this  section  whenever  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Street,  and  whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  to  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  those  portions  of  the  street  on 
which  their  railroad  tracks  are  laid,  as  provided  in  Section  498  of  the 
Civil  Code,  they  shall  use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by 
the  city  and  county,  in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  streets,  unless 
otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  proper 
authorities  of  this  city  and  county  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  plank- 
ing, repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  hereinbefore  specified;  but 
such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  free  passage 
of  cars  upon  said  railroad. 
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Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns 
to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight 
miles  per  hour;  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision,  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of 
one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to 
the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  North  Beach  &  Mission  Railroad  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  fullfil  each  and  all  of  the  separate  conditions  ex- 
pressed in  this  order,  or  by  statute,  and  unless  such  conditions  are  strictly 
and  fully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Board  this  franchise  shall 
became  null  and  void.  And  the  said  grantee  is  hereby  required  to  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order;  unless  such  acceptance  be  filed  within  ten  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  order,  this  order  shall  become  and  remain  null 
and  void. 

Sec  8.  This  privilege  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  machinery,

The   People  of   the   City   and   County   of   San   Francisco   do   ordain   as 
follows: 
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Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  California-Street  Cable 
Railroad  Company,  a  corporation,  to  construct,  lay  down  and  maintain 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single  or  double  track  street 
railroad,  with  all  the  necessary  and  convenient  stations,  switches,  turnouts, 
turntables,  and  appliances,  along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to-wit:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of 
O'Farrell  street  with  Market  street;  thence  westerly  along  O'Farrell 
street  to  Jones  street,  with  the  right  to  construct  curves  into  Jones  street; 
also  on  Jones  street  from  the  southerly  line  of  Bush  street  to  Pine  street, 
with  the  right  to  construct  curves  into  Pine  street;  thence  westerly  along

The  rights  and  privileges  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section 
are  granted  to  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  upon  such  terms, 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  now  imposed,  or  may  be  hereafter  im- 
posed, by  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  tiie  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  and  especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  im- 
posed by  the  498th,  500th,  502d  and  503d  Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
the  State  of  California,  in  relation  to  the  manner  of  constructing  and 
maintaining  street  railroads  in  the  cities  and  towns  of  such  State:  and 
a  strict  compliance  on  the  part  of  the  grantees,  their  successors  or  as- 
signs, with  all  of  the  provisions  of  said  law,  is  hereby  required. 

Said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  expend  the  sum  of  at  least  $50,000 
in  a  construction  of  said  railroad  within  the  period  of  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  order,  and  to  file  with  this  Board  satisfactory  evidence 
of  such  expenditure;  otherwise  ibis  franchise  shall  absolutely  cease  and 
become  null  and  void. 

The  cars  to  be  run  on  and  over  said  route  at  an  interval  of  at  least 
fifteen  minutes  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  in.  and  '•>  o'clock  p.  in.. 
except  prevented  during  a  period  of  riot  or  other  unavoidable  cause. 

Further  provided,  that  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  this  order,  each  and  every  year  thereafter,  during  the 
continuance  of  this  franchise,  the  grantee  herein  named,  their  associates 
or  assigns,  shall  make  and  hie  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  duly  verified,  showing  the  gross  receipts  of  said  grantees, 
their  associates  or  assigns,  under  the  privileges  herein  granted  during  the 
preceding  year,  and  on  the  approval  of  said  report,  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns,  shall  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  city  and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department 
Fund,   tlie  sum  of  two  per  cent  of  the  said  gross  receipts  each  ami  every 
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year  thereafter:  otherwise  this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the  grantees. 
their  associates  or  assigns,  to  comply  witn  the  conditions  herein  imposed, 
shall  cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

The  gross  receipts  are  hereby  defined  to  be  the  total  amount  of  fares 
collected  on  the  route  herein  granted  for  transportation  of  passengers 
over  a  part  or  all  of  the  route  within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. Also,  that  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall,  from 
and  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order,  be  liable  for  the  cost  and 
expense  of  repairing  and  keeping  in  good  order  and  repair,  with  the  same 
material  as  may  be  in  use  on  the  contiguous  portions  of  the  street,  all 
that  portion  of  the  street  or  streets,  over  which  this  franchise  extends, 
embraced  within  the  space  occupied  by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their 
rails,  between  their  tracks,  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks, 
and  shall,  whenever  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  put 
in  good  condition  those  portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  as- 
signs, at  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railway  by  the  use  of  horses, 
mules,  or  the  most  approved  electrical  appliances,  electrical  or  other 
motors,  or  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  station- 
ary steam  engines. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Suiter- 
visors  by  the  499th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code  the  power  thereby  conferred, 
as  well  as  restrictions  therein  contained,  shall  apply  to  persons  and 
companies  as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec  5.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  elect 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railways,  or  either  or  any  part 
of  them,  by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable,  and  a  stationary 
steam  engine  or  electric  or  any  other  motor,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
grantees  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in 
any  of  said  streets  under  which  it  proposes  to  place  such  wire  rope  or 
cable,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  con- 
venient machinery  for  operating  said  railways  in  the  manner  and  means 
aforesaid. 

It  shall  lie  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  erect  and  maintain  at  con- 
venient and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  Streets  under  which 
said  wire  cables  are  placed  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  suffi- 
cient power  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trendies 
and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface 
shall  be  securely  supported  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  said  streets  to  the  public;  ami  the  framework  of  all  trenches  in 
which  wire  cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and 
workmanlike  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  such  trenches 
Sliall  not   exceed  seven-eight  lis  of  an   inch   in   width. 

BBC.  6.  K  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  successors  or 
assigns,  to  propel  their  cars  over  said  railway  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceed- 
ing eighl  miles  per  hour  between  the  junction  of  Market  and  Steiiart 
Streets  and  Thirtieth  street,  in  the  City  of  Sail  Francisco;  nor  at  a 
rate  of  speed  exceeding  twenty  miles  per  hour  between  Thirtieth  strict 
and  the  county  line  between  the  counties  of  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo; 
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nor  at  a  rate  of  speed  greater  than  twenty  miles  per  hour  between  the 
intersection  of  old  San  Jose  road  with  the  Ocean  House  road  to  its 
northwestern  terminus  near  the  Cliff  House. 

Said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty 
of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county,  for  each 
and  every  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  said  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  to  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  their  railway  tracks,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  498th  Section  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  State,  it  shall  use  the 
same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect 
to  the  remainder  of  said  streets,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  of  each  passenger  on  said  railroad  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over  the  line  of 
said  railroad  within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  9.  This  privilege  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  machinery, 
plant,  iron  or  steel  rails,  and  passenger  cars  required  in  the  construction 
and  operation  of  the  railroad  shall  be  of  California  manufacture. 

Six.  10.  Said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  file  in  the  otiice  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this  order.  Unless 
such  acceptance  is  filed  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  of  this  order, 
this  order  shall  become  null  and  void.

GRANTING  TO  SUTTER-STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  ITS  SUC- 
CESSORS OR  ASSIGNS,  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES 
TO  CONSTRUCT,  LAY  DOWN,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  A 
SINGLE  OR  DOUBLE  TRACK  STREET  RAILROAD  IN  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY   OF   SAN  FRANCISCO,   AS  HEREIN   SPECIFIED. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  the  Sutter-Street  Railway 
Company,  a  corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down, 
maintain  and  operate  for  a  period  of  thirty-nine  years  more  or  less  from 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order,  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  November, 
1929,  being  coterminate  with  the  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  Order 
No.  1525,  passed  November  14,  1879,  a  single  or  double  track  street  rail- 
road, with  all  necessary  and  convenient  stations,  turnouts,  switches,  ap- 
pliances and  devices  along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit : 

Commencing  at  the  southerly  side  of  Union  street,  at  its  junction  with 
Polk  street,  with  the  right  to  connect  with  the  double  track  railroad  now 
operated  by  the  said  Sutter-Street  Railway  Company,  and  thence  north- 
erly across  Union  street  and  along  Polk  street  to  Tonquin  street. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  at 
their  option,  to  propel  and  move  cars  for  the  carrying  of  passengers  over 
said  railroad  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  by  the  use  of  horses,  mules, 
or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets,  and  moved  by  stationary 
steam  engines,  or  engines  or  motors  operated  by  means  of  compressed 
air  or  by  electricity. 

Sec  3.  The  rights  and  privileges  enumerated  and  granted  in  this  order 
are  granted  to  and  shall  be  possessed  and  enjoyed  by  said  grantee,  its 
successor  or  assigns,  upon  such  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions  as 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  imposed  by  orders  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  or  by  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  especially  the  terms,  conditions  and  restrictions 
imposed  by  the  498th,  500th,  502d  and  503d  Sections  of  the  Civil  Code  of 
California  in  relation  to  the  manner  Of  constructing  and  maintaining  street 
railroads  in  the  cities  and  [towns]  ol  sain  State,  and  a  lull  compliance  on 
the  part  of  said  grantees,  its  successor  or  assigns  is  hereby  required. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns  shall  pay  to  the 
city  and  county  of  San  B'rancisco  as  a  iicense  tax  upou  each  car  regularly 
used,  Including  the  dummy  attached,  the  sum  ol  fifteen  dollars  per  annum, 
payable  in  quarterly  payments,  and  no  greater  sum  shall  be  exacted. 

SEC.  •"..     The  rate  of  tare  for  each  passenger  tarried  any   distance   upon 
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said  road  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  way,  including  any 
distance  upon  any  portion  of  the  roads  now  operated  by  said  grantee. 

Sec.  6.  Work  to  construct  the  raihcad  herein  provided  for  shall  be 
commenced  within  one  year  from  the  dare  of  the  passage  of  this  order, 
and  the  same  must  be  completed  within  three  years  thereafter,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  502  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California. 

Provider,  however,  that  time  under  this  order  granting  the  right  to 
f-,n,-'TUL-t  the  road  herein  provided  shall  not  begin  to  run  until  the  streets 
herein  named  are  graded  to  the  official  standard  and  sewers  are  con- 
structed therein.  But  upon  the  grading  and  sewering  of  said  streets  as 
aforesaid  work  upon  the  road  herein  provided  for  shall  be  commenced 
immediately  by  said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  and  shall  be  prose- 
cuted with  diligence  and  reasonable  speed  until  its  full  completion. 

And  failing  to  so  commence  and  prosecute  said  work  to  its  full  com- 
pletion as  hereinbefore  provided,  this  grant  and  the  privileges  enumer- 
ated herein  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  said  grantees  shall  forfeit 
all  rights  hereunder. 

Sec.  G.  Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assign  shall  elect  as 
hereinbefore  provided  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns  to  make  all  needful 
necessary  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  said  streets,  or  any 
part  thereof,  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and 
to  place  in  said  trenches  or  excavations,  all  necessary  and  convenient 
machinery  and  appliances  for  operating  said  railroad  in  the  manner  and 
by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  be  lawful,  and  the  right  if  conferred  upon 
said  grantee,  its  successor  or  assigns,  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient 
and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under  which  said  wire 
ropes  or  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  ample  and  suffi- 
cient power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  ropes  or  cables.  All 
such  trenches  or  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  surface  of  the  street, 
which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported  so  as  not  to  impair  the  use 
and  enjoyment  thereof  by  the  public ;  and  the  framework  of  said  trenches 
and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed  shall  be  con- 
structed in  a  substantial  manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into 
said  trenches  or  excavations  shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in 
width. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  in  any  wise  to  pre- 
vent the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  grading,  sewer- 
ing, paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  hereinbefore 
specified,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  ob- 
struct the  free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railroad. 

Sec  S.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees,  its  succes- 
sor or  assigns,  to  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  those  portions  of  the  streets 
on  which  its  tracks  are  laid  as  provided  in  Section  49S  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  California,  that  is  to  say,  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each 
side  thereof,  and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  for  the 
full  length  of  the  street  used  by  its  tracks,  it  shall  use  the  same  material 
which  is  or  may  be  used,  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the  re- 
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mainder  of  the  streets,  unless  otherwise  permitted  by  the  Supervisors  of 
said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  9.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  conferred  upon  and  made  to 
said  grantee,  are  upon  the  condition  that  the  machinery,  iron  and  cars 
used  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  said  railroad,  shall  be  of  Cali- 
fornia manufacture,  otherwise  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted 
shall  cease,  and  become  null  and  void,  and  the  said  grantee,  his  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  shall  forfeit  all  claims  and  franchises  hereunder. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as-

TAIN   RIGHTS    AND    PRIVILEGES   THEREIN    SPECIFIED.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  at  its  or  their  option,  on  all  franchises  operated  by  said  com- 
pany, to  propel  cars  over  said  railway  by  the  use  of  horses  or  mules, 
motors  (other  than  steam  motors),  or  by  electricity  with  modern  ap- 
pliances and  requirements,  or  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and 
moved  by  stationary  steam  engines. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  snail  elect, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroads,  or  their  tracks,  or 
either  or  any  of  them,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  use  of  endless  wire 
ropes  or  cables  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  aud  excavations  in  any  of 
said    streets    and    lands    in    which    they    propose    to    place    such    ropes    or 
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cables,  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and 
convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  railroads  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  points 
along  the  line  of  said  streets  and  lands  steam  engines  and  boilers  of 
sufficient  power  (the  same  to  be  subject  to  municipal  regulations),  and 
to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  exca- 
vations shall  be  securely  supported,  and  the  framework  of  the  trenches 
shall  be  substantial  and  workmanlike,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening 
therein  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch. 

Sec.  4.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  held  and 
enjoyed  by  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  upon  such  terms,  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  imposed  by  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  California,  especially  as  prescribed  in  Sections  498, 
502  and  503  of  the  Civil  Code  of  this  state,  relative  to  street  railroads  in 
the  cities  and  towns  therein  or  are  or  shall  be  hereafter  imposed  by  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  a  strict  compliance  with  said  laws  and 
orders  is  hereby  required.  Further  provided,  that  at  the  expiration  of 
one  year  from  the  date  of  operation  upon  any  portion  of  the  railroad 
herein  provided  for,  and  on  the  same  date  every  year  thereafter  during 
the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  the  grantee  herein  named,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  make  and  file  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company, 
showing  the  gross  receipts  during  the  preceding  year  of  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  under  any  and  all  privileges,  whether  heretofore  or 
herein  granted  to  it,  and  on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  into 
the  treasury  of  this  city  and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Depart- 
ment Fund,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  as  shown 
by  the  sworn  statement  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  by  the  certificate  of  the' 
expert  employed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  board,  and  a  like  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  each  and  every  year  during  the  continuance  of  this 
franchise,  otherwise  this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  comply  with  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  shall 
cease  and  become  null  and  void.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  aud 
assigns,  are  required  to  expend  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  in  the

The  cars  to  be  run  daily 
on  and  over  said  route  at  least  every  fifteen  minutes  between  the  hours 
of  seven  o'clock  a.  m.  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.  (except  prevented  during  a 
period  of  riot  or  by  other  unavoidable  cause).  And  it  is  further  provided 
that  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  from  and  after  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  order,  be  liable  f*<»r  the  cost  and  expense  of  repair- 
ing and  keeping  in  good  order  with  the  same  materia]  as  may  be  in  use 
on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  street,  all  that  portion  of  the  street  or 
streets  over  which  this  franchise  extends,  embraced  within  the  space  occu- 
pied by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their  rails,  between  their  tracks, 
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and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks,  and  put  in  good  order  and 
condition  those  portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  tiiis  section  w  henever 
directed  hy  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  and  whenever  it  shall  be 
necessary  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  plank,  pave  or 
macadamize  those  portions  of  the  street  on  which  their  railroad  tracks  are 
laid,  as  provided  in  Section  498  of  the  Civil  Code,  they  shall  use  the  same 
material  which  is  or  may  lie  used  by  the  city  and  county,  in  respect  to  the 
remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  permitted  by  said 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec.  5.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  proper 
authorities  of  this  city  and  county  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  plank- 
ing, repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  hereinbefore  specified  :  but  such 
work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of 
cars  upon  said  railroad. 

Sec.  G.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
to  propel  its  cars  over  said  railways  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  eight  miles 
per  hour;  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction 
at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to  the 
use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, to  charge  or  collect  a  higher  rate  of  fare  than  five  cents  for  each 
passenger  per  trip  of  any  distance  in  one  direction,  either  going  or  coming, 
along  any  part  of  the  whole  length  of  the  road  or  its  connections. 

Sec.  S.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  required  to  com- 
mence work  upon  said  street  railway  within  thirty  days  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  order,  and  to  have  at  least  one  mile  of  said  road  com- 
pleted within  six  months,  and  the  whole  thereof  completed  and  in  run- 
ning order  within  the  time  hereinbefore  specified. 

Sec.  0.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fulfill  each  and  all 
the  separate  conditions  expressed  in  this  order  or  by  statute,  and  unless 
such  conditions  are  strictly  and  fully  performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  this 
board,  this  franchise  shall  become  null  and  void.  And  the  said  grantee  is 
hereby  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  accept- 
ance in  writing  of  the  provisions  of  this  order.  Unless  such  acceptance  be 
filed  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  (if  this  order,  the  order  shall  become 
and  remain  null  and  void. 

Sec.  10.  This  privilege  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  machinery, 
iron  and  cars  required  in  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  railroad 
shall  be  of  California  manufacture,  except  such  as  are  not  manufactured 
here,  or  may  be  covered  by  a  patent,  otherwise  the  grantees,  their  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  shall  acquire  no  rights  hereunder,  as  in  case  of  vio- 
lation of  this  condition  the  privilege  and  franchise  hereby  granted  shall 
become  and  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  11.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

GRANTING  TO  THE  CITY  RAILROAD  COMPANY,  ITS  SUCCESSORS 
AND  ASSIGNS,  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES  THEREIN 
SPECIFIED. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  City  Railroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and 
operate  for  the  unexpired  term  of  its  franchise  granted  by  Ordinance 
No.  1531,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all  necessary  and 
convenient  stations,  side  tracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables,  curves, 
connections  and  appliances,  along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Mission  and  Fourteenth  streets, 
there  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  the  said  company  on  Mission  street; 
thence  along  and  upon  Mission  and  West  Mission  streets  to  Potter  street: 
thence  along  and  upon  Potter  street  to  Market  street;  thence  across  Market 
street  to  Page  street;  thence  along  and  upon  Page  street  to  Masonic  ave- 
nue; and  along  and  upon  Masonic  avenue  to  Frederick  street;  and  along 
and  upon  Frederick  street  to  tiie  westerly  line  of  First  avenue. 

Also  commencing  on  West  Mission  street  at  a  point  where  the  line  of 
Mission  street  projected  northerly  would  intersect  said  street;  thence 
northerly  across  Brady  and  Market  streets  to  Page  street. 
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Sec  2.  In  addition  to  the  other  restrictions  which  are  herein  con- 
tained this  grant  is  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  strictly  comply  with  the  following  terms: 

First :  To  construct  their  tracks  on  those  portions  of  tlie  streets  desig- 
nated in  this  order,  as  nearly  as  possible,  in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second:  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  from  and 
after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order  be  liable  for  the  cost  and 
expense  of  repairing  and  keeping  in  good  order  with  the  same  material 
as  may  be  in  use  on  the  contiguous  portion  of  the  street,  all  that  portion 
of  the  street  or  streets  over  which  this  franchise  extends  embraced  within 
the  space  occupied  by  their  track  or  tracks,  between  their  rails,  between 
their  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  their  tracks  and  put  in 
good  order  and  condition  those  portions  of  the  streets  designated  in  this 
order  whenever  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Third:  That  the  tracks  must  not  be  more  than  five  feet  wide  within 
the  rails. and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely. 

Fourth  :  The  work  to  construct  the  railroad  must  be  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  same  must  be  com- 
pleted within  three  years  thereafter. 

Fifth :  That  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns  must  within  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order  expend  in  the  construction  of  said 
railroad  or  in  the  acquisition  of  property  therefor  at  least  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($20,000)  ;  and  must  within  three  months  thereafter  file  with 
this  board  evidence  of  such  expenditure. 

Sixth :  That  all  the  material  used  in  the  building  and  operation  of 
said  railroad  shall  be  of  California  construction  except  such  as  may  be 
patented  and  cannot  be  manufactured  in  California. 

The  cars  to  be  run  daily  on  and  over  said  route  at  least  every  fifteen 
minutes  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  a.  m.  and  9  o'clock  p.  m.,  except 
prevented  during  a  period  of  riot  or  other  unavoidable  cause. 

Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  these  conditions,  the  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  3.  Further  provided,  that  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  operation  upon  any  portion  of  the  railroad  herein  provided  for, 
and  on  the  same  date  every  year  thereafter,  during  the  continuance  of 
this  franchise,  the  grantee  herein  named,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
make  and  file  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  verified 
by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  the  gross  re- 
ceipts during  the  preceding  year  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
from  passengers  on  the  railroad  constructed  under  the  privileges  hereby 
granted,  and  on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  into  the 
treasury  of  this  city  and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department 
Fund,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  per  cent  upon  such  gross  receipts,  as  shown 
by  the  sworn  statement  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company 
filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  by  the  certificate 
of  the  expert  employed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  board,  and  a 
like  payment  shall  be  made  each  and  every  year  during  tiie  continuance 
of  this  franchise,  otherwise  this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the  grantee,  its 
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successors  or  assigns  to  comply  with  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  shall 
cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay,  in  quar- 
terly payments,  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the  sum  of 
$15  per  annum  as  a  license  tax  upon  each  car  used  regularly  by  them, 
and  no  greater  sum  shall  be  exacted. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, at  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroad,  or  any  part 
thereof,  by  the  use  of  horses,  mules  or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  said 
streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines,  or  by  such  other  means 
as  may  he  sanctioned  by  law. 

Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  elect  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  use 
of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  make  all  needful 
and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under  which 
they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable  and  to  place  in  such  trenches 
and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  operating  said 
railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  also  be 
lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  erect  and  main- 
tain at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under 
which  such  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and  boilers  of 
ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  ropes 
or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath  the  sur- 
face of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not 
to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  street  by  the  public;  and  the 
framework  of  all  trenches  and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes  or  cables 
are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner 
and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  said  trenches  or  excavations  shall 
not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  propel  their  cars 
over  said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that 
allowed  by  law  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  grantees  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  it  shall  lie  necessary  for  said  grantees,  to  plank  or 
pave  or  macadamize  their  railway  tracks  as  herein  provided,  they  shall 
use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county 
in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or 
permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Nothing  in  this  order  shall  lie  construed  in  anywise  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  sewering,  grading,  pav- 
ing, macadamizing,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  die  streets  hereinbefore 
specified  :  but  all  such  work  shall  he  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  ob- 
struct the  i'vev  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railroad. 

Sic.  S.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  lie  construed  to  Impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors   by    the    109th    section    of    the    Civil    Code:    the    powers    thereby    con- 
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ferred,   as   well   as   restrictions   therein   contained,   shall   apply  to   persons 
and  companies  as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  collect  a  rate  of  tare  for  each  passenger  upon  said  railroad  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over  said  road 
and  the  railroad  of  said  grantee  as  at  present  operated. 

Sec.  10.  Said  grantees  are  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  he  a  contract  between  said  grantees,  their  associates  and 
assigns  and  said  city  and  county.

SIGNS,  CERTAIN   RIGHTS   AND   PRIVILEGES. 

The  Teople  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Ferries  and  Cliff  House 
Railway  Company,  successors  in  interest  to  the  aforesaid  W.  H.  Martin 
and  others,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  extend  its  railroad  tracks. 
with  a  single  or  double  track,  and  to  maintain  and  operate  its  street 
railroad  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  franchise  granted  by  said  Orders 
Nos.  1881  and  1S82,  along  and  upon  the  following  descrihed  streets,  in 
this  city  and  county,  between  the  termini  hereafter  mentioned,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  Sacramento  and  Powell  streets,  connecting  with  track 
on  Sacramento  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Sacramento  street  to  Waluut 
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street :  also,  commencing  at  Sacramento  and  Scott  streets,  thence  along 
and  upon  Scott  street  with  a  curve  into  Clay  street ;  thence  along  and 
upon  Clay  street  with  a  curve  into  First  avenue;  thence  along  and  upon 
First  avenue  to  California  street,  to  connect  with  tracks  on  California 
street ;  also,  commencing  at  Stockton  and  Clay  streets,  connecting  with 
track  on  Stockton  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Stockton  street  with  a 
curve  into  Sacramento  street,  to  connect  with  track  on  Sacramento  street ;

This  grant  is  made  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  restrictions 
contained  in  the  said  Orders  Nos.  18S1  and  18S2  and  with  similar  rights 
and  privileges  as  those  therein  conferred,  with  the  further  condition  that 
all  material  used  in  the  building  and  operation  of  said  railroad  shall  be 
of  California  construction,  except  such  as  may  be  patented  and  cannot  be 
manufactured  in  California.

In  addition  to  the  other  restrictions  which  are  herein  contained 
this  grant  is  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  grantees,  their  associates 
and  assigns  shall  strictly  comply  with  the  following  terms : 

First:  To  construct  their  tracks  on  those  portions  of  the  streets  desig- 
nated in  this  order  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second:  To  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  streets  to  l»o 
used  by  their  tracks,  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side 
thereof,  and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one.  on  the  construc- 
tion of  their  road,  and  to  keep  the  same  constantly  in  repair,  flush  with  the 
street  and  with  good  crossings. 

Third:  That  the  tracks  must  not  be  more  than  five  feet  wide  within 
the  rails  and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely. 

Fourth:  That  work  to  construct  the  railroad  must  be  commenced  with- 
in one  year  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  same  must  be  completed 
within  three  years  thereafter. 

Fifth :  That  the  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns,  must,  within 
twelve  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  expend  in  the  construction  of 
said  railroad,  or  in  the  accpiisition  of  property  therefor,  at  least  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  must,  within  three  months  thereafter,  file  with  tins  Board 
evidence  of  such  expenditure. 

Sixth:  That  all  the  material  used  in  the  building  and  operation  of  said 
railroad  shall  be  of  California  construction,  except  such  as  may  be  patented 
and  cannot  be  manufactured  in  California. 
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Seventh :  The  ears  to  be  run  daily  on  and  over  said  route  at  least 
every  fifteen  minutes  between  the  hours  of  7  o'clock  A.  M.  and  9  o'clock 
P.  M.  (except  prevented  during  a  period  of  riot,  or  by  other  unavoidable 
cause). 

Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  these  conditions  the  rights  granted  shall 
cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  4.  After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  com- 
pletion of  the  railroad  herein  provided  for,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  March  thence  next  ensuing,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  in 
every  year  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  the  said 
grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns,  shall  make  and  file  a  sworn  statement 
with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  duly  verified,  showing  the  gross  receipts 
during  the  preceding  calendar  year  of  the  line  of  railroad  constructed  under 
the  privileges  herein  granted,  and  on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  the  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  shall 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county  to  the  credit  of  the  Street 
Department  Fund  the  sum  of  two  per  cent  upon  such  gross  receipts  as  shown 
by  the  said  sworn  statement,  and  a  like  payment  shall  be  made  each  and 
every  year  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  otherwise  this  fran- 
chise, on  a  failure  of  the  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  to  comply 
with  this  condition,  shall  cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  5.  Said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns,  shall  pay  in  quar- 
terly payments  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  as  a  license  tax 
upon  each  car  in  use  in  the  operation  of  their  road  sxich  sum  as  may  from 
time  to  time,  be  imposed  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  by 
the  laws  of  California,  as  a  license  on  street  railway  cars. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  their  associates  or  assigns 
at  their  option  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof,  by  the 
use  of  horses  or  mules,  or  by  electricity  with  modern  appliances  and  re- 
quirements, or  by  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by 
stationary  steam  engines,  or  by  such  other  means  as  may  be  sanctioned 
by  law,  provided  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
give  to  these  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  the  right  to  construct 
or  maintain  overhead  electric  wires  within  tlie  limits  prescribed  by  Order 
No.  2369  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Whenever  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  shall  elect,  as  here- 
inbefore provided  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  use 
of- an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  he 
lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  to  make  all  needful 
and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under 
which  they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in  such 
trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  tor  operat- 
ing said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall  a  Ism 
be  lawful  for  said  grantees,  their  associates  or  assigns  to  erect  and  main- 
tain at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets  under 
which  such  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed  steam  engines  and  boilers 
of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire 
ropes  or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  he  beneath  the 
surface  of  the  streets,   which   surface   shall    be  securely   supported,   so   as 
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not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streets  by  the  public;  and 
the  framework  of  all  trenches  and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes  or 
cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  said  trenches  or  excava- 
tions shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  propel  their  cars 
over  said  railroad  or  any  part  thereof  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that 
allowed  by  law  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  grantee  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  State  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees  to  pave  or 
macadamize  their  railway  tracks  as  herein  provided  they  shall  use  the 
same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  re- 
spect to  the  remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or  per- 
mitted by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  said  city  and  county. 

Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  in  anywise  to  prevent  the

The  People  of  the  City   and  County   of   San   Francisco  do   ordain    as 
follows : 
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Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Ocean  Beach  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and 
operate  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all  necessary  and  con- 
venient stations,  sidetracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables,  curves,  con- 
nections and  appliances  along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Fell  and  Stanyan  streets,  thence 
along  and  upon  Stanyan  street  to  Fulton  street;  thence  along  and  upon 
Fulton  street  to  First  avenue;  thence  along  and  upon  First  avenue  to 
Point  Lobos  avenue;  thence  along  and  upon  Point  Lobos  avenue  to  its 
junction  with  the  road  known  as  Point  Lobos  road  or  Cliff  House  road, 
and  thence  along  and  upon  said  last-named  road  to  the  westerly  end 
thereof.

Second — To  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  streets 
to  be  used  by  their  tracks,  between  the  rails,  and  for  two  feet  on  each 
side  thereof,  and  between  the  tracks  if  there  be  more  than  one,  and  to 
keep  the  same  constantly  in  repair,  flush  with  the  street  and  with  good 
crossings. 

Third — That  the  tracks  must  not  be  more  than  five  feet  wide  within 
the  rails,  and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely. 

Fourth — That  work  to  construct  the  railroad  must  be  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  same  must  be  com- 
pleted within  three  years,  thereafter. 

Fifth — That  the  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  must  within  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order  expend  in  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road or  in  the  acquisition  of  property  therefor  at  least  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  must  within  three  months  thereafter  file  with  this  board  evi- 
dence of  such  expenditure. 

Sixth — That  all  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad 
shall  be  of  California  manufacture,  except  such  as  may  be  patented  and 
cannot  be  manufactured  in  California. 

Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  these  conditions  the  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec  3.  After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  comple- 
tion and  commencement  of  operation  of  any  portion  of  the  railroad  herein 
provided  for  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  thence  next  ensuing 
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and  every  year  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise,  the 
said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  make  and  file  a  sworn  state- 
ment with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  verified  by  the  president  or  vice- 
president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  the  gross  receipts  during 
the  preceding  calendar  year  of  the  line  of  railroad  constructed  under  the 
privileges  herein  granted  and  on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the

Also  that  cars  shall  run  thereon 
from  ti  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes,  unless  prevented 
by  some  unavoidable  cause. 

Fifth:  That  the  grantee,  ils  successors  and  assigns,  must,  within 
twelve  months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  expend  in  the  construction  of 
said  railroad  or  in  the  acquisition  of  property  therefor  at  least  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  and  must  within  three  months  thereafter,  file  with  this 
board  evidence  of  such  expenditure. 

Sixth:  That  all  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
roads shall  he  of  California  manufacture,  except  such  as  may  be  patented 
and  cannot  he  manufactured  in  California.

After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  com- 
pletion and  commencement  of  operation  of  the  new  lines  of  railroad 
herein  provided  Cor,  and  on  or  before  the  hrst  day  of  March  thence  next 
ensuing  and  every  year  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this  fran- 
chise, the  said  grantee,  its  successors  ami  assigns,  shall  make  and  file 
I  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  verified  by  the  presi- 
dent or  vice  president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  the  gross 
receipts  during  the  preceding  calendar  year  <^\'  said  railroad,  and  on  the 
approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Hoard  of  Supervisors,  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  ami  assigns,  shall  pay  into  the  treasurj  of  the  city  and 
comity  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  the  sum  of  two  per 
Bent  upon  such  gross  receipts,  as  shown  by  the  said  sworn  statement, 
and   a    like   payment    shall    he   made   each    and    every    year   during    the   con- 
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tinuance  of  this  franchise;  otherwise  this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  to  comply  with  this  condition,  shall 
cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.  Said  grantee,  its  successois  and  assigns,  shall  pay  in  quar- 
terly payments  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  as  a  license  tax 
upon  each  car  in  use  in  the  operation  of  the  said  new  lines  of  road  such 
sum  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  imposed  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  or  by  the  laws  of  California  as  a  license  on  street  railway 
cars. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grautee,  its  successors  and  assi.^ik-, 
at  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroads  or  any  part  thereof  by 
electricity  with  modern  appliances  and  requirements,  or  by  wire  ropes 
running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines,  or 
by  such  other  means  as  may  lie  sanctioned  by  law. 

Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  elect,  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  use 
of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  make  all  needful 
and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under 
which  they  propose  to  place  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  place  in  such 
trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  oper- 
ating said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall 
also  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  erect  and 
maintain  at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  line  of  the  streets 
under  which  such  wire  ropes  or  cables  are  placed,  steam  engines  and 
boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  said 
wire  ropes  or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  he  securely  supported,  so  as 
not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streets  by  the  public;  and 
the  framework  of  all  trenches  and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes  or 
cables  are  placed,  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  said  trenches  or  excava- 
tions shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  propel  their  cars 
over  said  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that 
allowed  by  law,  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  grantees 
shall  be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees  to  plank  or 
pave  or  macadamize  their  railway  tracks  as  herein  provided,  they  shall 
use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county 
in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or 
permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  in  anywise  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  sewering,  grading,  paving, 
macadamizing,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  hereinbefore  speci- 
fied; but  all  such  work  shall  be  done  if  possible  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the 
free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railroads. 
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Sec.  8.  Nothing:  herein  contained  shall  he  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  the  409th  section  of  the  Civil  Code,  the  powers  thereby  con- 
ferred as  well  as  restrictions  therein  contained  shall  apply  to  persons  and 
companies  as  well  as  corporations. 

Sec  9.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  author- 
ized to  collect  a  rate  of  fare  for  each  passenger  upon  said  railroad  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  Avay  for  any  distance  over  either  of 
the  said  roads  and  any  of  the  lines  of  the  railroad  of  said  grantee  as  at 
present  operated. 

Sec.  10.  Said  grantees  are  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  order,  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  he  a  contract  between  said  grantee,  its  successurs  and  as- 
signs, and  said  city  and  county.  Unless  said  acceptance  be  tiled  within 
twenty  days  after  the  approval  or  passage  of  this  order,  this  order  shall 
become  and  remain  null  and  void. 

Sec.  11.  This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  date  of  its 
passage.

SUPPLEMENTARY  TO  ORDERS  NOS.  1881  AND  1882.  GRANTING  T<  > 
W.  II.  MARTIN  AND  OTHERS.  THEIR  SUCCESSORS  AND  AS- 
SIGNS.  CERTAIN    RIGHTS   AND    PRIVILEGES. 

The    People   of   the   City    and   County   of   San    Francisco   do   ordain    as 
follows: 
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Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Ferries  &  Cliff  House 
Railway  Company,  successors  in  interest  to  the  aforesaid  W.  11.  Marl  in 
and  others,  their  successors  and  assigns,  to  extend  its  railroad  tracks, 
with  a  single  or  double  track,  and  to  maintain  and  operate  its  street 
railroad  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  franchise  granted  by  Orders  Nos. 
1881  and  1882,  along  and  upon  the  following-described  streets  in  this  city 
and   county,   between   the   termini   hereafter   mentioned,   to   wit: 

Commencing  and  connecting  with  their  tracks  on  Bay  street :  thence 
along  and  upon  Bay  street,  from  the  westerly  line  of  Powell  street  to 
the  seawall. 

The  cars  to  be  operated  and  run  for  the  transportation  of  passengers 
each  and  every  day  from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  to  10  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  intervals 
of  fifteen  minutes  or  less,  unless  prevented  by  some  unavoidable   cause. 

Sec.  2.  This  grant  is  made  subject  to  all  the  conditions  and  restrictions 
contained  in  the  said  Orders  Nos.  1S81  and  1882  and  with  similar  rights 
and  privileges  as  those  therein  conferred,  with  the  further  condition  that 
all  material  used  in  the  building  and  operation  of  said  railroad  shall 
be  of  California  construction,  except  such  as  may  be  patented  and  can- 
not  be  manufactured  in  California. 

Also,  that  any  other  railroad  which  may  be  granted  a  franchise  on 
or  over  said  streets  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  streets  herein  desig- 
nated and  the  rails  laid  thereon  upon  paying  an  equal  portion  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  the  said  tracks  and  appurtenances  used.

GRANTING  TO  THE  MARKET-STREET  CABLE  RAILWAY  COM- 
PANY, THE  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  RAILROAD  TRACKS  AND 
THE  RIGHT  TO  RUN  CARS  THEREON  WITHIN  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The   People  of  the   City   and   County   of    San   Francisco   do   ordain   as 
follows : 
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Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Market-Street  Cable 
Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down, 
maintain  and  operate  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  order  certain  new  lines  of  a  single  or  double  track  street 
railroad,  with  all  necessary  and  convenient  stations,  sidetracks,  switches, 
turnouts,  turntables,  curves,  connections  and  appliances  along  and  upon 
the  following  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  S  in  Francisco,  to-wit : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Castro  street  with  Seventeenth 
street,  thence  along  and  upon  Castro  street  to  Ridley  street ;  thence  along 
and  upon  Ridley  street  to  Devisadero  street ;  thence  along  and  upon 
Devisadero  street  to  the  northerly  end  thereof;  also  curving  from  Devisa- 
dero street  into  and  along  O'Farrell  street  to  the  proposed  car  house  of 
said  grantee  on  O'Farrell  street  between  Devisadero  and  Scott  streets. 

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Potrero  avenue  and  Twenty- 
second  street,  thence  along  and  upon  Twenty-second  street  to  Chattanooga 
street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Chattanooga  street  to  Twenty-fourth  street ; 
thence  along  and  upon  Twenty- fourth  street  to  Hoffman  avenue. 

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-second  street  and 
Dolores  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Dolores  street  to  Twenty-fourth 
street :  thence  along  and  upon  Twenty-fourth  street  to  and  across  Chat- 
tanooga street. 

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-fourth  and  Xoe  streets, 
thence  along  and  upon  Xoe  street  to  Jersey  street:  thence  curving  into 
and  along  and  upon  Jersey  street  to  the  carhouse  of  said  grantee,  on 
Jersey  street,  between  Xoe  and  Castro  streets. 

Also,  commencing  on  Market  street,  opposite  Seventh  street,  there  con- 
necting with  the  tracks  of  said  grantee  on  Market  street;  thence  along  and 
upon  Seventh  street  to  King  street. 

Also,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Napa  street  with  Kentucky 
street,  there  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  the  Potrero  and  Bay  A  lew 
Railroad  Company  or  the  Southern  Heights  &  Visitacion  Railway  Com- 
pany;  thence  along  and  upon  Napa  street  to  Maryland  street. 

Sec.  2.  In  addition  to  the  other  restrictions  which  are  herein  con- 
tained, this  grant  is  made  upon  the  condition  that  the  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  strictly  comply  with  the  following  terms: 

First — To  construct  their  tracks  on  those  portions  of  the  streets  desig- 
nated in  this  order  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second — To  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  s!  roots 
to  he  used  by  their  tracks,  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side 
thereof  and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  ho  more  than  one.  and  to  keep 
the  same  constantly  in  repair,  Hush  with  the  street  and  with  good  crossings. 
Also,  to  pave  said  portions  of  said  streets  at  the  same  time  and  with  the 
same  material  as  the  remaining  portions  of  said  streets  are  paved. 

Third — That  the  tracks  must  not  lie  more  than  live  feet  wide  within 
the  rails  and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely. 

Fourth — That  work  to  construct  the  railroad  must  be  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  this  ordinance  and  the  same  must  be  com- 
pleted within  three  years  thereafter.     Also,  that   cars  shall   he  run   thereon 
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from  G  a.  m.  to  10  p.  m.  at  intervals  of  fifteen  minutes  unless  prevented  by 
some  unavoidable  cause. 

Fifth — That  the  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  must,  within  twelve 
months  from  the  date  of  this  order,  expend  in  the  construction  of  said 
railroad  or  in  the  acquisition  of  property  therefor  at  least  twenty-thousand 
dollars,  and  must  within  three  months  thereafter  file  with  this  hoard  evi- 
dence of  such  expenditure. 

Sixth — That  all  the  materials  used  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad 
shall  be  of  California  manufacture,  except  such  as  may  be  patented  and 
cannot  be  manufactured   in   California. 

Upon  a  failure  to  comply  with  these  conditions  the  rights  hereby 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  3.  After  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  and  after  the  comple- 
tion and  commencement  of  operation  of  the  new  lines  of  railroad  herein 
provided  for,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  thence  next  en- 
suing and  every  year  thereafter  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise, 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  make  and  file  a  sworn 
statement  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  verified  by  the  president  or 
vice-president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  the  gross  receipts 
during  the  preceding  calendar  year  of  said  new  lines  of  railroad:  and 
on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  city 
and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  the  sum  of  two 
(2)  per  cent  upon  such  gross  receipts  as  shown  by  the  said  sworn  state- 
ment, and  a  like  payment  shall  be  made  each  and  every  year  during  the 
continuance  of  this  franchise;  otherwise  this  franchise,  on  a  failure  of 
the  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  to  comply  with  this  condition,  shall 
cease  and  become  null  and  void. 

Sec.  4.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall  pay  in  quarterly 
payments  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  as  a  license  tax  upon 
each  car  in  use  in  the  operation  of  the  said  new  lines  of  road,  such  sum 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  imposed  by  ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors or  by  the  laws  of  California  as  a  license  on  street-railway  cars. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
at  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroads,  or  any  part  thereof, 
by  electricity  with  modern  appliances  and  requirements,  or  by  wire  ropes 
running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines,  or  by 
such  other  means  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  law. 

"Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  elect  as  here- 
inbefore provided  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  use 
of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  to  make  all  needful 
and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of  said  streets  under 
which  they  propose  to  ploce  such  rope  or  cable,  and  to  placa  in  such 
trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and  convenient  machinery  for  oper- 
ating said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid.  It  shall 
also  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  to  erect  and 
maintain  at  convenient  and  suitable  points  along  the  liue  of  the  streets 
under    which    such    wire   ropes   or    cables    are   placed   steam   engines    and 
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boilers  of  ample  and  sufficient  power  and  to  connect  the  same  with,  said 
wire  ropes  or  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations  shall  be  beneath 
the  surface  of  the  street,  which  surface  shall  be  securely  suppox*ted  so  as 
not  to  impair  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  said  streets  by  the  public;  and 
the  framework  of  all  trenches  and  excavations  in  which  wire  ropes  or 
cables  are  placed  shall  be  constructed  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike 
manner,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  into  said  trenches  or  excava- 
tions shall  not  exceed  seven-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width. 

Sec  6.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  said  grantees  to  propel  their  cars 
over  said  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that 
allowed  by  law,  and  for  each  violation  of  this  provision  said  grantees  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  $100,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  at  the  suit  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  to  the  use  of  the  General  Fund  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec  7.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantees  to  plank  or 
pave  or  macadamize  their  railway  tracks  as  herein  provided,  they  shall 
use  the  same  material  which  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county 
in  respect  to  the  remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  directed  or 
permitted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  in  anywise  to  prevent  the 
proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  sewering,  grading,  pav- 
ing, macadamizing,  repairing  or  altering  any  of  the  streets  hereinbefore 
specified,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  ob- 
struct the  free  passage  of  the  cars  upon  said  railroad. 

Sec  S.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impair  or 
abridge  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors by  the  400th  section  of  the  Civil  Code;  the  powers  thereby  con- 
ferred, as  well  as  restrictions  therein  contained,  shall  apply  to  persons 
and  companies  as  well  as  to  corporations. 

Sec.  0.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  collect  a  rate  of  fai-e  from  each  passenger  upon  said  railroad 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  cents  each  way  for  any  distance  over  either 
of  the  said  roads  and  any  of  the  connecting  lines  of  the  railroad  of  said 
grantees  as  at  present  operated. 

Sec  10.  Said  grantees  are  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  and  thereupon  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  taken 
and  deemed  to  be  a  contract  lK'tween  said  grantee,  its  successors  and 
assigns,  and  said  city  and  county.  Unless  said  acceptance  be  filed  within 
twenty  days  after  the  approval  or  passage  of  this  order,  this  order  shall 
become  and  remain  null  and  void.

First :  Commencing  at  and  connecting  with  the  present  tracks  of 
the  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  Railway  Company  at  the  intersection 
of  Eighteenth  street  and  Douglass  street;  thence  southerly  on  Douglass 
street  to  Casselli  avenue ;  thence  westerly  on  Caselli  avenue  to  Falcon 
avenue;  thence  on  Falcon  avenue  to  Eagle  street;  thence  on  Eagle  street 
three  hundred    (SCO)    feet  easterly.

Whenever  said  grantee,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
elect,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroads  or  their  tracks, 
or  either  or  any  of  them,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  the  use  of  endless  wire 
ropes  or  cables  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations  in  any  of 
said  streets  and  lands  in  which  they  propose  to  place  such  ropes  or 
cables  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and 
convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  railroads  in  the  manner  afore- 
said and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  points 
along  the  line  of  said  streets  and  lands  steam  engines  and  boilers  of  suffi- 
cient power  (the  same  to  be  subject  to  municipal  regulations)  and  to  con- 
nect the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and  excavations 
shall  be  securely  supported,  and  the  framework  of  the  trenches  shall 
be  substantial  and  workmanlike,  and  the  slot  or  aperture  opening  therein 
shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch.

in  section  2  of  this  order  it  shall  be  lawful  under  such  regulations  and 
conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  other 
governing  body,  for  the  said  grantess,  their  successors  or  assigns,  to 
erect  poles  along  the  line  of  said  railroad  where  so  permitted  to  support 
overhead  wires  and  such  wires  as  are  necessary  to  propel  and  operate 
said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  held  and 
enjoyed  by  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  upon  such  terms, 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  imposed 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  relative  to  street  railroads  in  the 
Cities  and  towns  therein,  or  are  or  shall  be  hereafter  imposed  by  orders 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  a  strict  compliance  with  said  laws  and 
orders  is  hereby  required.

shall  make  and  tile  a  sworn  statement  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
verified  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  showing  (lie 
gross  receipts  during  the  preceding  year  of  said  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  under  any  and  all  privileges,  whether  heretofore  or  herein 
granted  to  it,  and  on  the  approval  of  said  statement  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,   the   said  grantee,    its   successors   and   assigns,    shall    pay    into 
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the  treasury  of  this  city  and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  De- 
partment Fund,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  as 
shown  by  the  sworn  statement  of  the  president  and  secretary  of  the 
company  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  City  Council 
or  other  governing  body,  and  a  like  payment  shall  be  made  each  and 
every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise;  otherwise  this 
franchise,  on  a  failure  of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  com- 
ply with  the  conditions  herein  imposed,  shall  cease  and  become  null  and 
void. 

The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  are  required  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $40,000  in  the  construction  of  said  railroad  or  in  the  ac- 
quirement of  property  therefor,  within  the  period  of  one  year  from  the 
passage  of  this  order,  and  to  file  with  the  Board  satisfactory  evidence 
of  such  expenditure,  and  to  diligently  prosecute  and  complete  the  con- 
struction of  said  road  within  three  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  order,  otherwise  the  franchise  shall  absolutely  cease  and  become  null 
and  void. 

The  cars  to  be  run  daily  on  and  over  said  route  at  least  every  fifteen 
minutes,  between  the  hours  of  5  o'clock  a.  m.  and  midnight  (except  pre- 
vented during  a  period  of  riot,  or  by  other  unavoidable  cause). 

Whenever  any  street  or  part  of  a  street  over  which  this  franchise 
or  any  other  franchise,  whether  heretofore  or  herein  granted  shall  be 
ordered  improved  or  reimproved  and  the  work  of  improving  or  reim- 
proving  such  street  shall  be  let  by  contract  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
or  other  governing  body  of  this  city  and  county  the  portion  of  said 
street  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  the  track  or  tracks  of  the  grantee 
or  grantees  of  this  franchise,  between  the  rails,  between  the  tracks  and 
for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  the  tracks  laid  or  to  be  laid,  shall  be  let 
together  with  the  rest  of  the  street  or  streets,  and  the  grantee,  their 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  held  liable  from  and  after  the  passage 
and  approval  of  this  order  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  said  im- 
provement or  reimprovement,  which  cost  shall  be  assessed  in  the  proper 
proportion  for  the  work  done  between  the  rails,  between  the  tracks,  if 
there  be  more  than  one  track,  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  the 
track*  or  tracks,  to  the  work  done  upon  the  entire  width  of  the  street 
or  streets  so  improved  or  reimproved,  and  said  cost  shall  be  collected 
in  the  manner  provided  for  the  collection  of  other  street  assessments 
and  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  roadbed,  rolling  stock  and  franchise  of 
said  road.

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantees  herein,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
fulfill  each  and  all  the  separate  conditions  expressed  in  this  order  or 
by  statute,  and  unless  such  conditions  are  strictly  and  fully  performed 
to  the  satisfaction  of  this  Board  this  franchise  shall  become  null  and 
void.

ORDER  NO.  2781. 

GRANTING   TO   ADOLPH   SUTRO,   HIS    SUCCESSORS   AND   ASSIGNS, 
CERTAIN  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVILEGES  THEREIN    SPECIFIED. 

Whereas,  Application  has  heretofore  been  made  for  a  street  railroad 
franchise  on  and  upon  the  streets  of  this  city  and  county  hereinafter 
enumerated,    and 

Whereas,  This  Board  has  advertised  for  proposals  or  bids  for  the 
purchase  of  said  franchise  as  required  by  law,  and 

Whereas,  Adolph  Sutro  is  the  highest  and  best  bidder  for  said  fran- 
chise in  the  sum  of  six  thousand  and  ten  dollars,  which  sum  was  pre- 
sented with  his  said  bid  by  a  certified  check,  payable  to  the  Clerk.  Now, 
therefore,    in   consideration   thereof, 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  Adolph  Sutro,  his  successors 
and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  for  the  term 
of  fifty  (50)  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  order,  a  single 
or  double  track-street  railroad,  with  all  the  necessary  side  tracks, 
switches,  turnouts  and  turntables  (provided  that  no  turntable  shall  be 
constructed  in  a  street  crossing)  along  and  upon  the  following  named 
streets,  to  wit : 

First — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Geary  street  and  Central 
avenue ;  thence  along  and  upon  Central  avenue  to  Washington  street ; 
thence  along  and  upon  Washington  street  to  First  avenue;  thence  along 
and  upon  First  avenue  to  Clement  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Clement 
street  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  east  line  of  the  City  Cemetery  Reserva- 
tion; thence  curving  to  south  and  entering  said  reservation  (being  public 
lands  of  this  city  and  county)  tc  Thirty-third  avenue;  or.  curving  to  the 
south  from  Clement  street  aforesaid  and  entering  private  lands  with  the 
consent  of  the  owners  thereof  to  Thirty-third  avenue;  thence  southerly 
along  Thirty-third  avenue  to  Point  Lobos  avenue ;  thence  westerly  along 
Point  Lobos  avenue  to  Forty-eighth  avenue ;  thence  northerly  along  and 
upon  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  Point  Lobos  road;  thence  along  and  upon 
Point  Lobos  road  westerly  or  partly  through  private  lands  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  owner  thereof  to  or  near  the  Cliff  House. 

Second — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Clement  street  and  Eighth 
avenue,  thence  along  and  upon  Eighth  avenue  southerly  to  D  street. 

Third — Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  California  street  and 
Central  avenue;  thence  along  and  upon  California  street  westerly  to 
Maple  street;  thence  curving  southward  entering  private  lands  with  the 
consent  of  the  owners  thereof,  along  unnamed  street  to  its  intersection 
witli  Richmond  avenue;  thence  westerly  along  and  upon  Richmond 
avenue  to  First  avenue ;  thence  southerly  along  First  avenue  to  Clement 
street. 

Fourth — Commencing  at  the  east  line  of  Thirty-third  avenue  on 
Clement  street;  thence  westerly  along  and  upon  Clement  street  to  Forty- 
eighth  avenue ;  thence  along  and  upon  Forty-eighth  avenue  southerly 
to  Point  Lobos  road;  thence  westerly  along  Point  Lobos  road  to  the 
Cliff  House. 
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Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  railroad  company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  at  its  or  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railway 
by  the  use  of  electricity,  compressed  air  or  such  other  power  as  science 
may  invent  and  the  law  allow,  or  wire  ropes  running  under  said  streets- 
and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines ;  provided,  that  prior  to  electricity 
being  used,  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  or  other  governing 
body  of  said  city  and  county,  shall  first  be  obtained,  and  the  street 
or  streets  over  which  cars  are  to  be  propelled  by  means  of  electricity 
designated  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  governing  body  afore- 
said. 

Sec  3.  Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
elect,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroads  or  their  tracks, 
or  either  or  any  of  them,  in  v*  hole  or  in  part,  by  the  use  of  endless 
wire  ropes  or  cables,  and  stationary  steam  engines,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  them  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  trenches  and  excavations 
in  any  of  said  streets  and  lands  in  which  they  propose  to  piace  such  ropes 
or  cables  and  to  place  in  such  trenches  and  excavations  all  needful  and 
convenient  machinery  for  operating  said  railroads  in  the  manner  afore- 
said, and  it  shall  be  lawful  to  erect  and  maintain  at  convenient  points 
along  the  line  of  said  streets  and  lands  steam  engines  and  boilers 
of  sufficient  power  (the  same  to  be  subject  to  municipal  regulations) 
and  to  connect  the  same  with  said  wire  cables.  All  such  trenches  and 
excavations  shall  be  securely  supported,  and  the  framework  of  the 
trenches  shall  be  substantial  and  workmanlike,  and  the  slot  or  aperture 
opening  therein  shall  not  exceed  three-fourths  of  an  inch. 

Whenever  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  elect,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  to  operate  said  railroad  in  whole  or  in  part,  by 
the  use  of  electricity,  compressed  air  or  such  other  power  as  science 
may  invent  and  the  law  allow,  and  permission  therefor  has  first  been 
obtained  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  governing  body,  as 
provided  in  section  2  of  this  order,  it  shall  be  lawful  under  such 
regulations  and  conditions  as  may  be  imposed  by  said  Board  of  Super- 
Visors,  or  other  governing  body,  for  the  said  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  to  erect  poles  along  the  line  of  said  railroad  where  so  per- 
mitted to  support  overhead  wires  and  such  wires  as  are  necessary  to 
propel  and  operate  said  railroad  in  the  manner  and  by  the  means  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  4.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  be  held  and 
enjoyed  by  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  upon  such  terms, 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  imposed  by 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  California  relative  to  street  railroads  in  the 
cities  and  towns  therein,  or  are  or  shall  he  hereafter  imposed  by  orders 
of  the  Board  Of  Supervisors,  and  a  strict  compliance  with  said  laws  and 
orders   is  hereby   required. 

Further  provided,  that,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date 
of  operation  upon  any  portion  Of  the  railroad  herein  provided  for,  and  on

on  the  approval  of  said  statement  hy  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  said 
grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  city 
and  county,  to  the  credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  the  sum  of  two 
(2)  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  as  shown  by  the  sworn  statement  of  the 
president  and  secretary  of  the  company,  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  City  Council  or  other  governing  body,  and  a  like  payment  shall 
be  made  each  and  every  year,  during  the  continuance  of  this  franchise ;

The  cars  to  run  daily  on  and  over  said  route  at  least  every  fifteen 
minutes,  between  the  hours  of  5  o'clock  a.  m.  and  midnight  (except 
prevented  during  a  period  of  riot,  or  by  other  unavoidable  cause).  And 
mail  carriers  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government,  at  all 
times  when  engaged  in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty,  must  be  permitted 
to  ride  on  said  cars  without  paying  any  sum  of  money  for  fare  or  otherwise.

tion of  said  street  occupied  or  to  be  occupied  by  the  track  or  tracks  of 
the  grantee  or  grantees  of  this  franchise,  between  the  rails,  between 
the  tracks  and  for  two  feet  on  either  side  of  the  tracks  laid  or  to  be 
laid,  shall  be  let,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  street  or  streets,  and

Said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  fifteen  dollars  per  annum,  in  quarterly  payments,  to  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  as  a  license  tax  upon  each  car  used  by  them 
in  the  operation  of  said  railroad,  including  the  dummy  attached.  And 
no  greater  sum  shall  be  demanded. 

Sec.  S.  Work  to  construct  said  railroad  must  be  ocmmenced  with- 
in one  year  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order  and  the  same 
must  be  completed  within  eighteen  months  thereafter. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantees  herein,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
fulfill  each  and  all  tbe  separate  conditions  expressed  in  this  order  or  by 
statute,  and  unless  such  conditions  are  strictly  and  fully  performed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  this  board,  this  franchise  shall  become  null  and  void. 
And  the  said  grantees  are  hereby  required  to  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  an  acceptance  in  writing  of  the  provisions  of 
this  order,  which  acceptance  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond,  with 
two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  $5000,  conditioned,  that 
if  said  grantees  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  fulfill  each  and  all  of  the  con- 
ditions and  obligations  herein  expressed,  the  said  sum  of  $3000  shall 
be  forfeited,  collected  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  to  the  credit 
of  the  Street  Department  Fund  as  liquidated  damages  for  such  failure 
and  neglect.

This  privilege  is  granted  on  the  condition  that  the  ma- 
chinery, iron  and  cars  required  in  the  construction  and  operation  of 
the  railroad  shall  be  of  California  manufacture,  excepting  such  as  are 
not  manufactured  here  or  may  be  covered  by  a  patent,  otherwise  the 
grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  acquire  no  rights  hereunder, 
as  in  case  of  violation  of  this  condition  the  privilege  and  franchise  here- 
by  granted   shall   become   and  be  null   and   void. 

Sec.  11.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS,  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVI- 
LEGES  HEREIN   SPECIFIED. 

Whereas,  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  heretofore  applied  for  hy 
the  Market-Street  Railway  Company  and  hereinafter  set  forth  and  de- 
scribed, have  been  submitted  to  public  competition  by  the  publication  there- 
of in  the  San  Francisco  Daily  Report,  a  daily  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion, printed  and  published  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  for 
ten  successive  days,  from  and  after  the  publication  of  the  notice  sub- 
mitting the  same;  and  whereas,  twenty  days  have  elapsed  from  and  after 
the  last  day  of  publication  of  the  said  notice;  and  whereas,  the  Market- 
Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation,  has  filed  a  bid  or  offer  with  this 
hoard  in  the  sum  of  $5105  for  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  herein- 
after set  forth  and  described,  the  said  petitioners  being  the  best  and 
only  bidder  therefor,  which  bid  has  been  accepted ;  now,   therefore, 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Market-Street  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  dowu,  maintain  and 
operate  for  the  unexpired  terms  of  the  respective  franchises  heretofore 
granted  on  the  streets  between  which  the  connections  are  to  be  made  as 
adjuncts  to  and  in  connection  with,  street  railroads  now  owned  or  oper- 
ated by  said  company  or  lor  the  construction  of  which  it  holds  franchises, 
a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  witli  all  necessary  and  con- 
venient stations,  sidetracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables  and  appliances," 
along  and  upon  the  following  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, to-wit : 

Eighth  street  from  its  intersection  with  Bryant  street  to  its  intersec- 
tion with  Brannan  street ; 

Twenty-sixth  street,  from  its  intersection  with  Folsom  street  to  its 
intersection  with  Mission  street; 

First  avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Point  Lobos  avenue  to  its 
intersection  with  California   street; 
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Montgomery  avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Taylor  street  to  its 
northerly  end ; 

Mason  street,  from  its  intersection  with  Bay  street  to  its  northerly 
end; 

Bryant  stx-eet.  from  its  intersection  with  Twenty-sixth  street  to  its 
intersection  with  Army  street ; 

Kearny  street,  from  its  intersection  with  Pacific  street  to  its  inter- 
section with  Broadway  street ; 

Sickles  avenue,  from  its  intersection  with  Mission  street  to  Ocean 
View ; 

Dolores  street,  from  its  intersection  with  Market  street  to  its  inter- 
section with  Twenty-second  street ;  and  to  make  connections  therefrom 
with  any  of  the  street  railroads  for  which  said  grantee  now  holds  fran- 
chises. 

Sec.  2.  The  foregoing  grant  is  made  upon  the  following  conditions,  to 
be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns : 

First — To  construct  the  tracks  of  said  railroads  on  those  portions  of 
the  streets  above  designated  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second — To  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  streets 
to  be  used  by  their  tracks  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  on  each 
side  thereof,  and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  and  to 
keep  the  same  constantly  in  repair,  flush  with  the  street  and  with  good 
crossings.

It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
at  its  or  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroads  or  any  thereof  by 
electricity  with  modern  appliances  and  requirements,  or  by  wire  ropes 
running  under  said  streets  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines,  or  by 
such  other  means  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  law. 

Whenever  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  elect  to  operate 
said  railroads  or  any  thereof,  by  the  use  of  an  endless  wire  rope  or  cable

GRANTING  TO  THE  MARKET-STREET  RAILWAY  COMPANY.  ITS 
SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS,  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVI- 
LEGES HEREIN  SPECIFIED. 

Whereas,  The  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  heretofore  applied  for 
by  the  Market-Street  Railway  Company  on  June  17,  1899.  and  herein- 
after set  forth  and  described,  have  been  submitted  to  public  competi- 
tion by  the  publication  of  notices  thereof  in  The  Evening  Post,  a  daily 
newspaper  of  general  circulation,  printed  and  published  in  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  for  ten  (10)  successive  days  from  and  after 
the  publication  of  the  said  notices  submitting  the  same  for  competition. 

Whereas,  Twenty  (20)  days  have  elapsed  from  and  after  the  last  day  of 
publication  of  the  said  notices ;   and 

Whereas,  The  Market- Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation,  has 
filed  a  bid  or  offer  with  this  board  that  the  said  Market-Street  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  will,  after  the  first  five  (5)  years 
succeeding  the  date  of  the  passage  of  an  order  granting  it  the  rights, 
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privileges  and  franchise  hereinafter  set  forth  and  described,  pay  to  the

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Market-Street  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and 
operate  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  franchise  heretofore  granted  by 
this  board  of  the  street  railroads  connecting  with  the  franchise  herein- 
after described,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  ali  neces- 
sary and  convenient  stations,  sidetracks,  switches,  turnouts,  turntables, 
and  appliances,  along  and  upon  certain  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  to  wit:  Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Railroad  ave- 
nue and  the  northeasterly  line  of  Sixteenth  avenue  south  and  connecting 
with  existing  tracks  of  the  Market-Street  Railway  Company  on  Railroad 
avenue;  thence  southerly  along  Railroad  avenue  to  San  Bruno  avenue; 
thence  along  San  Bruno  avenue  and  Milliken  street ;  thence  along  Milli- 
ken  street  to  a  point  twenty  (20)  feet  distant  northerly  from  the  county 
line. 

Sec.  2.  The  foregoing  grants  are  made  upon  the  following  conditions, 
to  be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns:

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If  the  grantees,  its  successors  or  assigns  shall  fail  to  make  the  pay- 
ments herein  provided  for  this  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  be  forfeited. 

Fifth:  Work  to  construct  the  railroad  hereby  authorized  shall  be  com- 
menced in  good  faith  within  not  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  of 
the  taking  effect  of  this  order,  and  shall  be  completed  within  not  more 
than  tbree  years  after  the  taking  effect  of  this  order.

Whenever  any  part  of  the  street  over  which  this  franchise  is  granted 
shall  be  ordered  improved  or  reimproved,  and  the  work  of  improving  or 
reimproving  such  street  shall  be  let  by  contract  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors or  other  governing  body  of  this  city  and  county,  the  portions  of  said 
street  occupied  by  the  track  or  tracks  of  the  grantee  or  grantees  of  this 
franchise,  between  the  rails,  between  the  tracks,  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  of  the  tracks,  shall  be  let,  together  with  the  rest  of  the  street, 
and  the  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  held  liable  from 
and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  order  for  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvement  or  improvements,  which  cost  shall  be  assessed

GRANTING  TO  PARKSIDE  TRANSIT  COMPANY,  A  RAILWAY  COR- 
PORATION, A  FRANCHISE  FOR  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY,  AND  THE 
RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  A  SINGLE 
OR  DOUBLE  TRACK  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECES- 
SARY BRANCHES,  SIDE  TRACKS,  TURN-OUTS,  SWITCHES, 
CURVES,  CROSSINGS,  DEPOT  AND  TERMINAL  TRACKS,  AND 
FACILITIES  ALONG,  OVER,  UNDER  AND  ACROSS  CERTAIN 
STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  of  way  is  hereby  granted  unto  Parkside  Transit 
Company,  a  railway  corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns,  for  the  term  of 
twenty-five  (25)  years,  to  use  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys, 
places  and  properties  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  street  railroad 
pun  loses,  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Parkside 
Transit  Company,  a  railway  corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns,  is 
hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  erect,  maintain,  and  operate,  by 
means  of  electricity  or  such  other  motive  power  as  science  has  now  or 
may  hereafter  discover  and  the  laws  sanction,  a  single  or  double  track 
railroad  along,  upon,  across,  over  and  under  the  portions  of  the  streets, 
avenues-,  alleys,  places  and  properties  upon  the  routes  of  and  to  be 
traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  niton,  along,  over  and  under  the  right  of 
way  of  said  Parkside  Transit  Company,  a  railway  corporation. 

Sir.  2.  It  Shall  be  lawful,  and  said  Parkside  Transit  Company,  a  rail- 
way corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  to  build, 
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construct,  erect  and  maintain,  all  necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay 
and  sustaining  wires,  overhead  construction,  connecting  tracks,  Y  tracks, 
side  tracks,  turn-outs,  curves,  switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard,  depot 
and  terminal  tracks,  depot,  station  buildings,  and  to  connect  any  or  all 
of  said  tracks  with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 
The  following  is  a  description  of  the  route  referred  to,  to  wit : 

Commencing  in  Ocean  avenue  opposite  the  southerly  termination  of 
Corbett  avenue,  thence  through  private  property  to  Nineteenth  avenue, 
thence  across  Nineteenth  avenue  to  a  point  approximately  nine  hundred 
and  ninety-six  (996)  feet  southerly  from  the  south  line  of  W  street,  as 
laid  down  on  the  official  map  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
thence  through  private  property  in  a  general  westerly  direction  to  what 
would  be  the  line  of  Market  street  if  extended ;  thence  along  Market  street 
to  its  westerly  terminus ;  thence  through  private  property  in  a  general 
northwesterly  direction  to  the  easterly  line  of  the  Great   Highway ;   also 

Commencing  on  W  street  at  the  easterly  line  of  the  Great  Highway ; 
thence  easterly  along  W  street  to  Forty-sixth  avenue ;  thence  curving  into 
Forty-sixth  avenue;  thence  southerly  along  Forty-sixth  avenue,  there  con- 
necting with  the  track  or  tracks  laid  or  to  be  laid  by  grantee;  also 

Commencing  at  the  southerly  line  of  Ocean  avenue,  where  said  south- 
erly line  of  Ocean  avenue  is  intersected  by  the  westerly  line  of  Corbett 
avenue;  thence  northerly  across  Ocean  avenue,  there  connecting  with  the 
track  or  tracks  laid  or  to  be  laid  by  grantee,  from  the  intersection  of 
Ocean  avenue  and  Corbett  avenue ;  also 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Twelfth  avenue 
and  T  street ;  thence  westerly  along  T  street  to  Thirty-third  avenue ; 
thence  curving  into  Thirty-third  avenue,  and  southerly  along  Thirty-third 
avenue  to  V  street ;  thence  curving  into  V  street ;  thence  westerly  on  V 
street  to  Thirty-fifth  avenue;  thence  curving  into  Thirty-fifth  avenue; 
thence  southerly  along  Thirty-fifth  avenue  to  its  southerly  terminus ; 
thence  across  private  property,  connecting  with  the  track  or  tracks  laid 
or  to  be  laid  by  grantee  on  private  property ;  also 

Commencing  on  Nineteenth  avenue  at  a  point  approximately  nine  hun- 
dred and  ninety-six  (990)  feet  southerly  from  the  south  line  of  W  street, 
as  laid  down  upon  the  official  map  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco ;  thence  northerly  along  Nineteenth  avenue  to  and  across  H  street. 

Sec.  3.  The  foregoing  grants  are  made  upon  the  following  express 
conditions,  to  be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  viz. : 

First — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  a  per- 
centage upon  the  gross  annual  receipts  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  arising  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  or  enjoyment  of  such 
franchise  as  follows : 

Three  (3)  per  centum  thereof  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  period 
for  which  said  franchise  is  granted:  four  (4)  per  centum  thereof  during 
the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  said  period,  and  five  (5)  per  centum 
thereof  during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  such  period. 

All  such  per  centum  of  said  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  the  next  ensuing  month  after  such  gross  receipts  shall  have  been  earned. 
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Second — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  continuously  oper- 
ate the  whole  of  the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
term  of  this  franchise  the  road  track  and  bed  of  said  railway  and  all 
its  stationary  fixtures  upon  the  public  streets  shall  become  the  property 
of  the  city  and  county. 

The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  within  one  hundred  days 
after  the  date  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  commence  the  construction  of 
the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  continuously  thereafter  in  each  and 
every  month  until  the  completion  thereof,  expend  in  such  construction  at 
least  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  in  the  foregoing  para- 
graphs shall  work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  such  franchise  and  the  road 
or  track  constructed  thereunder,  and  there  shall  be  no  power  in  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  relieve  from  such  forfeiture  or  from  any  of  said  condi- 
tions. 

On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  after  said  receipts  shall 
have  been  earned,  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  railway  company 
shall  make  and  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  sworn 
statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such  railway  for  the  preceding  month. 

Third — The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  not,  upon  expiration  of  the 
term  thereof,  be  renewed  or  regranted,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  at  all  times  have  the  power 
to  regulate  the  rates  of  fare  to  be  charged  by  those  using,  operating, 
possessing  or  enjoying  this  franchise,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  said 
board  shall  at  all  times  be  permitted  to  examine  and  inspect  their  books 
as  to  their  gross  receipts. 

Fourth — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  required  to 
pave  the  space  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  each  side  thereof,  and 
between  the  tracks  if  there  be  more  than  one,  upon  the  streets  whereon  said 
tracks  are  to  be  laid,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  good  condition  and  repair 
under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  of  the  city  and  county. 

Fifth — That  such  street  railroads  operating  under  different  manage- 
ments as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  permit,  or  the  city  and  county 
itself,  in  the  operation  of  a  municipal  railroad,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
using  said  tracks  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  consecutive  blocks, 
for  the  purposes  of  securing  equal  terminal  facilities,  upon  condition  that 
the  expense  of  construction  and  repair  of  the  tracks  and  appurtenances 
used  by  said  railways  jointly  be  equally  divided  between  the  respective 
owners. 

Sixth — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city  and 
county  as  ;i  license  upon  cadi  car  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  fix,  provided,  however,  thai  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars 
($50)  per  annum,  nor  he  less  than  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per  annum. 

Seventh — That  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  sale  and  granting  of  this 
franchise,  the  grantee  thereunder  shall  permit  and  allow  all  firemen  ami 
policemen  of  i  lie  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  at  all  times,  and  all  mail 
carriers  in  the  employ  of  the  United  states  Government,  while  engaged 
in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty,  to  ride  on  the  cars  of  such  company 
Without  paying  any  sum  of  money   whatever   for   fare  or  otherwise. 
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Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

GRANTING  TO  PARKSIDE  TRANSIT  COMPANY  A  FRANCHISE  FOR 
A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN 
AND  OPERATE  A  SINGLE  OR  DOUBLE-TRACK  RAILROAD 
TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY  BRANCHES,  SIDE- 
TRACKS, TURNOUTS,  SWITCHES,  CURVES,  CROSSINGS,  SPUR 
TRACKS,  YARD  TRACKS,  DEPOT  AND  TERMINAL  TRACKS 
AND  FACILITIES  UPON,  ALONG  AND  ACROSS  CERTAIN 
STREETS,  AVENUES,  ALLEYS,  PLACES  AND  PROPERTIES  IN 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  right  of  way  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  Parkside 
Transit  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  for  the  term  of  twenty-five 
(25)  years,  to  use  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and 
properties  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  street  railroad  purposes, 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Parkside  Transit 
Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  con- 
struct, erect,  maintain  and  operate,  by  means  of  electricity  or  such 
other  improved  motive  power  as  science  has  now  or  may  hereafter 
discover  and  the  laws  sanction,  a  single  or  double-track,  standard  gauge 
railmad  along,  upon  and  across  the  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues, 
alleys,  places  and  properties  upon  the  routes  of  and  to  be  traversed 
by  said  railroad,  upon,  along  and  across  the  right  Of  way  of  said  Park- 
side  Transit  Company.  • 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  bo  lawful,  and  said  Parkside  Transit  Company,  lis 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  to  build,  construct,  erect  and 

maintain  all  necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay  and  sustaining  wires, 
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overhead  construction,  connecting  tracks,  Y  tracks,  side  tracks,  turnouts, 
curves,  switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard,  depot  and  terminal  tracks, 
depot,  station  buildings,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks  with 
the  main  line  of  the  railroad,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  route  referred  to.  to  wit: 
Commencing  at  such  point  or  points  in  Nineteenth  avenue  opposite 
the  intersection  of  "W"  street  with  Nineteenth  avenue  as  may  con- 
veniently admit  of  connection  or  connections  with  'the  track  or  tracks 
Of  any  street  railroad  now  or  hereafter  constructed  on  Nineteenth  avenue; 
thence  curving  westerly  into  '"TV"  street :  thence  running  westerly 
along  "W"  street  to  Twentieth  avenue;  thence  curving  northerly  into 
Twentieth  avenue;  thence  running  northerly  along  Twentieth  avenue  to 
such  point  or  points  in  "H"  street  opposite  the  intersection  of  "H"  street 
and  Twentieth  avenue  as  may  conveniently  admit  of  a  connection  or 
connections  with  the  track  or  tracks  of  any  street  railroad  now  or  here- 
after constructed  on  "H"  street  as  said  streets  and  avenues  are  laid 
down  and  designated  on  the  official  map  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco. 

Sec.  3.  The  foregoing  grants  are  made  upon  the  following  express 
conditions,  to  be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  its  success- 
ors or  assigns,  viz : 

First— The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
a  percentage  upon  the  gross  annual  receipts  of  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  arising  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  or  enjoy- 
ment of  such  franchise  as  follows : 

Three  (3)  per  centum  thereof  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  period 
for  which  said  franchise  is  granted ;  four  (4)  per  centum  thereof  during 
the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  said  period,  and  five  (5)  per  centum 
thereof  during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  such  period. 

All  such  per  centum  of  said  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  on  or  before  the  tenth  day 
of  the  next  ensuing  month  after  such  gross  receipts  shall  have  been  earned. 

Second — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  continuously 
operate  the  whole  of  the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  term  of  this  franchise  the  road  track  and  bed  of  said  railway  and 
all  its  stationary  fixtures  upon  the  public  streets  shall  become  the  prop- 
erty of  the  city  and   county. 

The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  within  one  hundred  days 
after  the  date  of  the  grant  hereby  made,  commence  the  construction 
of  the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  continuously  thereafter  in  each 
and  every  month  until  the  completion  thereof,  expend  in  such  construction 
at  least  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs  shall  work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  such  franchise  and 
the  road  or  track  constructed  thereunder,  and  there  shall  be  no  power 
in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  relieve  from  such  forfeiture  or  from  any 
of  said  conditions. 

On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  after  said  receipts  shall 
have  been  earned,  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  railway  company 
shall  make  and  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a   sworn 
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statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such  railway  for  the  preceding  month. 

Third — The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  not,  upon  expiration  of 
the  term  thereof,  be  renewed  or  regranted,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  at  all  times  have  power 
to  regulate  the  rates  of  fare  to  be  charged  by  those  using,  operating, 
possessing  or  enjoying  this  franchise,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  said 
board  shall  at  all  times  be  permitted  to  examine  and  inspect  their  books 
as  to  their  gross  receipts. 

Fourth — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  required  to 
pave  the  space  between  the  rails  and  for  two  feet  each  side  thereof, 
and  between  the  tracks  if  there  be  more  than  one,  upon  the  streets 
whereon  said  tracks  are  to  be  laid,  and  to  keep  tbe  same  in  good  condi- 
tion and  repair  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  of  the  city  and  county. 

Fifth — That  such  street  railroads  operating  under  different  manage- 
ments as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  permit,  or  the  city  and  county 
itself,  in  the  operation  of  a  municipal  railroad,  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  using  said  tracks  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  consecutive 
blocks,  upon  condition  that  the  expense  of  construction  and  repair  of 
the  tracks  and  appurtenances  used  by  said  railways  jointly  be  equally 
divided  between  the  respective  owners. 

Sixth — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city 
and  county  as  a  license  upon  each  car  such  sum  as  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors may  fix,  provided,  however,  that  such  sum  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
dollars  ($50)  per  annum,  nor  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  per  annum. 

Seventh — That  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  sale  and  granting  of 
this  franchise,  the  grantee  thereunder  shall  permit  and  allow  all  police- 
men and  firemen  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  at  all  times, 
and  all  mail  carriers  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States  Government, 
while  eugaged  in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty,  to  ride  on  the  cars  of  such 
company  without  paying  any  sum  of  money  whatever  for  fare  or  other- 
wise. 

Eighth — The  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  during  the  last  ten  (10)  years  of  the  life  of  said  franchise 
to  acquire  the  same,  together  with  the  power  plant,  poles,  wires,  road- 
bed, rails,  rolling  stock,  and  other  equipment  of  said  railway,  at  such 
fair  and  reasonable  valuation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  holder  of  such 
franchise  and  tbe  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  or  failing  such  agree- 
ment at.  such  valuation  as  may  be  fixed  by  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
dicition. 

Ninth — Said  street  railroad  franchise  is  hereby  granted,  subject  to 
the  conditions  and  restrictions  provided  in  the  charter  of  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  with  particular  reference  to  the  following  sub- 
divisions and  sections  of  chapter  2,  article  II  of  said  charter,  relating 
to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  wit: 

Subdivision  2  and  subdivision  27,  as  amended  February  5,  1903,  of 
section  1  thereof  and  section  G  thereof. 

Sec.  4.    This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  bo  in  force  from  ami 
its  passage.

NECESSARY  BRANCHES,  SIDE  TRACKS,  TURNOUTS,  SWITCHES, 
CURYES,  CROSSINGS,  AND  FACILITIES  UPON,  ALONG  AND 
ACROSS  CERTAIN  STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN( 
FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows :

as  science  has  now  or  may  hereafter  discover  and  the  laws  sanction,  a 
single  or  double-track  standard  gauge  railroad  along,  upon  and  across 
the  portions  of  the  streets  hereinafter  set  forth.

Bui  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  lie  construed  to  permit  the  grantee  to  connect 
his  tracks  with  those  of  any  other  person,  linn  or  corporation,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  provided  that  the  grantee,  his 
successors   or   assigns,   may   connect    with    existing     tracks     on     Stockton 
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street,  at  Clay  street,  at  Jackson  street,  at  Broadway  and  at  Union 
street.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  he  construed  as  the  right  to 
maintain  any  elevated  road  without  the  permission  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. 

Sec.  3.  The  foregoing  grants  are  made  upon  the  following  express 
conditions,  to  he  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  his  success- 
ors or  assigns,  viz : 

First — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States, 
a  percentage  upon  the  gross  annual  receipts  of  said  grantee,  his  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  arising  from  the  use,  operation,  possession,  or  enjoy- 
ment of  such  franchise  as  follows:  Three  per  centum  thereof  during  the 
first  five  years  of  the  period  for  which  said  franchise  is  granted;  four  per 
centum  thereof  during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  said  period,  and 
five  per  centum  thereof  during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years  of  such 
period. 

All  such  per  centum  of  said  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid  monthly 
into  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  on  or  before 
the  tenth  day  of  the  next  ensuing  month  after  such  gross  receipts  shall 
have  been   earned. 

Second — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  continuously 
operate  the  whole  of  tne  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  term  of  this  franchise  the  road,  track,  and  bed  of  said  rail- 
way, and  all  its  stationary  fixtures  upon  the  public  streets,  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  city  and  county. 

The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  within  one  hundred 
days  after  the  date  of  the  grant  hereby  made  conmience  the  construction 
of  the  railway  hereby  authorized,  and  continuously  thereafter  in  each 
and  every  month,  until  the  completion  thereof,  expend  in  such  construc- 
tion at  least  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  in  the  foregoing 
paragraphs  shall  work  an  immediate  forfeiture  of  such  franchise,  and  the 
road  or  track  constructed  thereunder,  and  there  shall  be  no  power  in 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  relieve  from  such  forfeiture  or  from  any 
of  said  conditions. 

On  or  before  the  tenth  of  each  month,  after  said  receipts  shall 
have  been  earned,  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  and  if  a  rail- 
way company,  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  railway  company, 
shall  make  and  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  sworn 
statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such  railway  for  the  preceding  month. 

Third — The  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  not  upon  the  expiration  of 
the  term  thereof,  be  renewed  or  regranted,  aud  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  at  all  times  have  the  power 
to  regulate  the  rates  of  fare  to  be  charged  by  those  using,  operating, 
possessing  or  enjoying  this  franchise,  and  the  Finance  Committee  of  said 
board  shall  at  all  times  be  permitted  to  examine  and  inspect  their  books 
as  to  their  gross  receipts. 

Fourth — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  grade  and  pave 
the  space  between  the  rails,  and  for  two  feet  each  side  thereof,  and 
between  the  tracks,  upon  the  streets  whereon  said  tracks  are  to  be  laid, 
and  keep  the  same  in  good  condition   and  repair,   under  the   supervision 
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and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  and 
county. 

If  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  comply  with  this 
provision  upon  reasonable  notice  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  may  forthwith  proceed  to  do  the  work,  and  the  cost 
thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns. 

Fifth — Such  street  railroad  operating  under  different  management, 
as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  permit,  or  the  city  and  county  itself, 
in  the  operation  of  a  municipal  railroad,  shall  have  the  privilege  of 
using  said  tracks  for  a  distance  not  exceeding  five  (5)  consecutive 
blocks,  upon  the, sole  condition  that  the  expense  of  construction,  main- 
tenance and  repair  of  the  tracks  and  appurtenances  and  subway,  if  used 
by  said  railroads  jointly,  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  respective 
operating  railroads. 

Sixth — If  permission  shall  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
to  a  line  or  lines  of  street  railroads  operated  under  different  manage- 
ments, other  than  that  operated  by  the  grantee  hereunder,  to  operate 
over  the  tracks  of  the  grantee,  for  a  distance  greater  than  five  (T>) 
and  not  exceeding  ten  (10)  blocks,  then  and  in  such  case  each  of  said 
lines  shall  pay  an  equal  portion  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
said  tracks  and  appurtenances,  including  the  subway,  used  by  said  rail- 
roads jointly,  for  such  number  of  blocks,  and  each  of  such  lines  of  rail- 
roads shall  likewise  pay  to  the  grantee  one-half  (V2)  of  the  regular 
fare  for  each  passenger  carried  over  such  portions  of  the  grantee's 
road;  pi-ovided  that  the  city  and  county,  in  the  operation  of  a  munici- 
pal railroad,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  using  said  tracks  for  a  distance 
not  exceeding  ten  (10)  blocks  on  the  sole  condition  that  it  pay  an  equal 
proportion  of  the  expense  of  construction,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the 
tracks,  subway  and  appurtenances  used  by  the  city  and  county  and  the 
grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  jointly. 

The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  to  recip- 
rocal transfer  privileges  with  the  lines  operated  by  the  city  and  county, 
and  the  city  and  county  and  the  grantee  agree  to  secure  to  each  other 
the  benefit  of  any  transfer  arrangements  which  may  be  made  by  either 
of  them  with  other  lines  and  affecting  passengers  traveling  over  the 
portion  of  said  railroad  used  by  the  city  and  county  and  the  grantee  in 
common. 

The  foregoing  conditions  are  agreed  to  by  the  city  and  county  because 
of  the  unusual  character  of  the  construction  of  said  road,  and  because 
of  the  number  of  intersecting  competing  lines  under  one  management. 

Seventh — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city 
and  county,  as  a  license  upon  each  car,  such  sum  as  the  Hoard  of  Super- 
visors may  tix  by  general  ordinance,  provided,  however,  that  such  sum 
shall  not  be  less  than  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  nor  more  than  fifty  dol- 
lars  ($50.00 )   per  annum. 

Eighth — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  operating  under  said 
franchise,  shall,  so  far  as  lies  within  his  power,  and  wherever  required 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  maintain  reciprocal  transfer  privileges 
with  intersecting  lines  of  street  railroads,  provided,  however,  that  the 
grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not  be  required  to  accept  or 
grant   transfer   privileges   except   upon   terms   which   will   net   him   or    it. 
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one-half  (}&)  of  the  regular  fare  per  trip  for  each  passenger  carried,  and 
provided  further  that  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  not  bo 
required  to  issue  transfers  to  passengers  traveling  upon  his  line  upon  a 
transfer  from  other  lines. 

Ninth — The  grantee  operating  under  this  franchise  shall  install  and 
maintain  upon  Stockton  street,  from  Ellis  to  Sutter  streets,  first-class 
ornamental  iron  poles,  of  a  design  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  upon  each  alternate  pole  along  said  street,  from  Pacific  street 
to  Filbert  street ;  shall  install  and  maintain,  at  his  own  expense,  and 
without  expense  to  the  city  aud  county,  electric  arc  lights  for  the  light- 
ing of  said  streets,  and  shall  likewise  install  and  maintain,  at  his  owu 
expense,  and  without  expense  to  the  city  and  county,  twenty  (20)  addi- 
tional electric  arc  lights,  to  be  placed  at  such  points  along  the  line  of  said 
railroad  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Tenth — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  keep  the  sub- 
way herein  referred  to  adequately  lighted  at  all  times  during  the  existence 
of  this  franchise,  at  his  own  expense. 

Eleventh — As  a  condition  precedent  to  the  sale  and  granting  of  this 
franchise,  the  grantee  hereunder  shall  permit  and  allow  all  policemen 
and  firemen  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  at  all  times,  when 
in  uniform,  and  all  mail  carriers  in  the  employ  of  the  United  States 
Government,  while  engaged  in  the  actual  discharge  of  duty,  when  in  uni- 
form, to  ride  on  the  cars  of  such  company  without  paying  any  sum  of 
money  whatever  for  fare  or  otherwise. 

Twelfth — The  grantee  further  agrees  that  in  the  event  that  he  shall 
make  default  in  the  observance  or  performance  of  any  of  the  agreements 
or  conditions  hereinbefore  required  to  be  kept  and  performed  by  him, 
and  if  any  such  default  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  three  (3)  months 
(exclusive  of  all  times  during  which  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns, 
may  be  delayed  or  interfered  with  without  his  connivance,  by  unavoid- 
able accidents,  labor  strikes  or  the  orders  or  judgments  of  any  court 
entered  in  any  suit  brought  without  his  connivance,  after  written  notice 
thereof  to  him  from  the  said  city  and  county),  theu  and  in  each  and 
every  such  case  the  said  city  and  county,  by  its  Board  of  Supervisors, 
shall  be  entitled  to  declare  this  franchise  and  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  the  grantee  to  maintain  and  operate  street  railways  in  any  of 
the  hereinbefore  mentioned  streets  of  the  said  city  and  county,  to  be  for- 
feited and  at  an  end ;  provided,  however,  that  should  the  grantee,  his 
successors  or  assigns,  pledge  or  mortgage  his  street  railway  property  or 
any  of  the  rights  secured  to  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns, 
by  this  franchise,  or  any  security  representing  the  said  property 
or  rights,  for  the  security  of  the  payment  of  his  or  their  notes, 
bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  the  amount  thereof  not  being 
in  excess  of  the  value  of  all  the  property  and  rights  of  the  grantee, 
such  right  of  forfeiture  of  this  francihse  by  reason  of  any  violation 
by  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  of  the  provisions  hereof  shall 
not  be  asserted  or  exist  against  such  pledgee  or  pledgees,  mortgagee  or 
mortagees,  or  any  of  them,  and  shall  not  impair  or  affect  the  right  of 
such  pledgee  or  pledgees,  mortgagee  or  mortgagees,  to  recover  by  fore- 
closure or  other  legal  process  against  all  the  property  of  the  grantee, 
including   the    rights   and   privileges   hereby   granted,    the   face   value   of 
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said  notes,  bonds  or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness,  or  any  security- 
representing  the  said  property  or  rights  to  an  amount,  however,  not  in 
excess  of  the  sum  for  which  the  city  and  county  would,  at  the  time  of 
declaring  such  forfeiture,  have  the  right  under  the  terms  hereof  to  pur- 
chase the  said  street  railway  property;  and  it  is  hereby  stipulated  that 
any  notice  of  default  by  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  upon 
which  a  forfeiture  shall  be  claimed,  shall  also  be  given  by  the  said  city 
and  county  to  the  trustee  or  mortgagee  of  record  in  any  trust  deed  or  mort- 
gage securing  such  indebtedness.  The  purchaser  at  any  foreclosure  or 
other  sale  shall  acquire  no  other  or  greater  rights  or  privileges  than  are 
hereby  conferred,  and  such  purchaser  shall  hold  said  property,  so  pur- 
chased at  such  foreclosure  or  other  sale,  subject  to  the  right  of  purchase 
at  any  time  thereafter  as  herein  provided  by  the  said  city  and  county; 
and  also  subject  to  the  continuing  terms,  conditions  and  limitations  of 
this  ordinance,  including  ihe  forfeiture  provision,  to  the  same  extent 
as  if  the  said  purchaser  had  been  the  original  grantee  hereunder. 

Sec  4.  First — At  any  time  during  the  last  ten  (10)  years  of  the  life 
of  this  franchise  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  the 
right  to  acquire  the  same  for  municipal  purposes,  together  with  the  power 
plant,  poles,  wires,  road-bed.  rails,  rolling  stock,  and  all  real  and  per- 
sonal property  of  said  railway,  at  such  fair  and  reasonable  valuation  as 
may  be  agreed  upon  by  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  and  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco:  or,  failing  such  agreement,  at  such  valua- 
tion as  may  be  fixed  by  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such  sum, 
however,  not  to  be  less  than  seventy-five  per  cent  (73  per  cent)  of  the 
cost  of  construction,  equipment,  betterment  and  improvements,  including 
brokerage  and  legal  expenses,  the  said  brokerage  and  legal  expenses  to 
be  limited  to  fifteen  (15)  per  cent  of  the  total  construction,  equipment, 
betterment  and  improvements  of  said  railway,  and  at  not  less  than  full 
market  value  at  the  time  of  acquisition  by  the  city  and  county  of  the 
real  property  acquired  by  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  for  use 
in  connection  with  the  operation  of  said  street  railway,  but  the  value  of 
the   franchise  element   shall   be  excluded. 

Second — The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  quarterly  make 
and  file  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  sworn  statements  showing  the 
exact  amount  bona  fide  expended  by  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  as- 
signs, in  the  actual  construction,  equipment,  betterment  and  improvement 
of  said  railroad  and  subway:  and  the  said  Board  of  Public  Works  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  verifying  the  same,  have  free  access  to  the  books  and 
Touchers  of  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  and  if  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  shall  he  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  such,  statements,  and  that 
such  amounts  have  been  necessarily  and  actually  expended  by  the  grantee, 
his  successors  or  assigns,  in  the  construction,  equipment,  betterment  and 
Improvement  of  said  railroad,  including  damages,  said  Board  shall,  by 
resolution,  approve  the  same  and  record  the  said  statements,  together  with 
•a  certified  copy  of  the  resolution  approving  the  same,  in  the  office  of  the 
County  Recorder  of  the  city  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  amounts 
contained  in  such  approved  statements,  together  with  fifteen  i  15)  per 
cent  additional  for  legal  expenses  and  brokerage,  shall  he  conclusive  upon 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  and  the  grantee,  his  successors  or 
assigns,  as  the  cost  of  such  portion  of  the  construction,  equipment,  bet- 
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ferment  and  improvement  of  said  railway  and  subway,  for  the  purpose 
of  arriving  at  the  seventy-five  (75)  per  cent  referred  to  in  the  preceding 
paragraph  of  this  section. 

Third — If  any  claim  or  claims  shall  be  made  against  the  grantee,  his 
successors  or  assigns,  for  damages  arising  from  the  construction  of  the 
tunnel  aforesaid,  and  said  claim  or  claims  shall  be  settled  before  or  after 
suit,  or  if  a  judgment  shall  be  recovered  against  the  grantee,  his  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  then  the  amount  of  such  settlement,  judgment  and  pay- 
ment shall  be  certified  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and  deemed  a  part 
of  the  costs  of  construction  of  said  railway  within  the  meaning  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  5.  The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns  shall,  in  the  operation 
of  said  railroad,  construe  not  more  than  eight  hours  as  one  day's  work 
performed,  and  not  less  than  twenty-five  cents  per  hour  as  a  minimum 
wage;  but  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  have  the  rigid  to 
agree  with  his  employes  or  any  association  of  his  employes,  or  any  of 
them,  upon  any  more  favorable  schedule  of  wages  and  hours  mutually 
satisfactory  to  employer  and  employe. 

The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  agree  that  whenever  a  majority 
of  the  other  street  railroads  operating  in  the  city  and  county  shall 
operate  under  a  schedule  of  three  dollars  ($3.00)  per  eight-hour  day  for 
platform  men,  the  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns,  shall  operate  under 
a  similar  schedule. 

Sec.  6.  The  grantee,  his  successors  or  assigns  shall,  before  commenc- 
ing work  upon  the  tunnel,  file  a  bond  with  the  city  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  upon 
the  construction  and  completion  of  said  tunnel. 

Sec  7.  Said  street  railroad  franchise  is  hereby  granted  subject  to 
the  conditions  and  restrictions  provided  in  the  Charter  of  the  city  and 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  with  particular  reference  to  the  following 
subdivisions  and  sections  of  chapter  2,  article  II,  of  said  Charter,  relating 
to  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  wit : 

Subdivision  2  and  subdivision  27,  as  amended  February  5,  1003.  of 
section  1  thereof  and  section  6  thereof. 

Sec  8.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

WHEREAS.  W.  H.  Martin.  John  Ballard.  W.  J.  Adams.  Thomas 
Magee  and  H.  H.  Lynch  are  grantees  of  a  certain  street  railroad  fran- 
chise contained  in  Order  No.  1ST1 ;  and  whereas,  the  said  grantees  have 
signed  a  certain  agreement  dated  the  6th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1886,  and  a 
certain  stipulation  dated  the  12th  day  of  July,  A.  D.  1886,  which  said 
agreement  and  stipulation  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  this  board ;  be 
it  therefore 

Resolved.  That  the  said  franchise  is  granted  subject  to  the  condi- 
tions named  in  said  agreement  and  stipulation,  and  it  is  hereby  made  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  acceptance  of  said  Order  Xo.  1S71  by  said 
grantees  that  they  sign  an  acceptance  of  the  terms  of  this  l'esolution, 
namely,  that  in  pursuance  to  the  terms  of  said  agreement  only  one  fare 
shall  lie  charged  each  and  every  passenger  traveling  over  the  street  rail- 
road of  these  grantees,  and  the  street  railroad  constructed  or  to  be  con- 
structed under  Order  No.  1856  of  this  board,  and  that  each  and  every 
passenger  traveling  over  either  of  said  roads  applying  therefore  shall 
receive  a  transfer  at  the  corner  of  Powell  and  Jackson  streets,  or  at  the 
corner  of  Fowell  and  Washington  streets ;  and  further  that  the  route  of 
said  street  railroad  granted  to  these  grantees  and  the  track  or  tracks  to 
lie  laid  thereon  shall  be  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit:  Commencing 
at  the  intersection  of  First  avenue  and  Jackson  street :  thence  aiong 
Jackson  street  to  Steiner  street  with  a  double  track  with  a  curve  into 
Steiner  street:  thence  with  a  single  track  along  Steiner  street  with  a 
curve  into  Washington  street :  thence  with  a  single  track  along  Wash- 
ington street  with  a  curve  into  Battery  street;  thence  with  a  double 
track  along  Battery  street  to  Clay  street;  thence  with  a  single  track 
along  Battery  street  with  a  curve  into  Sacramento  street:  thence  with  a 
single  track  along  Sacramento  street  to  Market  street:  thence  with  a 
Bingle  track  along  Market  street  with  a  curve  into  East  street  inside  of 
the  present  railroad  tracks;  thence  with  a  single  track  along  East  street 
with  a  curve  into  Clay  street;  thence  with  a  single  track  along  Clay 
street  with  a  curve  into  Battery  street;  thence  with  a  double  track  along 
Battery  street  to  Washington' street;  thence  along  Battery  street  with 
a  single  track  to  and  with  a  curve  into  Jackson  street  ;  thence  along 
Jackson  street  to  Steiner  street  witli  a  single  track  to  meet  the  double 
track   to   First  avenue.

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RESOLUTION  NO.  19,207  (New  Series). 

RESOLVED,  That  permission  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Omni- 
bus Railroad  and  Cable  Co.,  under  franchises  heretofore  granted  to 
them,  to  lay  down,  construct  and  operate  a  double-track  railroad,  the 
gauge  of  which  shall  not  exceed  3  %  feet,  on  the  following  streets  of 
the  city  and  county,  to  wit: 

On  Washington  street  from  the  intersection  of  Stockton  on  and  upon 
Washington  to  Montgomery  street;  thence  on  and  upon  Montgomery 
street  to  its  intersection  with  Market  street.  Also,  to  construct,  lay 
down  and  operate  a  double- track  railroad,  the  gauge  not  to  exceed  5 
feet,  on  the  following  streets  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco: 
Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Twenty-fourth  and  Howard  streets; 
thence  along  and  upon  Twenty-fourth  street  to  Potrero  avenue;  thence 
along  and  upon  Potrero  avenue  to  Yolo  street;  thence  along  and  upon 
Yolo  street  to  Nebraska  street ;  thence  along  and  upon  Nebraska  street 
to  and  upon  San  Bruno  avenue  or  road.

GRANTING  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND  SAN  MATEO  ELECTRIC  RAIL- 
WAY COMPANY  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT.  MAINTAIN  AND 
OPERATE  A  LINE  OF  STREET  RAILROAD  ON  CERTAIN 
STREETS. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows  : 

Section  1.  The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  San  Francisco  and  Saa 
Mateo  Electric  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to  construct, 
lay  down,  maintain  ami  operate  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  term  of  forty-three  years  from  and  alter  the  passage  of  this 
order,  a  single  or  double  track  street  railroad,  with  all  the  necessary 
and  convenient  stations,  side-tracks,  switches,  turn-outs,  turn-tables  and 
appliances,  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  center  lino  of  Steuart 
street  with  Howard  street,  and  running  thence  along  and  upon  Howard 
street  to  Easl  street,  and  thence  along  and  upon  Easl  sireet  (subjeel  to 
the  permission  of  the  Board  of  state  Harbor  Commissioners)  to  a  point 
on  said  East  street  opposite  the  Union  Depol  (generally  known  as  the 
Ferry   Depot  ). 
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Section  2.  The  foregoing  grant  is  made  upon  the  following  conditions, 
to  be  strictly  complied  with  by  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns: 

First — To  construct  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  on  those  portions  of 
the  streets  above  designated  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  middle  thereof. 

Second — To  plank,  pave  or  macadamize  the  entire  length  of  the  street 
used  by  their  tracks  between  the  rails  and  for  two  fe<>t  on  each  side 
thereof,  and  between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one,  and  to  keep 
the  same  constantly  in  repair,  flush  with  the  street  and  with  good  cross- 
ings. 

Third — The  tracks  must  not  be  more  than  Ave  feet  wide  between  the 
rails,  and  must  have  a  space  between  them  sufficient  to  allow  the  cars 
to  pass  each  other  freely. 

Fourth — The  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  city 
and  comity  of  San  Francisco,  annually,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  three 
per  cent  upon  the  gross  annual  receipts  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  arising  from  the  use,  operation  or  possession  of  the  franchise 
hereby  granted;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  such  payment  shall  be 
required  for  the  first  five  years  succeeding  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
tli is  order. 

Fifth — Work  to  construct  tlie  railroad  hereby  authorized  shall  be  com- 
menced in  good  faith  within  not  more  than  one  year  from  the  date  ol 
the  taking  effect  of  tins  order,  and  shall  be  completed  within  not  mora 
that  three  years  after  the  taking  effecJ    of  this  order. 

Section  :'>.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, at  its  or  their  option,  to  propel  cars  over  said  railroad  by  elec- 
tricity, with  modern  appliances  and  requirements,,  or  by  wire  ropes  run- 
ning under  said  streets,  and  moved  by  stationary  steam  engines,  or  by 
such  other  means  as  may  be  sanctioned  by  law.  and  cars  shall  be  run 
daily  over  said  railroad  at  least  every  fiftee'i  minutes  between  the  hours 
of  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening,  except 
when  prevented  from  so  doing  by  riot  or  other  unavoidable  cause. 

Section  4.  "Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  said  grantee,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  to  pave  or  macadamize  said  railroad  Tracks  or  any 
part  thereof,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  the  same  material  therefor  shall 
be  used  as  is  or  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  respect  to  the 
remainder  of  the  street,  unless  otherwise  ordered  or  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

Whenever  any  part  of  the  street  over  which  this  franchise  is  granted 
shall  be  ordered  improved  or  reimproved,  and  the  work  of  improving  or 
roiniproving  such  street  shall  be  let  by  contract  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors or  other  governing  body  of  this  city  arid  county,  the  portion  of 
said  street  occupied  by  the  track  or  tracks  of  the  grantee  or  grantees  of 
this  franchise,  between  the  rails,  l>etween  the  tracks,  and  for  two  feet 
on  either  side  of  the  tracks  shall  be  let,  together  with  the-  rest  of  the 
street,  and  the  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  held  liable, 
from  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  order,  for  the  payment 
of  the  cost  of  said  improvement  or  improvements,  which  cost  shall  be 
assessed  in  the  proper  proportion  for  the  work  done  between  the  rails, 
between  the  tracks,  if  there  be  more  than  one  track,  and  for  two  feet  on 
either  side  of  the  track  or  tracks,  to  the  work  done  upon  the  entire  width 
of  the  street  so  improved  or  reimproved.  and  said  cost  shall  be  collected 
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in  the  manner  provided  for  the  collection  of  other  street  assessments,  and 
shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  roadbed,  rolling  stock  and  franchise  of  said 
road. 

Section  5.  The  rights  hereinbefore  granted  are  upon  the  express  con- 
dition that  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  at  all  times  during 
the  continuance  of  the  franchise  aforesaid,  permit  and  allow  police  officers, 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  deputies  of  the  Superintendent  of  Street, 
members  of  the  Health  Department,  also  mail  carriers  in  the  employ  of 
the  United  States  Government,  at  all  times  while  engaged  in  the  actual 
discharge  of  their  duty  to  ride  on  the  cars  of  the  railroad  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed without  paying  any  sum  of  money  whatever  for  fare  or  other- 
wise, and  that  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  operative  or 
effectual  until  said  grantee  shall  have  filed  its  written  promise  and  un- 
dertaking, as  hereinafter  provided.

are  completely  equipped  for  electric  operation  within  ninety  (90)  days 
from  the  date  of  commencement  thereof. 

Sec.  C.  The  said  electrical  equipment  shall  be  first  class  in  every 
particular.  First-class  iron  poles  shall  be  used  in  the  permanent  con- 
struction of  all  of  said  lines.  Said  electrical  equipment  shall  include 
ornamental  poles  along  Washington  street  from  the  intersection  of  Wash- 
ington and  East  streets  to  Montgomery  avenue  and  Montgomery  street; 
also  along  Jackson  street  from  the  intersection  of  East  and  Jackson 
streets  to  Montgomery  street,  thence  along  Montgomery  street  to  the 
intersection  of  Montgomery  street  and  Montgomery  avenue:  thence  along 
Montgomery  avenue  to  the  intersection  of  Montgomery  avenue  and  Union 
street. 

Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Union  and  Polk  streets,  thence 
along   Union  street   to   the  intersection   of  Union   and.   Steiner  streets. 

And  upon  each  alternate  pole  on  the  above  described  Streets  contained 
in  this  section  said  Presidio  and  Ferries  Railroad  Company  shall  install 
and  maintain,  at  its  own  expense  and  without  any  expense  to  the  city, 
electric  lights  tor  the  lighting  of  said  streets.     First-class  iron  poles  shall

RESOLUTION  NO.  3154. 


GRANTING  TO  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND  SAN  JOSE  RAILROAD 
COMPANY  CERTAIN  RIGHTS  IN  TOWNSEND  STREET,  IN  THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Resolved,  That  the  right  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  unto 
the  San  Francisco  and  San  Jose  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation 
duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  California,  to  use  during 
the  corporate  existence  of  said  Company,  Townsend  street,  in  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  from  its  intersection  with  Fourth 
street  to  the  westerly  end  of  said  Townsend  street,  for  the  purposes 
of  said  railroad,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Company  is  hereby 
granted  the  right  to  lay  down  and  construct  their  road  with  a  double 
or  single  track,  at  their  option,  and  with  proper  and  necessary  turn- 
outs and  switches,  on,  over  and  along  the  said  Townsend  street  from, 
to,  and  between  the  points  aforesaid,  and  during  said  term,  to  use 
and  run  their  cars  propelled  by  steam,  on,  over  and  along  said  street, 
for  the  whole  length  thereof,  between  the  points  aforesaid,  using 
such  iron  and  such  material  in  the  construction  of  said  road  as  to 
said  Company  may  seem  fit,  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions 
of  the  statutes  of  this  state  in  relation  thereto,  and  laying  their  said 
track  or  tracks,  for  the  time  being,  upon  piles,  trestlework,  or  in 
such  other  manner  as  the  said  Company  may  choose;  provided,  how- 
ever, the  said  Company  enjoying  all  the  rights  herein  granted,  shall 
not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  free  use  of  said  street  as  a  public  street 
or  highway,  beyond  the  use  thereof,  by  running  their  cars,  propelled 
by  steam,  on,  over  and  along  the  same,  as  aforesaid;  and  the  said 
grant  is  upon  the  following  conditions:  that  said  Company  shall  lay 
their  tracks  in  conformity  with  the  city  grade;  that  when  said  street 
shall  have  been  filled  in  and  graded  by  the  owners  of  adjoining  prop- 
erty or  otherwise,  the  said  Company  shall  thereafter,  so  long  as  they 
continue  to  occupy  said  street,  at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  keep 
the  said  street  for  the  whole  width  thereof  (exclusive  of  sidewalks), 
between  the  points,  and  for  the  whole  length  thereof,  aforesaid,  in 
good  order,  condition  and  repair,  and  so  lay  their  tracks  as  to  form 
as  little  obstruction  in  said  street  as  possible;  and  also  said  Com- 
pany shall  never  run  the  cars  over  or  along  said  street  at  greater  rate 
of  speed  than  six  miles  per  hour;  and  provided  further  that  the  track 
of  said  Company  shall  not  be  more  than  five  feet  wide  within  the  rails, 
with  a  space  between  the  double  tracks  sufficient  for  the  passage  of  cars. 
It  shall  be  laid  as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  center  of  said  street, 
and  flush  with  the  level  of  said  street,  and  so  as  to  offer  as  little  ob- 
struction as  possible  to     the     crossing     of     vehicles.     And     provided 
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further,  that  on  and  after  twenty-five  years  from  this  date,  upon 
petition  of  the  owners  of  a  majority  in  value  (according  to  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  said  city  and  conutv  made  next  preceding  the  date  of 
said  petition)  of  the  property  fronting  on  said  Townsend  street,  be- 
tvreen  The  said  Fourth  and  Eighth  street,  being  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county, 
said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  by  ordinance  forbid  the  use  of  steam 
as  a  motive  power  on  that  portion  of  said  railroad  on  said  street 
between  the  points  aforesaid,  not  disturbing,  however,  any  other  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  to  said  Company;  said 
ordinance,  however,  not  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  till  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  from  and  after  its  passage;  and  provided'  further, 
that  in  case  the  said  Company  shall  at  any  time  after  the  said  street 
has  been  graded,  planked  or  paved  or  macadamized,  neglect  for  the 
period  of  three  months  to  repair  the  same,  from  Fourth  street  to 
Eighth  street,  together  with  crossings  and  cross-walks,  after  notice 
so  to  do  from  the  proper  authorities  of  the  said  city  and  county,  then, 
and  in  that  case  the  rights  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine; 
and  provided  further,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  resolution  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city 
and  county,  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  and 
authority  over  the  said  street,  which  they  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be, 
authorized  by  law  to  exercise  over  the  other  public  streets  of  said  city 
and  county,  from  sewering  the  said  street  when  they  shall  deem  it 
necessary,  or  from  causing  gas  or  water  pipes  to  be  laid  therein,  or 
from  constructing  culverts  or  sewers  along  the  cross  streets  which  in- 
tersect the  said  Townsend  street.

ORDER  NO.  1025. 

GRANTING  TO  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY 
AND  THE  CENTRAL  PACIFIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY  CERTAIN 
RIGHTS  ON  STREETS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  right  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  and  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  (successors  to  the  Western  Pacific  Railroad  Company),  cor- 
porations duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  California, 
to  use  during  the  corporate  existence  of  said  Companies,  the  parts  and 
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parcels  of  several  streets  hereinafter  named  and  described,  and  to 
that  end  the  said  Companies  are  hereby  granted  the  right  to  lay  down 
and  construct  double  or  single  tracks  from  a  point  in  Townsend  street, 
between  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets;  thence  curving  southerly  and  east- 
erly to  block  forty-three  (43),  in  Mission  Bay,  crossing  Fourth,  King, 
Berry  and  Channel  streets;  thence  crossing  Hooper,  Irwin,  Kentucky, 
Hubbell,  Fourth,  South,  Merrimac,  Alameda,  Fifth,  El  Dorado,  Center, 
Santa  Clara,  Mariposa,  Solano,  Butte,  Napa,  Shasta,  Sierra,  Hum- 
boldt, Nevada,  Sonoma  and  Yolo  streets.  Also  to  construct  its  double 
or  single  tracks  from  a  point  in  King  street,  between  Third  and  Fourth 
streets;  thence  curving  southerly  and  westerly,  crossing  Berry  street 
and  connecting  with  first  above  described  line  at  a  point,  between 
Berry  and  Channel  streets.  Also  to  construct  its  double  or  single  tracks 
from  a  point  in  Townsend  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets; 
thence  curving  southerly  and  easterly  crossing  Sixth  street;  thence 
tangent,  crossing  Fifth  and  along  Jewett  street,  and  crossing  Fourth; 
thence  curving  southerly  and  easterly,  crossing  Fourth  street  into  King 
street;  thence  along  King  street  to  its  intersection  with  Second  street; 
thence  crossing  Second  street  and  connecting  with  the  tracks  to  the 
wharf,  pier  and  slips  of  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad  Company.  And 
to  that  end  the  said  Companies  are  hereby  granted  the  right  to  lay 
down  and  construct  their  said  roads,  with  a  double  or  single  track, 
at  their  option,  and  with  proper  and  necessary  turn-outs  and  switches 
on,  over  and  along  the  streets  aforesaid,  and  during  said  term  to  run 
and  use  their  cars  propelled  by  steam  on,  over  and  along  said  sreets 
for  the  whole  length  thereof  between  the  points  aforesaid,  using  such 
iron  and  such  material  in  the  construction  of  such  road  as  to  said 
Companies  may  seem  fit,  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of 
the  statutes  of  this  state  in  relation  thereto,  and  laying  said  track 
or  tracks  for  the  time  being,  upon  piles,  trestle  work  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  said  Companies  may  choose;  provided,  however,  the 
said  Companies  enjoying  all  the  rights  herein  granted  shall  not  ob- 
struct or  hinder  the  free  use  of  said  streets  as  public  streets  or  high- 
ways beyond  the  use  thereof,  by  running  their  cars,  propelled  by  steam 
on,  over  or  along  the  same  as  aforesaid.  And  this  grant  is  upon  the 
following  conditions:  That  the  said  Companies  shall  lay  their  tracks 
in  conformity  with  the  city  grades;  that  when  said  streets  shall  have 
been  filled  in  and  graded  by  the  owners  of  adjoining  property,  or  other- 
wise, the  said  Companies  shall  thereafter,  so  long  as  they  continue 
to  occupy  said  streets  at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  keep  the  said 
streets  for  the  space  of  four  feet  on  each  side  of  their  tracks,  and 
between  the  rails  and  tracks  of  the  said  Companies,  for  the  whole 
length,  as  aforesaid,  in  good  order,  condition  and  repair;  provided, 
that  in  case  the  said  Companies  shall,  at  any  time  after  the  said 
streets,  or  any  of  them,  have  been  graded,  planked,  paved,  macadamized 
or  regraded,  replanked,  repaved,  or  remacadamized,  neglect  for  the 
period  of  three  months,  to  put  in  like  order  and  repair  the  portions 
of  such  streets  between  the  tracks  and  rails  of  the  said  Companies, 
and  four  feet  on  each  side  of  such  tracks,  then,  and  in  that  case  the 
rights  herein,  granted  shall  cease  and  determine,  as  to  such  portions 
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so  neglected,  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  empowered  then,  and  thereafter,  to  remove 
all  obstructions  from  such  portions  of  such  streets.  The  said  Railroad 
Companies  shall  lay  their  tracks  as  near  as  possible  in  the  center 
of  all  streets  along  which  they  shall  lay  the  same,  and  shall  so  lay 
their  tracks  as  to  form  as  little  obstruction  in  said  streets  as  possible; 
and,  also,  said  Company  shall  never  run  the  said  cars  over,  or  along 
said  streets,  at  a  greater  rate  of  speed  than  six  miles  per  hour;  and 
provided  further,  that  the  gauge  of  said  railroad  shall  be  four  feet 
eight  and  one-half  inches  in  width,  with  a  space  between  the  double 
tracks  sufficient  for  the  passage  of  the  cars.  The  tracks  shall  be 
laid  flush  with  the  level  of  the  streets,  and  so  as  to  offer  as  little  ob- 
struction as  possible  to  the  crossing  thereof  by  vehicles;  and  pro- 
vided further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from 
maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  and  authority  over 
the  said  streets  which  they  are  or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter  by 
law  to  exercise  over  the  public  streets  of  said  city  and  county,  from 
sewering  the  said  streets,  where  they  deem  it  necessary,  or  from 
causing  gas  or  water  pipes  to  be  laid  therein,  or  from  constructing 
culverts  or  sewers  along  the  cross  streets  which  intersect  the  streets 
aforesaid;  and  provided  further,  that  the  tracks  which  shall  cross 
Channel  street  shall  so  cross  draw  bridges  with  convenient  and  suitable 
draws,  constructed  according  to  the  most  approved  method,  to  be 
approved  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  free  navigation  of  Channel  street 
or  Mission  Creek;  and  the  said  Companies  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  construct  and  maintain  draw  bridges,  as  aforesaid, 
subject  always  to  the  supervision,  control  and  direction  of  the  mu- 
nicipal authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

This  franchise  is  hereby  granted  to  and  accepted  by  the  Railroad 
Companies  herein  named,  subject  to  such  police  and  municipal  regula- 
tions for  the  protection  of  the  persons  and  property  of  travelers  and 
passers-by  from  injury  by  collision  with  the  rolling  stock  of  such  Com- 
panies as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  provided  by  ordinance  or  reso- 
lution of  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, such  police  and  municipal  regulations  to  be  rigidly  complied  with, 
the  expense  of  complying  therewith  to  be  borne  by  the  said  Railroad 
Companies. 

The  franchise  and  rights  herein  granted  are  such  as  are  designated 
on  certain  profile  maps  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and 
not  otherwise,  said  profile  maps  being  marked  "Central  and  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  Profile  maps  A  and  B,"  respectively,  which  maps 
are  hereby  made  a  part  hereof,  and  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  in  any  manner  affect  any  of  the  provisions  of 
Resolution  number  Thirty-One  Hundred  and  Fifty-Four  (No.  3154) 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
approved  January  19,  1864.

ORDER  NO.   1103. 


TO  ENABLE  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  RAILROAD  COMPANY  TO 
REACH  DEEP  WATER  AND  BRING  SHIP  AND  CAR  TO- 
GETHER. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  right  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  state  of  California,  to  use  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years,  the 
parts  and  parcels  of  the  several  streets  hereinafter  named  and  described, 
and  to  that  end  the  said  Company  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  con- 
struct, lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  by  steam  or  other  power,  its 
tracks,  from  a  point  near  where  its  railroad  now  crosses  Kentucky  street, 
and  thence  make  a  curve  into  and  run  along  and  upon  the  northerly  half 
of  Fourth  street  to  Louisiana  street,  and  thence  along  and  upon  the  east- 
erly half  of  Louisiana  street  to  the  northerly  line  of  El  Dorado  street 
with  the  right  to  use  so  much  of  Louisiana  street  at  its  intersection 
with  Fourth  street,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  make  the  proper  curve  from  Fourth  street,  and  to  that  end  the 
said  Railroad  Company  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  lay  down  and 
construct  its  said  road  with  double  or  single  track,  and  with  proper 
and  necessary  turnouts,  sidetracks  and  switches  on,  over  and  along  the 
portions  of  the  streets  aforesaid,  and  to  construct  and  maintain  such 
platforms,  wharves  and  open  sheds  on  such  portions  of  said  streets  as 
shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  operation  of  said  railroad,  and  the 
proper  care  and  safety  of  the  handling,  protection  and  preservation  of 
freight  and  merchandise  handled  by  it  in  the  prosecution  of  its  business 
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as  a  common  carrier,  and  during  said  term,  to  run  and  use  its  cars, 
propelled  by  steam  or  other  power,  over  and  along  said  portions  of  said 
streets  between  the  points  aforesaid,  using  such  iron  and  such  material 
in  the  construction  of  said  road  as  to  said  Company  may  seem  fit, 
complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  state 
in  relation  thereto,  and  laying  said  tracks  for  the  time  being,  upon  piles, 
trestle  work,  or  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Company  may  choose;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  said  Company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  free 
use  of  said  streets,  as  public  streets  or  highways  beyond  the  use  thereof, 
by  running  its  cars,  propelled  by  steam  on,  over  and  along  the  portions  of 
streets  as  aforesaid,  and  as  authorized  by  this  Order,  after  the  municipal 
authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  passed 
an  ordinance  declaring  such  streets  and  highways  to  be  required  by  the 
public,  ninety  days'  notice  of  intention  to  pass  such  ordinance  having 
first  being  given  by  resolution  passed  by  such  municipal  authorities; 
and  provided  further,  that  said  Company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder 
the  free  access  to  and  use  of  China  Basin  by  the  public  in  the  lines  of 
Illinois,  Michigan  and  Georgia  streets,  extended  northerly;  and,  provided 
further,  that  the  said  municipal  authorities  shall  in  no  degree  be  hind- 
ered or  impeded  from  filling  in  whole,  or  in  part,  or  in  any  manner  im- 
proving China  Basin,  nor  from  extending  northerly  into  or  through 
China  Basin,  Illinois,  Michigan,  Georgia  and  Louisiana  streets,  or  either 
of  each  streets,  for  the  full  width  thereof,  or  any  portion  of  such  width 
thereof  by  such  Railroad  Company,  or  any  obstruction  created  by  such 
Railroad  Company,  or  otherwise;  and  this  grant  is  upon  the  following 
conditions: 

That  said  Company  shall  lay  its  tracks  in  conformity  with  the  city 
grades;  that  when  said  streets  shall  have  been  piled,  capped,  and  planked 
or  filled  in  and  graded  by  the  owners  of  adjoining  property  or  other- 
wise, the  said  Company  shall  thereafter,  so  long  as  it  continues  to  oc- 
cupy said  portions  of  said  streets,  at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  keep 
said  portions  of  said  streets  for  the  space  of  two  feet  on  each  side  of 
its  tracks  and  between  the  rails  and  tracks  of  said  Company  for  the 
whole  length  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  in  good  order,  condition  and  repair, 
for  public  use  by  vehicles  and  general  travel,  conforming  in  material 
used  thereon  to  that  in  use  upon  the  portions  of  such  streets  adjacent 
thereto;  provided,  that  in  case  the  said  Company  shall  at  any  time  after 
the  said  streets  or  any  of  them  have  been  graded  or  planked,  paved  or 
macadamized,  or  regraded,  replanked,  repaved  or  remacadamized,  neglect 
for  a  period  of  three  months  to  put  in  the  like  order  and  repair  the  por- 
tion or  portions  of  such  streets  between  the  tracks  and  rails  of  the  said 
Company  and  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof,  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
rights  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  portions 
so  neglected,  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  shall  be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all 
obstructions  from  such  portion  of  such  streets  at  the  expense  of  said 
Company.

as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by  vehicles;  and,  provided  further, 
that  nothing  in  this  Order  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  proper 
authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the

that  portion  of  Indiana  street  lying  and  being  between  the  northerly  line 
of  Mariposa  street  and  the  southerly  line  of  Sixteenth  street  (formerly 
Center  street)  and  between  the  easterly  line  of  Sixth  street  and  the 
southerly  line  of  South  street ;  and  that  portion  of  Iowa  street  lying  and 
being  between  the  northerly  line  of  Mariposa  street  and  the  southerly 
line  of  Sixteenth  street  (formerly  Center  street)  and  between  the  east- 
erly line  of  Sixth  street  and  the  southerly  line  of  South  street ;  and  that 
portion  of  Seventh  street  lying  and  being  between  the  easterly  line  of 
Pennsylvania  avenue  and  the  northerly  line  of  Santa  Clara  street ;  and 
that  portion  of  West  El  Dorado  street  lying  and  being  between  the  west- 
erly line  of  Sixth  street  and  a  line  drawn  from  a  point  on  the  northerly 
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line  of  West  El  Dorado  street  295  feet  westerly  from  the  westerly  line 
cf  Sixth  street  to  a  point  on  the  southerly  line  of  West  El  Dorado  street 
3S0  feet  westerly  from  the  westerly  line  of  Sixth  street. 

Sec  2.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  he  in  force  on  and  from  its 
passage;  and  City  and  County  Surveyor  and  the  Assessor  are  hereby 
required  to  take  notice  of  the  provisions  of  the  same. 

And  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  this  order  as  required 
by  law.

REFERENCE — The  prrtceedings  relative  to  the  closing  of  the  streets 
described  in  the  foregoing  order  are  reported  in  full  in  the  Municipal 
Reports  of  1892-8,  page  111,  Appendix.  The  following  opinion  of  Franklin 
K.  Lane,  former  City  Attorney,  explain*  the  present  legal  status  of  this 
matter: 


OPINION  OF  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY. 

CONCERNING  THE  REGULARITY  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS  CLOS- 
ING STREETS  IN  MISSION  BAY,  SOUTH  OF  CHANNEL 
STREET. 

November  30.  1900. 
The  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Gentlemen:  I  am  in  receipt  of  Resolution  No.  801,  which  reads  as 
follows : 

"Whereas.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  did  on  the  26th  (lay  of  November, 
1892,  adopt  Resolution  No.  7983  (Fourth  Series)  declaring  its  intention 
to  close  up  certain  streets  enumerated,  lying  south  of  Channel  street,  in 
Mission  Bay  :  and 

"Whereas.  On  the  28th  day  of  December,  1S92,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors adopted  Order  No.  2599,  'Overruling  objections  to  and  vacating 
certain  streets  and  portions  of  streets  in  Mission  Bay.  south  of  Channel 
street;    therefore 

"Resolved.  That  the  City  Attorney  be  and  he  is  hereby  requested  to 
examine  the  proceedings  had.  and  give  his  opinion  to  this  Board  as  to 
Whether  or  not  the  action  taken  was  legal  and  in  conformity  with  the 
act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  An  Act  to  provide  for  laying  Out,  widen- 
ing, straightening  and  closing  up  the  whole  or  part  of  any  street,  square, 
lane,  alley,  court  or  place  within  municipalities,  and  to  condemn  and 
acquire  any  and  all  land  and  property  necessary  or  convenient  for  that 
purpose,'  approved  March  6,  1889  i  Stats.  1889,  p.  70),  and  what  action, 
if  any.  can  he  taken  by  this  Board,  if  deemed  necessary,  to  open  said 
streets  as  originally  laid  out." 

The  lands  here  concerned  lie  between  Channel  street  <>n  the  north, 
fourth    and    Kentucky    streets    on    the    easi,    Mariposa    street    on    the    south 
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and  Pennsylvania  and  Sixth  streets  on  the  west,  the  whole  tract  thus 
bounded  containing  some  32  block  and  portions  of  blocks  in  Mission  Bay, 
nearly  all  of  which  is  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  under 
grant  from  the  State.      (See  Stats.  1S<JS.  p.  718.) 

The  proceedings  for  the  closing  of  these  streets  were  initiated  by  peti- 
tion from  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  filed  with  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors on  October  31,  1S92,  in  which  the  company  set  forth  "its  intention 
to  fill  in  and  improve  said  tract  of  land  for  depot  purposes,  the  erection 
of  machine  shops  and  other  improvements  incidental  to  its  purposes,  and 
will  expend  many  millions  of  dollars  in  the  doing  of  said  work;  that  said 
improvements  will  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  will  enhance  the  value  of  property  in  that  portion  of  the  city 
and  will  greatly  stimulate  commercial  manufacturing  enterprises."  And 
to  warrant  them  in  these  improvements  they  asked  that  the  streets  might 
be  closed  as  otherwise  the  property  could  not  be  used  for  the  railroad 
purposes  intended.  Accompanying  this  petition  was  a  communication 
from  C.  P.  Huntington.  Esq.,  President  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company, 
urging  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  company  upon  the  ground  of 
great  advantage  coming  to  the  city,  especially  when  the  southern  coast 
line  was  completed. 

Acting  upon  the  aforesaid  petition  the  Board  of  Supervisors  %  pro- 
ceeded to  take  steps  set  forth  in  the  above  resolution  of  your  Board,  and 
the  question  presented  is  as  to  whether  such  proceedings  were  in  con- 
formity with  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  approved  March  6,  1889.  i  stats. 
1889,  p.   70.) 

Among  the  owners  of  the  adjacent  property  who  pretested  before  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  against  the  closing  of  these  streets  was  John 
Symons.  Esq..  who  later,  with  others,  brought  suit  against  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  to  have  the  action  of  the  Board  set  aside  upon 
the  ground  that  the  Act  of  1889  had  not  been  complied  with.  This 
Symons  vs.  8<M  Francisco,  115  Cal.  555,  went  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
was  there  decided  by  the  court  in  banc  in  favor  of  the  defendants,  upon 
the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  had  mistaken  his  remedy;  so  that  the  merits 
of  the  case  were  not  considered. 

I  have  examined  the  brief  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiffs  and  rind  that  the 
contention  of  counsel,  namely,  that  the  procedure  of  the  Board  had  been 
/rregular,  was  based  upon  a  certain  construction  of  the  language  of  the 
Act  of  1880  and  was  thus  stated  :  "The  act  is  in  the  singular,  it  will  be 
noticed,  providing  for  opening  or  closing  "any  street,  square,  lane,  alley. 
court  or  place.'  and  does  not  permit  the  combination  of  a  dozen  streets 
in  one  proceeding."'  (Citing  Boorman  vs.  Santa  Barbara,  65  Cal.  :!14; 
Weckler  vs.  Chicago,  Gl  111.  146;  Arnold  vs.  Cambridge,  106  Mass.  354, 
and  other  cases.) 

This  was  the  only  point  going  to  the  validity  of  the  street  closing 
proceedings  made  in  the  briefs  of  appellants,  and  it  is  sate  to  assume  that 
none  other,  with  good  reason,  could  have  been  made,  the  attorney  for 
appellant  being  one  of  the  foremost  local  authorities  on  matters  of  street 
law. 

I  have,  however,  made  an  independent  examination,  and  have  com- 
pared the  provisions  of  the  statute  with  the  proceedings  as  set  forth  in 
the  Municipal  Reports  of  1892-3,  and  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  dis- 
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cover  there  was  no  irregularity  in  such  proceedings  unless  the  grouping 
of  several  streets  in  one  resolution  as  mentioned  was  irregular.  As  be- 
fore stated,  the  court  did  not  pass  upon  this  point  in  the  Symons  ease, 
nor  has  this  statute  ever  been  the  subject  of  adjudication  upon  this  point, 
so  far  as  I  am  aware.  Whether  the  courts  would  hold  such  grouping  to 
have  been  an  irregularity  jurisdictional  in  character,  and  therefore  in- 
validating all  the  proceedings,  cannot  be  ascertained  except  by  litigation. 
In  reply  to  your  second  inquiry,  namely,  what,  if  any  action  can  be 
taken  by  your  Board  if  deemed  necessary  to  open  these  streets  as  ori- 
ginally laid  out,  I  advise  that  if  it  is  your  determiuation  that  these 
streets  should  be  open  public  streets,  and  to  litigate  the  question  of  the 
validity  of  the  proceedings  of  1892,  you  should  direct  the  Board  of  1'ublie 
Works  to  remove  all  obstructions  from  said  streets  and  keep  them  open, 
and  in  the  event  that  obstructions  are  placed  therein,  you  should  then 
direct  the  City  Attorney  to  proceed  by  legal  action  to  have  such  obstruc- 
tion removed  and  the  rights  of  the  city  determined.

GRANTING  TO  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY.  A  RAILROAD 
CORPORATION,  THE  RIGHT  TO  USE,  IN  COMMON  WITH  THE 
ATCHISON,  TOPEKA  AND  SANTA  FE  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  CER- 
TAIN RAILROAD  TRACKS  ON  SIXTEENTH,  EIGHTH,  FIF- 
TEENTH AND  RHODE  ISLAND  STREETS.  IN  THE  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  WHICH  SAID  ATCHISON, 
TOPEKA  AND  SANTA  FE  RAILWAY  COMPANY  HAS,  BY  OR- 
DINANCE NO.  1470  AND  ORDINANCE  NO.  1082  OF  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  BEEN  AUTHORIZED  TO 
CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE,  AND  GRANTING  PER- 
MISSION TO  SAID  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY,  DURING 
THE  PLEASURE  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SUPERYISORS,  TO  CON- 
STRUCT. MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  CERTAIN  SPUR  TRACKS, 
ON  SEVENTH  STREET  AND  ON  SIXTEENTH  STREET.  AND 
TO  CONNECT  THE  SAME  WITH  THE  TRACKS  OF  SAID  AT- 
CHISON, TOPEKA  AND  SANTA  FE  RAILWAY  COM  I 'A  NY  ON 
SIXTEENTH   STREET. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
ClBCO,  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  railroad  corporation,  is 
hereby  granted  the  rigid  to  use  in  common  with  tin-  Atchison;  Topeka 
and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  those  certain  railroad  by  said  At- 
chison, Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  pursuant  to  authoriza- 
tion granted  by  Ordinance •  No.  1470  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  IVan- 
cisco,  as  follows  : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  Sixteenth  street  (formerly 
Center  street),  ahotd  thirty-three  (•">•".•  feel  easterly  from  the  easterly 
line    of   Texas    street,    and    running   thence    along    said    center    line    ol     Six- 
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teenth  street  (formerly  Center  street)  to  a  point  twenty-five  (23)  feet, 
more  or  less,  west  of  the  west  line  of  Arkansas  street;  thence  along  Eighth 
street  on  a  twenty- four  (24)  degree  curve  to  the  right  three  hundred  and 
twenty  (320)  feet,  more  or  less  to  point  of  reversion;  thence  on  a  four- 
teen (14)  degree  curve  to  the  left  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  point  of  compounding;  thence  on  a  sixteen  (16)  degree 
curve  to  the  left  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  point 
tangent,  said  point  being  in  the  center  of  Fifteenth  street,  eighty-five  (83) 
feet,  more,  or  less,  west  of  the  west  line  of  Carolina  street ;  thence  west- 
erly along  the  center  line  of  Fifteenth  street  to  the  east  line  of  Rhode 
Island  street. 

Also  commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  Sixteenth  street, 
twenty-five  (25)  feet,  more  or  less,  westerly  from  the  west  line  of  Ar- 
kansas street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  line  of  Sixteenth  street 
to  a  point  between  Carolina  and  De  Haro  streets,  said  point  being  about 
one  hundred  (100)  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly  line  of  De  Haro  street. 

Sec.  2.  The  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  further  granted  permission 
to  use.  in  common  with  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company,  the  following  described  part  of  that  certain  spur  track  which 
s;iid  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  was  authorized  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  Ordinance  No.  1632  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
ciseo,  To-wit : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  existing  franchise  track  of  the  Atchison, 
Topeka  ami  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  about  two  hundred  (200)  feet 
easterly  from  the  east  line  of  De  Haro  street;  thence  curving  westerly 
and  northerly  along  Sixteenth  street  and  along  Rhode  Island  street  to  a 
point  about  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  feet,  more  or  less,  southerly 
from  the  north  line  of  Fifteenth  street;  thence  along  Rhode  Island  street 
parallel  to  the  easterly  line  of  Block  136.  New  Potrero,  and  across  Fif- 
teenth street  to  an  intersection  with  the  northerly  line  of  Fifteenth 
street. 

Sec.  '■',.  Said  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  also  granted  the  right, 
during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  spur  tracks,  as  follows: 

Spur  track  No.  1 — Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the 
spur  track  of  the  Atchison.  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company, 
constructed  or  to  lie  constructed  pursuant  to  permission  granted  by  said 
Ordinance  No.  1632,  said  point  being  situated  on  Rhode  Island  street 
about  three  hundred  and  fifty  (350)  feet,  more  or  less,  southerly  from 
the  north  line  of  Fifteenth  street  and  running  thence  southerly  along 
said  Rhode  Island  street  to  the  northerly  line  of  Mariposa  street. 

Spur  track  No.  2 — Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  constructed  line  of 
railroad  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  on  Seventh  street,  between 
Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Mississippi  street,  at  a  point  about  four  (4) 
foot  southeasterly  from  a  point  opposite  the  intersection  of  the  easterly 
line  of  Mississippi  street  with  the  southwesterly  line  of  Seventh  street, 
and  running  thence  on  a  curve  in  a  general  northwesterly  and  westerly 
direction  along  and  upon  Seventh  street  and  Sixteenth  street  to  a  point 
in    the   center   of   Sixteenth   street   about   thirty-three    (33)    feet   easterly 
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from  the  easterly  line  of  Texas  street,  to  a  connection  with  the  railroad 
track  laid  or  to  be  laid  by  the  Atchison.  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway 
Company  pursuant  to  authority  granted  by  Ordinance  No.  1470  of  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  4.  The  right  to  use  in  common  with  said  Atchison.  Topeka  ami 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  the  railroad  tracks  hereinabove  described, 
constructed  or  to  be  constructed  pursuant  to  authority  granted  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  147<>  and  Ordinance  No.  1632,  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  is  granted  to  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  upon  condition 
that  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall  pay  to  said  Atchison,  Topeka 
and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  one-half  of  the  cost  of  construction  and 
repair  of  said  tracks  and  appurtenances  so  used  in  common,  and  one- 
half  of  the  cost  of  street  work  required  by  said  Ordinances  Nos.  147<»  and 
1632.  in  so  far  as  such  cost  affects  said  tracks  so  used  in  common.  Said 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  in  operation  of  trains  and  cars  upon  said 
tracks  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  said  Ordinance  No.  1470.  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  and  conditions  contained  in  Section  1  of  said 
Ordinance.  Should  said  Atchison.  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Com- 
pany be  required  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to  shift  its  said 
tracks  on  Sixteenth  street,  as  provided  by  said  Ordinance  No.  1470.  one- 
half  of  the  cost  thereof,  in  so  far  as  tracks  used  in  common  are  con- 
cerned, shall  be  paid  by  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  to  said  Atchison, 
Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company. 

Sec  5.  In  the  construction  and  placing  of  said  spur  track  No.  1  and 
said  spur  track  No.  2,  described  in  Section  3  of  this  Ordinance,  the  South- 
ern Pacific  Company  shall  act  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Subdivision  9,  Section  P.  Chapter  1  of  Article  VI  of  the  Charter  of  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  Said  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall 
also  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  space  between  the  rails  and  for  two 
feet  on  each  side  of  said  spur  tracks,  as  required  by  Ordinance  No.  719, 
approved   May   loth.   1903. 

Sec  0.  The  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  said  spur  track  No.  1  and  said  spur  track  No.  2. 
or  either  thereof,  in  common  with  said  Southern  Pacific  Company,  upon 
payment  by  it  to  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  of  one-half  of  the  est 
of  construction  and  repair  thereof  and  one-half  of  the  cost  of  street  work 
pertaining  thereto,  required  by  this  Ordinance. 

Sic.  7.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

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ORDINANCE  NO.   1095. 

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC  COMPANY, 
A  RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  OF  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR  AND 
THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  A 
RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY  BRANCHES, 
SIDETRACKS,  TURNOUTS,  SWITCHES,  CROSSINGS,  SPUR 
TRACKS,  YARD  TRACKS,  DEPOT  TRACKS.  AND  TERMINAL 
TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES,  ALONG,  OVER,  UNDER,  ACROSS  AND 
UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS,  AVENUES,  ALLEYS,  PLACES  AND 
PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  right  of  way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company,  a  railroad  corporation  incorporated  under  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  and  having  its  principal  place  of  business 
at  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  the  date  hereof,  said  cor- 
poration having  more  than  fifty  miles  of  railroad  actually  constructed 
and  in  operation,  to  use  the  portions  of  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places 
and  properties  hereinafter  named  and  described,  for  railroad  purposes, 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate,  by 
means  of  steam,  electric  or  other  power  authorized  by  law,  a  single, 
double,  triple  or  quadruple  track  railroad,  of  standard  gauge,  to  wit,  of  a 
gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches,  upon,  along,  across,  over  and 
under  said  portions  of  said  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties 
upon  the  route  of  and  traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  upon,  along,  over 
and  under  the  right  of  way  and  properties  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Com- 
pany from  a  point  on  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  at  its  intersection  with  Sunnydale  avenue  (formerly 
Tobin  street)  to  a  point  on  the  northerly  line  of  Mariposa  street,  between 
Iowa  street  and  Pennsylvania  avenue;  and  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  operate  all  necessary  sidetracks,  turnouts,  switches,  crossings,  spur 
tracks,  yard  tracks,  depot  tracks,  and  terminal  tracks  and  facilities,  upon 
said  right  of  way,  and  upon,  in  and  into  the  terminal  grounds,  depots, 
yards  and  properties  of  said  company,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said 
tracks  with  the  main  line  of  railroad  of  said  company,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  MAIN  LINE  OF  SAID  RAILROAD  AND  THE  ROUTE 
THEREOF. 

The  main  line  of  said  railroad,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  which  and  the  right  of  way  for  which  are  hereby  granted,  enters 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  on  its  southerly  boundary  line  where 
said  boundary  line  is  intersected  by  Sunnydale  avenue  (formerly  Tobin 
street ) ,  and  runs  thence  in  a  general  northerly  direction  to  a  point  on  the 
northerly  line  of  Mariposa  street  between  Iowa  street  and   Pennsylvania 
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avenue,  crossing  the  following  named  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  places 
in  manner  following,  to  wit: 

Crossing  Sunnyvale  avenue  (formerly  Tobin  street),  between  Hart 
street  and  Temple  street; 

Crossing  Hart  street,  between  Visitacion  avenue  and  the  southerly 
boundary  line  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco; 

Crossing  Visitacion  avenue,  near  its  intersection  with  Hart  street;

street,  Indiana  street,  Minnesota  street  and  Tennessee  street,  which  streets, 
between  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Kentucky  street,  Mariposa  street  and  Six- 
teenth street,  were  duly  closed  and  abandoned  as  public  streets  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  crossing  Sixteenth  street  diagonally,  west  of  the  west  line  of 
Kentucky  street,  and  crossing  Kentucky  street  between  Sixteenth  street 
and  El  Dorado  street;  thence  across  Potrero  Nuevo  Block  No.  416  to  the 
west  line  of  Illinois  street;  thence  across  Illinois  street  between  Six- 
teenth street  and  El  Dorado  street,  and  thence  to  the  said  point  near  to 
and  southerly  from  the  foot  of  El  Dorado  street  and  to  the  shore  line  of 
the  Bay  of  San  Francisco. 

No.  2.  A  single  or  double  track,  beginning  at  a  point  on  and  connect-

to  use  in  common  with  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Rail- 
way Company  the  railroad  track  or  tracks  laid  by  said  last  named  com- 
pany under  and  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  270,  passed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  approved 
April  12,  1901,  providing  for  a  grant  to  said  San  Francisco  and  San

crossing  South  Beach  Water  Lots,  Block  No.  47,  with  twelve  tracks. 

No.  5.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  and  connecting  with  said  Road  No.  1 
heretofore  described,  said  point  being  situated  southerly  from  Sixteenth 
street;  thence  on  a  curve  in  a  general  easterly  direction  across  Kentucky 
street  at  or  northerly  from  Seventeenth  street,  crossing  either  or  both 
Potrero  Nuevo  Blocks  Nos.  414  and  415,  and  entering  on  and  partly  crossing 
Illinois  street  near  Seventeenth  street,  to  a  connection  with  the  railroad 
tracks  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company 
and  upon  said  Illinois  street  near  Seventeenth  street.

No.  7.  A  single  or  double  track  beginning  at  a  point  on  and  connecting 
with  the  main  line  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company,  in  Potrero  Nuevo 
Block  No.  316,  between  Iowa  street,  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Eighteenth  street 
and  Mariposa  street,  and  running  thence  on  a  curve  in  a  general  north- 
westerly direction  to  a  connection  with  the  constructed  railroad  of  said 
company  on  Seventh  street  between  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Mississippi 
street,  crossing  Mariposa  street,  Seventeenth  (formerly  Santa  Clara)  street, 
and  Pennsylvania  avenue,  and  running  along  Seventh  street  from  the 
east  line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  said  point  of  connection.

posa street  and  Sixteenth  street,  were  heretofore  duly  closed  and  abandoned

were  formerly  Minnesota,  Tennessee,  El  Dorado,  Alameda,  Merrimac,  Hub- 
bell,  South,  Hudson,  Fifth,  George,  Noble,  Hooper  and  Irwin  streets,  which 
streets,  between  Fourth  street,  Channel  street,  Sixth  street,  Sixteenth  street 
and  Kentucky  street,  were  heretofore  duly  closed  and  abandoned  as  public 
streets  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco. 

No.  9.  A  single  or  double  track  beginning  on  and  connecting  with  the 
constructed  railroad  of  said  company  on  Seventh  street  at  or  near  the 
intersection  of  Seventh  street  and  Sixteenth  street;  running  thence  south- 
easterly along  Seventh  street,  crossing  West  El  Dorado  street,  Sixteenth 
street  and  Mississippi  street,  into  and  across  Potrero  Nuevo  Block  No. 
307y2  to  the  west  line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  between  Sixteenth  street 
and  Seventeenth  street;  thence  with  eight  or  more  tracks  across  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue,  into  and  upon  the  yards  and  property  of  the  Southern  Pacific

A  single  or  double  track  beginning  on  and  connecting  with  the 
constructed  railroad  of  said  company  on  Seventh  street  at  or  near  the 
intersection  of  Seventh  street  and  Mississippi  street,  and  running  thence 
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southeasterly  along  and  across  Seventh  street  into  and  across  Potrero 
Nuevo  Block  No.  307 14  to  the  west  line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  between 
Sixteenth  street  and  Seventeenth  street;  thence  with  six  or  more  tracks 
across  Pennsylvania  avenue  into  and  upon  the  yards  and  property  of  the

and  with  six  or  more  tracks  within  said  yards  and  property  of  said  com- 
pany, crossing  what  were  formerly  Iowa  and  Indiana  streets,  which  streets 
between  Sixteenth  street  and  Mariposa  street  were  heretofore  duly  closed 
and  abandoned  as  public  streets  by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

No.  12.  A  single  track  beginning  upon  the  property  of  the  said  com- 
pany near  the  intersection  of  the  west  line  of  Kentucky  street  and  the 
southeast  line  of  Channel  street,  and  running  thence  southerly,  west  of 
and  parallel  with  the  west  line  of  Kentucky  street  to  the  northeasterly 
line  of  Fourth  street;  thence  continuing  southerly  and  parallel  to  the 
westerly  line  of  Kentucky  street  and  crossing  Fourth  street,  and  thence 
continuing  southerly  and  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  said  company  here- 
tofore described  as  Road  No.  6. 

No.  13.  A  single  or  double  track  beginning  at  a  point  on  and  connecting 
with  said  track  No.  12  heretofore  described,  upon  the  property  of  said  com- 
pany near  the  intersection  of  Kentucky  street  and  Fourth  street,  and  run- 
ning thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  upon  the  property  of  the  said 
company  to  near  the  southeasterly  line  of  Channel  street;  and  any  other 
tracks  that  shall  hereafter  be  desired  by  said  company  to  be  laid  on  the 
property  of  said  company  situated  between  Kentucky  street,  Fourth  street 
and  Channel  street,  crossing  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and  places  which 
are  now  or  which  may  hereafter  be  opened  between  said  Kentucky  street, 
said  Channel  street  and  said  Fourth  street. 

No.  14.  A  single  or  double  track  beginning  at  a  point  or  points  on  and 
connecting  with  the  said  main  line  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  at  or 
near  where  said  main  line  crosses  Fifteenth  avenue  South,  between  P 
street  South  and  Q  street  South,  and  thence  running  northerly  and  north- 
easterly and  crossing  O'Neill  and  Haley  Tract  Block  No.  292,  and  crossing 
Fourteenth  avenue  South  between  P  street  South  and  Q  street  South,  and 
crossing  0'  Neill  and  Haley  Tract  Block  No.  264  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Q  street  South,  between  Thirteenth  avenue  South  and  Fourteenth  avenue 
South,  and  thr>nce  upon  and  along  Q  street  South  to  the  intersection  of 
Q  street  South  and  Thirteenth  avenue  South,  to  a  connection  with  the 
railroad  tracks  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway 
Company,  on  Q  street  South.     It  is   protided,  however,  that  no  switch- 
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stands,  throw-rails  or  frogs  shall  be  constructed,  maintained  or  operated 
on  the  roadway  of  Sixteenth  street. 

The  railroad  tracks  numbers  1,  2,  3,  4,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  hereby 
authorized  to  be  constructed,  maintained  and  operated  by  said  Southern  Pa- 
cific Company  are  shown  upon  map  or  plat  No.  R.  210  "C,"  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco, .State  of  California,  to  which  said  map  or  plat  reference  is 
hereby  made. 

And  the  said  Southern  Pacific  Company  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  additional  sidetracks,  spur  tracks, 
switches,  crossings  and  connections  in  its  said  yards  and  on  its  said  prop- 
erties between  Kentucky  street,  Fourth  street,  Channel  street,  Sixth  street 
and  Sixteenth  street,  and  between  Kentucky  street,  Sixteenth  street,  Penn- 
sylvania avenue  and  Mariposa  street,  as  said  company  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  is  hereby  granted  a  right  of  way  over,  along,  across  and  under 
any  and  all  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys  and  places  which  may  be  here- 
after opened  through  or  within  or  into  said  yards  or  properties. 

Sec.  2.  Viaducts  or  bridges  are  to  be  constructed  over  the  track  system 
covered  by  this  franchise  at  points  where  the  tracks  cross  streets  at  official 
grade  as  follows: 

(a)  On  and  along  the  easterly  side  of  Kentucky  street  over  the  tracks 
crossing  Kentucky  street  north  of  Seventeenth  street.  The  northerly  ap- 
proach to  this  bridge  to  be  at  least  400  feet  long,  at  a  gradient  nowhere 
in  excess  of  5V>  per  cent,  having  its  northerly  end  far  enough  to  the 
northward  of  El  Dorado  street  to  cross  El  Dorado  street  with  a  clear  head- 
room of  12  feet.  The  southerly  approach  to  be  at  least  400  feet  long  and 
to  terminate  at  or  southward  of  Seventeenth  street.  The  clear  headroom 
at  Seventeenth  street,  if  it  be  necessary  to  cross  this  street,  is  to  lie  at 
least  12  feet.  The  elevation  of  the  bridge  floor  at  Sixteenth  street  must 
not  exceed  21.5  feet,  and  the  elevation  of  the  under  chord  of  the  bridge 
must  not  be  less  than  18.5  feet  above  official  street  grade  at  that  point. 
The  width  of  the  bridge  roadway  is  to  be  at  least  36  feet,  and  the  width  of 
the  sidewalk  along  the  easterly  edge  thereof  10  feet.  The  westerly  edge 
of  the  bridge  and  its  approaches  is  to  conform  to  the  easterly  curb  line 
of  Kentucky  street. 

(b)  On  and  along  the  northerly  side  of  Sixteenth  street,  over 
the  track  system  crossing  Sixteenth  street,  between  Sixth  street 
and  Kentucky  street.  This  bridge  is  to  be  connected  with  the  Ken- 
tucky street  bridge.  It  is  to  have  an  approach  from  the  west  at  least  400 
feet  long,  and  an  approach  from  the  northwest  located  along  the  north- 
easterly edge  of  Sixth  street,  also  at  least  400  feet  long;  neither  of  these 
approaches  to  be  steeper  than  5%  per  cent.  There  is  to  be  a  third  approach 
to  this  bridge  beginning  at  some  point  on  the  westerly  line  of  Illinois 
street  northerly  from  Sixteenth  street,  thence  southerly  west  of  and  along 
Illinois  street  to  Sixteenth  street,  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  line 
of  Sixteenth  street  to  a  connection  with  the  Kentucky  street  bridge.  This 
approach  at  the  turn  from  Illinois  into  Sixteenth  street  to  leave  clear  head- 
room for  the  Sixteenth  street  sidewalk  of  at  least  eight  feet,  and  to  be  con- 
structed at  the  least  gradients  feasible,  but  nowhere  exceeding  9  per  cent, 
with  a  northerly  termination  of'this  approach  near  to  and  southerly  from 
Road  No.  1  heretofore  described.    The  roadway  of  the  bridge  is  to  be  not 
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more  than  21.5  feet,  and  the  elevation  of  the  under  chord  of  the  bridge 
must  not  be  less  than  18.5  feet  above  the  official  street  grade. 
The  location  of  the  bridge  on  Sixteenth  street,  and  of  its  approaches  from 
the  west,  are  to  be  such  that  the  outer  edge  of  the  bridge  will  conform 
to  the  official  curb  line.  The  width  of  the  bridge  and  of  the  two  approaches 
to  its  westerly  end  is  to  be  such  as  to  afford  a  36-foot  roadway  and  a 
10-foot  sidewalk.  The  roadway  of  the  easterly  approach  from  Illinois 
street  must  have  a  roadway  at  least  24  feet  wide  and  a  sidewalk  at  least 
8  feet  wide.  The  roadway  in  all  cases  to  be  located  on  the  street  sides  of 
the  structures. 

(c)  Additional  bridges  or  viaducts  over  tracks  crossing  streets  at 
official  grade  are  to  be  constructed  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company,  upon 
the  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  ever  any  track  now  constructed 
or  hereafter  to  be  constructed  across  Fourth  street  south  of  Channel  street, 
or  across  Sixteenth  street  at  or  near  Seventh  street;  the  arrangement 
of  any  bridge  or  viaduct  required  upon  or  along  these  streets  to  be  such 
that  no  part  of  the  roadway  thereof  will  be  thereby  obstructed,  and  that 
approaches  to  these  viaducts  or  bridges  be  on  gradients  not  steeper  than 
S1^  per  cent. 

At  any  time  after  ten  years  there  shall  be  constructed,  upon  order  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  bridge  or  viaduct  over  the  tracks  constructed 
under  this  franchise,  either  along  Visitacion  avenue  or  along  Sunnydale 
avenue  near  Hart  street,  so  arranged  that  at  least  one-half  of  the  roadway 
of  the  street  remains  unobstructed. 

Piers  and  columns  for  the  support  of  bridges  or  viaducts  and  their  ap- 
proaches over  tracks  which  are  at  the  elevation  of  the  street  surface  will 
be  allowed  along  center  lines  and  along  the  curb  lines  of  streets,  except 
that  no  bridge  supports  are  to  be  placed  along  the  center  line  of  Kentucky 
street  nor  along  the  center  line  of  Sixteenth  street. 

The  bridges  and  viaducts  herein  referred  to  are  to  be  constructed  and 
maintained  by  the  Southern  Pacific  Company.  They  shall  be  of  masonry, 
brickwork  or  concrete,  or  shall  have  a  superstructure  of  iron  or  steel  sup- 
ported by  masonry,  brickwork  or  concrete  abutments,  piers  or  by  columns 
of  iron,  steel  or  other  suitable  material.  Railroad  bridges  are  to  be  so 
constructed  as  to  prevent  oil  drippings,  cinders  and  other  waste  from 
dropping  to  the  street  underneath. 

For  the  support  of  the  bridges  over  Mississippi  street  and  over  Q.  R 
and  S  streets  South,  which  are  oblique  and  consequently  of  more  than 
ordinary  length,  columns  or  piers  on  center  lines  of  streets  and  on  curb 
lines  will  be  allowed. 

For  the  support  of  all  other  railroad  bridges  over  streets,  no  supports 
within  street  lines  will  be  allowed,  except  columns  or  piers  along  curl)  lines 
of  streets,  and  piers  or  columns  in  center  of  streets  where  specially  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Bridges  carrying  railroad  tracks  over  streets  shall  be  built  during  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  over  Army  street,  and  over  Q  streel  South 
and  over  Thirteenth  avenue  South. 

The  construction  of  the  railroad  on  piled  trestle  shall  be  allowed  from 
the  southerly  line  of  Army  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Q  street  South, 
and  this  piled  trestle  shall  be  replaced  by  bridges  carrying  the  railroad 
tracks  over  streets  when  hereafter  needed  and  when  ordered  by  the  B

of  Supervisors  to  be  built,  and  this  piled  trestle  across  Islais  creek  shall 
be  replaced  by  a  drawbridge  to  be  built,  maintained  and  operated  by  the 
time  said  Islais  Creek  shall  be  made  navigable  by  craft  requiring  a  draw- 
bridge for  suitable  passage  thereof. 

The  base  width  of  columns  and  piers  for  bridge  support  along  tbe  cen- 
ter lines  of  streets  shall  not  exceed  five  feet,  and  the  base  width  of  columns 
or  piers  on  curb  lines  shall  not  exceed  two  feet. 

The  faces  of  columns  or  piers  at  the  curb  lines  are  to  be  at  least  six 
inches  and  not  more  than  one  foot  back  of  the  official  curb  lines. 

Abutments  for  all  bridges  are  to  be  constructed  of  stone,  or  brick  ma- 
sonry, or  of  concrete. 

The  .least  clearance  or  headroom  for  the  roadway  of  streets  passing 
under  railroad  bridges  is  to  be  13.5  feet,  with  the  use  of  a  railroad  bridge 
measuring  vertically  from  top  of  rail  to  bottom  of  iron  work  not  to  exceed 
two  and  four-tenths  (2.4)  feet,  and  such  railroad  bridge  is  to  be  used  in 
all  cases  where  its  use  will  give  a  least  clearance  less  than  13.8  feet. 
Where  vertical  distance  from  street  grade  to  top  of  rail  of  railroad  admits 
of  the  railroad  bridge  measuring  vertically  more  than  2.4  feet  from  top 
of  rail  to  bottom  of  iron  work,  and  leaving  at  least  13.8  feet  clear  between 
street  and  bottom  of  iron  work  of  the  railroad  bridge,  greater  depth  of 
railroad  bridge  may  be  used,  provided,  however,  that  at  all  sub-grade 
crossings  of  railroads  for  which  franchises  may  exist  or  be  hereafter 
granted,  the  depth  from  top  of  rail  to  the  lowest  part  of  the  superstructure 
shall  not  exceed  2.4  feet  where  an  increase  in  said  depth  will  reduce  the 
clear  headroom  to  less  than  twenty  feet. 

Where  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  under  streets  bridged  over 
said  railroad,  such  bridges  shall  have  the  same  roadway  width  as  the  width 
of  the  roadway  of  the  several  streets  on  which  said  bridges  are  built  and 
shall  have  sidewalks  on  each  side  at  least  eight  feet  in  width. 

Bridges  carrying  streets  over  said  railroad  tracks  shall  be  built  during 
the  construction  of  said  railroad  on  Mariposa  street,  and  on  Twenty-second 
street,  and  on  Twenty-third  street,  and  on  Fifteenth  avenue  South  and  on 
Williams  avenue,  and  on  Paul  avenue;  and  the  bridge  required  for  Twenty- 
fourth  avenue  South  over  said  railroad  tracks  shall  be  built  when  ordered 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  roadway  of  each  bridge  or  viaduct  over  a  railroad  track  is  to  be 
paved  with  wooden  blocks,  with  paving  blocks  or  bricks  with  bituminous 
rock,  asphalt  or  with  some  other  equally  suitable  material. 

Where  the  railroad  track  or  tracks  of  said  Southern  Pacific  Company 
hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed,  is  or  are  laid  along  any  public  street 
upon  the  surface  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair 
such  street  from  curb  to  curb,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  material  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors;  and  where  any 
such  track  crosses  any  public  street  upon  the  surface  thereof,  the  said 
company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  roadway  of  the  street,  includ- 
ing curbs,  for  fifty  feet  upon  each  side  of  the  center  line  of  such  track, 
and  in  case  of  oblique  crossings  the  roadway  of  the  street  includ- 
ing curbs,  between  lines  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the  direction  of  the 
street  at  points  fifty  feet  beyond  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines  by  the 
center  line  of  the  track,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  material  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors. 
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Sec  3.  Tunnel  for  double  track  or  an  additional  tunnel  or  tunnels 
for  an  additional  double  track  or  additional  double  tracks,  shall  be  suitably 
lined,  wherever  required  by  the  nature  of  the  ground  through  which  such 
tunnel  or  tunnels  are  constructed,  with  a  suitable  thickness  of  stone  or 
brick  or  concrete  masonry  or  by  combinations  of  said  kinds  of  masonry. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall,  within  one  year  from 
and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  acquire  a  tract  of  land  sixty  feet 
wide  along  and  adjoining  the  westerly  side  of  the  right  of  way  of  said 
railroad,  and  a  tract  of  land  sixty  feet  wide  along  and  adjoining  the  east- 
erly side  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railroad,  and  extending  from  the 
southerly  line  of  Twenty-fourth  avenue  South,  to  the  northerly  line  of 
Paul  avenue,  and  shall  within  said  time  offer  to  dedicate  the  same  to  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  for  street  purposes,  subject  to  the  con- 
dition that  the  municipal  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  shall  not 
establish  or  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  and  shall  not  order  the 
said  company  to  construct  and  maintain  or  construct  or  maintain  any 
grade  crossing  for  any  street  or  avenue  over  the  said  railroad  between 
the  said  southerly  line  of  Twenty-fourth  avenue  South  and  the  said  north- 
erly line  of  Paul  avenue,  except  at  the  crossing  of  Twenty-seventh  avenue 
South  and  said  railroad,  the  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  will 
accept  such  dedication  upon  the  conditions  aforesaid,  and,  in  the  event 
of  any  breach  of  said  condition  such  dedication  shall  ipso  facto  be  and 
become  null  and  void,  and  the  right  to  the  exclusive  possession  and  use 
of  the  tracts  of  land  first  above  described  shall  then  and  there  vest  in  the 
said  company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  free  and  clear  of  any  claim  what- 
soever of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  or  of  the  public,  of  the 
right  to  use  the  same  for  street  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  The  slopes  of  the  cuttings  of  said  railroad  shall  be  allowed 
to  extend  into  Diana  street  between  Thornton  avenue  and  Williams  avenue, 
and  into  Gould  street  between  Paul  avenue  and  Salinas  avenue  not  to  ex- 
ceed forty  feet,  and  the  said  company  shall  correspondingly  widen  said 
Diana  street  and  said  Gould  street  by  the  dedication  to  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  of  a  tract  of  land  forty  feet  wide,  along  and  adjoining 
and  westerly  from  Diana  street,  between  Thornton  avenue  and  Williams 
avenue  and  a  tract  of  land  forty  feet  wide  along  and  adjoining  and  wester- 
ly from  Gould  street,  between  Paul  avenue  and  Salinas  avenue. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company  shall  pay  the  cost  involved  in  making 
all  grade  changes  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  of  the  railroad 
tracks  of  said  railroad  company,  including  reconstruction  of  street  im- 
provements at  new  elevation  and  including  damages  to  private  property 
resulting  from  grade  changes,  determined  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
as  prescribed  by  law  or  upon  appeal  to  the  courts.  The  said  company 
shall  also  pay  for  special  structures  and  devices  required  for  the  sewers 
already  constructed,  and  for  other  sewers  hereafter  constructed,  and  all 
additional  cost  of  sewers  made  necessary  on  account  of  streets  carried 
on  bridges  over  said  railroad  tracks. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  company  shall,  at  any  time  when  required  by  reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  station  flagmen  and  erect  and  maintain 
gates  at  such  street  crossings  as  may  be  designated   by  said  Board   of 
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Supervisors,  and  said  company  shall  not  allow  any  car  or  locomotive  to 
stand  upon  any  street  on  or  over  which  a  franchise  is  granted  by  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  and  that  no  freight 
shall  be  received  or  discharged  from  any  car  while  upon  said  streets,  it 
being  the  express  understanding  that  this  franchise  is  granted  for  the 
purpose  of  moving  cars  along  and  across  said  streets  to  reach  certain 
points,  and  the  right  to  use  the  streets  or  any  portion  thereof  for  yard 
purposes  is  absolutely  prohibited. 

Sec.  7.  The  rights  hereby  granted  are  upon  the  express  conditions 
prescribed  in  and  by  the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  especially  in  and  by  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article 
II,  thereof. 

The  character  and  general  arrangement  of  all  structures  herein  referred 
to,  the  materials  of  which  they  are  to  be  built  and  all  work  of  whatsoever 
kind  upon  the  streets  shall  be  subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  and  the  nature  and  character  of  tracks  to  be  used,  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  8.  Said  Southern  Pacific  Company  must  commence  the  construc- 
tion of  the  main  line  of  its  said  railroad  hereinbefore  authorized  and 
firstly  hereinbefore  described,  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this 
ordinance,  and  fully  complete  the  same  within  five  years  from  the  date 
of  such  passage;  but  the  construction  of  a  single  track  upon,  over,  under  or 
across  the  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets  upon  the  route  thereof  here- 
inbefore described  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  this 
requirement.  In  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  company 
to  commence  and  complete  said  work  within  the  time  herein  specified, 
all  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  and  this  franchise  shall  cease 
and  determine  as  to  such  portion  of  the  said  main  line  of  said  railroad 
as  may  then  remain  uncompleted. 

Sec.  9.  The  rights  herein  granted  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company 
are  granted  on  the  further  condition  that  said  Southern  Pacific  Company 
will  bid  for  the  lease  of  the  following  described  lands,  whenever  the  said 
lands  are  offered  for  lease  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  wit: 

LOT   KNOWN   AS   PRODUCE   EXCHANGE   LOT. 

Commencing  at  the  southeast  corner  of  Alameda  and  Minnesota  streets, 
thence  east  on  Alameda  street  200  feet,  south  on  Tennessee  street  400  feet, 
west  on  El  Dorado  street  200  feat,  north  on  Minnesota  street  400  feet,  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

LOTS  KNOWN  AS  MARKET  PLACES. 

Commencing  at  the  east  corner  of  Channel  and  Fifth  streets,  thence 
northeast  on  Channel  street  382  6-12  feet,  southeast  on  Hudson  street  240 
feet,  southwest  on  Hooper  street  382  6-12  feet,  northwest  on  Fifth  street 
240  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning;   also, 

Commencing  at  the  east  corner  of  Hooper  and  Fifth  streets,  thence 
northeast  on  Hooper  street  382  6-12  feet,  southeast  on  Hudson  street  240 
feet,  southwest  on  Irwin  street  382  6-12  feet,  northwest  on  Fifth  street 
240  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning. 
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The  rentals  for  the  said  lands  are  not  to  be  less  than  the  following 
amounts : 

At  least  $600  per  month  for  the  first  five  years,  and  thereafter  an 
amount  equal  to  3  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  value  of  these  properties, 
said  valuation  in  case  of  disagreement  to  be  determined  by  arbitration, 
the  city  to  select  one  arbitrator,  the  company  another  and  these  two  to 
select  a  third.  The  valuation  so  fixed  to  be  final;  provided,  however,  the 
rentals  after  the  expiration  of  the  first  five  years  shall  at  no  time  be 
less  than  $750  per  month. 

The  rights  herein  granted  to  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  are  granted 
on  the  further  condition  of  the  contribution  by  the  said  railroad  company 
of  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge 
across  Channel  street,  from  Third  street  to  Kentucky  street,  in  excess  of 
$70,000,  the  sum  thus  to  be  contributed  not  to  exceed  $55,000,  and  also 
that  said  company  shall  dedicate  or  convey  to  the  city  and  county  for 
street  purposes  a  strip  of  land  twenty  (20)  feet  in  width  adjacent  to  and 
widening  Fourth  and  Kentucky  streets,  cut  from  such  property  as  said 
railroad  company  owns  along  the  northeasterly  line  of  Fourth  street,  south- 
erly from  Channel  street  and  along  the  easterly  line  of  Kentucky  street, 
and  that  said  company  shall  dedicate  or  convey  to  the  city  and  county 
a  strip  of  land  ten  (10)  feet  in  width  along  the  northerly  line  of  Sixteenth 
street,  between  Seventh  street  and  the  water  front,  for  the  purpose  of 
widening  said  Sixteenth  street.

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1.  That  the  right  of  way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the 
San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company,  a  corporation 
authorized  to  operate  a  steam  railroad,  duly  organized  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  California,  to  use  for  the  term  of  forty-five  (45)  years

and  repair,  for  public  use  by  vehicles  and  general  travel,  conforming  in 
material  used  thereon  to  that  in  use  upon  the  portions  of  such  street 
adjacent  thereto;  provided,  that  in  case  the  said  company  shall  at  any 
time  neglect  for  a  period  of  three  months  to  put  in  the  like  order  and 
repair  the  portion  or  portions  of  Bryant  street  between  the  tracks  and 
rails  of  the  said  company,  and  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof,  then,  and 
in  such  case,  the  rights  herein  granted   shall  cease  and   determine  as 
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to  such  portions  so  neglected,  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to 
remove  all  obstructions  from  such  portion  of  such  street  at  the  expense 
of  said  company.  The  said  railway  company  shall  lay  its  tracks  so  as  to 
form  as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  in  said  Bryant  street;  and  said 
company  shall  never  run  its  cars  over  and  along  said  street  at  a  greater 
speed  than  eight  miles  per  hour;  the  tracks  shall  be  flush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  and  so  as  to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the 
crossing  thereof  by  vehicles;  and  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this 
order  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said 
city  and  county  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction 
and  authority  over  the  said  Bryant  street  which  they  are  or  shall  be 
authorized  hereafter  by  law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  of  said  city 
and  county,  from  sewering  said  Bryant  street  where  they  deem  it  neces- 
sary, or  from  causing  gas  and  water  pipes  to  be  laid  therein;  and  pro- 
vided, further,  the  said  railway  company  shall  not  prevent  any  other 
railway  from  crossing  said  Bryant  street  in  conformity  with 
the  laws  of  this  State;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
so  construed  so  as  to  give  to  said  railway  company  the  exclusive  right 
to  said  portions  of  said  Bryant  street,  nor  to  deprive  parties  owning 
property  fronting  on  said  Bryant  street  of  any  street  rights  now  pos- 
sessed by  said  parties.  The  said  railway  company  shall  be  required  to 
commence  the  construction  of  said  work  and  complete  the  same  within 
two  years  from  the  passage  of  this  order. 

Sec.  2.  This  order  shall  not  conflict  with  or  affect  any  other  order  in 
relation  to  railroad  companies  heretofore  passed  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  said  city  and  county.

ORDINANCE  NO.  260. 

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  &  SAN  JOA- 
QUIN VALLEY  RAILWAY  COMPANY  (A  CORPORATION)  OF  A 
RIGHT  OF  WAY  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT  AND  OPER- 
ATE A  RAILROAD  ALONG  AND  UPON  ILLINOIS  STREET,  FROM 
THE  NORTH  LINE  OF  FOURTH  STREET  TO  THE  NORTH  LINE 
OF  FIRST  AVENUE,  SOUTH,  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 
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Section  1.  That  the  right  of  way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the 
San  Francisco  &  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company,  a  corporation 
duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  being  a  steam 
railroad  having  fifty  miles  of  road  actually  constructed,  and  not  a  street 
railway,  to  use  for  the  term  of  forty-five  (45)  years  from  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1900  (being  the  unexpired  term  of  the  cor- 
porate franchise  of  said  railway  company),  the  street  hereinafter  named 
and  described,  and  to  that  end  the  said  railway  company  is  nereby  granted 
the  right  to  construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  by  steam  or  other 
power  a  single  or  double  track  of  standard  gauge,  being  about  four  (4) 
feet  nine  (9)  inches  gauge,  wbich,  if  a  double  track,  is  to  be  placed  so  that 
the  space  between  the  two  inner  lines  of  rails  shall  not  exceed  seven  (7) 
feet  apart  and  said  rails  shall  be  placed  at  equal  distances  on  each  side 
of  the  center  line  of  the  street  known  as  Illinois  street,  from  the  north 
line  of  Fourth  streer.  to  the  north  line  of  First  avenue  South,  with  all 
necessary  side  tracks,  switches  and  curves  therefor,  for  the  necessary 
conduct  of  the  business  of  said  company. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  this  franchise  the  space  of  seventy-five  (75) 
feet  to  the  west  of  the  Central  Basin,  reserved  for  the  use  of  said  basin 
and  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners, 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  form  a  portion  of  said  street. 

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  railway  company  to  lay  down 
and  construct  its  said  road  on,  over  and  along  the  portion  of  said  Illinois 
street  aforesaid,  and  during  said  term  to  run  and  use  its  cars,  propelled 
by  steam  or  other  power,  over  and  along  said  Illinois  street,  between  the 
points  aforesaid,  using  such  material  in  the  construction  of  said  road  as 
said  company  may  deem  fit,  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  this  State,  ordinances  of  the  city  and  county  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation  thereto  in  such  manner  that 
said  company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  free  use  of  said  Illinois 
street  as  a  public  street  or  highway  beyond  the  use  thereof  by  running 
its  cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  on.  over  and  along  the  said 
Illinois  street  as  aforesaid,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance.  And  pro- 
vided further,  that  the  company  agrees,  that  if  at  any  tune  during  the 
term  of  this  franchise  The  city  decides  that  the  operation  of  steam  loco- 
motives is  not  desirable  within  the  city  limits,  that  upon  written  notice 
of  not  less  than  one  year  to  that  effect  being  served  upon  the  company, 
the  company  agrees  to  withdraw  all  such  steam  locomotives  and  substi- 
tute electricity  or  some  other  less  objectionable  motive  power.  And  the 
company  further  agrees  thai  it  shall  not  allow  any  car  or  locomotive  to 
stand  upon  Illinois  street  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  and  that  no  freight 
shall  be  received  or  discharged  from  any  car  while  upon  the  street,  it 
being  the  express  understanding  that  this  franchise  is  granted  for  the 
purpose  of  moving  cars  along  said  slice!,  to  reach  certain  points,  and  the 
tight  to  use  the  street  or  any  portion  thereof  tor  "yard"  purposes  is  abso- 
lutely  prohibited. 

This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  express  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  and  especially  in  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the 
said  Charter. 
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This  franchise  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  other  and  additional 
conditions: 

That  said  railway  company  will,  at  any  time  when  required  by  Reso- 
lution of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, construct  a  drawbridge  across  the  waterway  known  upon  the 
official  map  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  as  Islais  Creek  channel 
sufficient  to  accommodate  the  travel  upon  said  street,  or  any  other  draw- 
bridges that  may  be  required  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  over  any 
other  channel  which  exists  now  or  may  hereafter  exist.  The  same  to  be 
built  under  the  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works. 

That  said  company  shall  lay  its  tracks  in  conformity  with  the  city 
grades  on  all  parts  of  said  Illinois  street  between  the  points  herein- 
before mentioned  that  shall  have  been  graded  and  shall  pave  the  same 
when  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and 
in  case  the  said  company  at  any  time  neglects  for  a  period  of  three 
(3)  months  to  put  in  order  and  repair  the  said  Illinois  street  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  paved,  then  in  such  case  the  rights  herein 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  portion  so  neglected,  and  the 
municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  be 
empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all  obstructions  from  such  por- 
tion of  said  street  at  the  expense  of  said  railway  company. 

If  at  any  time  the  proper  authorities  determine  that  Illinois  street 
shall  be  filled  in,  then  the  said  company  agrees  to  bear  such  proportion 
of  the  expense  incurred  in  such  work  in  filling  said  street  as  the  space 
occupied  by  said  railway  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof  bears  to 
the  entire  width  of  the  street. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  that  the  common  use  of  said  tracks  within  the  meaning 
of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the  Charter 
means  any  and  all  railroads  contemplated  by  said  section  seeking  common 
use  and  as  a  condition  of  this  franchise  the  grantee  accepts  this  condi- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as  to  offer  as 
little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by  vehicles;  and 
provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  main- 
taining and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  and  authority  over  the  said 
Illinois  street  which  they  are  or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter  by  law  to 
exercise  over  public  streets  of  said  city  and  county. 

Said  railway  company  must  commence  the  construction  of  said  work 
and  fully  complete  the  same  within  two  (2)  years  from  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  but  the  construction  of  a  single  track  upon  said  Illinois 
street  between  the  points  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  deeemed  to  be 
a  sufficient  compliance  with  this  requirement.  In  case  of  failure  or 
neglect  on  the  part  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway 
Company  to  comply  with  the  conditions  as  to  the  time  of  commencement 
and  completion  of  the  work  as  herein  specified,  then  and  in  that  event 
all  rights  and  privileges  granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
and  the  franchise  shall  cease  and  determine. 
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Sec.  3.  If  said  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Com- 
pany should  ever  by  or  through  any  corporate  act  on  the  part  of  said 
San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  "Valley  Railway  Company  grant,  assign 
or  lease  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of  this  franchise,  or  allow  to  any  other 
common  carrier  the  use  of  the  right  of  way  hereby  granted,  except  as 
provided  by  Subdivision  28,  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the 
Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  then  and  in  any  of 
said  events  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine,  and 
all  rights  and  privileges  thereunder  shall  be  forfeited. 

But  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  any  sale,  transfer  or  assignment  to  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and 
Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  pursuant  to  Section  494  of  the  Civil  Code 
of  California. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND  SAN 
JOAQUIN  VALLEY  RAILWAY  COMPANY  (A  CORPORATION)  OF 
A  RIGHT-OF-WAY  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT  AND  OPER- 
ATE A  RAILROAD  FROM  A  POINT  IN  ILLINOIS  STREET,  NEAR 
MARIN  STREET,  THENCE  SOUTHERLY  ON  A  CURVE  TO  A 
POINT  IN  KENTUCKY  STREET  ON  THE  CENTER  LINE  OF  Q 
STREET  SOUTH,  FORMERLY  TOMBIGBEE  STREET:  THENCE 
SOUTHERLY  ALONG  SAID  CENTER  LINE  OF  Q  STREET  SOUTH, 
FORMERLY  TOMBIGBEE  STREET,  TO  THE  SOUTHERLY  LINE 
OF  FIRST  AVENUE  SOUTH;  THENCE  SOUTHERLY  ALONG  SAID

regulations  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation  thereto,  in  such 
manner  that  said  company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  free  use  of  said 
Q  street  South,  formerly  Tombigbee  street,  as  a  public  street  or  highway 
beyond  the  use  thereof  by  running  its  cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other 
power  on,  over  and  along  the  said  Q  street  South,  formerly  Tombigbee 
street,  as  aforesaid,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance.

In  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  as  to  the  time  of  commencement  and  completion  of  the  work 
as  herein  specified,  then  and  in  that  event  all  rights  and  privileges 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  franchise  shall 
cease  and  determine.

cept as  provided  by  Subdivision  28,  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the 
Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  then  and  in  any  of  said 
events  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  all 
rights  and  privileges  thereunder  shall  be  forfeited.  But  it  is  under- 
stood and  agreed  that  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to  any 
sale,  transfer  or  assignment  to  the  Atchison,  Topeka  and  Santa  Fe 
Railway  Company,  pursuant  to  Section  494  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  AND  SAN 
JOAQUIN  VALLEY  RAILWAY  COMPANY.  A  CORPORATION.  OF 
A  RIGHT-OF-WAY  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT  TWELVE 
(12)     TRACKS    AND     OPERATE     ITS    RAILROAD     THEREUPON 
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FROM  ITS  PROPERTY  ACQUIRED  FOR  TERMINAL  PURPOSES 
ON  THE  NORTH  SIDE  OF  BRYANT  STREET,  BETWEEN  MAIN 
AND  SPEAR  STREETS.  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN 
FRANCISCO.  ACROSS  SAID  BRYANT  STREET  TO  THE  FERRY 
SLIP  AND  WHARF  DESIGNATED  AND  SET  APART  FOR  SAID 
COMPANY  BY  THE  HONORABLE  THE  STATE  BOARD  OF  HAR- 
BOR COMMISSIONERS. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  That  the  right-of-way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the 
San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company,  a  corporation 
duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  being  a  steam 
railroad  having  fifty  (50)  miles  of  road  actually  constructed,  and  not  a 
street  railway,  to  use  for  the  term  of  forty-five  (45)  years  from  the  twenty- 
sixth  day  of  February.

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line  of  Bryant  street,  distant  two  hundred  (200)  feet  southwesterly 
from  the  intersection  of  said  southeasterly  line  of  Bryant  street  with 
a  prolongation  of  the  southwesterly  line  of  Spear  street. 

12. 
Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street, 
distant  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  seven-tenths  (225.7)  feet 
southwesterly  from  the  westerly  corner  of  Bryant  and  Spear  streets; 
thence  running  on  a  straight  line  in  an  easterly  direction  for  a  dis- 
tance of  eighty-one  and  three-tenths  (S1.3)  feet  to  a  point  on  the 
southeasterly  line  of  Bryant  street,  distant  two  hundred  and  eleven 
and  three-tenths  (211.3)  feet  southwesterly  from  the  intersection  of 
said  southeasterly  line  of  Bryant  street  with  a  prolongation  of  the 
southwesterly  line  of  Spear  street. 

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  said  railway  company  to  lay  down 
and  construct,  its  said  road  on,  over  and  across  the  portion  of  said 
Bryant  street  aforesaid,  and  during  said  term  to  run  and  use  its  cars, 
propelled  by  steam  or  other  power,  over  and  across  said  Bryant  street, 
between  the  points  aforesaid,  using  such  material  in  the  construction 
of  said  road  as  said  company  may  deem  fit,  complying,  however,  with 
thy  provisions  of  the  statutes  of  this  State,  ordinances  of  the  city 
and  county,  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation 
thereto,  in  such  manner  that  said  company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder 
the  free  use  of  said  Bryant  street  as  a  public  street  or  highway  be- 
yond the  use  thereof  by  running  its  cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other 
power,  on,  over  and  across  the  said  Bryant  street  as  aforesaid,  as  au- 
thorized by  this  ordinance.  And  provided,  further,  that  the  company 
agrees  that  if  at  any  time  during  the  term  of  this  franchise  the  city 
decides  that  the  operation  of  steam  locomotives  is  not  desirable  within 
the  city  limits,  that  upon  written  notice  of  not  less  than  one  (1)  year 
to  that  effect  being  served  upon  the  company,  the  company  agrees 
to  withdraw  all  such  steam  locomotives  and  substitute  electricity  or 
some  other  less  objectionable  motive  power.  And  the  company  further 
agrees  that  it  shall  not  allow  any  car  or  locomotive  to  stand  upon 
said  Bryant  street  at  any  time,  day  or  night,  and  that  no  freight  shall 
be  received  or  discharged  from  any  car  while  upon  the  street,  it 
being  the  express  understanding  that  this  franchise  is  granted  for  the 
purpose  of  moving  cars  across  said  street  to  reach  certain  points,  and 
the  right  to  use  the  street  or  any  portion  thereof  for  "yard"  purposes 
is  absolutely  prohibited. 

This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  express  conditions  prescribed 
in  the  charter  of  the  city  and  county,  and  especially  in  and  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II, 
of  the  said  charter. 

This  franchise  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  other  and  ad- 
ditional conditions: 

That  said  company  shall  lay  its  tracks  in  conformity  with  the  city 
grades  on  all  parts  of  said  Bryant  street,  between  the  points  herein- 
before mentioned  that  shall  have  been  graded  and  shall  pave  the  same 
when  and  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and 
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in  case  the  said  company  at  any  time  neglects  for  a  period  of  three 
(3)  months  to  put  in  order  and  repair  the  said  Bryant  street  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  paved,  then  in  such  cases  the  rights  herein 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  portion  so  neglected,  and 
the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
shall  be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all  obstructions 
from  such  portion  of  said  street  at  the  expense  of  said  railway  company. 

If  at  any  time  the  proper  authorities  determine  that  said  Bryant 
street  shall  be  filled  in  between  the  points  aforesaid,  then  said  company 
agrees  to  bear  the  expense  incurred  in  such  work  filling  said  street 
under  all  its  tracks  aforesaid. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  that  the  common  use  of  said  tracks  within  the  mean- 
ing of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the  charter 
means  any  and  all  railroads  contemplated  by  said  section  seeking 
common  use,  and  as  a  condition  of  this  franchise  the  grantee  accepts 
this  condition. 

Provided  further,  that  said  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Railway  Company,  or  its  rightful  assignee,  shall,  throughout  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  franchise,  build  and  maintain  the  following  area: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  northwesterly  line  of  Bryant  street, 
and  distant  sixty-five  (65)  feet  from  the  northwesterly  corner  of  Bry- 
ant and  Spear  streets;  thence  southwesterly  along  the  northwesterly 
line  of  Bryant  street  two  hundred  and  twenty  (220)  feet  to  a  point 
ten  (10)  feet  from  the  northeasterly  line  of  Main  and  Bryant  streets; 
thence  at  right  angles  southeasterly  seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  the 
median  line  of  Bryant  street;  thence  at  right  angles  northeasterly  along 
the  median  line  of  Bryant  street  two  hundred  and  twenty  (220)  feet; 
thence  at  right  angles  northwesterly  seventy-five  (75)  feet  to  the 
point  of  beginning. 

The  area  of  Bryant  street,  above  described,  is  to  be  maintained 
level  with  the  tops  of  the  rails  of  said  company,  with  only  proper 
flange  spaces  on  the  inner  sides  of  the  rails. 

The  materials  with  which  said  area  is  to  be  maintained,  to  be  such 
as  to  give  firm  and  secure  foothold  for  horses,  and  to  be  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  he  laid  Hush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as  to  offer 
as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by  vehicles; 
and  provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
so  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from 
maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  and  authority  over  the 
said  Bryant  street,  which  they  are  or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter 
by  law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  of  said  city  and  county. 

Said  railway  company  must  commence  the  construction  of  said 
work  and  fully  complete  the  same  within  two  (2)  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  construction  of  a  single  track  upon 
said  Bryant  street,  between  the  points  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  this  requirement.  In  case 
of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin 
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Valley  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  the  conditions  as  to  the  time 
of  commencement  and  completion  of  the  work  as  herein  specified,  then 
and  in  that  event  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  and  the  franchise  shall  cease  and  determine.

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The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  railway  company  to  lay  down 
and  construct  its  tracks  in  accordance  with  the  above  descriptions  and 
blue  print,  over  and  along  the  described  portions  of  Fourth  street,  Michi- 
gan street  aDd  Georgia  street,  and  during  said  term  to  run  and  use  its 
cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  over  and  along  said  portions  of 
said  -streets,  using  such  material  in  the  construction  of  said  road  as  said 
company  may  deem  fit.  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  of  this  state,  ordinances  of  the  city  and  county  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation  thereto  in  such  manner  that 
said  company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  free  use  of  said  streets  or 
portions  of  streets  as  highways  beyond  the  use  thereof  by  running  its 
cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  on,  over  and  along  the  said  streets 
or  portions  of  streets  as  aforesaid,  as  authorized  by  this  ordinance. 

And  provided  further  that  the  company  agrees  that,  if  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  franchise  the  city  decides  that  the  operation  of 
steam  locomotives  is  not  desirable  within  the  city  limits,  that  upon

rights  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  portion  so 
neglected,  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  shall  be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions from  such  portion  of  said  streets  at  the  expense  of  said  railway 
company. 

If  at  any  time  the  proper  authorities  determine  that  the  streets  or 
portions  of  streets  hereinbefore  described  shall  be  filled  in,  then  the 
said  company  agrees  to  bear  such  proportion  of  the  expense  incurred  in 
such  work  in  filling  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets,  as  the  space  occu- 
pied by  said  railway  and  for  two  feet  on  each  side  thereof  bears  to  the 
entire  width  of  the  street. 

Said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  street  from  curb  to 
curb  in  such  a  manner  and  with  such  material  as  may  from  time  to  time 
lie  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  comity  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  that  the  common  U8e  of  said  tracks  within  the  meaning 
of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1.  Chapter  II,  Article  II.  of  the  Charter  means 
any  and  all  railroads  contemplated  by  said  section  seeking  common  use 
and  as  a  condition  of  this  franchise  the  grantee  accepts  this  condition. 
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Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  be  laid  fiush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as  to  offer  as 
little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by  vehicles;  and 
provided,  further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  so  as 
to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  maintain- 
ing and  exercising  the  same  .jurisdiction  and  authority  over  the  said 
streets  and  portions  of  streets  which  they  are  or  shall  be  authorized  here- 
after by  law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  of  said  city  and  county.

If  said  San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Com- 
pany should  ever,  by  or  through  any  corporate  act  on  the  part  of  said 
San  Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley  Railway  Company,  grant,  assign 
or  lease,  or  in  any  manner  dispose  of"  this  franchise,  or  allow  to  any 
other  common  carrier  the  use  of  the  right  of  way  hereby  granted,  except 
as  provided  by  Subdivision  28,  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the 
Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  then  and  in  any  of  said 
events  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  all 
rights  and  privileges  thereunder  shall  be  forfeited.  But  it  is  understood 
and  agreed  that  the  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to  any  sale,  trans- 
fer or  assignment  to  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company, 
pursuant  to  Section  494  of  the  Civil  Code  of  California. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

THENCE  WESTERLY  ON  A  CURVE  TO  A  POINT  ON  THE 
CENTER  LINE  OF  TWENTY-FIFTH  STREET:  THENCE  WEST- 
ERLY ALONG  TWENTY-FIFTH  STREET  TO  INDIANA  STREET;

IOWA  STREET  TO  TWENTY-SECOND  STREET  (FORMERLY

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  railway  during  said  term 
to  lay  down  and  construct  its  said  road,  and  to  run  and  use  its  car9 
propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  over  and  along  the  streets  and  parts 
of  streets  above  described  and  between  the  points  as  aforesaid;  using 
such  material  in  the  construction  of  said  road  as  said  company  may 
deem  fit,  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of 
this  state,  the  ordinance  of  the  city  and  county  and  the  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation  thereto  in  such  manner  that 
said  company  shall  not.  obstruct  or  hinder  the  use  of  said  streets  or 
parts  of  streets  as  public  streets  or  highways  beyond  the  use  thereof 
by  running  its  cars  propelled  by  steam  on,  over  and  along  them  as 
authorized  by  this  ordinance. 

And  provided  further,  that  the  company  agrees  that,  if  at  any  time 
during  the  term  of  this  franchise,  the  State  decides  that  the  operation 
of  steam  locomotives  is  not  desirable  within  the  city  limits,  that  upon 
written  notice  of  not  less  than  one  year  to  that  effect  being  served  upon 
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the  company,  the  company  agrees  to  withdraw  all  such  steam  locomo- 
tives and  substitute  electricity  or  some  other  less  objectionable  motive 
power. 

The  company  further  agrees  that  it  shall  not  allow  any  car  or 
locomotive  to  stand  upon  any  part  of  Twenty-fifth  street  (formerly 
Yolo  street)  or  Iowa  street;  that  no  freight  shall  be  received  or  dis- 
charged from  any  car  while  upon  Twenty-fifth  street  (formerly  Yolo) 
or  Iowa  street,  it  being  the  express  understanding  that  this  franchise 
is  granted  along  Twenty-fifth  and  Iowa  streets  for  the  purpose  of  mov- 
ing cars  along  said  streets  to  reach  certain  points;  and  the  right  to 
use  Twenty-fifth  or  Iowa  streets  or  any  portion  thereof  for  yard  pur- 
poses is  absolutely  prohibited. 

This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  express  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county,  and  especially  in  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the 
said  Charter. 

This  franchise  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  other  and  additional 
conditions: 

That  said  company  shall  lay  its  tracks  in  conformity  with  the  city 
grades  on  all  streets  or  parts  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise  that 
shall  have  been  graded  and  shall  pave  the  same  when,  and  in  the  man- 
ner, required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works;  and  in  case  the  said  com- 
pany at  any  time  neglects  for  a  period  of  three  months  to  put  in  order 
and  repair  the  streets  or  parts  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise  after 
the  same  shall  have  been  paved,  then  in  such  case  the  rights  herein 
granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  operation  so  neglected,  and 
the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall 
be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all  obstructions  from  such 
portion  of  city  streets  at  the  expense  of  said  railway  company. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  that  the  common  use  of  said  tracks  within  the  meaning 
of  Subdivision  28  of  Section  1,  Chapter  II,  Article  II,  of  the  Charter 
means  any  and  all  railroads  contemplated  by  said  section  seeking  com- 
mon use,  and  as  a  condition  of  this  franchise  the  grantee  accepts  this 
condition. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  company  shall  be  laid  flush  with  the  level 
of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as  to  offer 
as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  of  vehicles; 
and  it  is  provided  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  so 
as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  main- 
taining and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the  streets  and  por- 
tions of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise  which  they  are  or  shall  be 
authorized  hereafter  by  law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  of  said  city 
and  county.

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Company  by  Bill  number  four  hundred  and  sixty-one  (461),  Ordinance 
number  four  hundred  and  twelve  (412),  approved  December  20,  A.  D. 
1901,  said  point  being  thirty-three  (33)  feet,  more  or  less,  northerly  of 
the  north  line  of  Eighteenth  street  (formerly  Solano  street);  thence  on 
an  eighteen  (IS)  degree  and  twenty  (20)  minute  curve,  more  or  less,  to 
the  left  across  Indiana  street,  crossing  Potrero  Nuevo  block  three  hun- 
dred and  forty-one  (341),  Iowa  street,  and  the  north  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
of  Potrero  Nuevo  block  three  hundred  and  sixteen  (316);  thence  on 
a  twenty  (20)  degree  curve,  more  or  less,  to  the  right,  crossing  Penn- 
sylvania avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Mariposa  street  and  entering 
Potrero  Nuevo  block  three  hundred  and  six  (306)  twelve  (12)  feet,  more 
or  less,  westerly  from  the  northwest  corner  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and 
Mariposa  street;  thence  northerly  across  Potrero  Nuevo  block  three  hun- 
dred and  six  (306)  and  Seventeenth  street  (formerly  Santa  Clara  street) 
ninety  (90)  feet,  more  or  less,  west  of  Pennsylvania  avenue;  thence  curv- 
ing to  the  left  on  a  fourteen  (14)  degree  and  twenty  (20)  minute  curve, 
more  or  less,  across  Potrero  Nuevo  block  three  hundred  and  seven  (307) 
and  entering  Seventh  street  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  feet,  more 
or  less,  southeasterly  from  the  southeast  corner  of  Mississippi  and  Sev- 
enth streets;  thence  continuing  on  said  curve  to  the  left  on  Seventh  street,

Sixteenth  street  (formerly  Center  street)  to  a  point  twenty-five  (25)  feet, 
more  or  less,  west  of  the  west  line  of  Arkansas  street;  thence  along 
Eighth  street  on  a  twenty-four  (24)  degree  curve  to  the  right  three  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (320)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  point  of  reversion;  thence 
on  a  fourteen  (14)  degree  curve  to  the  left  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360) 
feet,  more  or  less,  to  point  of  compounding;  thence  on  a  sixteen  (16)  de- 
gree curve  to  the  left  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet,  more  or  less,  to 
point  tangent,  said  point  being  in  the  center  of  Fifteenth  street,  eighty- 
five  (85)  feet,  more  or  less,  west  of  the  west  line  of  Carolina  street; 
thence  westerly  along  the  center  line  of  Fifteenth  street  to  the  east  line 
of  Rhode  Island  street. 

Spur  Track  No.  1 — Commencing  at  a  point  in  the  center  line  of  the 
hereinbefore  described  track  twenty-five  (25)  feet,  more  or  less,  westerly 
from  the  west  line  of  Arkansas  street;  thence  westerly  along  the  center 
line  of  Sixteenth  street  (formerly  Center  street)  to  the  east  line  of  De 
Haro  street. 

All  of  the  above  tracks  described  are  situate  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  and  as  more  clearly  shown, 
in  the  accompanying  blue  print  marked  in  yellow. 

The  right  is  hereby  granted  to  the  said  railway  company  during  the 
said  terms  to  lay  down  and  construct  its  said  road  and  to  use  and  run 
its  cars  propelled  by  steam  or  other  power  over  and  along  the  streets 
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and  parts  of  streets  described  and  between  the  points  as  aforesaid,  using 
such  material  in  the  construction  of  said  road  as  said  railway  company 
may  deem  fit,  complying,  however,  with  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  of 
the  State,  the  ordinances  of  the  city  and  county  and  the  regulations  of 
the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  relation  thereto  in  such  manner  that 
said  railway  company  shall  not  obstruct  or  hinder  the  use  of  said  streets 
or  parts  of  streets  as  public  streets  or  highways  beyond  the  use  thereof 
by  running  its  cars  propelled  by  steam  on,  over  and  along  them  as 
authorized  by  this  ordinance. 

And  provided  further,  that  the  railway  company  agrees  that  if,  at  any 
time  during  the  term  of  this  franchise,  the  city  decides  that  the  operation 
of  steam  locomotives  is  not  desirable  within  the  city  limits,  that  upon 
written  notice  of  not  less  than  one  (1)  year  to  that  effect  being  served 
upon  the  railway  company,  the  railway  company  agrees  to  withdraw  all 
such  steam  locomotives  and  substitute  electricity  or  some  other  less  objec- 
tionable motive  power,  and  that  the  railway  company  further  agrees  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  hereafter,  by 
giving  notice  in  writing  to  the  railway  company,  to  restrict  the  moving  of 
cars  upon  said  tracks  to  the  hours  between  6  o'clock  p.  m.  and  6  o'clock 
a.  m. 

And  the  railway  company  further  agrees  that  it  shall  not  allow  any 
car  or  locomotive  to  stand  upon  any  part  of  the  streets  described  and 
lying  in  the  streets  between  Indiana  and  Rhode  Island  streets;  and  that 
no  freight  shall  be  received  or  discharged  from  any  car  while  upon  said 
line,  it  being  the  express  understanding  that  this  franchise  is  granted 
along  the  above  named  streets  for  the  purpose  of  moving  cars  along  said 
streets  to  reach  certain  points,  and  that  the  right  to  use  any  of  the  above 
named  streets,  or  any  portion  thereof,  for  yard  purposes  is  strictly  pro- 
hibited. 

This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  express  conditions  prescribed  in 
the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  especially  !u 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Subdivision  twenty-eight  (28)  of  Section 
one   (1),  Chapter  two   (II),  Article  two  (II),  of  said  Charter. 

This  franchise  is  granted  subject  to  the  following  and  other  addi- 
tional conditions: 

That  the  railway  company  shall  lay  its  tracks  in  conformity  with  the 
city  grades  on  all  streets  or  parts  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise 
that  shall  have  been  graded  and  shall  pave  the  same  when,  and  in  the 
manner,  required  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  and  in  case  the  said 
railway  company  at  any  time  neglects  for  a  period  of  three  months  to 
put  in  order  and  repair  the  streets  or  parts  of  streets  covered  by  this 
franchise  after  the  same  shall  have  been  paved,  then  in  such  cases  the 
rights  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  determine  as  to  such  operation  so 
neglected,  and  the  municipal  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  shall  be  empowered  then  and  thereafter  to  remove  all  obstruc- 
tions from  such  portions  of  said  streets  at  the  expense  of  said  railway 
company. 

That  if  Sixteenth  street  shall  be  widened  by  the  city  the  position  of 
the  track  thereon  shall  be  shifted  to  the  new  center  line  of  said  street. 

That  if  hereafter  the  city  shall  grant  to  any  other  company  a  fran- 
chise for  a  double  track  on  the  portion  of  Sixteenth  street  hereby  covered, 
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then  the  track  of  the  railway  company  shall  be  shifted  to  a  line  six  and 
one-half  (6^)   feet  from  the  center  line  of  Sixteenth  street. 

That  the  railway  company  shall  construct  and  maintain  the  roadway 
pavement  for  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet  upon  each  side  of  its  tracks 
where  the  same  cross  streets. 

That  the  paving,  character  of  rail  and  all  other  work  on  the  streets 
shall  be  made  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  "Works. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
hereby  declares  that  the  common  use  of  the  said  tracks  within  the  mean- 
ing of  Subdivision  twenty-eight  (28)  of  Section  one  (1),  Chapter  two  (II), 
Article  two  (II),  of  the  Charter  means  any  and  all  railroads  contemplated 
by  said  section  seeking  common  use,  and  as  a  condition  of  this  franchise 
the  grantee  accepts  the  condition. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  railway  company  shall  be  laid  flush  with 
the  level  of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded  so  as 
to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by 
vehicles;  and  it  is  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  said  city  and 
county  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the 
streets  and  portions  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise  which  they  are 
or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter  by  law  to  exercise  over  the  public  streets 
of  said  city  and  county. 

Said  railway  must  commence  the  construction  of  this  work  within  one 
(1)  year  and  fully  complete  the  same  within  five  (5)  years  from  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance.  In  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of 
the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  the 
conditions  as  to  the  time  of  commencement  and  completion  of  the  work 
as  herein  specified,  then  and  in  that  event  all  rights  and  privileges 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  franchise  shall 
cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  said  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company 
should  ever  by  or  through  any  corporate  act  on  the  part  of  said  the  Atchi- 
son, Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  grant,  assign  or  lease,  or  in  any 
manner  dispose  of  this  franchise,  or  allow  to  any  other  common  carrier  the 
use  of  the  right  of  way  hereby  granted,  except  as  provided  by  Subdivision 
twenty-eight  (28),  Section  one  (1),  Chapter  two  (II),  Article  two  (II), 
of  the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  then  and  in  any  >f 
said  events  the  franchise  hereby  granted  shall  cease  and  determine,  and 
all  rights  and  privileges  thereunder  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1623. 

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COM- 
PANY, A  RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  OF  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR, 
AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT.  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE 
A  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY  BRANCHES, 
SIDETRACKS,  TURNOUTS.  SWITCHES.  CROSSINGS,  SPUR 
TRACKS,  YARD  TRACKS.  DEPOT  TRACKS,  AND  TERMINAL 
TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES  ALONG.  OYER.  UNDER.  ACROSS 
AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS.  AVENUES,  ALLEYS,  PLACES 
AND  PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRAN- 
CISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows : 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railway 
corporation  organized,  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  and  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco.  State  of  California,  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  double  track  railroad  from  a  point  within  the  city  and  comity 
of  San  Francisco  to  a  point  within  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  county  of 
Santa  Cruz,  State  of  California,  which,  when  completed  will  lie  about  eighty- 
three  (83)  miles  in  length  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintain- 
ing and  operating  a  portion  of  said  railroad  within  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  desires  permission  to  enter  the  said  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  with  its  said  railroad : 

Therefore  the  right  of  way  he  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  said 
Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  terms 
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hereinafter  set  forth,  to  use  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places 
and  properties  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  railroad  purposes  as 
hereinafter  set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Com- 
pany is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  by 
means  of  electricity,  or  other  motive  power  authorized  by  law  and  to  be 
hereafter  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  before  being  used,  a 
single  or  double  track  railroad,  standard  gauge,  namely,  a  gauge  of  four 
feet  eight  and  one-half  inches  (4  ft.  8%  in-)>  inside  measurement,  be- 
tween the  rails,  upon,  along,  across,  over  and  under  the  portions  of  the 
streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties  upon  the  routes  of  and  to 
be  traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  upon,  along,  over  and  under  the  right 
of  way  and  properties  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  from  a 
point  on  Illinois  street;  just  south  of  Army  street,  thence  running  in  a 
general  westerly  and  southwesterly  direction  to  a  point  on  the  southerly 
boundary  line  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco : 

And  also  for  a  branch  single  or  double  track  standard  gauge  railroad 
line,  commencing  within  what  is  known  as  the  Richmond  District,  in  said 
c'ty  and  county,  at  a  point  where  Eleventh  avenue  intersects  Fulton 
street;  thence  running  to  a  point  that  would  intersect  with  the  line  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  with  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  all 
necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy.  stay  and  sustaining  wires,  overhead 
construction,  connecting  tracks.  Y  tracks,  side  tracks,  turnouts,  curves, 
switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard  tracks,  depot  tracks,  terminal  tracks, 
depots,  station  buildings,  machine  shops,  and  facilities  upon  said  right  of 
way,  and  upon  and  into  the  terminal  grounds,  yards,  depots  and  prop- 
erties of  said  company,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks  with 
the  main  line  of  the  railroad  of  said  company  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

A  particular  description  of  said  routes  and  the  manner  in  which  said 
railroads  shall  be  constructed  is  as  follows,  viz. : 

ROUTE   NUMBER   ONE. 

Description  of  Main  Line  of  said  Railroad  and  the  Route  Thereof, 
Hereinafter  Designated  as  Number  One. 

The  main  line  of  said  railway,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  which,  and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  of  fifty  (50) 
years  from  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  Ordinance,  is  hereby 
granted,  starts  at  a  point  within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
State  of  California,  at  a  point  on  Illinois  street  just  south  of  Arm; 
street;  running  thence  across  private  property  westerly,  parallel  to  and 
.lust  south  of  Army  street,  to  Connecticut  street,  crossing  Kentucky,  Ten- 
nessee, Minnesota,  Indiana  and  Iowa  streets,  Pennsylvania  avenue,  Mis- 
sissippi, Texas,  Missouri  and  Connecticut  streets  at  grade:  thence  across 
private  property  by  curve  to  the  left  and  tangent  to  Orleans  sireei  al 
its  intersection  with  Norman  street,  crossing  Arkansas.  Wisconsin.  Caro- 
lina, De  Haro,  Mazzini,  Norman  and  Orleans  streets  at  grade:  thence 
across  private  property  by  curve  to  the  left,  crossing  Luck  street  at  grade 
and  entering  Barneveld  avenue  near  the  southerly  line  of  Luck  street; 
thence  along  Barneveld  avenue  and  Loomis  street  at  street  grade;  pass- 
ing under  Fifteenth  avenue  South,  with  a  clear  head  room  of  seventeen 
(17)    feet,  and  crossing  Waterloo  street  at  grade;   thence  across  private

property  between  Morengo  street  and  Barneveld  avenue;  crossing  over 
Dickenson  street  with  a  clear  head  room  of  fourteen  (14)  feet,  and  over 
San  Bruno  avenue  with  a  clear  head  room  of  sixteen  (16)  feet;  thence 
across  private  property  between  Crescent  avenue  and  Case  street,  cross- 
ing over  Paul  street  with  a  clear  head  room  of  fourteen  (14)  feet  and

Worcester  avenue  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  feet  northwest- 
erly from  Vernon  street,  crossing  under  Sickles  avenue  at  intersection  of 
De  Wolf  street  with  a  clear  head  room  of  seventeen  (17)  feet,  under  the 
intersection  of  Regent  street  and  San  Jose  avenue  with  a  clear  head  room 
of  eighteen  (18)  feet,  under  Liebig  street  with  a  clear  head  room  of  at 
least  eighteen  (18)  feet,  under  Palmetto  avenue  and  under  the  tracks 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  with  a  clear  head  room  of  at  least 
eighteen  (18)  feet,  crossing  Orizaba,  Bright,  Head  and  Victoria  streets 
at  grade,  crossing  over  Ramsell  street  with  a  clear  head  room  of  at  least 
fourteen  (14)  feet,  over  the  intersection  of  Worcester  and  Arch  streets 
with  a  clear  head  room  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet;  thence  running 
in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the  southerly  boundary  line  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco ;  also 

A  single  or  double  track  branch  line  along  Barneveid  avenue  and 
Vermont  street  from  the  intersection  of  Luck  street  and  Barneveld  ave- 
nue and  crossing  Tulare  street,  and  along  Vermont  street  to  Army  street 
at  street  grade. 

ROUTE    NUMBER    TWO. 

Description  of  Branch  Line  of  said  Railroad  and  the  Route  Thereof, 
Hereinafter  Designated  as  Route  No.  2. 

A  branch  railroad,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  which, 
and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  (25)  years 
from  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  Ordinance  only,  is  hereby 
granted,  commences  within  what  is  known  as  the  Richmond  District,  in 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  at  a  point  where  Eleventh  avenue 
intersects  Fulton  street ;  thence  northerly  along  Eleventh  avenue  to  a 
point  below  "A"  and  "B"  streets ;  thence  across  private  property  to  "A" 
street  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues ;  thence  westerly  along  "A" 
street  to  a  point  between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third  avenues ;  U'ence 
across   private   property   to   Twenty-third   avenue   between    "A"    and   "B" 
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streets;  thence  southerly  along  Twenty-third  avenue  to  a  point  between 
"B"  and  "C"  streets,  thence  across  private  property  to  "C"  street  be- 
tween Twenty-third  and  Twenty-fourth  avenues ;  thence  westerly  along 
"C"  street  to  a  point  between  Forty-seventh  and  Fortv-eighth  avenues ; 
thence  across  private  property  southerly  along  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  and 
across  Fulton  street  on  an  angle  to  the  northerly  line  of  Golden  Gate 
Park;  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  a  point  thirty  (30)  feet 
west  of  the  center  line  of  the  railway  operated  by  the  United  Railroads; 
thence  southerly  and  parallel  and  thirty  (30)  feet  distant  from  the 
center  of  the  railroad  operated  by  the  United  Railroad*,  across  Golden 
Gate  Park,  crossing  the  main  driveway  of  said  Goiden  Gate  Park,  by  an 
undergrade  crossing,  and  the  south  driveway  by  an  overhead  crossing  to 
"H"  street ;  thence  crossing  "H"  street  to  Forty-eighth  avenue,  within  the 
Sunset  District ;  thence  southerly  on  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  a  point  be- 
tween "Q"  and  "R"  streets,  thence  southeasterly  over  private  property 
and  crossing  "R"  street  to  Forty-seventh  avenue  between  "R"  and  "S" 
streets;  thence  southerly  on  Forty-seventh  avenue  to  the  southerly  end  of 
Forty-seventh  avenue  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  Rancho  Laguna 
de  la  Merced;  thence  through  the  Rancho  Laguna  de  la  Merced  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  to  a  point  on  line  number  one,  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, on  private  property  within  or  near  block  number  fifty-one  (51) 
of  the  lands  platted  by  the  Land  Association  as  per  map  thereof  on  file 
in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  in  and  for  the  said  city  and  county,  and 
crossing  Worcester  avenue  at  grade ;  and  crossing  over  Vernon  street  with 
a  clear  head  room  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet,  and  crossing  on  the 
intersection  of  Stanley  and  Arch  streets  with  a  clear  bead  room  of  at 
least  fourteen  (14)  feet,  crossing  over  Ramseil  street  with  a  clear  head 
room  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet,  and  crossing  Victoria  and  Head  streets 
at  grade;  together  with  a  connecting  line  crossing  the  western  part  of 
the  Rancho  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  between  Lake  Merced  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  lines  numbers  one  md  two  at  points 
convenient  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  and  also 

Commencing  on  the  above  described  line  on  "C"  street  at  or  near 
Twenty-third  avenue,  within  said  Richmond  District :  thence  easterly  along 
"C"  street  to  a  point  between  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  avenues ;  thence  across 
private  property  to  and  connecting  with  the  above  described  line  on 
Eleventh  avenue. 

The  franchise  over  the  route  hereinbefore  designated  as  route  number 
two  is  hereby  granted  upon  the  condition  that  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway 
Company  will  pay  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  following 
percentages  of  the  gross  receipts  arising  from  the  use,  operation,  pos- 
session and  enjoyment  of  the  franchise  over  said  route  number  two  as 
follows,  viz. : 

Three  per  centum  of  such  gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years 
of  the  period  for  which  this  franchise  is  hereby  granted;  lour  per  centum 
of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  nexl  succeeding  ten  years,  and  five  per 
centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  balance  of  the  term  of  this  fran- 
chise.  Said  gross  receipts  shall  he  based  upon  a  just  and  correct  pro- 
portion of  the  receipts  arising  from  the  traffic  carried  over  route  number 
two,  upon  a  mileage  basis  for  the  mileage  of  said  route  number  two  within 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  upon   all   business  carried  over  said 
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route  number  two,  whether  said  business  originates  within  or  without  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  This  provision,  however,  shall  not  be 
construed  as  requiring  any  payments  to  be  made  for  receipts  for  traffic 
over  that  portion  of  the  haul  other  than  route  number  two. 

YARDS— NUMBER  THREE. 

Description  of  the  Yards  of  Said  Railroad  Hereinafter  Designated  as 
Number  Three. 

The  yards  of  said  railway,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
which,  and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  of  fifty  (50)  years 
only  from  the  date  of  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance,  is  hereby  granted, 
commences  at  a  point  on  and  connecting  with  said  route  number  one,  here- 
inafter described,  said  point  being  situated  on  route  number  one  just  south 
of  Army  street  and  near  the  westerly  line  of  Missouri  street ;  thence  in 
a  southwesterly  direction  to  Barneveld  avenue,  with  a  single  or  double 
track,  with  divergent  spur  or  side  tracks,  running  southwesterly  and 
crossing  Connecticut  street  with  four  tracks,  crossing  Arkansas,  Wiscon- 
sin, Carolina  and  De  Haro  streets  with  six  (G)  tracks,  Mazzini  street 
with  four  (4)  tracks.  Bourbon  street  with  three  (3)  tracks,  Orleans  street 
with  six  ((!)  tracks,  Tulare  street  with  two  (2)  tracks,  and  connecting 
with  the  main  line  on  Barneveld  avenue  with  six  (6)  tracks;  all  of  the 
tracks  described  in  this  description  number  three  are  to  be  used  for  yard 
tracks,  and  interchangeably  connecting  the  same  with  such  suitable 
switches,  crossings,  branch  tracks,  and  connections  within  the  limits  of 
said  yards  and  properties  last  above  mentioned  as  said  Ocean  Shore  Rail- 
way Company  shall  deem  necessary,  and  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway 
Company  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
such  additional  side  tracks,  spur  tracks,  switches,  crossings  and  con- 
nections in  its  said  yards  as  said  company  may  deem  necessary,  and  it 
is  hereby  granted  a  right  of  way  over,  along,  across  and  upon  any  and 
all  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  and  places  which  may  be  hereafter 
opened  through  or  within  or  into  said  yards  or  properties. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  railway  company  shall  be  laid  flush  with 
the  level  of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as 
to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by 
vehicles,  and  it  is  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  said  city  and 
county  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the 
streets  and  portions  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise  which  they  are 
or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter  by  law  to  exercise  over  public  streets  of 
said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  3.  The  bridges  and  viaducts  herein  referred  to  are  to  be  con- 
structed and  maintained  by  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company.  They 
shall  be  of  masonry,  brick  work  or  concrete,  or  shall  have  a  superstructure 
of  iron  or  steel  supported  by  masonry,  brickwork  or  concrete  abutments, 
piers  or  by  columns  of  iron,  steel  or  .other  suitable  material.  Railroad 
bridges  are  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  oil  drippings,  cinders  and 
other  waste  from  dropping  to  the  street  underneath. 

For  the  support  of  the  bridges,  which  are  oblique  and  consequently  of 
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more  than  ordinary  length,  columns  or  piers  on  center  lines  of  streets 
and  on  curb  lines  will  be  allowed.  For  the  support  of  all  other  railroad 
bridges  over  streets,  no  supports  within  street  lines  will  be  allowed,  ex- 
cept columns  or  piers  along  curb  lines  of  streets,  and  piers  or  columns  in 
center  of  streets  where  specially  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  base  width  of  columns  and  piers  for  bridge  support  along  the 
center  lines  of  streets  shall  not  exceed  five  feet,  and  the  base  width  of 
columns  or  piers  on  curb  lines  shall  not  exceed  two  feet. 

The  faces  of  columns  or  piers  at  the  curb  lines  are  to  be  at  least  six 
inches  back  of  the  official  curb  lines. 

Abutments  for  all  bridges  are  to  be  constructed  of  stone,  or  brick 
masonry,  or  of  concrete. 

The  least  clearance  or  head  room  for  the  roadway  of  streets  passing 
under  railroad  bridges  is  to  be  thirteen  and  five-tenths  (13.5)  feet,  with 
the  use  of  a  railroad  bridge  measuring  vertically  from  top  of  rail  to  bot- 
tom of  ironwork  not  to  exceed  two  and  four-tenths  (2.4)  feet,  and  such 
railroad  bridge  is  to  be  used  in  all  cases  where  its  use  will  give  a  least 
clearance  less  than  thirteen  and  eight-tenths  (13.8)  feet.  Where  vertical 
distance  from  street  grade  to  top  cf  rail  of  railroad  admits  of  the  rail- 
road bridge  measuring  vertically  more  than  two  and  four-tenths  ( 2.4 ) 
feet  from  top  of  rail  to  bottom  of  ironwork,  and  leaving  at  least  thirteen 
and  eight-tenths  (13.8)  feet  clear  between  street  and  bottom  of  ironwork 
of  the  railroad  bridge,  greater  depth  of  railroad  bridge  may  be  used,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  at  all  sub-grade  crossings  of  railroad  for  which  fran- 
chises may  exist  or  be  hereafter  granted  the  depth  from  top  of  rail  to 
the  lowest  part  of  the  superstructure  shall  not  exceed  two  and  four-tenths 
(2.4)  feet  where  an  increase  in  said  depth  will  reduce  the  clear  head 
room  to  less  than  twenty  (20)  feet. 

Where  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  under  streets  bridge  over 
said  railroad  such  bridges  shall  have  the  same  roadway  width  as  the 
width  of  the  roadway  of  the  several  streets  on  which  said  bridges  are 
built  and  shall  have  sidewalks  on  each  side  at  least  eight  feet  in  width, 
when  so  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  time  of  the  construc- 
tion of  such  bridges. 

Where  the  railroad  track  or  tracks  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Com- 
pany hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed  is  or  are  laid  along  any  public 
street  upon  the  surface  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in 
repair  such  street  from  curb  to  curb,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  mate- 
rial as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors ;  and 
where  any  such  track  crosses  any  public  street  upon  the  surface  thereof, 
the  said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the  roadway  <>i  the 
street,  including  curbs,  lor  fifty  feet  upon  each  side  of  the  center  line  of 
such  track,  and  in  case  of  oblique  crossings  the  roadway  of  the  si  reels. 
including  curbs,  between  lines  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the  direction  of 
the  street  at  points  tifty  feet  beyond  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines  by 
the  center  line  of  the  track,  in  such  manner  and  witli  such  material  as 
may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Supervisors. 

The  bridges  for  streets  wbose  grades  have  already  been  established, 
or  for  any  such  as  may  hereafter  be  established,  at  sullicieiit  elevation 
above  the  railroad  to  permit  bridging  over  the  railroad,  shall  have  full 
roadway  widths  and  sidewalks  upon  each  side  at   least  elghl    feet   in  width. 
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Where  the  roadway  of  a  street  is  already  improved,  it  shall  be  recon- 
structed to  the  new  grade  by  the  railway  company,  such  reconstruction 
to  be  made  either  prior  to  or  at  the  time  such  bridge  over  such  street  is 
being  constructed. 

If  the  projected  boulevard  east  of  Lake  Merced  be  constructed,  said 
railroad  shall  cross  the  same  by  a  bridge  or  viaduct,  and  said  railway 
company  may  depress  the  roadbed  of  said  boulevard  so  as  to  admit  of 
said  railroad  crossing  said  boulevard  at  the  established  grade  of  said  rail- 
road with  a  clear  head  room  of  fourteen  (14)  feet. 

Sec.  4.  The  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  shall  pay  the  cost  involved 
in  making  all  grade  changes  necessary  for  the  proper  construction  of  the 
railroad  tracks  of  said  railroad  company,  including  reconstruction  of  street 
improvements  at  new  elevation  and  including  damages  to  private  prop- 
erty resulting  from  grade  changes,  determined  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  as  prescribed  by  law  or  upon  appeal  to  the  courts.  The  said 
company  shall  also  pay  for  special  structures  and  devices  required  for  the 
sewers  already  constructed,  and  for  other  sewers  hereafter  to  be  con- 
structed, and  all  additional  cost  of  sewers  made  necessary  on  account  of 
streets  carried  on  bridges  over  said  railroad  tracks. 

Sec.  5.  The  rights  hereby  granted  are  upon  the  express  conditions  pre- 
scribed in  and  by  the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  especially  in  and  by  Subdivisions  27  and  2S  of  Section  1,  Chapter 
II,  Article  II  thereof.  The  grant  hereby  made  for  the  use  of  said  rail- 
road, described  hereinbefore  as  "route  number  one,"  and  "yaids — number 
three,"  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  fifty  (50)  years  only  and  the  grant 
hereby  made  for  the  use  of  said  railroad,  described  hereinbefore  as  "route 
number  two,"  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  twenty-five   (25)   years  only. 

Sec.  G.  The  character  and  general  arrangement  of  all  structures  and 
poles  herein  referred  to,  the  materials  of  which  they  are  to  be  built,  and 
all  work  of  whatsoever  kind  upon  the  streets,  will  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  when  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  and  the  nature  and  character  of  tracks  to  be  used  shall 
be  prescribed  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  7.  Said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  must  commence  the  con- 
struction of  the  line  of  its  said  railroad  hereinbefore  authorized  and  here- 
inbefore described  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance, 
and  fully  complete  the  same  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  pas- 
sage :  but  the  construction  of  a  single  track  upon,  over,  under  or  across 
the  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets  upon  the  route  thereof  hereinbefore 
described  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  sufficient  compiianc  with  this  require- 
ment. In  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  company  to  com- 
mence and  complete  said  work  within  the  time  herein  specified,  ail  rights 
and  privileges  hereby  granted,  and  this  franchise,  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine as  to  such  portion  of  the  said  line  of  said  railroad  as  may  then  re- 
main uncompleted. 

Sec.  S.  The  poles  erected  or  to  be  erected  and  maintained  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  for  supporting  the  overhead  construction  for 
said  railway  shall  be  located  at  equal  distances  apart,  and  the  posting  of 
bills  and  other  advertising  matter  thereon   is  hereby  prohibited.     All  of 
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said  poles  shall  be  by  the  said  railway  company  set  on  the  sidewalk  and 
close  against  the  inner  line  of  the  curb,  and  all  excavations  for  the  plac- 
ing of  such  poles  shall  be  promptly  refilled  with  earth  and  thoroughly 
settled  and  tamped,  and  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  pavement  shall  be 
restored  to  the  same  condition  a^  it  was  in  before  such  excavations  were 
made,  and  shall  be  so  maintained  by  the  said  railway  company,  and  all 
suspended  wires  or  conductors  used  in  connection  with  said  overhead  con- 
struction shall  be  stretched  and  maintained  at  a  uniform  heighl  of  not 
less  than  eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street. 

Sec.  9.  On  or  before  the  loth  day  of  January  of  each  year  after  the 
receipts  for  the  traffic  over  route  number  two,  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for,  shall  have  been  earned,  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  railway 
company  shall  make  and  file  with  the  C'erk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
a  sworn  statement  of  the  gross  receipts  of  such  railway  for  the  preceding 
year,  and  the  percentages  aforesaid  upon  said  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  the  next  ensuing  February 
after  such  gross  receipts  shall  have  been  earned. 

Sec.  10.  During  the  construction  period  of  said  railroad  said  com- 
pany may  use  steam  as  a  motive  power  for  moving  its  construction  cars. 

Sec  11.  The  franchise  given  by  this  Ordinance  shall  not  be  construed 
as  granting  unto  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  a  right  to  engage 
in  the  street  railroad  business.  It  may,  however,  establish  and  maintain 
stations  along  the  line  of  its  said  road  so  as  to  properly  serve  the  public 
desiring  to  use  said  railroad,  provided,  however,  that  such  stops  shall  be 
made  en  route  as  may  be  provided  by  Ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors hereafter. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  hereafter  requested  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  and 
maintain  flagmen  and  gates  at  such  street  crossings  as  may  be  indicated 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec  13.  The  franchise  on  route  number  two  is  given  conditioned  that 
the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  construct  its  line  of  road 
over  route  number  one. 

Sec  14.  If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  held 
to  be  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  effect  the  remaining  portions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec  15.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage  and  approval.

AGREEMENT  OF  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY  WITH  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  AS  TO  CONDITIONS  SUP- 
PLEMENTARY TO  FRANCHISE. 

As  stipulated  by  the  Attorney  for  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  held  October  2,  1905,  the  fol- 
lowing agreement  was  entered  into  by  said  company  with  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  which  said  agreement  was  ratified,  accepted  and 
approved  by  Resolution  No.  6401  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  passed 
October  9,  1905,  and  approved  by  his  Honor,  the  Mayor.  October  12,  1905 : 

This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  4th  day  of  October,  1905, 
by  and  between  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  organ- 
ized, created  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  as  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  within  the  State  of  California,  a  municipal  corporation  organ- 
ized, created  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  as  party  of  the  second  part. 

WITNESSETH : 

Whereas.  The  pary  of  the  first  part  did  heretofore  make  an  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 
State  of  California,  for  a  franchise  over,  along,  upon  and  across  certain 
streets,  avenues  and  public  highways  within  said  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  proposed  franchise  is  embraced  and  fully  set  forth  in 
Amended  Bill  No.  1708,  duly  passed  to  print  by  the  said  Board  of  Super- 
visors in  open  session  on  the  25th  clay  of  September.  3005,  and 

Whereas,  Said  bill  came  up  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  open 
session  for  final  passage  on  the  2d  day  of  October.  1905,  and  at  said 
time  it  was  required  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  that  in  order  to  fully 
protect  and  subserve  the  interests  of  the  people  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  certain  conditions  should  be  imposed  upon  said  first  party 
before  the  final  passage  of  said  bill  and  the  approval  thereof  by  the  Mayor, 
and 

Whereas,  The  party  of  the  first  part  did  then  and  there  agree  to  and 
with  the  said  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  that  if  said  bill  was  passed  finally  at  said  session  so  held 
on  the  2d  day  of  October,  1905,  that  it.  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
would  make  and  enter  into  a  contract  in  writing  with  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  embodying  said  conditions,  before  said  bill 
should  be  finally  passed,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Now,  therefore,  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  purpose  of  fully 
carrying  out  the  terms,  promises,  and  conditions  so  stated  as  aforesaid, 
has  agreed  and  does  hereby  agree  to  and  with  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part,  that  in  the  event  of  the  granting  to  it,  the  said  party  of  the  first 
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part,  of  the  franchise  aforesaid,  and  as  essential  conditions  thereof  as  fol- 
lows, to  wit : 

First — That  at  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  said  franchise  is  so  to 
be  granted  for  the  route  that  is  described  in  said  bill  as  being  "Route 
Number  Two."  the  same  to  be  granted  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  (25) 
years,  all  of  its  road  track,  ties,  rails,  and  bed  of  such  railway,  and  all  of 
its  stationary  fixtures  upon  the  public  streets  then  occupied  by  it,  shall 
immediately  become  and  be  the  property  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco.     This  covenant  applies  to  said  Route  Number  Two  only. 

Second — That  it  will,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  at  any  time  within  ninety 
days  (90)  before  the  actual  commencement  of  the  construction  of  said 
Route  Number  Two,  surrender  said  franchise,  so  granted,  over,  upon,  along 
and  across  the  following  described  portion  of  the  route  therein  described 
as  being  "Route  Number  Two,"  namely :  Commencing  at  the  intersection 
of  "H"  street  with  Forty-eighth  avenue ;  thence  running  along  Forty- 
eighth  avenue  to  the  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  "R"  street ;  thence 
easterly  along  the  center  line  of  "R"  street  to  the  center  line  of  Forty- 
seventh  avenue;  thence  southerly  along  the  center  line  of  Forty-seventh 
avenue  to  Ocean  avenue ;  provided,  in  lieu  thereof  and  co-extensive  with 
the  surrender  aforesaid,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  grant 
to  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  a  franchise  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing, operating  and  maintaining  a  railroad  upon,  over  and  across 
such  parts  of  "H"  street.  Forty-seventh  avenue,  Forty-sixth  avenue,  Forty- 
fifth  avenue  and  "R"  street  as  will  permit  of  a  continuous  route  for  said 
railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  place  of  the  surrendered  portion 
of  the  franchise  aforesaid,  and  thereby  to  fill  up  the  gap  in  the  line  of 
said  Route  Number  Two  caused  by  such  surrender,  meaning  hereby  that 
the  party  of  the  second  part  may  indicate  the  rente  to  be  traversed  by 
said  party  of  the  first  part.  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  in  making 
the  connection  aforesaid  so  as  to  give  the  said  railway  company  a  con- 
tinuous line  of  road  over  said  Route  Number  Two. 

Third — That  it  will  permit  the  police  officers  and  firemen  of  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  while  in  uniform  and  engaged  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  respective  duties,  to  ride  free  upon  the  cars  and  trains 
of  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  within  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  tor  and  during  the  period  for  which  said  rail- 
way company  shall  he  granted  the  franchise  aforesaid  for  its  line  of  rail- 
road within  said  city  and  county. 

Fourth—  That,  for  and  during  the  period  for  which  said  franchise  shall 
bo  granted,  it  will,  at  convenient  points  along  the  line  of  its  said  railroad, 
receive  loaded  upon  its  cars  such  street  sweepings  as  may  be  loaded  there- 
upon by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  will  transport  such  street 
Sweepings  to  such  point  or  points  along  the  line  of  its  said  railroad. 
within  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  as  may  he  by  said  party 
of  the  second  part  desired,  the  same  to  bo  unloaded  by  said  party  of  the 
second  part.  Such  transportation  of  said  street  sweepings  shall  be  done 
at   the  actual  cost   thereof  to  the  said  party  of  the  lirst  part. 

in  witness  whereof,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  has,  by  resolution 

of  its  Board  of  Directors  duly  passed,  duly  caused  this  agreement  to  be 
signed  by  its  president,   attested   by   its  secretary,   and   the  seal   of   the  cor- 
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poration  to  be  affixed  hereto,  this  4th  day  of  October,  3905,  and  the  party 
of  the  second  part,  by  resolution  of  its  Board  of  Supervisors,  has  author- 
ized the  Mayor  of  said  city   and   county  of  San  Francisco  to   sign   this 
contract  for  aud  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1808. 

PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COM- 
PANY, A  RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  OF  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR, 
AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE 
A  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY  BRANCHES, 
SIDE  TRACKS,  TURNOUTS.  SWITCHES,  CROSSINGS,  SPUR 
TRACKS,  YARD  TRACKS.  DEPOT  TRACKS  AND  TERMINAL 
TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES  ALONG.  OVER,  UNDER.  ACROSS  AND 
UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS.  AVENUES,  ALLEYS.  PLACES  AND 
PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fraucisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Whereas,  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railway 
corporation  organized,  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  and  having  its  principal  place  of  busiuess  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  double-track  railroad  from  a  point  within  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  to  a  point  within  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  county  of 
Santa  Cruz,  State  of  California,  which  when  completed  will  be  about 
eighty-three  (83)  miles  in  length,  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating  a  portion  of  said  railroad  within  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  desires  permission  to  enter  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  with  its  said  railroad : 

Therefore,  the  right  of  way  be  and  it  is  hereby  given  unto  the  said 
Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  tiie  term 
and  period  of  fifty  (50)  years  from  and  after  October  5,  A.  D.  1905.  to 
use  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private 
properties  hereinafter  named  and  described  for  railroad  purposes  as  here- 
inafter set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Com- 
pany is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain,  and  operate  by 
means  of  electricity,   a   single  or  double-track   railroad,   standard   gauge, 
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namely,  a  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches  (4  feet  S1/.  inches), 
inside  measurement,  between  the  rails,  upon,  along,  across,  over  and  un- 
der the  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private 
properties  upon  the  routes  of  and  to  be  traversed  by  said  railroad  and 
upon,  along,  over  and  under  the  right  of  way  and  properties  of  said  Ocean 
Shore  "Railway  Company,  and  over,  along  and  across  the  particular  route 
hereinafter  described,  with  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
all  necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay  and  sustaining  wires,  overhead 
construction,  connecting  tracks,  Y  tracks,  side  tracks,  turnouts,  curves, 
switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard  tracks,  depot  tracks,  terminal  tracks, 
depots,  station  buildings,  machine  shops  and  facilities  upon  said  right  of 
way.  and  upon  and  into  the  terminal  grounds,  yards,  depots  and  prop- 
erties of  said  railroad  company,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks 
with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  of  said  company  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Said  grant  is  hereby  made  over,  along,  upon  and  across  the  route  of 
which  the  following  is  a  general  description,  namely : 

Commencing  and  connecting  with  the  tracks  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Rail- 
way Company  on  Vermont  street  where  the  same  intersects  the  southerly 
line  of  Army  street;  thence  with  a  single  or  double  track  railroad  north- 
erly along  Vermont  street  to  and  within  Twenty-fifth  street;  thence  west- 
erly along  Twenty-tilth  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Potrero  avenue; 
thence  westerly  across  private  property  to  and  within  Hampshire  street: 
thence  with  a  single-track  railroad  northerly  along  Hampshire  street  to 
and  within  Mariposa  street:  thence  westerly  along  Mariposa  street  to 
where  the  same  would  intersect  the  center  line  of  York  street :  thence 
continuing  with  a  single  or  double  track  railroad  westerly  along  Mari- 
posa street  to  and  within  Florida  street:  thence  northerly  along  Florida 
street  to  its  northern  end.  and  crossing  the  track  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  Company  on  Florida  street  by  an  overhead  crossing  with  a  clear 
headroom  of  at  least  twenty-four  (24)  feet;  thence  in  a  northwesterly 
direction  across  block  forty-six  (46)  in  the  Mission  District  to  a  point 
on  the  southeasterly  side  of  Harrison  street  which  would  be  directly 
opposite  Twelfth  street;  thence  northwesterly  crossing  Harrison  street, 
and  along  Twelfth  street  to  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street.  Also 
commencing  and  connecting  with  the  line  above  described  at  the  inter- 
section of  Mariposa  and  York  streets,  and  thence  with  a  single  track  rail- 
road southerly  along  the  center  line  of  York  street  to  a  point  in  York 
street  winch  would  be  about  ninety  (!)())  feet  northerly  from  the  north- 
erly line  of  Twenty- tilth  street;  thence  easterly  crossing  private  prop- 
erty to  Hampshire  street  ;  thence  connecting  with  the  line  above  described. 
All  street  crossings  excepting  Division-streel  crossing  shall  in-  at  grade. 
Division-street  crossing  on  Florida  street  shall  lie  by  an  overhead  cross 
mg  having  a  clear  headroom  of  not    less  than    fourteen    (lit    feet. 

This  franchise  is  granted  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  upon 
the  condition  that  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  pay  to  the 
City  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  following  percentages  of  the  gross 
receipts  received  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  and  enjoyment  of 
this  franchise,  viz.: 

For  the  tirst  five  years  no  percentage  shall  he  paid;  for  the  nexl  suc- 
ceeding fifteen  years  three  I  ■"•  I  per  centum  of  such  m-oss  receipts  shall  be 
paid;  for  the  next  succeeding  fifteen  years  four   Hi   per  centum  of  such 
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gross  receipts  shall  be  paid,  and.  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which 
this  franchise  shall  be  granted  five  (5)  per  centum  of  such  gross  receipts 
shall  be  paid. 

Such  gross  receipts  shall  be  based  upon  a  just  and  correct  proportion 
of  the  receipts  arising  from  the  traffic  carried  over  the  road  described 
in  this  franchise  upon  a  mileage  basis  for  the  mileage  of  said  route  upon 
all  business  carried  over  said  route,  whether  said  business  originates 
within  or  without  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  further  provided  and  this  franchise  is  granted  on  the  express  con- 
dition that,  at  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted, 
the  road  track  and  bed  of  such  railway  and  all  its  stationary  fixtures 
upon  the  public  streets  shall  become  the  property  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco. 

Sec.  2.  The  tracks  of  said  railway  company  shall  be  laid  flush  with 
the  level  of  the  street  wherever  the  same  shall  have  been  graded,  so  as 
to  offer  as  little  obstruction  as  practicable  to  the  crossing  thereof  by 
vehicles;  and  it  is  provided  further  that  nothing  in  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  from  maintaining  and  exercising  the  same  juris- 
diction over  the  streets  and  portions  of  streets  covered  by  this  franchise 
which  they  are  or  shall  be  authorized  hereafter  by  law  to  exercise  over 
public  streets  in  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Sec  3.  Where  the  railroad  track  or  tracks  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Rail- 
way Company  hereby  authorized  to  be  constructed  is  or  are  laid  along 
any  public  street  upon  the  surface  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  pave 
and  keep  in  repair  such  street  from  curl)  to  curl)  in  such  manner  and 
with  such  material  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors:  and  whore  any  such  track  crosses  any  public  street  upon 
the  surface  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  repair  the 
roadway  of  the  street,  including  curbs,  for  fifty  (50)  feet  upon  each  side 
of  the  center  line  of  such  track ;  and  in  case  of  obliqtie  crossings  the 
roadway  of  the  street,  including  curbs,  between  lines  drawn  at  right 
angles  to  the  direction  of  the  street  at  points  fifty  (50)  feet  beyond  the 
intersection  of  the  curb  lines  by  the  center  line  of  the  track,  in  such 
manner  and  with  such  material  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Sec  4.  The  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  shall  pay  the  cost  in- 
volved in  making  all  grade  changes  necessary  for  the  proper  construc- 
tion of  the  railroad  tracks  of  said  railroad  company,  including  recon- 
struction of  street  improvements  at  new  elevations  and  including  dam- 
age's to  private  property  resulting  from  grade  changes,  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works,  as  prescribed  by  law  or  upon  appeal  to  the 
courts.  The  said  company  shall  also  pay  for  special  structures  and  de- 
vices required  for  the  sewers  already  constructed  and  for  other  sewers 
hereafter  to  be  constructed. 

Sec  5.  The  rights  hereby  granted  are  upon  the  express  conditions 
prescribed  in  and  by  the  Charter  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and  especially  in  and  by  Subdivisions  27  and  28,  of  Section  1, 
Chapter  II,  Article  II,  thereof. 
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Sec.  G.  The  character  and  general  arrangement  of  all  structures  and 
poles  herein  referred  to.  the  materials  of  which  they  are  'to  be  built, 
the  nature  and  character  of  tracks  to  be  used  and  all  work  of  whatso- 
ever kind  upon  the  streets  will  be  subject  to  the  supervision  ot  the 
Board  of  Public  Works. 

Sec.  7.  The  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  must  commence  the  con- 
struction of  the  line  of  its  said  railroad  hereinbefore  authorized  and  here- 
inbefore described  within  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
and  fully  complete  the  same  within  five  years  from  the  date  of  such  pas- 
sage ;  but  the  construction  of  a  single  track  upon,  over,  under  or  across 
the  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets  upon  the  route  thereof  herein- 
before described  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  sufficient  compliance  with  this 
requirement.  In  case  of  failure  or  neglect  on  the  part  of  said  company 
to  commence  and  complete  said  track  within  the  time  herein  specified, 
all  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted,  and  this  franchise,  shall  cease 
and  determine  as  to  such  portion  of  the  said  line  of  said  railroad  as  may 
then  remain   uncompleted. 

Sec.  S.  The  poles  erected  or  to  be  erected  and  maintained  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  for  supporting  the  overhead  ((instruction  for 
said  railway  shall  lie  located  at  equal  distances  apart,  and  the  posting 
of  bills  and  other  advertising  matter  thereon  is  hereby  prohibited.  All  of 
said  poles  shall  he  by  the  said  railway  company  set  on  the  sidewalk  and 
close  against  the  inner  line  of  the  curb,  and  all  excavations  tor  the  plac- 
ing of  such  poles  shall  be  promptly  refilled  with  earth  and  thoroughly 
settled  and  tamped,  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  pavement  shall  lie  re- 
stored to  the  same  condition  as  it  was  in  before  such  excavations  were 
made,  and  shall  be  so  maintained  by  the  said  railway  company,  and  all 
suspended  wires  or  conductors  used  in  connection  with  said  overhead  con- 
struction shall  be  stretched  and  maintained  at  a  uniform  height  of  nol 
less  than  eighteen  (18)  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  overhead  construction  for  that  portion  of  the  railway  to 
he  constructed  upon  Twelfth  street  shall  he  supported  by  ornamental 
iron  poles  to  he  placed  in  the  center  ot"  said  street.  This  franchise  is 
granted  and  accepted  on  the  express  condition  that  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors may  at  any  time  require  that  all  feed  wires  he  placed  underground. 

Sec  p.  During  the  construction  of  said  railroad  said  company  may 
use  steam  as  a  motive  power  for  moving  all   its  construction  cars. 

gEC.  10.  The  franchise  given  by  this  Ordinance  shall  not  he  construed 
as  granting  unto  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  a  righl  to  engage 
in   the  street    railroad   business. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  hereafter  requested  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Ocean  shore  Railway  Company  shall  from  time  to  time  establish  and 
maintain  flagmen  ami  uraies  ai  such  streel  crossings  as  may  he  indi- 
cated   by    the    Board    of    Supervisors. 

Sec.  m.  That  the  Ocean  shore  Railway  Company  will  permit  the 
police  officers  and  firemen  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Frauclseo,  while 
in  uniform  and  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  to 
ride  t'vov  upon  the  cars  of  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  within 
the  said  city   and   coun'y   of   San    Francisco. 
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Sec.  13.  For  and  during  the  period  for  which  said  franchise  shall 
be  granted  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  at  convenient  points 
along  the  line  of  its  said  railroad  receive  and  load  upon  its  cars  such 
street  sweepings  as  may  be  loaded  thereupon  by  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  and  will  transport  such  street  sweepings  to  such  point 
or  points  along  tbe  line  of  its  said  railroad  within  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  as  may  be  by  the  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco desired.  All  loading  and  unloading  of  cars  shall  be  done  by  tbe 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  Such  transportation  shall  be  done 
at  tbe  actual  cost  thereof  to  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  34.  No  motive  power  shall  be  used  in  the  propelling  of  the  cars 
and  trains  of  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  under  this  franchise 
excepting  electricity  unless  express  authority  therefor  shall  hereafter 
be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  of  the  sections  or  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall 
be  held  to  be  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  atfect  the  remaining  por- 
tions of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  H>.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  its  passage.

The  following  Resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously  passed: 
Whereas,    This    corporation    did    heretofore    make    an    application    to 
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the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  for  permission  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its  rail- 
road over,  along,  upon  and  across  certain  streets  within  the  said  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco ;  and 

Whereas,  A  Bill  has  heretofore  been  passed  to  print  by  the  said

AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING    SECTION   1   OF  ORDINANCE   NO.    1808, 
"PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY 
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COMPANY,  A  RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  OF  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY 
FOR,  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OP- 
ERATE A  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY 
BRANCHES,  SIDE-TRACKS,  TURN-OUTS,  SWITCHES,  CROSSINGS, 
SPUR-TRACKS,  YARD-TRACKS,  DEPOT-TRACKS  AND  TERMIN- 
AL-TRACKS AND  FACILITIES,  ALONG,  OVER,  UNDER,  ACROSS 
AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS,  AVENUES,  ALLEYS,  PLACES 
AND  PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRAN- 
CISCO," AND  ADDING  THERETO  A  NEW  SECTION  TO  BE  NUM- 
BERED SEVENTEEN. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  1808  be  and  the  same  here- 
by is  amended  by  amending  Section  1  thereof  so  as  to  read  as  follows, 
viz. : 

Section  1.  Whereas,  The  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railway 
corporation  organized,  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  California,  and  having  its  principal  place  of  business  In  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  double-track  railroad,  from  a  point  within  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  to  point  within  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  county  of  Santa 
Cruz,  State  of  California,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  about  eighty- 
three  (83)  miles  in  length,  and  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  main- 
taining and  operating  a  portion  of  said  railroad  within  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  desires  permission  to  enter  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  with  its  said  railroad; 

Therefore,  The  right  of  way  be  and  it  is  hereby  given  unto  the  said  Ocean 
Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  term  and 
period  of  fifty  (50)  years  from  and  after  October  5,  A.  D.  1905,  to  use 
portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private  proper- 
ties, hereinafter  named  and  described,  for  railroad  purposes  as  hereinafter 
set  forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  Is 
hereby  granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate,  by  means  of 
electricity,  a  single  or  double  track  railroad,  standard  gauge,  namely,  a 
gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches  (4  feet  8y2  inches),  inside 
measurement,  between  the  rails,  upon,  along,  across,  oyer  and  under  the 
portions  of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private  prop- 
erties upon  the  routes  of  and  to  be  traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  upon, 
along,  over,  and  under  the  right  of-  way  and  properties  of  said  Ocean 
Shore  Railway  Company,  and  over,  along,  and  across  the  particular  route 
hereinafter  described,  with  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
all  necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay,  and  sustaining  wires,  overhead 
construction,  connecting  tracks,  Y-tracks,  side-tracks,  turnouts,  curves, 
switches,  crossings,  spur-tracks,  yard-tracks,  depot-tracks,  terminal-tracks, 
depots,  station  buildings,  machine  shops  and  facilities,  upon  said  right 
of  way,  and  upon  and  into  the  terminal  grounds,  yards,  depots  and  prop- 
erties of  said  railroad  company,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks 
with  the  main  line  of  the  railroad  of  said  company,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Said  grant  is  hereby  made  over,  along,  upon  and  across  the  route  of 
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which  the  following  is  a  general  description,  viz.:  Commencing  and  con- 
necting with  the  tracks  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  on  Ver- 
mont street,  where  the  same  intersects  the  southerly  line  of  Army  street; 
thence  with  a  single  or  double  track  railroad  northerly  along  Vermont 
street  to  and  within  Twenty-fifth  street;  thence  westerly  along  Twenty- 
fifth  street  to  and  within  Potrero  avenue;  thence  northerly  along  Potrero 
avenue  to  and  within  Mariposa  street;  thence  westerly  along  Mariposa 
street  to  and  within  Florida  street  to  its  northern  end,  and  crossing  the 
tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  on  Florida  street  by  an 
overhead  crossing  with  a  clear  head-room  of  at  least  twenty-four  (24)  feet; 
thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction,  crossing  block  forty-six  (46)  in  the 
Mission  district,  to  a  point  on  the  southeasterly  side  of  Harrison  street, 
which  would  be  directly  opposite  Twelfth  street;  thence  northwesterly 
crossing  Harrison  street  and  along  Twelfth  street  to  the  southeasterly  line 
of  Market  street.  All  street  crossings,  except  Division  street  crossing,  shall 
be  at  grade.  Division  street  crossing  on  Florida  street  shall  be  by  an 
overhead  crossing,  having  a  clear  head-room  of  not  less  than  fourteen 
(14)  feet. 

Provided,  however,  that  the  grantee  of  this  franchise  shall  and  is 
hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its 
said  railroad  over,  along,  upon  and  across  any  private  right  of  way, 
which  said  grantee  may  acquire  at  any  time  hereafter,  between  said  inter- 
section of  Vermont  street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Army  street  and  the 
intersection  of  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street  with  Twelfth 
street,  and  across,  over  and  upon  such  streets  as  will  be  intersected  in 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  railway  over  said 
private  right  of  way. 

Provided  further,  that  if  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors Or  assigns,  shall  construct  its  said  railroad  over  said  private  right 
of  way,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  shall  discontinue  the  use,  by  said 
Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  of  all  or  any 
portion  of  the  road-track  and  roadbed  of  its  railroad  constructed  upon 
any  of  the  portions  of  the  streets  covered  by  this  ordinance,  or  any  por- 
tion of  its  said  road-track  and  roadbed  over  private  right  of  way  used  in 
connection  therewith,  so  as  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  line  of  said 
railroad,  then  and  in  that  event  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  surrender  and  turn  over  to  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  all  road-track  and  roadbed  upon  such  streets 
and  private  right  of  way  so  discontinued,  with  the  right,  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  to  continue  to  operate  a  railroad  over  said 
private  right  of  way,  in  connection  with  said  streets,  so  as  to  pre- 
serve the  continuity  of  the  railroad  so  to  be  operated  by  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco. 

This  franchise  is  granted  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  upon 
the  condition  that  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  pay  to  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  following  percentages  of  the  gross 
receipts  received  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  and  enjoyment  of 
this  francise,  viz.: 

For  the  first  five  years  no  percentage  shall  be  paid;  for  the  next  suc- 
ceeding fifteen  years  three  (3)  per  centum  of  such  gross  receipts  shall 
be  paid;    for  the  next  succeeding  fifteen  years  four    (4)    per  centum  of 
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such  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid,  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  time  for 
which  this  franchise  shall  be  granted  five  (5)  per  centum  of  such  gross 
receipts  shall  be  paid. 

Such  gross  receipts  shall  be  based  upon  a  just  and  correct  propor- 
tion of  the  receipts  arising  from  the  traffic  carried  over  the  road  de- 
scribed in  this  franchise,  upon  a  mileage  basis  for  the  mileage  of  said 
route,  upon  all  business  carried  over  said  route,  whether  said  business 
originates  within  or  without  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

It  is  further  provided,  and  this  franchise  is  granted  on  the  express 
condition  that  at  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  this  franchise  is  granted 
the  road-track  and  bed  of  such  railway,  and  all  its  stationary  fixtures, 
upon  the  public  streets,  shall  become  the  property  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco. 

The  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  reserves  the  right  at  all  times 
to  grant  the  use  of  Potrero  avenue  for  street  railroad  purposes  to  be  used 
jointly  with  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  Ordinance  No.  1808  be  and  the  same  hereby 
is  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as  Section  No. 
17,  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  17.  The  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  have  the  right 
to  use,  conjointly  with  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  at  all  times  during  the  period  specified  in  this  ordinance,  and 
free  of  cost  to  said  city  and  county,  the  road-track  and  bed  of  any  railroad 
placed  upon  any  of  the  parts  of  streets  or  avenues  described  in  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance,  by  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  franchise  granted 
hereby,  as  well  as  upon  any  private  rights  of  way  of  said  Ocean  Shore 
Railway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  so  as  to  make  said  railroad 
continuous  and  admit  of  its  operation  as  such,  whenever  the  said  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall  elect  to  municipally  operate  a  street 
railway  thereupon,  and  the  franchise  granted  hereby  is  with  the  under- 
standing and  agreement  that  the  same  is  subject  to  such  joint  operation 
as  aforesaid,  under  reasonable  regulations,  as  to  such  municipal  opera- 
tion as  will  be  just  and  equitable." 

This  section  of  this  ordinance  is  passed  at  the  voluntary  request  of 
said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  in  order  to  facilitate  and  encourage 
municipal  ownership  of  public  utilities  within  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  the  same  being  expressed  in  a  written  communication  from 
said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors. 

Sec  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

That  Section  8  of  Ordinance  No.  1808,  entitled,  "Ordi- 
nance No.  1808,  providing  for  a  grant  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Com- 
pany, a  railroad  corporation,  of  a  right  of  way  for  and  the  right  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  railroad,  together  with  all  necessary 
branches,  side-tracks,  turn-outs,  switches,  crossings,  spur-tracks,  yard- 
tracks,  depot-tracks  and  terminal-tracks  and  facilities,  along,  over,  under, 
across  and  upon  certain  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties  in 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  April  2,  1906,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  amended  by  amending  Section  8  thereof  so  as  to  read  as 
follows,  viz.: 

"Sec.  8.  The  poles  erected,  or  to  be  erected,  and  maintained  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  for  supporting  the  overhead  construction  for 
said  railway,  shall  be  located  at  equal  distances  apart,  and  the  posting  of 
bills  and  other  advertising  matter  thereon  is  hereby  prohibited.  All  ex- 
cavations made  for  the  placing  of  said  poles  shall  be  promptly  refilled  with 
earth  and  thoroughly  settled  and  tamped.  The  surface  of  the  ground  or 
pavement  shall  be  restored  to  the  same  condition  as  it  was  in  before  such 
excavations  were  made,  and  shall  be  so  maintained  by  the  said  railway 
company;  and  all  suspended  wires  or  conductors  used  in  connection  with 
said  overhead  construction  shall  be  stretched  and  maintained  at  a  uniform 
height  of  not  less  than  eighteen  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street;  and 
provided  further,  that  the  overhead  construction  upon  Twelfth  street  shall 
be  supported  by  ornamental  iron  poles,  to  be  placed  in  the  center  of  said 
street. 

"This  franchise  is  granted  and  accepted  on  the  express  condition  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  at  any  time  require  that  all  feed  wires  be 
placed  underground." 

Sec.  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after 
its  passage.

AGREEMENT.  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY  WITH  PARK 
COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRAN- 
CISCO RELATING  TO  HAULING  OF  SOIL  AND  MANURE  FOR 
USE  OF  GOLDEN  GATE  PARK. 

This  agreement,  made  and  entered  into  this  6th  day  of  February,  A.  D. 
190G,  by1  and  between  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  corporation,  party 
of  the  first  part,  and  the  Park  Commissioners  of  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  party  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas.  The  party  of  the  second  part  has  in  its  exclusive  control 
and  management  the  public  park  known  as  "Golden  Gate  Park,"  and  cer- 
tain other  public  parks  within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State 
aforesaid;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  beautify  said  Golden  Gate  Park  and  place  the 
same  in  a  condition  and  use  to  carry  out  the  purposes  for  which  said  park 
was  set  aside,  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  constantly  in  need  of  large 
quantities  of  soil,  clay,  loam  and  manure ;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  procure  a  sufficient  supply  of  said  soil,  clay, 
loam  and  manure  to  meet  the  requirements  of  said  park,  the  same  must 
be  brought  from  without  said  park  and  from  a  distance  therefrom;  and 

Whereas.  Under  certain  conditions  the  party  of  the  first  part  lias  agreed 
to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  across  the  western  end  of  said  Golden 
Gate  Park  for  the  purpose,  among  other  tilings,  of  transporting  the  soil, 
clay.  loam  and  manure  required  and  needed  as  aforesaid  for  said  Park. 

Therefore,  this  agreement  witnesseth  : 

That  the  party  of  the  iirst  part  will,  at  its  cost  and  expense,  construct, 
and  for  the  period  hereafter  named  maintain  and  operate  a  standard 
gauge  double  or  single  track  railroad  across  the  western  end  of  Colden 
Gate  Park,  from  its  northerly  line  parallel  to  and  thirty  feet  distant  west- 
erly from  the  center  line  of  the  railroad  now  operated  by  the  United 
Railroads  across  said  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  crossing  the  main  driveway 
of  said  Park  by  an  underground  crossing,  and  the  south  driveway  of  said 
Park  by  an  overhead  crossing  to  the  southerly  line  of  said   Park  and  to 
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the  northerly  line  of  H  street,  and  thence  south  of  said  Park  along  a  line 
to  be  selected  by  said  first  party ; 

That  it  will  properly  equip  and  operate  said  railroad,  using  electricity 
or  other  motive  power,  and  if  electricity  shall  be  used,  first  party  may 
place  the  poles  necessary  to  support  its  overhead  construction  at  proper 
distances  apart  along  the  line  of  its  railroad  by  means  of  which  the 
electricity  is  to  be  applied  as  a  motive  power  for  the  purpose  of  operat- 
ing the  trains  of  said  party  of  the  first  part ; 

That  as  soon  as  said  railroad  is  constructed  and  placed  in  operation 
the  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  cars 
to  and  for  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  purpose  of  transporting 
for  the  second  party  soil,  clay,  loam  and  manure  not  exceeding  forty 
thousand  (40,000)  cubic  yards  per  annum  ;  that  it  will  place  all  of  the 
cars  so  loaded  with  clay,  soil,  loam  and  manure  within  said  Golden  Gate 
Park  upon  a  siding  to  be  constructed  by  the  second  party  at  some  con- 
venient point  adjacent  to  the  line  of  said  railroad  and  where  directed  by 
the  Superintendent ;  that  no  charge  shall  be  made  by  the  first  party  for 
the  use  of  said  cars  or  for  transporting  said  cars  and  said  clay,  soil, 
loam  and  manure  aforesaid  and  the  men  to  load  and  unload  said  cars. 
The  loading  and  unloading  of  all  of  the  said  cars  shall  be  done  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  but  the  men  and 
materials  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  carried  free  of  expense 
to  and  from  the  various  places  whore  the  loading,  construction,  etc.,  may 
be  carried  on.  The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  not  be  required  to  fur- 
nish during  any  one  month  a  greater  number  of  cars  than  will  afford  a 
sufficient  carrying  capacity  of  not  exceeding  three  thousand,  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  (3,350)  cubic  yards  of  soil.  clay,  loam  or  manure,  nor 
shall  said  first  parly  lie  required  to  transport  more  than  three  thousand, 
three  hundred  and  fifty  (3,350)  cubic  yards  of  clay,  soil,  loam  or  manure 
during  any  one  month,  nor  shall  the  party  of  the  first  part  be  required 
to  transport  said  soil,  clay,  loam  or  manure  over  a  greater  distance  out- 
side of  said  Park  than  forty   (40)   miles ; 

The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  also  furnish  from  time  to  time  for 
the  use  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  a  sufficient  quantity  of  railroad 
iron,  ties  and  track  material  with  which  to  construct  not  exceeding  two 
thousand  (2,000)  feet  of  railroad  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  second 
party  to,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  construct  the  necessary  sidings  and 
spur  tracks  at  such  point  or  points  along  the  line  of  the  railroad  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part  as  may  be  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  in  connection  with  receiving  the  cars  and  load- 
ing and  unloading  the  material  transported  thereby.  Said  spur  tracks 
and  sidings  must  be  laid  and  re-laid  at  the  expense  of  the  party  of  the 
second   part. 

That  for  and 'in  consideration  thereof,  and  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
the  second  party  does  hereby  license  and  permit  first  party,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  said  railroad  across 
the  said  Golden  Gate  Park  at  the  point  or  place  hereinbefore  described 
for  the  same  length  of  time  that  a  license  or  franchise  has  heretofore 
been  granted  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  therefor  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part. 
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In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  hereto  have  caused  this  agreement  to 
be  executed  the  day  and  year  first  hereinabove  written.

AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  SECTION  1  OF  AN  ORDINANCE  EN- 
TITLED "AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  SECTION  1  OF  ORDI- 
NANCE NO.  1808,  'PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT  TO  THE  OCEAN 
SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  A  RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  OF  A 
RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR,  AND  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAIN- 
TAIN AND  OPERATE  A  RAILROAD,  TOGETHER  WITH  ALL 
NECESSARY  BRANCHES,  SIDE-TRACKS,  TURN-OUTS,  SWITCHES, 
CROSSINGS,  SPUR-TRACKS,  YARD-TRACKS,  DEPOT-TRACKS, 
AND  TERMINAL-TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES,  ALONG,  OVER,  UN- 
DER, ACROSS  AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS,  AVENUES,  AL- 
LEYS, PLACES  AND  PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF  SAX  FRANCISCO',  AND  ADDING  THEREO  A  NEW  SECTION, 
TO  BE  NUMBERED  SEVENTEEN,"  APPROVED  APRIL  2,  1906. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Frai 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  1808,  being  an  ordinance  <  n- 
titled,  "An  ordinance  amending  Section  1  of  Ordinance  No.  1808,  'providing 
for  a  grant  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railroad  corporal  ion, 
of  a  right  of  way  for,  and  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
railroad,  together  with  all  necessary  branches,  side-tracks,  turn-outs, 
switches,  crossings,  spur-tracks,  yard-tracks,  depot-tracks  and  terminal- 
tracks  and  facilities,  along,  over,  under,  across  and  upon  certain  streets, 
avenues,  alleys,  places  and  properties  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran 
Cisco,'  and  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  numbered  seventeen ."  i 
hereby  amended  so  thai  Section  l  thereof  shall  read  as  Follows,  viz.: 
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Section  1.  Whereas,  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railway  cor- 
poration, organized,  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
-California,  and  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  is  engaged  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  double-track  railroad  from  a  point  within  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  to  a  point  within  the  city  of  Santa  Cruz,  county  of 
Santa  Cruz,  State  of  California,  which,  when  completed,  will  be  about 
eighty-three  (83)  miles  in  length,  and,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing, 
maintaining  and  operating  a  portion  of  said  railroad  within  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  desires  permission  to  enter  the  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  with  its  said  railroad. 

Therefore,  the  right  of  way  be  and  it  is  hereby  given  unto  the  said  Ocean 
Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the  term  and 
period  of  fifty  (r>0)  years,  from  and  after  October  5,  A.  D.  1905,  to  use  por- 
tions of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private  properties, 
hereinafter  named  and  described,  for  railroad  purposes,  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  and  to  that  end  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  is  hereby 
granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate,  by  means  of  elec- 
tricity, a  single  or  double-track  railroad,  standard  gauge,  namely,  a  gauge 
of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches  (4  feet  8*4  inches),  inside  measure- 
ment between  the  rails,  upon,  along,  across,  over  and  under  the  portions 
of  the  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places,  public  and  private  properties  upon 
the  routes  of  and  to  be  traversed  by  said  railroad,  and  upon,  along,  over 
and  under  the  right  of  way,  and  properties  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway 
Company,  and  over,  along  and  across  the  particular  route  hereinafter  de- 
scribed, with  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  all  necessary 
poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay  and  sustaining  wires,  overhead  construction, 
connecting  tracks,  Y-tracks,  side-tracks,  turn-outs,  curves,  switches,  cross- 
ings, spur-tracks,  yard-tracks,  depot-tracks,  terminal-tracks,  depots,  station 
buildings,  machine  shops  and  facilities,  upon  said  right  of  way,  and  upon 
and  into  the  terminal  grounds,  yards,  depots  and  properties  of  said  rail- 
road company,  and  to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks  with  the  main 
line  of  the  railroad  of  said  company,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Said  grant  is  hereby  made  over,  along,  upon  and  across  the  route  of 
which  the  following  is  a  general  description,  viz.:  Commencing  and  con- 
necting with  the  tracks  of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  on  Ver- 
mont street,  where  the  same  intersects  the  southerly  line  of  Army 
street;  thence  with  a  single  or  double  track  railroad  northerly  along 
Vermont  street  to  and  within  Twenty-fifth  street;  thence  westerly  along 
Twenty-fifth  street  to  and  within  Potrero  avenue;  thence  northerly 
along  Potrero  avenue  to  and  within  Mariposa  street;  thence  westerly 
along  Mariposa  street  to  and  within  Florida  street  to  its  northern  end, 
and  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company  on 
Florida  street  at  grade,  thence  in  a  northwesterly  direction  crossing 
block  forty-six  (46)  in  the  Mission  District,  to  a  point  on  the  south- 
easterly side  of  Harrison  street,  which  would  be  directly  opposite 
Twelfth  street;  thence  northwesterly  crossing  Harrison  street  and  along 
Twelfth  street  to  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street.  All  street 
crossings  shall  be  at  grade. 

Provided,   however,   that  the  grantee  of  this  franchise  shall  and  is 
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hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
its  said  railroad  over,  along,  upon  and  across  any  private  right  of 
way  which  said  grantee  may  acquire  at  any  time  hereafter,  between 
said  intersection  of  Vermont  street  with  the  southerly  line  of  Army 
street  and  the  intersection  of  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street 
with  Twelfth  street,  and  across,  over  and  upon  such  streets  as  will 
be  intersected  in  the  construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said 
railway  over  said  private  right  of  way. 

Provided,  further,  that  if  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  shall  construct  its  said  railroad  over  said  private 
right  of  way,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  shall  discontinue  the  use, 
by  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  of 
all  or  any  portion  of  the  roadtrack  and  roadbed  of  its  railroad  con- 
structed upon  any  of  the  portions  of  the  streets  covered  by  this  ordi- 
nance, or  any  portion  of  its  said  roadtrack  and  roadbed  over  private 
right  of  way  used  in  connection  therewith,  so  as  to  preserve  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  line  of  said  railroad,  then  and  in  that  event  said  Ocean 
Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  surrender  and 
turn  over  to  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  all  roadtrack  and 
roadbed  upon  such  streets  and  private  right  of  way  so  discontinued, 
with  the  right  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  continue 
to  operate  a  railroad  over  said  private  right  of  way,  in  connection 
with  said  streets,  so  as  to  preserve  the  continuity  of  the  railroad  so 
to  be  operated  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

This  franchise  is  granted  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  upon 
the  condition  that  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  will  pay  to 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  the  following  percentages  of 
the  gross  receipts  received  from  the  use,  operation,  possession  and 
enjoyment  of  this  franchise,  viz.: 

For  the  first  five  years  no  percentage  shall  be  paid;  for  the  next 
succeeding  fifteen  years  three  (3)  per  centum  of  such  gross  receipts 
shall  be  paid;  for  the  next  succeeding  fifteen  years  four  (4)  per 
centum  of  such  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid,  and  for  the  remainder 
of  the  time  for  which  this  franchise  shall  be  granted  five  (5)  per 
centum  of  such  gross  receipts  shall  be  paid. 

Such  gross  receipts  shall  be  based  upon  a  just  and  correct  propor- 
tion of  the  receipts  arising  from  the  traffic  carried  over  the  road 
described  in  this  franchise,  upon  a  mileage  basis  for  the  mileage  of 
said  route,  upon  all  business  carried  over  said  route,  whether  said 
business  originates  within  or  without  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco. 

It  is  further  provided,  and  this  franchise  is  granted  on  the  express 
condition  that,  at  the  end  of  the  term  for  which  this  franchise  la 
granted,  the  roadtrack  and  bed  of  such  railway,  and  all  its  staiionary 
fixtures,  upon  the  public  streets,  shall  become  the  property  of  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

The  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  reserves  the  righ1  at  all  times 
to  grant  the  use  of  Potrero  avenue  for  street  railroad  purposes,  to 
be  used  jointly  with  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company. 
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Sec.  2.     All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this 
ordinance  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ORDINANCE  AMENDING  SECTION  1  OF  AN  ORDINANCE  EN- 
TITLED "ORDINANCE  NO.  16  23,  PROVIDING  FOR  A  GRANT 
TO  THE  OCEAN  SHORE  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  A  RAILROAD 
CORPORATION,  OF  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  FOR,  AND  THE  RIGHT 
TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  A  RAILROAD, 
TOGETHER  WITH  ALL  NECESSARY  BRANCHES,  SIDE- 
TRACKS, TURNOUTS,  SWITCHES,  CROSSINGS,  SPUR- 
TRACKS,  YARD-TRACKS.  DEPOT-TRACKS,  AND  TERMINAL 
TRACKS  AND  FACILITIES  ALONG.  OVER.  UNDER,  ACROSS 
AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS.  AVENUES.  ALLEYS,  PLACES 
AND  PROPERTIES  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRAN- 
CISCO," APPROVED  OCTOBER   5,  A.  D.  1905. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section.  1.  That  Section  1  of  an  Ordinance  entitled  "Ordinance  No. 
16  23,  providing  for  a  grant  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company, 
a  railroad  corporation,  of  a  right  of  way  for,  and  the  right  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  railroad,  together  with  all  necessary 
branches,  sidetracks,  turnouts,  switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard 
tracks,  depot  tracks  and  terminal  tracks  and  facilities  along,  over, 
under,  across  and  upon  certain  streets,  avenues,  alleys,  places  and 
properties  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  October 
r>.  A.  D.  1905,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  viz.: 

Section.  1.  Whereas,  The  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  a  railway 
corporation  organized,  created  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  having  its  principal  place  of  business  in  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  having  more  than 
fifty  miles  of  road  actually  constructed  and  in  operation,  asks  per- 
mission to  enter  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  Cali- 
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fornia,  with  its  road,  and  run  its  cars  to  the  water  front  at  the  most 
suitable  point  for  public  convenience; 

Therefore,  the  right  of  way  be  and  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  said 
Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  for  the 
terms  hereinafter  set  forth,  to  use  portions  of  the  streets,  avenues, 
alleys,  places  and  properties  hereinafter  named  and  described  for 
railroad  purposes,  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  to  that  end  the  said 
Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate,  by  means  of  electricity,  or  other  motive 
power  authorized  by  law,  and  to  be  hereafter  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  before  being  used,  a  single  or  double  track  railroad, 
standard  gauge,  namely,  a  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches 
(4  feet  8%  inches)  inside  measurement,  between  the  rails,  upon,  along, 
across,  over  and  under  the  portions  of  the  streets,-  avenues,  alleys, 
places  and  properties  upon  the  routes  of  and  to  be  traversed  by  said 
railroad,  and  upon,  along,  over  and  under  the  right  of  way  and  prop- 
erties of  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  from  a  point  where  the 
center  line  of  Army  street,  if  extended,  would  intersect  the  easterly 
line  of  Water  Front  street;  thence  running  in  a  general  westerly  and 
southwesterly  direction  to  a  point  on  the  southerly  boundary  line  of 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

And,  also,  for  a  branch  single  or  double  track  standard  gauge  rail- 
road line,  commencing  within  what  is  known  as  the  Richmond  Dis- 
trict, in  said  city  and  county,  at  a  point  where  Eleventh  avenue  in- 
tersects Fulton  street;  thence  running  to  a  point  that  would  inter- 
sect the  line  hereinbefore  mentioned,  with  the  right  to  construct,  main- 
tain and  operate  all  necessary  poles,  feed,  trolley,  guy,  stay  and  sus- 
taining wires,  overhead  construction,  connecting  tracks,  Y  tracks, 
side  tracks,  turnouts,  curves,  switches,  crossings,  spur  tracks,  yard 
tracks,  depot  tracks,  terminal  tracks,  depots  station  buildings,  machine 
shops  and  facilities,  upon  said  right  of  way,  and  upon  and  into  the 
terminal  grounds,  yards,  depots  and  properties  of  said  company;  and 
to  connect  any  or  all  of  said  tracks  with  the  main  line  of  the  rail- 
road of  said  company,  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

A  particular  description  of  said  routes  and  the  manner  in  which 
said  railroads  shall  be  constructed  is  as  follows,  viz.: 

ROUTE    NUMBER    ONE. 

Description  of  Main  Line  of  said  Railroad  and  the  Route  Thereof, 
Hereinafter  Designated  as  Number  One: 

The  main  line  of  said  railway,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  which  and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  <>L'  fifty 
(50)  years  from  October  5th,  1905,  is  hereby  granted,  starts  at  a 
point  within  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  Of  Cali- 
fornia, at  a  point  where  the  center  line  of  Army  street,  it  extended 
easterly  across  Water  Front  street  would  intersect  the  easterly  line  of 
Water  Front  street;  thence  westerly  along  tli<>  said  center  line  of 
Army  street  to  some  convenient  point  on  Army  street,  between  Illiuois 
street  and  Kentucky  street;  thence  with  a  turnout  to  the  south  to 
a    point    twenty-five    (25)    feet    southerly    from    tin-    southerly    line    of 
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said  Army  street;  running  thence  across  private  property  westerly, 
parallel  to  and  just  south  of  Army  street,  to  Connecticut  street,  cross- 
ing Kentucky,  Tennessee,  Minnesota,  Indiana  and  Iowa  streets,  Penn- 
sylvania avenue,  Mississippi,  Texas,  Missouri  and  Connecticut  streets 
at  grade,  thence  across  private  property  by  curve  to  the  left  and 
tangent,  to  Orleans  street,  at  its  intersection  with  Norman  street,  cross- 
ing Arkansas,  Wisconsin,  Carolina,  De  Haro,  Mazzini,  Norman  and 
Orleans  streets  at  grade;  thence  across  private  property  by  curve  to 
the  left,  crossing  Luck  street  at  grade,  and  entering  Barheveld  avenue 
near  the  southerly  line  of  Luck  street;  thence  along  Barneveld  ave- 
nue and  Loomis  street  at  grade;  crossing  Fifteenth  avenue  South  and 
Waterloo  street  at  grade;  thence  across  private  property  between 
Marengo  street  and  Barneveld  avenue,  crossing  Dickenson  street  and 
San  Bruno  avenue;  thence  across  private  property  between  Crescent 
avenue  and  Case  street,  crossing  Paul  Weldon  and  Salem  streets  at 
grade;  thence  across  private  property,  following  the  general  course 
of  the  valley  of  Islais  Creek  to  Alemany  avenue,  crossing  under  Mis- 
sion street  at  its  intersection  with  Canal  street,  with  a  clear  headroom 
of  seventeen  (17)  feet;  thence  along  Alemany  avenue  at  grade  and 
across  private  property  to  Huron  avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Mo- 
hawk avenue,  crossing  Ocean  and  Onondaga  avenues;  thence  along 
Huron  avenue  at  grade  to  a  point  about  midway  between  Mt.  Vernon 
and  Ottawa  avenues;  thence  across  private  property  to  the  intersec- 
tion of  Sherman  and  Wyoming  avenues,  crossing  Ottawa  and  Foote 
avenues  at  grade;  crossing  over  Naglee  avenue  with  a  clear  headroom 
of  fourteen  (14)  feet  over  Worden  avenue  with  a  clear  headroom  of 
fifteen  (15)  feet  and  crossing  Farragut  and  Sherman  avenues  at  grade; 
thence  along  Wyoming  avenue  for  about  two  hundred  feet  (200) 
at  grade;  thence  across  private  property  to  a  point  on  the  northeasterly 
line  of  Worcester  avenue  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  feet  north- 
westerly from  Vernon  street  crossing  under  Sickles  avenue  at  inter- 
section with  De  Wolf  street  with  a  clear  headroom  of  seventeen  (17) 
feet  under  the  intersection  of  Regent  street  and  San  Jose  avenue  with 
a  clear  headroom  of  eighteen  (18)  feet  under  Liebig  street  with  a 
clear  headroom  of  at  least  eighteen  (18)  feet,  under  Palmetto  ave- 
nue and  under  the  tracks  of  the  Southern  Pacific  Company  with  a  clear 
headroom  of  at  least  eighteen  (18)  feet  crossing  Orizaba,  Bright,  Head 
and  Victoria  streets  at  grade,  crossing  over  Rainsell  street  with  a 
clear  headroom  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet;  over  the  intersection  of 
Worcester  and  Arch  streets  with  a  clear  headroom  of  at  least  fourteen 
(14)  feet,  thence  running  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the  southerly 
boundary  line  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

Also,  a  single  or  double  track  branch  line  northerly  along  Barne- 
veld avenue  and  Vermont  street  from  the  intersection  of  Luck  street 
and  Barneveld  avenue,  and  crossing  Tulare  street,  and  along  Vermont 
street  to  Army  street  at  street  grade. 

ROUTE  NUMBER  TWO. 

Description  of  Branch  Line  of  Said  Railroad  and  the  Route  There- 
of,  Hereinafter  Designated   as   Route  Number  Two. 
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A  branch  railroad,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
which,  and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  of  twenty-five 
(25)  years  from  October  5,  1905,  only  is  hereby  granted,  commences 
within  what  is  known  as  the  Richmond  District,  in  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  at  a  point  where  Eleventh  avenue  intersects  Fulton 
street;  thence  northerly  along  Eleventh  avenue  to  and  within  "A" 
street;  thence  westerly  along  "A"  street  to  and  within  Twenty-third 
avenue;  thence  southerly  along  Twenty-third  avenue  to  and  within 
"C"  street;  thence  westerly  along  "C"  street  to  and  within  Forty-eighth 
avenue ;  thence  southerly  along  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  and  across 
Fulton  street  diagonally  southwesterly,  to  the  northerly  line  of  Gold- 
en Gate  Park;  thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  a  point  thirty 
(30)  feet  west  of  the  center  line  of  the  railway  operated  by  the  United 
Railroads;  thence  southerly  parallel  to  and  thirty  (30)  feet  westerly 
from  the  center  of  the  railroad  operated  by  the  United  Railroads, 
across  Golden  Gate  Park,  crossing  the  main  driveway  of  said  Golden 
Gate  Park  by  an  undergrade  crossing,  and  the  south  driveway  by 
an  overhead  crossing  to  "H"  street;  thence  crossing  "H"  street  to 
Forty-eighth  avenue,  within  the  Sunset  District;  thence  southerly 
along  Forty-eighth  avenue  to  and  within  "R"  street;  thence  easterly 
along  "R"  street  to  and  within  Forty-seventh  avenue;  thence  southerly 
along  Forty-seventh  avenue  to  the  southerly  end  of  Forty-seventh 
avenue,  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  Rancho  Laguna  de  la  Merced; 
thence  through  the  Rancho  Laguna  de  la  Merced  and  other  private 
properties,  in  a  southeasterly  direction  to  a  point  on  line  number 
one,  hereinbefore  described,  on  private  property  within  or  near  block 
number  Fifty-one  (51)  of  the  lands  platted  by  the  City  Land  As- 
sociation, as  per  map  thereof  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  in 
and  for  the  said  city  and  county,  and  crossing  Worcester  avenue  at 
grade  and  crossing  over  Vernon  street  with  a  clear  headroom  of  at 
least  fourteen  (14)  feet  and  crossing  on  the  intersection  of  Stanley 
and  Arch  streets  with  a  clear  headroom  of  at  least  fourteen  (14)  feet' 
crossing  over  Ramsell  street  with  a  clear  headroom  of  at  least  four- 
teen (14)   feet  and  crossing  Victoria  and  Head  streets  at  grade. 

Together  with  a  connecting  line  crossing  the  western  part  of  the 
Rancho  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  between  Lake  Merced  and  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  for  the  purpose  of  connecting  lines  numbers  one  and  two  at 
points  convenient  to  the  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company;    and  also, 

Commencing  on  the  above  described  line  on  "C"  street,  at  or  near 
Twenty-third  avenue,  within  said  Richmond  District;  thence  easterly 
along  "C"  street  to  and  within,  and  connecting  with,  the  above 
described  line  on  Eleventh  avenue; 

The  franchise  over  the  route  hereinbefore  designated  as  Route 
Number  Two  is  hereby  granted  upon  the  condition  that  said  Ocean 
Shore  Railway  Company  will  pay  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco the  following  percentages  of  the  gross  receipts  arising  from 
the  use,  operation,  possession  and  enjoyment  of  the  franchise  over 
said  Route  Number  Two,  as  follows,  viz.:  Three  per  centum  of  such 
gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years  of  the  period  for  which  this 
franchise    is   hereby   granted;    four  per   centum   of   the   gross   receipts 
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during  the  next  succeeding  ten  years,  and  five  per  centum  of  the  gross 
receipts  during  the  balance  of  the  term  of  this  franchise.  Said 
gross  receipts  shall  be  based  upon  a  just  and  correct  proportion  of  the 
receipts  arising  from  the  traffic  carried  over  Route  Number  Two,  upon 
a  mileage  basis  for  the  mileage  of  said  Route  Number  Two  within 
the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  (excluding  therefrom  the  mileage 
embraced  within  private  rights  of  way),  upon  all  business  carried 
over  said  Route  Number  Two,  not  embraced  within  private  rights 
of  way,  whether  said  business  originates  within  or  without  the  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco.  This  provision,  however,  shall  not  be 
construed  as  requiring  any  payments  to  be  made  for  receipts  for 
traffic  over  that  portion  of  the  haul  other  than  Route  Number  Two, 
exclusive  of  private  rights  of  way. 

YARDS— NUMBER  THREE. 

Description  of  the  Yards  of  Said  Railroad,  Hereinafter  Designated 
as  Number  Three. 

The  yards  of  said  railway,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  which,  and  the  right  of  way  for  which,  for  a  period  of  fifty 
(50)  years  only  from  October  5,  1905,  is  hereby  granted,  commences 
at  a  point  on  and  connecting  with  said  Route  Number  One  herein- 
before described,  said  point  being  situated  on  Route  Number  One  just 
south  of  Army  street  and  near  the  westerly  line  of  Missouri  street; 
thence  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  Barneveld  avenue  with  a  single 
or  double  track,  with  divergent  spur  or  side  tracks,  running  south- 
westerly and  crossing  Connecticut  street  with  four  (4)  tracks,  cross- 
ing Arkansas,  Wisconsin,  Carolina  and  De  Haro  streets  with  six  (6) 
tracks,  Mazzini  street  with  four  (4)  tracks,  Bourbon  street  with 
three  (3)  tracks,  Orleans  street  with  six  (6)  tracks,  Tulare  street  with 
two  (2)  tracks,  and  connecting  with  the  main  line  on  Barneveld 
avenue  with  six  (6)  tracks;  all  of  the  tracks  described  in  this  descrip- 
tion number  three  to  be  used  for  yard  tracks,  and  interchangeably 
connecting  the  same  with  such  suitable  switches,  crossings,  branch 
tracks,  and  connections,  within  the  limits  of  said  yards  and  proper- 
ties last  above  mentioned  as  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  shall 
deem  necessary,  and  the  said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company  is  here- 
by granted  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  such  i 
ditional  side-tracks,  spur-tracks,  switches,  crossings  and  connections 
in  its  said  yards  as  said  company  may  deem  necessary,  and  it  is  hereby 
granted  a  right  of  way  over,  along,  across  and  upon  any  and  all 
streets,  avenues,  lanes,  alleys,  and  places  which  may  be  hereafter 
opened  through  or  within  or  into  said  yards  or  properties; 

Provided,  however,  that  the  grantee  of  this  franchise  shall  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  and  permitted  to  construct,  maintain  and  oper- 
ate its  railroad  over,  along,  upon  and  across  any  private  right  of 
way  which  said  grantee  may  acquire  at  any  time  hereafter,  between 
said  intersection  of  the  center  line  of  Army  street  and  the  easterly 
line  of  Waterfront  street,  and  where  said  main  line  intersects  the 
southerly  boundary  line  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco;  also, 
between    said   point   where    Eleventh   avenue    intersects   Fulton   street 
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and  the  point  on  line  number  one  hereinbefore  described,  on  private 
property  within  or  near  block  number  fifty-one  (51)  of  the  lands 
platted  by  the  City  Land  Association,  hereinbefore  referred  to;  also, 
between  the  point  of  intersection  of  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market 
street  with  Twelfth  street  and  a  point  on  Barneveld  avenue,  at  or 
near  Luck  street;  and  across,  over,  along,  upon  and  under  such  streets 
as  will  be  met  with  or  intersected  in  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  operation  of  the  line  of  railway  which  may  be  constructed  by  the 
said  Ocean  Shore  Railway  Company,  or  its  assigns,  over  private  rights 
of  way  between  any  of  said  points. 

Sec.     2.     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

ORDINANCE  NO.  582  (New  Series). 

GRANTING  TO  THE  WESTERN  PACIFIC  RAILWAY  COMPANY,  A 
RAILROAD  CORPORATION,  ITS  SUCCESSORS  IN  INTEREST 
AND  ASSIGNS,  THE  RIGHT,  PRIVILEGE,  PERMISSION  AND 
FRANCHISE  TO  CONSTRUCT,  LAY  DOWN.  .MAINTAIN  AND 
OPERATE  FOR  THE  TERM  OF  FIFTY  (50)  YEARS,  IN  THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  STATE  OF  CALI- 
FORNIA, A  RAILROAD  OF  STANDARD  GAUGE,  OPERATED 
BY  STEAM  OR  OTHER  LAWFUL  MOTIVE  POWER,  TOGETHER 
WITH  ALL  THE  MAIN  TRACKS,  SPUR  TRACKS,  SI. IT  TRACKS, 
SWITCH  TRACKS,  SIDE  TRACKS,  CROSSINQS,  SLIP 
SWITCHES,  FREIGHT  AND  PASSENGER  DEPOTS,  AND  OTHER 
APPENDAGES  AND  ADJUNCTS  OF  SAID  RAILROAD  AS  MAI 
BE  REQUIRED  FOR  THE  CONVENIENT  USE  AND  OPERA- 
TION OF  THE  SAME  ALONG  AND  OVER  A  CERTAIN  ROUTE 
IN  SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 
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Whereas,  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company  is  a  railroad  corporation, 
organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  and  has  not  less  than  fifty  miles  of  road  actually  constructed 
and  in  operation,  and  has  heretofore  applied  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  for 
the  right,  privilege,  permission  and  franchise  hereby  granted,  and 

Whereas,  Due  compliance  has  been  had  with  all  matters  required 
by  the  Charter  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  and  all  matters, 
acts  and  things  precedent  to  the  granting  of  the  rights,  privileges, 
permissions  and  franchises  hereby  granted  have  heretofore  happened, 
been  done  and  performed  in  due  form  of  law; 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  as  follows: 

I. 

There  is  hereby  granted  unto  the  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
a  railroad  corporation,  and  to  its  successors  in  interest  and  assigns,  the 
right,  privilege,  permission  and  franchise  to  construct,  lay  down,  main- 
tain and  operate  for  the  term  of  fifty  (50)  years,  in  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California,  a  railroad  of  standard  gauge, 
operated  by  steam  or  other  lawful  motive  power,  together  with  all 
the  main  tracks,  spur  tracks,  slip  tracks,  switch  tracks,  side  tracks, 
crossings,  slip  switches,  freight  and  passenger  depots  and  other  ap- 
pendages and  adjuncts  of  said  railroad  that  may  be  required  from  time 
to  time  during  the  term  of  this  grant,  for  the  convenient  use  and  oper- 
ation of  the  same  upon,  along  and  over  a  route  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  water  front  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, on  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco,  between  Twenty-fourth  street  and 
Twenty-sixth  street,  and  running  thence  westerly  between  said  streets 
and  across  the  intervening  blocks,  streets,  alleys  and  public  places 
to  the  west  line  of  Michigan  street,  between  the  south  line  of  Twenty- 
fifth  street  and  a  point  200  feet  southerly  therefrom ;  thence  westerly 
across  the  northerly  half  of  the  tier  of  blocks  between  Twenty-fifth 
street  and  Twenty-sixth  street  and  across  the  intervening  blocks,  streets, 
alleys  and  public  places  to  the  easterly  line  of  Iowa  street;  thence  on 
a  curve  to  the  northwest,  across  Iowa  and  Twenty-fifth  streets  at  or 
near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence  northwesterly  across  the  block 
bounded  by  Twenty-fifth,  Twenty-third,  Iowa  streets  and  Pennsylvania 
avenue;  thence  northwesterly  across  Pennsylvania  avenue,  between  a 
line  drawn  parallel  to  and  one  hundred  feet  distant  northerly  from 
the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-third  street  and  a  line  drawn  parallel 
to  the  southerly  line  of  Twenty-third  street  and  200  feet  distant  south- 
erly therefrom,  and  across  Twenty-third  street,  between  the  easterly 
line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  a  line  drawn  parallel  to  the  westerly 
line  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  distant  100  feet  westerly  therefrom; 
thence  northwesterly  across  Potrero  Block  299;  thence  northwesterly 
across  and  beneath  Mississippi  street,  between  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  streets  by  means  of  a  subway  or  subways;  thence  north- 
westerly across  the  block  bounded  by  Twenty-third,  Twenty-second, 
Texas    and   Mississippi    streets;    thence   northwesterly    across    and    be- 
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neath  Texas  and  Twenty-second  streets  at  or  near  the  intersection 
thereof  by  means  of  a  subway  or  subways;  thence  northwesterly  to 
a  point  in  Potrero  Block  265;  thence  northwesterly  by  means  of  a 
tunnel  or  tunnels  beginning  in  said  Potrero  Block  265  and  running 
across  and  underneath  Missouri  street,  across  and  underneath  the  block 
bounded  by  Connecticut,  Missouri,  Twenty-second  and  Twentieth  streets, 
across  and  underneath  Connecticut  and  Twentieth  streets  at  or  near 
the  intersection  thereof,  across  and  underneath  Potrero  Block  231, 
across  and  underneath  Arkansas  and  Nineteenth  streets,  at  or  near 
the  intersection  thereof,  to  a  point  in  Potrero  Block  209,  and  the  end 
of  said  tunnel  or  tunnels;  thence  continuing  northwesterly  across  said 
Block  209;  thence  northwesterly  across  Wisconsin  and  Eighteenth 
streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence  northwesterly  across 
Potrero  Block  199;  thence  northwesterly  across  Carolina  and  Mariposa 
streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence  northwesterly  across 
Potrero  Block  173 ;  thence  northwesterly  across  De  Haro  and  Seven- 
teenth streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence  northwesterly 
across  Potrero  Block  165;  thence  northwesterly  across  Rhode  Island 
and  Sixteenth  streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence  north- 
westerly across  Potrero  Block  136 ;  theuce  northwesterly  across  Kan- 
sas and  Fifteenth  streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof;  thence 
northwesterly  across  Potrero  Block  13  2;  thence  northwesterly  across 
Vermont  and  Alameda  streets,  at  or  near  the  intersection  thereof; 
thence  northwesterly  across  Potrero  Block  99;  thence  northwesterly 
across  Division  street ;  thence  across  the  block  bounded  by  Branr.au, 
Eighth,  Townsend,  Division  and  Ninth  streets;  thence  northeasterly 
across  Eighth  street,  between  the  southeasterly  line  of  Brannan  street 
and  a  line  drawn  parallel  thereto  and  275  feet  distant  at  right  angles 
southeasterly  therefrom;  thence  northeasterly  across  the  block  bounded 
by  Eighth,  Brannan,  Seventh  and  Townsend  streets,  to  the  northeasterly 
line  of  said  block;  also  extending  from  said  block  bounded  by  Brannan, 
Eighth,  Townsend,  Division  and  Ninth  streets  northwesterly  across 
Brannan  street,  between  the  northeasterly  line  of  Ninth  street  and  a 
line  drawn  parallel  thereto  and  distant  275  feet  at  right  angles  north- 
easterly therefrom,  and  across  the  block  bounded  by  Ninth,  Bryant, 
Eighth  and  Brannan  streets  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  said  block; 
said  railroad  to  cross  all  of  the  streets  crossed  by  it  in  accordance  with 
said  route  at  the  official  grade  of  said  streets  save  and  except  those 
streets  within  the  limits  of  said  tunnels  or  subways  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, which  said  last  mentioned  streets  said  railroad  shall  pass  under- 
neath by  means  of  a  tunnel  or  tunnels,  or  other  subway  or  subways. 

II. 

That  the  right,  privilege,  permission  and  franchise  hereby  granted 
is  granted  upon  the  following  conditions,  to  wit: 

(a)  That  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in 
interest  or  assigns,  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road, construct  and  thereafter  maintain,  at  its  own  expense,  a  good 
and  sufficient  bridge,  viaduct  or  other  structure  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  Mississippi  street  across  and  over  the  tracks  of  said  raiixoad 
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at  the  point  of  crossing  thereof  hereinbefore  mentioned,  said  street  to 
be  so  carried  across  and  over  said  railroad  by  said  bridge,  viaduct  or 
other  structure  upon  the  present  official  grade  of  said  street  with  a 
roadway  width  of  thirty-four  (34)  feet  and  a  sidewalk  on  each  side 
of  eight  (8)  feet  in  width,  and  said  bridge,  viaduct  or  other  structure 
to  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  plans  first  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  said  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco.  That  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  succes- 
sors in  interest  or  assigns,  shall,  at  the  time  of  the  construction  of  said 
railroad,  either  construct  and  thereafter  maintain  at  its  own  expense 
good  and  sufficient  bridges,  viaducts  or  other  structures  for  the  pur- 
pose of  carrying  Texas  street  and  Twenty-second  street  across  and  over 
the  tracks  of  said  railroad  at  the  points  of  crossing  thereof  herein- 
before mentioned,  or  shall  divert  said  streets  from  their  present  lo- 
cation and  construct  the  same  on  a  location  that  shall  cross  said  rail- 
road of  the  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company  over  the  tunnel  of  said 
company  hereinbefore  mentioned.  In  case  said  streets  are  carried  across 
and  over  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  at  the  points  of  crossing  thereof 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  said  streets  shall  be  so  carried  across  and  over 
said  railroad  by  bridges,  viaducts  or  other  structures  upon  the  pres- 
ent official  grades  of  said  streets,  with  roadway  and  sidewalks  the  same 
as  herein  provided  for  the  crossing  of  Mississippi  street,  and  said 
bridges,  viaducts  or  other  structures  shall  be  constructed  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  first  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Works  of  the  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco.  In  case  said 
streets  are  diverted  from  their  present  location  and  constructed  upon 
a  location  that  shall  cross  said  railroad  of  the  Western  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company  over  the  tunnel  thereof,  said  streets  shall  be  located 
and  constructed  in  accordance  with  plans  first  submitted  to  and  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco. 

(b)  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time  after  July  1,  1915,  to  re- 
quire said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest 
or  assigns,  to  construct  a  good  and  sufficient  viaduct  on  Kentucky 
street  for  the  passage  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians  over  the  tracks  of 
said  railroad  crossing  of  said  street,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  borne 
as  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  prescribe,  either  by  said  Western 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  ex- 
clusively, or  by  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  succes- 
sors in  interest  or  assigns,  and  such  other  persons  and  corporations, 
exclusive  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  as  will  be  bene- 
fited by  the  construction  of  said  viaduct.  Said  viaduct  shall  be  con- 
structed according  to  plans  first  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time  after  July  1,  1915,  to  require 
said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or 
assigns,  to  construct  a  good  and  sufficient  viaduct  on  any  one  street 
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to  be  designated  by  said  Board  between  the  crossing  by  said  railroad 
of  Wisconsin  and  Eighteenth  streets  and  the  crossing  of  said  railroad 
of  Alameda  and  Vermont  streets,  both  of  said  crossings  included,  for 
the  passage  of  vehicles  and  pedestrians  over  the  tracks  of  said  rail- 
road, the  expense  thereof  to  be  borne  as  said  Board  of  Supervisors 
may  prescribe,  either  by  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  in  interest  or  assigns  exclusively,  or  by  said  Western  Pa- 
cific Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  and  such 
other  persons  or  corporations  exclusively  of  said  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  as  will  be  benefited  by  the  construction  of  said  viaduct. 
Said  viaduct  shall  be  constructed  according  to  plans  first  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco. 

That  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  also  have  the  right  at  any 
time  after  July  1,  1915,  and  after  the  extension  of  Eighth  street  south- 
easterly from  Division  street  across  Potrero  Blocks  KiS  and  170,  to 
Carolina  street  or  Fifteenth  street,  to  require  said  Western  Pacific 
Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  to  construct 
a  good  and  sufficient  viaduct  on  Eighth  street  for  the  passage  of 
vehicles  and  pedestrians  over  the  tracks  of  said  railroad  crossing 
Eighth  street,  between  Brannan  and  Townsend  streets,  the  expense 
thereof  appertaining  to  the  portion  of  said  viaduct  from  the  southeast 
line  of  Brannan  street  to  the  northwest  line  of  Townsend  street  to 
be  borne  exclusively  by  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its 
successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  and  the  expenses  thereof  appertaining 
to  the  remainder  of  said  viaduct  to  be  borne,  as  the  said  Board  of 
Supervisors  may  prescribe,  either  by  the  said  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  or  by  such  other  persons  and  corporations,  exclusive  of  said 
Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns, 
as  may  be  benefited  by  said  viaduct  or  by  said  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  and  such  other  persons  and  corporations.  Said  viaduct  shall 
be  constructed  according  to  plans  first  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco. 

(c)  That  the  cars  of  any  railroad  company  whose  line  of  railroad 
now  or  hereafter  connects  with  the  railroad,  the  right,  privilege,  per- 
mission and  franchise  for  which  is  hereby  granted,  which  are  de- 
livered to  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in 
interest  or  assigns,  at  such  point  of  connection,  shall  be  switched  by 
said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or 
assigns,  to  any  point  on  said  railroad  or  on  any  industry  spur,  or  prop- 
erty owner's  track  connected  therewith  on  which  said  Western    Pacific 

Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest   or  assigns,  may  hav :  be 

given  the  right  to  switch  cars  for  (he  purpose  of  receiving  or  delivering 
freight  in  carload  lots;  such  switching  to  be  d"ne  by  said  Western 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  upon 
fair,  just  and  equal  terms  as  to  charge  and  service;  the  charge  therefor 
to  be  based  upon  the  actual  cost  of  operation,  in  doing  such  switching 
and  the  cost  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said   railroad. 

(d)  That  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  Its  successors 
in   interest   or  assigns,  "shall    lay    and    maintain    all    the    tracks    of   said

railroad  crossing  any  street  at  grade  flush  with  the  surface  of  said 
street  with  rails  of  approved  girder  type  where  and  when  directed 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  wherever  the  same  is  or  shall  be  graded 
to  the  official  grade  and  in  such  manner  as  to  offer  as  little  obstruction 
as  practicable  to  the  free  use  thereof  by  the  public  and  by  vehicles, 
and  that  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  in- 
terest or  assigns,  shall  grade,  curb,  pave  and  keep  in  repair,  in  such 
manner  and  with  such  material  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, all  streets  crossed  by  said  railroad  at  grade  from  curb  to  curb 
and  between  two  lines,  one  on  each  side  of  the  tracks  of  said  railroad 
and  drawn  at  right  angles  to  the  direction  of  the  street  at  points  ten 
(10)  feet  beyond  the  intersection  of  the  curb  lines  by  the  center  line 
of  the  track  of  said  railroad,  or  in  case  there  is  more  than  one  track, 
the  center  line  of  the  outside  track  of  said  railroad.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  nothing  in  this  ordinance  sball  be  construed  as  preventing 
the  proper  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  from  maintaining  and 
exercising  the  same  jurisdiction  over  the  streets  and  portions  of  streets 
covered  by  this  franchise  which  they  are  or  shall  be  hereafter  author- 
ized by  law  to  exercise  over  the  public  streets  of  said  city  and  county. 

(e)  The  right,  privilege,  permission,  and  franchise  hereby  granted 
shall  not  be  taken  to  be  an  exclusive  right,  and  in  that  behalf  the  said 
Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns, 
shall  allow  any  other  railroad  company  to  use  in  common  with  it  the 
track  or  tracks  of  said  railroad,  each  company  paying  an  equal  por- 
tion for  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  tracks  and  appurtenances 
so  used  jointly. 

(f)  That  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors 
in  interest  or  assigns,  shall  commence  the  construction  of  said  rail- 
road upon  the  route  hereinbefore  described  within  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  complete  the  construc- 
tion of  and  put  in  operation  within  three  years  from  said  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  at  least  one  main  track  of  said  railroad  from 
a  water  connection  on  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  to  the  terminal  of 
said  railroad  in  thp  blocks  bounded  by  Division,  Ninth,  Brannan, 
Eighth  and  Townsend  streets,  by  Ninth,  Bryant,  Eighth  and  Brannan 
streets,  and  by  Eighth,  Brannan,  Seventh  and  Townsend  streets,  re- 
spectively, and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  said  Western  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  so  to  do,  all  rights, 
privileges,  permissions  and  franchises  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall 
at  once  be  forfeited  and  cease  and  determine. 

(g)  That  the  use  of  all  the  rights,  privileges,  permissions  and 
franchises  granted  by  this  ordinance  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to 
regulation  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  or  by 
such  ether  duly  constituted  public  authority  as  may  have  authority 
thereover. 

(h)  Said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company,  its  successors  in  in- 
terest or  assigns,  shall,  whenever  so  required  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  station  and  maintain  signal  men  and  gates  or  such 
other  means  of   protection   at  such   street  crossings   at  grade  by  said 
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railroad,  as  may  be  required  and  designated  by  said  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors. 

(i)  That  no  train,  car  or  locomotive  shall  be  allowed  to  stand 
on  any  street  or  street  crossing  at  grade  along  the  route  of  said  rail- 
road either  for  storage  or  for  the  purpose  of  being  loaded  or  unloaded, 
it  being  the  express  understanding  and  condition  of  the  right,  privilege, 
permission  and  franchise  hereby  granted,  that  so  far  as  the  same  ex- 
tends on  or  across  streets,  the  same  is  to  be  exercised  exclusively  for 
the  purpose  of  moving  cars  along  and  across  said  streets  and  the  use 
of  streets  or  the  crossings  of  streets  for  yard  or  terminal  purposes 
is  expressly  prohibited. 

(j)  All  work  of  whatever  kind  required  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance 
to  be  done  upon  any  street  by  said  Western  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
its  successors  in  interest  or  assigns,  shall  be  done  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  other  proper  authorities  of 
said  city  and  county.  The  nature  and  character  of  the  tracks  and 
pavements  on  all  streets  occupied  or  crossed  by  said  railroad  and  on  all 
viaducts  herein  provided  for  carrying  streets  and  sidewalks  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  said  Board  of  Public  Works  or  other  proper  author- 
ities of  said  city  and  county,  and  in  general,  unless  otherwise  so  pre- 
scribed, said  tracks  shall  be  of  grooved  girder  rails  of  nine  inches  in  depth 
and  said  pavements  shall  be  of  basalt  blocks  laid  on  concrete  and 
grouted  with  hot  asphalt  and  gravel  as  prescribed  in  the  standard 
specifications  for  this  type  of  pavement,  and  also  unless  otherwise  so 
prescribed  the  roadway  of  bridges  or  viaducts  and  the  approaches 
thereto  shall  be  of  the  same  material.  Also,  in  general,  unless  other- 
wise prescribed,  all  bridges  or  viaducts  required  hereunder  shall  be  of  steel 
or  iron  with  abutments  and  piers  of  either  concrete,  masonry,  iron  or 
steel  and  the  abutments  shall  be  placed  back  of  the  street  line  and 
the  piers  or  columns  within  six  inches  of  the  curb  line  and  parallel 
thereto  and  if  approved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  or  other  proper 
authorities  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  middle  of 
the  street. 

In  case  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  any 
viaduct  or  viaducts  herein  required  to  widen  the  streets  upon  which 
the  same  are  placed,  such  greater  width  shall  be  considered  as  included 
in  said  streets  and  the  easement  for  such  greater  width  shall  be  ac- 
quired and  ceded  to  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  and  the 
expense  of  such  acquisition  and  cession  shall  be  considered  as  a  part 
of  the  expense  of  the  construction  of  said  viaduct  and  shall  be  borne 
in  the  manner  iii  which  it  is  herein  provided  that  the  expense  of  the 
construction  of  the  particular  viaduct  by  reason  of  which  such  ease- 
ment is  required  is  to  be  borne. 

III. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage.

ORDER  NO.  2137. 

GRANTING  TO  THE  PACIFIC  AUXILIARY  FIRE  ALARM  COMPANY, 
ITS  SUCCESSORS  OR  ASSIGNS,  THE  RIGHT  TO  CONNECT  ITS 
FIRE  ALARM  DEVICES  WITH  THE  STREET  FIRE  ALARM 
BOXES  OF  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  right  and  privilege  hereby  granted  to  the  Pacific  Auxil- 
iary Fire  Alarm  Company,  a  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  connect  its  fire  alarm  devices 
with  the  street  fire  alarm  boxes,  pertaining  to  the  Fire  Department  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  said  connection  to  be  made  in 
-a  manner  not  to  interfere  with  the  efficiency  of  said  fire  alarm  boxes  as 
at  present  established,  and  to  be  made  under  the  supervision  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph. 

Sec.  2.  Nothing  in  this  Order  shall  be  construed  as  in  any  wise  to 
prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
from  renewing,  repairing,  replacing  or  changing  any  of  the  street  fire 
alarm  boxes  in  said  city  and  county,  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if 
possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  or  injure  or  prevent  the  free  use  of  said 
fire  alarm  devices,  provided  that  if  at  any  time  said  auxiliary  fire  alarm 
apparatus  shall  interfere  with  the  proper  working  of  the  street  fire  alarm 
boxes  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  the  same  may  be  discon- 
nected from  any  or  all  the  boxes  of  said  system. 

Sec.  3.  The  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  shall  continue  and 
be  in  force  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  including  the  passage  of 
this  Order.

AVENUES  AND  THOROUGHFARES  THEREOF,  CONDUITS  AND 
LINES,  WITH  THE  WIRES  INCLOSED  THEREIN  AND  CON- 
NECTED THEREWITH,  FOR  THE  TRANSMISSION  OF  INTELLI- 
GENCE BY  ELECTRICITY. 

The  People  of  the  City  ami   County   of  San    Francisco  do  ordain   as 
follows: 

Section  1.    The  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  granted   to  the   Pacific 

Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  a  corporation,  organized  and  existing

under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
construct,  lay  down,  maintain  and  operate  in  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco,  including  all  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thoroughfares 
thereof,  underground  conduits,  with  the  necessary  manholes  and  other 
appliances,  and  the  wires  or  other  conductors  to  be  contained  therein,  for, 
the  transmission  of  electricity  for  telegraphic,  telephonic  and  other  pur- 
poses for  which  electricity  may  be  used  to  transmit  intelligence  by  signals 
or  sounds.  Such  wires  or  other  conductors  may  be  laid  in  pipes  or  con- 
duits, or  otherwise  protected,  and  such  other  apparatus  and  appliances 
ay  be  used  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  to  maintain  or  operate  the 
same;  and  the  necessary  connections  to  subscribers'  stations  and  other 
points  may  be  made  from  such  wires  or  conductors  in  localities  where  the 
same  may  be  required,  in  such  a  manner  as  may  be  best  adapted  to  the 
location,  and  with  such  means,  apparatus  or  appliances  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  convenient. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  or  assigns,  to  make  all  needful  and  convenient  excava- 
tions and  openings  in  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thoroughfares 
in  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  into  which  it  or  they  may  desire 
to  place  such  pipes  or  conduits  for  the  purpose  of  laying  down,  maintain- 
ing and  operating  such  wires  or  other  conductors  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 
All  work  hereunder  shall  lie  performed  on  the  public  streets,  alleys,  etc., 
in  excavating  or  repairing  the  same  in  strict  compliance  with  the  neces- 
sary rules,  regulations  or  orders  jyjiifili^may,  during  the  continuance  of 
this  privilege,  be  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
-»— or  other  governing  body  of  said  city  and  county,  and  said  work  shall  be 
done  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares.  And  where  work  is  done  hereunder, 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
restore  that  portion  of  the-  public  street,  alley,  avenue  or  thoroughfare  dis- 
turbed to  the  same  good  order  and  condition  <n  which  it  was  prior  to  said 
work,  and  the  surface  shall  be  securely  supported,  so  as  not  to  impair  the 
use  or  enjoyment  of  such  streets,  alleys,  avenues  or  thoroughfares 
by  the  public. 

Sec.  3.  All  of  the  said  work  of  replacing  the  material  of  the  public 
streets  excavated  therefrom  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  recon- 
structing or  repairing  the  roadway,  shall  be  performed  by  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  within  such  reasonable  time  as  may  be  specified 
.--  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  High- 
ways and  Squares,  or  other  competent  authority;  and  said  grantee  or 
its  assigns  shall,  when  so  directed  by  the  aforesaid  city  and  county 
authorities,  or  either  of  them,  from  time  to  time  and  within  such  time 
as  may  be  specified,  make  such  further  and  additional  repairs  to  the 
roadway  of  such  portions  of  the  public  streets,  etc.,  so  used  as  may,  by 
reason  of  the  work  done  by  said  company  and  its  assigns,  become  depressed, 
or  in  any  way  not  conform  to  the  contour  of  the  remaining  portions  of 
said  streets  provided  that  prior  to  the  disturbing  or  tearing  up  of  a  street 
or  portion  of  a  street  the  said  grantees,  associates  or  assigns  shall  first 
file  a  bond,  with  two  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
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approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned  that  the  said  street  or  portion  of^a 
street  so  disturbed  or  torn  up  shall  be  replaced  and  put  in  good  order 
and  kept  in  repair  as  heretofore  provided  under  the  direction  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  order  shall  be  construed  as  in  anywise  to 
prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking,  repairing  or  altering  any  of 
the  streets  thereof;  but  all  such  work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not 
to  obstruct  or  injure  or  prevent  the  free  use  of  said  wires,  conductors, 
pipes,  conduits  or  other  appliances  or  apparatus. 

Sec.  5.  All  rights  and  privileges  granted  by  this  order  to  the  Pacific 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  or  its  assigns,  shall  be  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions,  to  wit: 

That  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  shall,  during  the  term 
thereof,  have  the  use,  without  any  expense  to  the  said  city  and  county,  of 
one  continuous  duct  through  the  entire  length  of  all  the  conduits  laid  by 
said  company,  or  its  assigns,  in  said  city  and  county,  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  fire  alarm,  fire  patrol  and  police  alarm  service.  Nothing  in  this 
franchise  shall  h^crvnstrnerl  to  give  the  said  Pacific  Telephone  and  Tele- 
graph Company,  or  its  assigns,  the  right  to  erect  poles  in  any  of  the 
streets,  thoroughfares,  squares  or  alleys  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco;  but  the  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  confirmed  to  said  company 
or  assigns,  until  the  laying  of  conduits,  as  herein  provided,  can  with 
reasonable  diligence  be  completed,  to  maintain  and  operate  in  and  along 
all  such  streets,  alleys,  avenues  and  thoroughfares  the  lines  of  poles  now 
erected,  with  connections,  wires  and  conductors  attached  thereto  for  tele- 
graphic and  telephonic  purposes'.  And  upon  the  further  condition,  that 
the  work  of  laying  conduits  as  herein  provided  shall  be  commenced  within 
six  months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order;  and  not  less  than 
$50,000  shall  be  expended  upon  said  work  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  order. 

Sec.  6.  The  rights,  privileges  and  franchise  herein  granted  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  in  force  for  the  period  of  fifty  (50)  years,  from  and  including 
the  passage  of  this  order. 

Sec.  7.  This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage,  and 
the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  this  order  as  required  by  law.

ORDER  NO.  2492. 

GRANTING    TO    THE    OLYMPIC    CLUB,    A    CORPORATION,    ITS    SUC- 
CESSORS AND  ASSIGNS,  THE  RIGHT  TO  MAINTAIN  PUMPS  AND 
MACHINERY  TO   PUMP     SALT    WATER    AND    TO     LAY   DOWN 
PIPES  THROUGH  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  FOR  THE  PURPOSE 
OF  CONVEYING  SAID  WTATER. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Olympic  Club,  a  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
are  hereby  granted  the  following  rights  and  privileges: 

1.  To  erect,  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  to  maintain,  on  the  shores 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  within  one-half  mile  from  Point  Lobos  thereon,  at  a 
point  to  be  hereafter  determined  by  it  most  suitable  for  the  purposes 
hereinafter  set  forth,  all  pumping  and  other  machinery,  together  with 
steam  engines  and  appliances  required  to  pump  and  furnish  to  the 
reservoir  herein  mentioned,  all  the  salt  water  necessary  for  its  purposes, 
needs  or  desires.  The  steam  engines,  boilers  and  other  machinery  shall 
be  erected  and  maintained  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  location  of  the  same 
shall  be  first  designated  by  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

2.  To  lay  clown,  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  to  maintain,  in  the 
public  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  pipes  of  sufficient 
size  to  convey  from  said  point  at  which  the  same  shall  be  pumped  by 
direct  route  to  a  reservoir,  to  be  constructed  by  it  on  private  land  near 
Point  Lobos  avenue  within  one  mile  of  the  pumping  site,  all  the  salt 
water  that  may  be  so  pumped.  Said  streets  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  and  if  pipes  are  to  be  laid  in  or  across  Point  Lobos 
avenue,  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  shall  first  be 
obtained.  The  location  of  the  aforesaid  reservoir,  and  the  specifications 
for  its  construction,  shall  be  first  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  upon  the  completion  of  said  reservoir  the  Mayor  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  a  competent  engineer  to  examine  and  report  upon  its  con- 
struction, strength,  capacity  and  safety,  the  compensation  of  which 
engineer  shall  be  paid  by  the  grantee  herein. 

3.  To  lay  down  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  to  maintain  in  the 
public  streets  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  pipes  of  a  capacity 
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of  five  hundred  thousand  gallons  per  day,  in  which  to  convey  salt  water 
from  said  reservoir. 

Said  pipes  to  be  laid  along  the  following  route:  Commencing  at  the 
aforesaid  reservoir  and  running  thence  by  direct  route  to  the  junction 
of  Point  Lobos  avenue  and  Forty-eighth  avenue;  thence  along  Point 
Lobos  avenue  to  Geary  street;  thence  along  Geary  street  to  Van 
Ness  avenue;  thence  along  Van  Ness  avenue  to  Sutter  street;  thence 
along  Sutter  street  to  Larkin  street;  thence  along  Larkin  street  to  Post 
street;  thence  along  Post  street  to  and  through  Market  street  to  Second 
street;  thence  along  Second  street  to  Howard  street;  thence  along  Howard 
street  to  the  foot  thereof  and  to  the  bay,  emptying  therein. 

Provided  no  mains  or  pipes  shall  be  laid  in  Point  Lobos  avenue  without 
permission  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  and  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  by  said  Board  imposed  or  prescribed. 

All  mains  and  pipes  shall  be  laid  under  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  and  the  work  on  the  public 
streets  shall  be  performed  in  strict  conformity  with  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

A.  No  trench  dug  for  pipe  or  conduit  shall  remain  open  over  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  pipe  or  conduit  is  laid,  and  all  pipes  and  conduits 
shall  be  laid  within  twenty-four  hours  after  a  trench  is  open,  and  trenches 
shall  be  considered  and  deemed  open  as  soon  as  the  first  opening  is  made 
in  the  street  or  pavement  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

B.  Within  forty-eight  hours  after  a  trench  is  opened,  it  shall  be  filled, 
and  if  not  filled  by  the  party  opening  it,  then  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
shall  cause  it  to  be  filled,  and  when  filled,  it  shall  be  put  in  as  good 
condition  as  it  was  before  the  work  of  excavation  was  commenced;  and 
in  case  of  stone  or  other  pavement  the  surface  shall  be  left  neither 
elevated  above  nor  depressed  below  the  surface  of  the  street. 

C.  If  within  one  year  after  such  pipes  or  conduits  have  been  laid 
the  surface  of  the  street  over  such  pipes  or  conduits  remain  improperly 
elevated  or  depressed,  then  it  shall  be  repaired  and  put  in  good  order  by 
the  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  who  caused  said  pipes  or  conduits 
to  be  laM,  within  ten  days  after  notice  so  to  do  has  been  served  by  the 
said  Superintendent  of  Streets  upon  the  said  grantees,  its  successors  or 
assigns. 

D.  In  the  event  that  the  streets  are  not  properly  excavated,  or  filled, 
or  paved,  or  planked,  or  macadamized,  or  put  in  proper  condition  in  the 
manner  and  at  the  time  and  as  provided  herein,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  to  cause  said  streets  to  be  properly  exca- 
vated, filled,  paved,  planked  or  macadamized,  or  put  in  proper  condition, 
and  all  surplus  or  waste  materials  from  said  excavations  and  fillings  to 
be  immediately  removed;  and  he  shall  keep  an  account  of  the  expense  of 
any  such  work,  which  amount,  when  certified  to  by  the  said  Superintendent 
of  Streets,  shall  be  paid  by  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns. 

4.  To  lay  down  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  to  maintain  service 
pipes  from  said  system  and  main  pipes  to  the  building  of  said  "The 
Olympic  Club"  now  in  course  of  construction  on  Post  strict,  and  for  a 
like  period  to  maintain  along  the  aforesaid  route  all  Bervlce  pipes  that 
may  be  necessary  to  furnish  to  such  of  the  citizens  of  the  city  and  county 
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of  San  Francisco,  and  to  the  public  generally,  as  may  desire  the  same  salt 
water  from  said  pipes  and  system. 

5.  To  erect,  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  to  maintain  all  necessary 
connections,  air  valves,  blow-off  valves,  and  other  appliances  necessary  or 
convenient  for  the  proper  operation  of  the  system. 

Sec.  2.  The  rights  and  privileges  granted  herein  are  upon  the  fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1.  All  streets  through  or  in  which  said  pipes  or  connections  are  laid 
shall  be  replaced  in  as  good  condition  as  they  were  before  the  laying  of 
said  pipes  or  connections. 

Subdivision  2 — Whenever  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the 
Board  of  Health,  or,  in  case  of  fire,  the  Fire  Department,  shall  determine 
that  it  is  for  the  interest  and  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  city  and  county 
to  use  the  water  from  said  system  for  flushing  sewers  (provided  it  is  not 
more  than  five  times  each  year)  or  extinguishing  fires,  it  shall  have  the 
fight  to  do  so  free  of  charge;  and  said  Olympic  Club  shall,  when  required 
by  this  Board  or  other  governing  body,  make  connections  with  the  said 
mains  for  the  erection  and  use  by  the  city  and  county  of  hydrants  at 
suitable  locations  for  the  aforesaid  purposes. 

3.  The  grantee  herein,  its  successors  or  assigns,  must  commence  work 
under  this  franchise  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this 
order,  and  expend  a  sum  of  not  less  than  forty  thousand  ($40,000)  dollars 
in  the  acquisition  of  property  and  the  performance  of  work  under  this 
franchise  within  one  year  thereafter;  and  thereafter  prosecute  and  com- 
plete the  work  under  this  franchise  so  as  to  supply  with  salt  water  the 
building  of  the  said  grantee,  now  in  course  of  construction  on  Post  street, 
Within  a  period  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order; 
otherwise  the  franchise  shall  be  of  no  force  or  effect. 

Evidence  of  such  expenditure  and  work  shall  be  furnished  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  by  the  grantee  hereunder,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be 
by  said  Board  required. 

The  expenditure  or  work  which  the  grantee  herein  may  make  or  per- 
form within  its  aforesaid  building  in  furnishing  and  constructing  bathing 
appliances  to  be  used  in  connection  with  its  salt-water  bathing  system 
contemplated  by  this  order  shall  be  deemed  an  expenditure  and  work  under 
the  above  condition. 

The  Beard  of  Supervisors,  or  other  governing  body  of  said  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  shall  have  the  right  to  fix,  from  time  to  time, 
(he  rates  to  be  charged  or  collected  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  for  water  furnished  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco.  And  said  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  governing  body 
shall  have  the  right  to  require  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
to  pay  into  ihe  treasury  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  to  the 
credit  of  the  Street  Department  Fund,  the  sum  of  two  per  cent  per  annum 
upon  its  gross  receipts  collected  for  water  furnished  to  the  said  inhabitants 
of  the  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  require  sworn  state- 
ments to  be  made  annually  by  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
shewing  the  said  gross  receipts,  with  such  details  as  may  be  required 
by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  or  other  governing  body.

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Olympic  Club,  a  corporation,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  lay  down,  and  for  a  period  of  fifty  years 
to  maintain  in  any  of  the  streets  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
pipes  of  sufficient  size  to  convey,  from  the  point  from  which  the  same 
shall  be  pumped,  by  direct  route  to  a  reservoir  to  be  constructed  by  it  on 
private  land,  near  Point  Lobos  avenue,  within  three  miles  of  the  pumping 
site,  all  the  salt  water  that  may  be  so  pumped;  also,  to  lay  down  and  tq, 
maintain  for  a  period  of  fifty  years,  in  any  of  the  streets  in  said  city  and 
county,  pipes  in  which  to  convey  salt  water  from  said  reservoir  of  suffi- 
cient capacity  to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  county  with  the 
same,  and,  connected  therewith,  to  lay  down  and  maintain  for  said  period 
of  fifty  years,  such  a  system  of  branch  mains  and  surface  pipes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  furnish  salt  water  from  said  pipes  to  the  Olympic  Club  build- 
ing, now  in  course  of  construction  on  Post  street,  and  to  any  of  the 
citizens  or  corporations  in  said  city  and  county  desiring  the  same.

GRANTING  TO  F.  E.  SHARON,  HIS  ASSOCIATES  AND  ASSIGNS, 
THE  SOLE  RIGHT  AND  PRIVILEGE  TO  CREMATE  GARBAGE, 
HOUSE  REFUSE,  DEAD  ANIMAL  AND  PUTRID  VEGETABLE 
MATTER  AND  MATERIAL  OF  A  LIKE  CHARACTER,  AS  WELL 
AS  TO  DISPOSE  OF  THE  SAME  BY  SOME  PROCESS  OF  REDUC- 
TION EQUALLY  EFFECTIVE  AND  UNOBJECTIONABLE  AND  TO 
CONVERT  THE  SAME,  OR  A  PORTION  THEREOF,  INTO  FERTIL- 
IZING MATTER  AND  OTHER  SUBSTANCES,  FREE  OF  ALL  COST 
OR  CHARGE  TO  SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY  AND  MAKING  CER- 
TAIN VIOLATIONS   OF  THIS   ORDER  MISDEMEANORS. 

Whereas,  The  disposal  of  house  refuse,  butchers'  offal,  garbage,  putrid 
or  stinking  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  refuse,  ashes  or  other  like  matter, 
by  cremation,  or  by  some  process  of  chemical  reduction,  is  the  only  effective 
means  to  dispose  of  the  same  to  prevent  the  said  matter  and  material  from 
being  deposited  in  or  upon  lots,  lands  and  public  streets  situate  in  the  city 
and  county  or  in  the  waters  of  the  bay,  as  heretofore,  to  the  prejudice  of 
tb.3  public  health;  and, 

Whereas.  Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  entitled, 
"An  Act  Providing  for  the  Sale  of  Railroad  and  Other  Franchises  in 
Municipalities,  and  Relative  to  Granting  of  Franchises  Approved  March  23, 
1893,"  bids  for  a  franchise  were  duly  called  for;  and, 

Whereas,  F.  E.  Sharon  was  the  highest  and  best  bidder  for  the  said 
franchise,  as  hereinafter  recited,  and  all  the  forms  and  requirements  of 
law  necessary  thereto  being  complied  with;  now,  therefore. 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows: 

In  consideration  of  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  and  ten  dollars,  the 
receipt  of  which  is  hereby  acknowledged,  and  in  consideration  of  the 
further  payment  of  two  per  centum  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years  from 
and  after  the  date  of  this  franchise,  and  the  payment  of  five  per  centum 
for  the  remaining  term  of  thirty-five  years,  on  the  gross  amount  of  the 
receipts  to  be  derived  by  the  said  F.  E.  Sharon,  his  associates  or  assigns, 
under  this  franchise,  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  each  and  every  year  during  the  continuance  of  this  fran- 
chise, the  franchise  hereinafter  recited  is  hereby  granted  to  F.  E.  Sharon, 
his  associates  and  assigns: 

Section  1.  The  sole  and  exclusive  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  con- 
ferred upon  and  granted  to  F.  E.  Sharon,  his  associates  and  assigns,  for 
a  term  of  fifty  years  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this  order,  to  cremate 
and  destroy,  within  the  city  and  county  aforesaid,  by  crematories  or  by  a 
process  of  reduction,  house  refuse,  butchers'  offal,  garbage,  refuse,  dirt, 
ashes,  cinders,  sludge,  crockery,  tins,  bones  and  other  like  matter,  and  any 
dead  animals  (not  otherwise  provided  for  by  contract  or  franchise  hereto- 
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fore  granted),  and  putrid  vegetable  matter,  and  fish,  flesh  and  food  con- 
demned by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city  and  county,  as  unfit  for  human 
food,  and  the  said-  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall  have  the 
right  and  privilege  to  charge  and  collect  therefor  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  twenty  cents  per  load,  such  load  not  to  exceed  a  cubic  yard,  on  the 
delivery  of  the  above  material  or  substances  at  the  plant  or  works  where 
the  crematory  or  reduction  plant  is  established. 

Sec.  2.  The  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall,  within  a 
period  of  twenty-four  (24)  months  after  the  granting  of  this  franchise, 
unless  the  time  is  extended  therefor  by  this  Board,  have  fully  erected  and 
constructed  and  in  operation  a  suitable  building  or  buildings,  and  equip, 
fit  up  and  install  the  same  with  the  necessary  crematories,  machinery,  tools 
and  appliances  required  to  cremate  and  destroy  by  cremation,  or  by  a 
process  of  reduction,  all  obnoxious  germs  and  elements  contained  in  house 
refuse,  butchers'  offal,  garbage,  refuse,  dirt,  ashes,  sludge,  crockery,  tins, 
cinders,  bones  and  other  like  matter,  and  any  dead  animal  and  putrid 
vegetable  matter,  and  fish,  flesh  and  food  condemned  by  the  Board  of 
Health  as  unfit  for  human  food;  the  works  to  be  constructed  to  cremate 
or  reduce  at  least  three  hundred  tons  per  day  of  the  materials  specified 
in  this  section,  and  the  capacity  to  be  increased  as  required  from  time  to 
time. 

Sec.  3.  From  and  after  the  erection  and  construction  of  the  buildings 
referred  to  in  Section  2  of  this  order,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  corporation  to  remove  through  the  public  streets  from  any  house,  hotels, 
markets,  hospitals,  factories,  restaurants,  stores  or  any  other  like  building 
or  place  in  this  city  and  county,  any  refuse,  butchers'  offal,  garbage,  dirt, 
ashes,  cinders,  sludge,  crockery,  tins,  bones  or  other  like  matter,  or  any 
putrid  animal  or  vegetable  matter  or  any  fish,  flesh  or  food  condemned  by 
the  Board  of  Health  as  unfit  for  human  food,  or  dead  animals  whose 
removal  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  contract  or  franchise  heretofore 
granted,  unless  the  same  shall  be  removed  through  said  public  streets  in 
closed  vehicles  and  wagons  constructed  so  as  to  conceal  the  contents  from 
public  view  and  to  effectually  prevent  any  smell  escaping  therefrom,  as 
well  as  to  prevent  the  dropping  of  any  portion  of  such  material  Or  sub- 
stances on  or  upon  the  public  streets,  and  which  said  vehicles  and 
wagons  shall  be  constructed  in  accordance  with  specifications  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Health  of  said  city  and  county. 

Sec.  4.  From  and  after  the  erection  and  construction  of  the  buildings 
referred  to  in  Section  2  of  this  order,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  corporation  to  dump  or  place  upon  any  land  within  said  city  and  county, 
or  in  any  water  or  waterways  within  said  city  and  county,  any  refuse, 
butchers'  offal,  garbage  or  other  material  mentioned  in  Section  3  of  this 
order;  but  such  refuse,  butchers'  offal,  garbage  or  other  material  sball  be 
forthwith  delivered  to  the  crematory  herein  provided  for.  and  there,  at  the 
expense  of  the  person  or  corporation  so  conveying  the  same,  be  cremated 
or  destroyed,  or  subjected  to  such  disposition  and  treatment  as  will  at 
once  secure  and  effect  a  comnlete  combustion  of  all  vases  and  odors  <ris- 
ing  therefrom. 
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Sec.  5.  The  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  on  receipt  of 
any  of  the  material  or  substances  specified  in  this  order,  shall,  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  thereafter,  cremate  or  reduce  the  same,  or  shall 
subject  the  same  to  such  process  as  will  secure  the  complete  combustion 
of  all  gases  or  odors  arising  therefrom.  The  said  grantees,  their  associates 
and  assigns,  shall  maintain  and  operate  their  plant  and  crematories,  or 
other  apparatus,  and  the  matter  and  substances  received,  so  as  to  prevent 
any  obnoxious  smells  or  gases  being  emitted,  either  from  the  deposits  of 
such  matter  or  substances  on  their  premises  or  from  the  process  of  crema- 
tion or  other  treatment  thereof,  or  from  the  residuum  remaining  after 
cremation  or  treatment  as  aforesaid;  also,  that  in  the  operation  of  said 
works  no  smoke  or  soot  shall  be  emitted  so  as  to  constitute  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall,  from  and 
after  the  first  day  of  December,  1902,  have  the  sole  and  exclusive  right  and 
privilege,  during  the  continuance  of  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this 
franchise,  to  remove  and  dispose  of  the  carcasses  of  all  dogs  killed  at  the 
Public  Pound,  and  all  animals  impounded  and  not  redeemed  by  the  owners 
thereof,  and  v/hich  are  valueless  and  cannot  be  sold;  alsp,  to  remove  and 
dispose  of  the  carcasses  of  all  dead  animals  found  upon  the  public  streets, 
and  the  carcasses  of  all  dead  animals  in  said  city  and  county  not  slain 
for  human  food  which  shall  not  be  removed  or  disposed  of  by  the  owners 
thereof  so  as  not  to  become  a  nuisance  within  six  hours  after  the  death  of 
the  same;  provided,  that  in  the  event  the  parties  now  holding  and  exercis- 
ing this  privilege  of  removing  the  dead  animals  not  slain  for  human 
food  should  hereafter  fail  or  refuse  to  remove  the  dead  animals,  and  should 
forfeit  their  contract  with  said  city  and  county,  then,  immediately  upon 
such  forfeiture,  the  right  to  remove  said  dead  animals  shall  vest  in  the 
grantees  herein,  their  associates  and  assigns,  under  this  order. 

Sec.  7.  This  Board  will  pass  such  orders  as  may  be  required  from 
time  to  time  to  enable  the  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  to 
enjoy  and  have  the  benefit  of  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted, 
and  on  the  completion  of  the  works  will  pass  such  other  and  additional 
orders  as  will  enable  the  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  to 
carry  out  the  contemplated  destruction  of  garbage,  offal,  house  refuse  and 
material  mentioned  in  this  order,  and  the  conversion  of  the  substances 
herein  named  for  fertilizing  and  other  purposes,  and  for  the  segregation 
prior  to  delivery  of  garbage  and  offal  from  ashes  and  other  refuse. 

Sec.  S.  The  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall  at  all 
times  be  subject  to  and  conform  to  all  health  and  sanitary  regulations  and 
requirements  enacted  and  in  force  during  the  existence  of  this  franchise. 
The  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion whatever  from  the  city  and  county  for  any  service  performed  under 
the  conditions  of  this  order  in  disposing  of  the  material  and  substances 
specified  in  this  order. 

Sec.  9.  This  franchise  shall  cease  and  determine  upon  the  failure  of 
the  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  to  fully  carry  out  and  faithfully 
perform  the  obligations  herein  imposed,  unless  from  unavoidable  cause 
beyond  the  control  or  power  of  the  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns, 
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by  reason  of  any  fire  or  other  casualty,  the  operations  and  works  shall  be 
destroyed  or  temporarily  suspended  in  their  operation.  The  said  grantees, 
their  associates  and  assigns,  in  the  event  of  an  accident  to  or  destruction 
of  their  works,  shall,  during  the  time  such  works  cannot  be  operated  and 
until  said  works  are  repaired  or  reconstructed,  and  within  such  reasonable 
time  as  may  be  allowed  and  approved  by  this  Board,  shall  deodorize  the 
material  and  substances  specified  in  this  order  and  dispose  of  the  same  as 
directed  by  this  Board,  so  as  to  prevent  all  noxious  gases  or  odors  escap- 
ing therefrom,  until  the  said  material  or  substances  are  cremated  or  util- 
ized as  provided  by  this  order. 

Sec  10.  All  of  the  machinery  and  appliances  used  shall  be  of  Cali- 
fornia manufacture,  except  such  as  are  manufactured  exclusively  or 
patented  in  the  Eastern  States  or  abroad. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall,  within 
a  period  of  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  order,  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  this  Board  their  acceptance  of  its  provisions  and  of  this 
franchise. 

Sec  12.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  Sections  3  and  4  of  this 
order  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  punish- 
able as  such. 

Sec.  13.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  from  its 
passage. 

All  orders  and  parts  of  orders  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
order  are  hereby  repealed  and  made  null  and  void. 

And  the  Clerk  is  hereby  directed  to  advertise  this  order  as  required 
by  law.

AN  ORDINANCE  PRESCRIBING  THE  MANNER  AND  METHOD  «>F 
MEASUREMENT  AND  OF  ASCERTAINING  THE  AMOUNT  TO 
BE  PAID  AND  COLLECTED  I'nl!  THE  INCINERATION  OP 
GARBAGE,  WASTE.  REFUSE  AND  OTHER  MATERIALS  SET 
FORTH  IN  ORDER  NO  2965,  PASSED  FEBRUARY  17T11.  1906, 
AND  FIXING  A  PENALTY  FOR  A  VIOLATION  OF  THIS  ORDI- 
NANCE. 

Whereas.  By  Order  No.  29G5  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
February  17.  I90fi,  this  Board  granted  \<>  F.  E.  Sharon,  ins  associates  and 
assigns  (for  the  term  of  flfty  years  from  and  after  the  lTtii  day  of 
February,    1896),   the  sole  and   exclusive  right    and    privilege   to  cremate 

and   destroy   within    the  city   and   county   of   San    Francisco,    by   crematories 
or  by   a   process  of  reduction,  all   house  refuse,   but. hers'  offal,   garbage, 
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refuse,  dirt,  ashes,  cinders,  sludge,  crockery,  tin,  bones  and  other  like 
matter  and  dead  animals  and  putrid  vegetable  matter  and  fish,  flesh  and 
food  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  as  unfit  for  human  food,  and 

Whereas,  It  is  provided  in  and  by  said  Order  No.  2965,  that  said 
grantees,  their  associates  and  assigns,  shall  have  the  right  and  privilege 
to  charge  and  collect  therefor,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  20  cents  per 
load,  such  load  not  to  exceed  a  cubic  yard  on  the  delivery  of  the  the 
above  materials  and  substances  at  the  plant  or  works  where  the  crema- 
tory or  reduction  plant  is  established ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  of  San  Francisco  (a  cor- 
poration) is  the  assignee  and  successor  in  interest  of  the  said  grantee 
of  said  franchise,  operating  a  crematory  under  and  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Order  No.  2965,  in  the  city  and  county,  on  the  block 
bounded  by  Rhode  Island,  Alameda,  De  Haro  and  Fifteenth  streets,  and 
is  there  receiving  and  cremating  the  material  and  substance  hereinabove 
and  in  said  Order  No.  2005  enumerated,  at  the  expense  of  the  companies, 
persons  or  corporations  conveying  or  delivering  the  same,  and 

Whereas,  Disputes  have  constantly  arisen  and  now  exists  between 
said  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  and  the  persons,  companies  or  corpora- 
tions conveying  and  delivering  said  materials  and  substances  as  to  the 
mode  and  manner  of  measuring  the  same  and  as  to  what  constitutes  a 
cubic  yard  of  the  same,  and  the  charge  to  be  made  by  said  Sanitary  Reduc- 
tion Works  for  receiving  and  cremating  the  same;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  ascertained  that  three  cubic  yards  of  such  mate- 
rial in  its  natural  state  averages  in  weight  one  ton  (of  2000  pounds  avoir- 
dupois) and  that  a  charge  of  60  cents  per  ton  (of  2000  pounds  avoirdu- 
pois) for  all  such  material  and  substances,  is  the  equivalent  of  20  cents 
per  cubic  yard  provided  for  in  said  Order  No.  2065 ;  and 

Whereas,  Representatives  of  both  sides  of  said  disputes  and  contro- 
versies have  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  and  agreed  that  a  ton  of  2000  pounds  avoirdu- 
pois of  said  material  is  equivalent  to  three  cubic  yards  thereof;  now, 
therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Within  fifteen  days  from  and  after  the  approval  of  this. 
Order,  the  said  Sanitary  Reduction  Works  of  San  Francisco,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  shall  install  scales  of  not  less  than  five  tons  capacity,  at 
some  convenient  place  at  or  near  the  place  where  its  crematory  is  situ- 
ated, and  from  and  after  the  installation  of  such  scales,  shall  weigh  all 
of  said  materials  and  substances,  in  the  vehicles  conveying  the  same,  and 
after  the  said  material  and  substances  have  been  dumped  at  its  said 
crematory,  it  shall  weigh  in  like  manner,  the  empty  vehicle  in  which 
the  same  was  conveyed,  and  after  thus  ascertaining  the  net  weight  of 
said  material  or  substances,  exclusive  of  said  vehicle,  it  shall  have  the 
right  and  privilege  to  collect  from  the  person,  company  or  corporation 
delivering  the  same,  at  the  rate  of.  but  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  60  cents 
per  ton  net  weight  of  2000  pounds  avoirdupois  which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  the  equivalent  of  the  rate  heretofore  fixed  in  the  said  Order  No. 
2965,  on  the  delivery  of  said  material  or  substances,  and  shall,  upon 
demand,  give  a  receipt  to  the  person,  company  or  corporation  delivering 
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the  same,  showing  the  date  or  delivery,  the  number  of  pounds  delivered 
and  the  sum  charged  therefor,  and  the  name  of  the  person  delivering  the 
same,  or  the  license  number  of  the  vehicles  in  which  the  same  was  de- 
livered. 

Sec.  2.  Any  violation  of  this  Ordinance  shall  he  and  is  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  misdemeanor  and  is  punishable  as  such. 

Sec.  3.  This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  on  and  after 
its  passage. 

Sec.  4.  All  orders  or  parts  of  orders  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  repealed  and  are  made  null  and  void.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  this  Ordinance  shall  not  annul  or  deprive  any  person 
of  any  rights  created  or  conferred  by  the  aforesaid  Order  No.  2965,  which 
said  Order  No.  2965  is  hereby  expressly  continued  in  full  force  and  effect 
as  to  each  and  every  provision  therein  contained  except  as  to  the  matter 
in  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance  specifically  set  forth  and  enacted.

GRANTING  FRANCHISE  FOR  FIFTY  YEARS  TO  SAN  FRANCISCO 
ELECTRIC  PROTECTIVE  COMPANY  (a  Corporation)  to  IN- 
STALL, MAINTAIN  AND  OPERATE  AN  ELECTRIC  BURGLAR 
ALARM  SYSTEM  AND  TO  LAY  AND  MAINTAIN  PIPES,  WIRES 
AND  CONDUITS  THEREFOR. 

Whereas,  The  San  Francisco  Electric  Protective  Company  (a  cor- 
poration), incorporated  and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
California,  with  its  principal  place  of  business  in  San  Francisco,  Cali- 
fornia, filed  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  on  the  29th  day  of  September,  1902,  an  application 
praying  for  the  franchise  hereinafter  granted,  and  said  board  having 
in  its  discretion  ordered  publication  of  notice  of  the  fact  of  said  ap- 
plication in  accordance  with  an  act  of  the  legislature,  approved  March 
11,  1901,  and  entitled:  "An  Act  providing  for  the  sale  of  street  rail- 
road and  other  franchises  in  municipalities  and  providing  conditions  for 
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the  granting  of  such  franchises  by  Legislative  or  other  governing  bodies 
and  repealing  conflicting  acts":    and 

Whereas,  Said  notice  has  been  published  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
time  required  by  said  act  and  by  law,  and  the  full  publication  of  said 
notice  has  been  completed  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty 
days  before  this  date;   and 

Whereas,  Sealed  bids  have  been  made  and  returned  in  accordance 
with  said  notice,  and  with  law,  and  San  Francisco  Electric  Protective 
Company  (a  corporation),  being  the  highest  cash  bidder  therefor,  and 
no  person  bidding  or  offering  any  higher  or  better  bid. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  a  franchise  for  a  period  of  fifty  years  from  and 
after  the  taking  effect  of  this  ordinance  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  to 
San  Francisco  Electric  Protective  Company  (a  corporation)  to  install, 
establish,  perfect,  maintain  and  operate,  for  profit,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  for  said  period,  an 
electric  burglar  alarm  system,  and  to  lay  and  maintain,  subject  to  the 
ordinances  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  under  the  control  and 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  under  the  streets,  lanes, 
alleys,  places  or  courts  in  said  City  and  County,  in  positions  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  such  pipes,  wires  and  conduits  as  may 
be  necessary  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  This  franchise  is  granted  on  condition  that  the  grantee  and 
its  assigns  shall,  during  the  life  of  said  franchise,  pay  to  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco  two  (2)  per  cent  of  the  gross  annual  receipts 
arising  from  its  use,  operation  or  possession.  No  percentage  shall  be 
paid  for  the  first  five  years  succeeding  the  date  of  the  franchise  hereby 
granted,  but  thereafter  such  percentages  shall  be  payable  annually,  and 
in  the  event  such  payment  is  not  made,  said  franchise  shall  be  for- 
feited. 

Sec.  3.  This  franchise  is  awarded  and  granted  on  condition  that 
work  be  commenced  for  the  exercise  thereof  in  good  faith  within  four 
months  from  the  granting  of  this  franchise,  and  completed  within  not 
more  than  three  years  thereafter;  and  if  not  commenced  and  completed 
within  said  respective  periods,  said  franchise  shall  be  forfeited,  pro- 
vided this  Board  may  by  resolution  extend  the  time  for  the  completion 
not  exceeding  three  months,  and  the  granting  of  this  franchise  is  fur- 
ther conditioned  on  said  grantee  filing  a  bond  running  to  said  city 
and  county  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  this  Board,  in  the  penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000)  dollars. 
Conditioned  that  said  grantee  shall  well  and  truly  observe,  fulfill  and 
perform  each  and  every  term  and  condition  of  said  franchise,  and  that 
in  case  of  any  breach  of  condition  of  such  bond,  the  whole  amount  of 
the  penal  sum  therein  shall  be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  liquidated  dam- 
ages, and  shair  Be"  recoverable  froiaa  Hie  principal  and  sureties  upon 
such  bond;  said  bond  shall  be  filed  with  this  said  Board  within  live  days

That  during  the  calendar  years  1902  and  1903  he  was  Chief  Assist- 
ant Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco,  and  as  such  Chief  Assistant  Clerk  reported  the  proceedings 
of  said  Board  and  prepared  and  wrote  its  Journal  of  Proceedings. 

That  in  the  month  of  September,  1902,  an  application  was  filed  by 
the  San  Francisco  Electric  Protective  Company  (a  corporation)  with 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  praying  for  a  fran- 
chise for  a  period  of  fifty  years,  to  install,  maintain  and  operate  an 
electric  burglar  alarm  system  and  to  lay  and  maintain  pipes,  wires  and 
conduits  therefor. 

That  thereafter  said  petition  was  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  and  proceedings  were  duly  had 
offering  said  franchise  for  sale  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act 
of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled,  "An  Act  provid- 
ing for  the  sale  of  street  railroad  and  other  franchises  in  municipalities 
and  providing  conditions  for  the  granting  of  such  franchises  by  legis- 
lative or  other  governing  bodies  and  repealing  conflicting  acts",  ap- 
proved March  11,  1901. 

That  said  franchise  was  duly  sold  to  the  San  Francisco  Electric 
Protective  Company  (a  corporation),  and  a  bill  numbered  764  was 
passed  for  printing  by  said  Board  granting  said  franchise. 

That  before  said  Bill  No.  764  came  up  on  final  passage  the  San 
Francisco  Electric  Protective  Company  (a  corporation)  filed  with  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  an  undertaking  agreeing  to  surrender  and  aban- 
don the  latter  half,  to  wit:  Twenty-five  years  of  the  life  of  said  fran- 
chise, provided  said  Bill  No.  764  was  finally  passed  and  approved. 

That  said  undertaking  agreeing  to  surrender  and  abandon  a  portion 
of  said  franchise  as  aforesaid  was  duly  accepted  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  in  consideration  of  said  surrender  and  abandonment 
and  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  final  passage  of  the  Bill  said  Bill 
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No.    764    was    finally    passed    as    Ordinance    No.    663    of    the    Board    of 
Supervisors. 

That  the  effect  of  said  final  passage  of  said  bill  and  ordinance  and 
the  acceptance  of  said  undertaking  containing  said  surrender  and 
abandonment  was  to  grant  the  San  Francisco  Electric  Protective  Com- 
pany (a  corporation)  a  franchise  for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years 
instead  of  a  period  of  fifty  years. 

That  all  the  original  records  appertaining  to  the  granting  of  said 
franchise,  including  said  agreement  and  surrender,  were  destroyed  by 
fire  April  18,  1906. 

That  the  undersigned  as  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  during 
the  years  190  7-8-9  made  a  due  and  diligent  search  of  all  available 
and  existing  records  in  an  unsuccessful  endeavor  to  find  a  printed  copy 
of  the  acceptance  of  said  abandonment  and  surrender. 

That  to  the  best  of  the  affiant's  knowledge  and  belief,  the  said  sur- 
render and  abandonment  was  not  published  in  the  official  newspaper, 
but  slips  thereof  merely  were  printed.

CISCO A  FRANCHISE  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPER- 
ATE A  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  AND  TO  CONSTRUCT,  MAINTAIN  AND  OPER- 
ATE THROUGH,  ALONG,  UNDER  AND  IN  THE  PUBLIC 
STREETS,  ALLEYS  AND  HIGHWAYS  OF  SAID  CITY  AND 
COUNTY  POLES,  WIRES,  CABLES,  UNDERGROUND  CONDUITS 
AND  OTHER  APPLIANCES  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  TRANSMIT- 
TING SOUND,  SIGNALS  AND  CONVERSATION  BY  MEANS  OF 
ELECTRICITY  OR  OTHERWISE. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco as  follows:

Whereas,  Said  Home  Telephone  Company  of  San  Francisco  within 
five  days  after  said  franchise  was  awarded  to  it,  as  aforesaid,  filed  with 
said  Board  of  Supervisors  a  bond  to  secure  the  due  performance  of  each 
and  every  term  and  condition  of  said  franchise,  running  to  said  city 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  conditioned  in  all  respects  as  required  by 
law,  with  a  good  and  sufficient  surety,  in  the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($250,000),  said  sum  being  the  amount 
theretofore  prescribed  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors  and  set  forth  in 
the  advertisement  for  bids  for  said  franchise  as  the  penal  sum  of  the 
bond  to  be  given  by  the  successful  bidder  for  said  franchise,  which  said 
bond  and  the  surety  thereon  heretofore  were  duly  approved  by  said 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  1.  A  franchise  hereby  is  granted  unto  said  Home  Telephone 
Company  of  San  Francisco,  a  corporation,  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  telephone  system  in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco, 
and  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  poles,  wires,  cables,  underground 
conduits  and  other  appliances  through,  along,  under  and  in  the  public 
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streets,  alleys  and  highways  of  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  purpose  of  transmitting  sound  signals  and  conversation  by  means 
of  electricity  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  2.  The  term  of  said  franchise  shall  be  fifty  (50)  years  from 
and  after  the  date  of  granting  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  The  terms  and  conditions  under  which  such  franchise  is 
granted  are  as  follows,  to  wit:

proved August  23,  1899),  and  all  orders  and  ordinances  amendatory 
thereof. 

Second — That  the  grantee  of  said  franchise,  his  or  its  assigns,  shall, 
within  four  months  from  the  date  of  granting  such  franchise,  commence 
in  good  faith  the  work  of  installing  such  telephone  system,  poles,  wires, 
cables,  underground  conduits  and  other  appliances,  and  shall  thereafter, 
in  good  faith,  lay  out  or  expend  for  material  used  and  labor  performed 
in  the  establishment  of  the  same  (the  purchase  of  real  estate  and  the 
erection  of  buildings  thereon  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  such 
system  being  included)  the  following  sums,  within  the  periods  herein- 
after mentioned  respectively: 

Two  million  ($2,000,000)  dollars  within  twelve  (12)  months  after 
the  commencement  of  the  work  as  above  provided;  three  million 
($3,000,000)  dollars  in  the  aggregate  within  twenty-four  (24)  months 
after  the  commencement  of  the  work  as  above  provided;  four  million 
($4,000,000)  dollars  in  the  aggregate  within  thirty-six  (36)  months 
after  the  commencement  of  the  work  as  above  provided. 

That  the  work  hereinabove  described  shall  be  completed  within 
three  years  after  its  commencement.

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as 
follows:

street  to  Eleventh  street;  thence  along  Eleventh  street  to  Mission  street; 
thence  along  Mission  street  and  West  Mission  street  to  Hermann  street;

said  grantee,  such  quantity  of  salt  water  as  shall  be  required  for  its  said 
purposes,  and  thereunto  to  operate  and  use  all  such  machinery,  motors 
and  appliances;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  pipe  or  pipes,  steam 
engines,  machinery  or  appliances  shall  be  laid  down,  erected  or  main- 
tained in  any  part  of  the  streets  or  premises  aforesaid  as  are  or  may  be 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners,  without 
permission  of  said  Board,  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  by  said 
Board  imposed  or  prescribed. 

SEC.  2.  All  of  the  pipes  aforesaid,  except  where  The  same  shall 
be  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners, 
shall  be  laid  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares,  and  the  work  on  the  public  streets 
s-hall  be  performed  in  strict  conformity  with  the  following  conditions: 

A.  No  trench  dug  for  pipe  or  conduit  shall  remain  open  over 
iwenty-four  hours  after  the  pipe  or  conduit  is  laid,  and  all  pipes  and 
conduits  shall  be  laid  within  twenty-four  hours  after  a  trench  is  open, 
and  trenches  shall  be  considered  and  deemed  open  as  soon  as  the  first 
opening  is  made  in  the  street  or  pavement  for  the  purpose  aforesaid.
